To the Honorable City Council of the City of Boston: —— 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit herewith, in 
compliance with law, the Fifth Annual Report of this office. 

Seven hundred and forty fires have occurred during the 
year as against seven hundred and forty-seven last year. 
These have resulted in a direct fire-loss of $970,300.53, or 
an average loss per fire of $1,311, as compared with the 
average loss last year of $6,645.19, and an average loss the 
year previous of $1,308. There have been two hundred 
and fifty alarms which were false, needless, or for bonfires. 
With few exceptions the various causes of fires maintain very 
nearly their usual percentages as to the number of fires and 
the amount of loss resulting therefrom. 
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The number of fires from defective construction shows a 
decrease of one per cent. from last year. The number 
caused by electric lights and wires is one per cent. more than 
last year, although the total loss resulting therefrom is 
seventy-one per cent. less. The number of fires arising from 
fire-crackers and fireworks has increased from less than one 
per cent. of last year’s total to nearly two and one-half per 
cent. this year. There has been a decrease of two per cent. 
in the number of kerosene fires, and of four per cent. in 
those resulting from carelessness with gas and lights. <A 
little more than one-half of one per cent. of the year’s fires 
have been classed as being clearly proven incendiary, as 
against one and seven-tenths per cent. last year. Careless 
fires maintain about their usual ratio of forty-two per cent. 
of the total number of fires, while accidental fires have in- 
creased their percentage from forty-two to nearly fifty per 
cent. Fires classed as under investigation (seventy-five per 
cent. of which can always be counted on as undoubtedly in- 
cendiary) have dropped from seven and seven-tenths per 
cent. last year to two and four-tenths per cent. this year. | 
Adding the percentage of incendiary fires classed under the 
head of “Under Investigation ” to the one-half per cent. of 
proven incendiaries, and it shows that two and one-half per 
cent. of the total number of fires occurring during the year 
should properly be classed as incendiary, as compared with 
eight per cent. of the total number of fires attributed to in- 
cendiarism last year. 

In proportion to the number of fires arising therefrom, 
spontaneous combustion and electricity have proved the most 
expensive causes, — eighteen per cent. of the year’s agere- 
gate loss, resulting from six per cent. of the total number of 
fires, being attributed to the former, and eight per cent. of 
the total loss, resulting from two per cent. of the total num- 
ber of fires, being credited to the latter. 

There is apparently very little change in the percentages 
of the total number of fires when classed by the different 
kinds of buildings in which they have occurred. Nearly 
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forty-two per cent. of this total number occurred in resi- 
dences; 72.e., dwellings, boarding-houses, and tenements. 
Last year the largest percentage of loss was incurred by fires 
in wholesale stores, while this year manufactories resume 
their place at the head of the list as being the location of the 
largest losses. The comparative boss on buildings and con- 
tents shows a larger percentage than usual on buildings, — 
thirty-two per cent. of the year’s loss being on buildings, 
and sixty-eight on contents. | 

The fire-loss of the year has been attended with an un- 
usually small number of fatalities, — only one loss of life 
on account of fire having been reported. 

The different causes of fires and the means for their pre- 
vention have been treated of so frequently and in detail in 
previous reports, that further comment is deemed unneces- 
sary at the present time. 

It may be well to add that there has been about the usual 
number of lamp explosions, and in a test of all the exploding 
oils only three were found to be below the test prescribed by 
statute. In view of this fact, the suggestion made in pre- 
vious reports again presents itself; viz., that the test pre- 
scribed by statute should be increased, so as to prevent the 
sale of all oils which evaporate gas under one hundred and 
ten degrees Fahrenheit, or ignite at a temperature of less 
than one hundred and thirty degrees, to be ascertained by a 
closed-cup tester. 

Only one explosion occurred during the year in oil of a 
better grade than this. 

The statistics of Russian and Polish fires show a marked 
improvement, — thirty-four per cent. of the total number of 
incendiary fires being placed among them this year, whereas 
fifty-four per cent. of the total number were attributed to 
them last. While last year fifty per cent. of the total num- 
ber of Russian and Polish fires were classed as incendiary, 
this year but sixteen and two-thirds per cent. of their total 
number of fires are incendiary. Whereas last year it was 
found necessary to charge one incendiary fire to every four 
hundred and fifty-four of the Polish and Russian population, 
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this year there has been only one to every hie hundred 
and seventy-five. 

The decrease of these fires and the reduction of incendie 
ism are the most noteworthy features of the year’s fire 
record.

To the Honorable the Coninan Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, — Replying to your request for my opinion 
as to whether it would be legal to pass the following order, 
to wit : — 

* Ordered, That the contract for city printing, including 
the publication of the proceedings of the City Council, and 
any documents or advertisements paid for by the city of 
Boston or any of its departments, be given to no firm or 
firms refusing to pay the scale of prices established by the 
Boston Typographical Union, or refusing to employ members 
of said Union,” by which I suppose you mean to ask whether 
the City Council can direct to whom such contracts shall or 
shall not be given, I have the honor to say : — 

So fur as it refers to the printing required in and for the 
business of either or any of the executive departments of 
the city, the City Council clearly cannot direct or control the 
action of the executive officers of these departments in that 
matter. Chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885. , 

Section 12 of that act provides that “neither the City 
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Council or either branch thereof, nor any member or commnit- 
tee thereof, or of either branch thereof, . . .~ shall 
directly or indirectly take part in the employment of labor, 
the making DNRCOMUACLS 7 mew Olea the conduct of any 
of the administrative business of the Clty 

As to the printing of the proceedings of the City Council, 
it may be that the Council has more control, that its taking 
a part in the matter of that printing is not so expressly pro- 
hibited by the statute; but it appears to me that it would 
hardly be consistent with the spirit of the government, of 
which the city is a part, which is declared to be “instituted 
for the-common good, . . . and not for the promt, 
honor, or private interest of any one man, family, or class of 
men,” for the City Council to exclude from participation in 
the benefits of public work, or employment by the city, any 
person, or class of persons, for the reasons stated in said 
order. 

The plain purport of the order is, that the city shall with- 
hold the advantages of employment on its work from persons 
or firms who decline to pay prices fixed by other than the 
interested or contracting parties, or who desire to exercise 
their own judgment in the selection of their employees. 

Such action by the City Council would, in my opinion, be 
an unauthorized interference in matters which are properly 
within the exclusive right, and are the concern, of other 
parties ; and, as said by the Supreme Court of this State in a 
somewhat similar case, “would be offensive to the free 
principles which prevail in this country; and, if such 
practices could enjoy immunity, would tend to establish a 
tyranny of irresponsible persons over labor and mechanical 
business which would be extremely injurious to both.”

The Joint Special Committee on Annual Estimates, to 
whom was referred the message of the Mayor transmitting 
the estimates of the several departments for the financial 
year 1891-92, having given the matter their consideration, 
respectfully submit the following 


REPORT: 


On account of the change in the financial year from May 
1 to February 1 (Ordinance, 1891, c. 3), provision for the 
departments is to be made for a period of nine months from 
May 1, upon the basis of the estimates, and it was found 
that after such provision had been made for most of the de- 
partments, a considerable amount, namely, $1,700,000, re- 
mained unappropriated. The said sum has accordingly been 
assigned to the different sections of the city, by a judicious 
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division, for special permanent improvements, of a minor 
character in many instances as regards the amount involved, 
but of special importance where “the necessities of the case 
are considered. 

As the above-mentioned, change i in the financial year is 
quite a radical one, and was not “calculated upon by any of 
the departments in the preparation of their estimates, It may 
very probably be found, before the close of the year, that 
the appropriation of three-fourths of the amount estimated by 
the departments is not sufficient in every instance, for the 
reason that the expenditures of the departments are not 
equally apportioned throughout the year, and deficiencies 
may arise in consequence. On this account it has been 
deemed advisable to hold an amount in the Reserved Fund 
to meet such deficiencies as they occur. 

For these several purposes the amount of $12,799,430, 
which the city is authorized to raise by taxation the ensuing 
year, is appropriated by the Committee in the bill submitted 
herewith. The course they have pursued is suggested by 
His Honor the Mayor, and the amount named is the full 
amount that can be appropriated. The Committee accord- 
ingly recommend the adoption of the accompanying orders.

TAX-BILL, 1891-92. 


ORDERS 


Laying a Specific Tax to defray the expenses of the City of 
Boston and ihe County of Suffolk for the nine months 
ending January 31,1892, and providing for interest on 
non-payment of same. 


Ordered, That the sum of ten million one hundred and 
sixty-four thousand and forty dollars ($10,164,040) be 
raised on the polls and estates taxable in this city, according 
to law, to pay the current expenses of the City of Boston 
and the County of Suffolk during the nine months which 
will commence with the first day of May, 1891, and end 
with the last day of January, 1892. 

Ordered, That, in pursuance of the authority of Chapter 
11, Section 67, of the Public Statutes, all taxes assessed for 
the purpose of providing for the expenditures of the City of 
Boston and County of Suffolk for the nine’ months 
ending January 31, 1892, and for paying the city’s pro- 
portion of the State tax of 1891, shall be due and 
payable on the first day of November, 1891; and, if 
the same shall remain unpaid, interest at the rate of six 
per cent. per annum shall be charged upon all such taxes 
as shall not be paid at that date; and upon all taxes that 
shall remain unpaid on the first day of January, 1892, there 
shall be charged interest at the rate of seven per cent. per 
annum ; and all the interest that shall have become due from 
and after the above-named dates shall. be added to and be a 
part of such taxes ; provided, however, that the taxes assessed, 
by authority of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, upon the 
shares of National Banks and of other corporations, shall be 
due and payable on the first day of November, 1891, and 
interest shall be charged as provided in said chapter, upon 
all such taxes as remain unpaid after that date, at the rate of 
twelve per cent. per annum.

In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, July 8, 1891. 


The Committee of the Whole, to whom was referred by the 
board the report of the Committee on Ordinances, submitting 
the Revised Ordinances of 1891 (City Doc. 31 — 1891), 
report that they have examined the matter referred to the m 
and find that the Corporation Counsel, as provided in chapter 
12 of the Revised Ordinances of 1890, submitted a compila- 
tion of said Ordinances, and of the ordinances passed since 
the revision, making such changes as were required by the 
passage of certain statutes since said revision; that this com- 
pilation was referred to the Committee on Ordinances, which 
committee, on the 24th day of February, 1891, made a 
report thereon to the Board of Aldermen, recommend- 
ing the passage of the said compilation, with a few minor 
amendments, as the Revised Ordinances of 1891 (City Doc. 
d1—1891). The amendments made in the compilation of 
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existing ordinances of the Corpoartion Counsel by the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances, by the said Revised Ordinances of 
1891 were as follows: — 

In chapter 1, section 2, the words “twice a week” were 
inserted after the word “ published,” in the second line, to 
make the provision relative to the publication of ordinances 
more definite, and the time for publishing was increased to 
three weeks, to conform to the requirements for publishing 
the Regulations of the Board. . 

In section 8, the definition of the term “subordinate,” as 
given in the statute, was added. 

In section 9, the words “as established by the ordinance 
passed January 2, 1823,” were stricken out. 

In chapter 2, section 1 was redrafted to conform to the 
statute. 

In chapter 3, the amendment (Ord. 1890, ch. 1, sect. 2), 
which established the salary of the fifth Deputy Sealer of 
Weights and Measures at one thousand dollars a year was 
changed, as he performs similar and equal duty with the 
other deputies, and should receive the same compensation. 

In chapter 15, section 4, the words “grant” and “granted” 
were changed to “issue” and “issued.” Section 6, with 
verbal Pnooe was added to section 4. : 

In chapter 25, section 5, the mors “The board of health ’ “ 
was changed to read “Said board ;” and the last line of said 
section struck out. 

Chap. 29, section 1, “architects ” changed to “architect.” | 

In chapter 41, section 1, the word “ or,” in the fifth line, 
was changed to “as,” being a manifest inaccuracy in the text. 

In Sapien 46, cee 1, “Spellman Hall, Broadway,” and 
“Gray’s Hall, Broadway,” were inserted as the ward-rooms 
for Wards 13 and 14. 

In chapter 49, the new section 39 (provided in chap. 6, Ordi- 
nances of 1890) was amended by inserting the words “ pro- 
jecting therefrom” after the word “ nails” in the third line. 

Section 86 had added to it the provisos relating to sales 
by minors, the City Council having already passed, Feb. 14, 
an order to that effect, which should be incorporated in the 
ordinances.

In section 87 (old section 84) the words “of Boston,” in 
the last line were stricken out. 

While the Revised Ordinances of 1891, printed in said 
City Doc. 31, were awaiting action by the Board of Aldermen, 
the City Council passed the following ordinances : — 

Chap. 1. An ordinance relating to the Street Department 
[ Doc. 85 — 1891. ] 

Chap. 2. An ordinance relating to Minors’ licenses [ Doc. 


45 — 1891.] 

Chap. 8. An ordinance relating to Financial year [ Doe. 
49—1891.] 

Chap. 4. An ordinance relating to Ferries [Doc. 65 — 
1891. ] 

Chap. 5. An ordinance relating to City property [ Doc. 66 
— 1891.] 

Chap. 6. An ordinance relating to Assessors [ Doc. 67 — 
1891. ] 


Chap. 7. An ordinance relating to fire-alarm, telegraph, 
and telephone systems [ Doc. 82 — 1891. ] 

Chap. 8. An ordinance relating to City Documents [ Doc. 
89 — 1891.] 

Chap. 9. An ordinance relating to the removal of Manure 
[ Doc. 90 — 1891. ] 

These ordinances made very great changes in the ordinance 
printed in said City Doc. 31. Your committee, therefore, 
thought it best to make an entire rearrangement of the ordi- 
nances, and incorporate in them such other changes as they 
deemed to be required. They therefore authorized the City 
Solicitor to consolidate the ordinances relating to ward-rooms 
(chap. 46 of said City Doc. 31) with the ordinance relating to 
public buildings (chap. 33 of said document), as every section 
of said chap. 46 is simply a direction to the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings, and therefore properly belongs in the ordi- 
nance relating to his department. They also authorized the 
City Solicitor to make certain other changes recommended by 
him. ‘The result of these changes and rearrangement is the 
draft herewith submitted (City Doc. 74 — 1891). 

In this draft the departments have been arranged alpha- 
betically and uniformity secured in naming them, as in 
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“Public Institutions Department,” instead of “Department 
of Public Institutions,” and the following other changes and 
alterations made in the draft in City Doc. 31, 1891 :— 

Chap. 1. Section 7 is old section 8. 

Section 8 is old section 7, and the word “ February ”. sub- 
stituted for “ May,” and “January” substituted for “ April,” 
and other changes made to conform to the new ordinance 
(Ord. 1891, ch. 3). 

Chap. 2, sect. 1. After the word “subject” in the first 
line, the words “after the expiration of one week from the 
date of appointment ” are inserted, and the lines : — 

“The superintendent of sanitary police.” 

“ The superintendent of sewers.” 

“The commissioner of Cambridge bridges.” 

“ The superintendent of bridges.” 

* Five commissioners of ferries,” are struck out. 

Same section. Before the words “The water registrar,” 
the words, “ The superintendent of ferries” are inserted. 

Also the lines relating to assessors struck out, and the 
provisions recently passed inserted; also “commissioners 
of public parks” struck out and “park commissioners” in- 
serted. | 

Sect. 2. All before the word “hold” in the second line 
struck out, and the following inserted, “The mayor shall, 
whenever a vacancy occurs in any office now filled under 
this ordinance, or any ordinance repealed by this ordinance, 
appoint a person, in the manner of the original appointment, 
to fill such vacancy and.” 

Sect. 3. The part of the section requiring the mayor to 
print the volumes of “executive reports” struck out, as the 
superintendent of printing prints and delivers of the executive 
reports two hundred copies to the mayor (see printing de- 
partment, chapter 29, sect. 2); and, as all reports are to be 
for the financial year (chap. 3, sect. 22), the section is re- 
written to correspond. 7 

Chap. 3. Sect. 1, second line. After the word “ alder- 
men,” the words “or elected by the city council” inserted ; 
also in the third and fourth lines all after the word “* state- 
ment” struck out and “that he accepts his office subject to

The following is added at end of section: “ And shall 
charge as an expenditure of the department whose transac- 
tion, act or neglect caused a claim or suit, every amount 
paid in settlement or on execution therefor,” this being their 
proper place instead of chapter 3, section 17, as formerly. 

Also at the end of section: “And shall charge to the 
appropriations for the several divisions of the street de- 
partment, or for special work, the amount of all bills for 
materials, tools, or machinery furnished for such division 
or work by other divisions of said department, and shall 
add such amount to the appropriations for the divisions 
furnishing such materials, tools, and machinery,” in order 
to keep the accounts of the department clear. 

Chap. 8 (old Chap. 4,) Sect. 1. After the word “ pub- 
lished,” in eighth line, “twice a week ” inserted. 

The new section recently passed (Ord., 1891, ch. 5) in- 
serted as section 3, and the other sections rearranged. 

Section 5 old section 8. Second line after the word 
“dates,” the words “of election of all officers elected by the 
city council and” inserted. 

The last line is taken from section 1 and made a new sec- 
tion, to make it clear that the city messenger may be paid by 
school committee. 

Chap. 10 (old Chap. 5,) Sect. 1. The word “ between” 
in sixth line, struck out, and the words “westerly of and 
next adjoining” inserted ; in the seventh and eighth lines the 
words “and the room of the superintendent of public build- 
ings” struck out. 

Sect. 2. The first two lines made to read : — 

“Srcr. 2. Said clerk shall keep in the said libraries, which

Chap. 13 (old chapter 17, Ferry Department), amended 
by striking out in second line the words, “ board of ferry com- 
missioners, consisting of five commissioners,” and Inserting 
“superintendent of ferries.” 

Also “ board” in first and second lines of section 2, and 
first line of section 3 struck out, and “superintendent,” in 
first line and “him” in the second line inserted; also “ its” 
in section 2, second line and fourth line, and in first line, 
section 3 struck out, and “his” inserted to conform to the 
new ordinance relating to ferries. 

Chap. 14 (old Chap. 24). First section amended to con- 
form to ordinance placing fire-alarm telegraph in charge of 
fire department, and the words “ shall appoint engineers and 
other firemen, and” inserted after word “fire” in fourth 
line. 

Chap. 15 (old Chap. 25,) Sect. 1. The words “of the 
city of Boston, and of boards of health” inserted after the 
word “aldermen” in the fourth line. 

Sect. 2. The word “under” changed to “ in” in the fifth 
line; and the section is further amended after the word 
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“disability” in the ninth line by inserting the words “when 
requested by the board of fire commissioners, examine and 
certify to said board the condition of any member of the fire 
department” to conform to the statute which makes the cer- 
tificate of this physician necessary to obtain a pension. 

Chap. 18 (old Chap. 44), Sect. 2. The, words “from 
which” inserted after “places ” in third line. * 

Chap. 19 (old. Chap. 43), Sect. 2. The words “from 
which” inserted after “ places ” in third line. 

Chap. 21 (old Chap. 47). Amended to conform to new 
ordinance placing fire-alarm telegraph in charge of fire de- 
partment, and by striking out the now unnecessary words 
“as soon as convenient after his appointment,” in Sect. 2, 
lines 1 and 2. 

Chap. 23 (old Chap. 12), Sect. 3, second and fifth lines. 
* Compilation ” changed to “ revision.” 

Section 4, third line after the word “necessary” the words 
“may settle any suit against the city when the settlement is 
recommended by a vote of the committee on claims, approved 
by the mayor, provided such settlement can be affected for 
the sum of four thousand dollars or less,” have been trans- 
ferred from chapter 3, section 17, as this is their proper 
place. 

Chap. 26° (old Chap. 28), sect. 2. In the tenth line 
the words “extending westerly ” changed to “ extended east- 
erly,” being a manifest inaccuracy in the text. 

Sect. 9, twelfth condition, “ Faneuil-hall market and,” 
struck out, and “ The lessee shall have,” inserted. 

Chap. 27 (old Chap. 49). Amended by striking out all 
of section one after the word “allowable” in the fifteenth 
line, and making a new section as follows : — 

“Secor. 3. Said board may, by deed duly executed by its 
chairman, after the city collector has received payment 
therefor, grant and convey to any person or persons the 
sole and exclusive rights of burial, and of erecting tombs, 
cenotaphs, or other monuments, in any of the designated 
lots or sub-divisions of suid cemetery, upon such terms and 
conditions as it may in the deed prescribe, and shall cause 
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said deed to be recorded in the office of the city regis- 
trar.” 

Sect. 4 is old Sect. 8, and old Sect. 4 struck out, because 
it is the same as section 3 above. 

Chap. 28 (old Chap. 23), line 4.“ Charlesbank” has been 
substituted for “ Charles River Embankment,” as this is the 
name which has been established therefor by the board of 
park commissioners. 

Chapter 29 (old Chap. 30), section 1, line 8. After the 
words “ printing of all,” in the third line, the words “city | 
documents and all,” inserted. 

In the tenth line “ public library ” changed to “library de- 
partment ;” the word “and” struck out. 

Also in the twelfth line, after the word “by ” and before 
“each,” the words “and the printing done for,” inserted. 

Also in thirteenth line, section 1, after “ department” and 
defore “during,” “for other than city documents,” inserted. 

Also a new section (2) recently passed (Ord., 1891, ¢. 8) 
is inserted, and the remaining sections renumbered. The 
new section makes it clear that the superintendent is to print 
at the expense of his department all reports of departments 
and other “ city documents,” while the mayor distributes his 
sale of the executive reports, and the city messenger all 

“city documents.” 

Chap. 30 is old Chap. 33 including the sections 6€: ‘Chap. 
46 relating to ward-rooms, because every such section de- 
scribes some duty to be performed by the superintendent of 
public buildings, the language of said sections changed, but 
not the sense; also in sect. 1, the last three lines relating to 
Faneuil Hall and the words “Faneuil Hall” in another part 
of the section have been struck out, and made into a new 
section (4), so as to show all the powers of the superintend- 
ent in regard to the hall. 

Sect. 9 is old section 4. 

Chap. 34 (old Chap. 26), fifth line, amended by striking 
out the word “and,” and, at end of section, the words, — 

“And shall record ina book kept for the purpose in his 
office, all conveyances of rights in Mount Hope Cemetery, 
brought to him for record,” inserted. 
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Chap. 88 (old chapter 18,) as recently passed (Ord., 
1891, c. 1), with the following changes : — 

Sect. 1. Inserted at end of section the words “said 
superintendent may require said subordinates to give bonds 
when and as he deems proper.” 

This was the intention of the mover of the amendment, 
and has been done by the superintendent. 

Sect. 1. The words “shall, on the 20th day of each 
month, send to the city auditor detailed bills of all ma- 
terials, tools, and machinery furnished by either of the 
divisions of said department to any other such division, or 
for any special work” inserted in sixteenth line, to keep the 
accounts clear. The words “within the appropriation for 
officers and subordinates” struck out. 

Sect. 8. Line 8, the words “the revised ordinances of 
1890” struck out, and “this ordinance” inserted. : 

Same change in section 11 (old section 12), lines six and 
seven. 

Line 18, the words “and that” struck out, and “shall ” 
inserted. 

Lines 20, 21, the words “he shall” struck out. 

Sect. 8. Line 22, after the word “condition” the words 
“and that he shall deliver up the permit to an officer of 
the police force of said city on or betore the expiration of 
the time fixed in the permit for completing work, such per- 
mit to be returned by said officer to the street department ”’ 
inserted. This provision is in every permit issued by the 
department. 

Line 26. The words “said person” struck out and “the 
person applying for the permit under authority of which 
the disturbance was made” inserted: also after the word 
“opinion” “of said superintendent” inserted, to make the 
meaning more clear. 

Sect. 10. Fourth line, after sewers “and” struck out and 
the terms of the permit which have been adopted by the 
street department and are printed on its drain permits have 
been inserted. 

Sections 11 and 12 have been transposed, and the first two 
lines of section 11, have been altered to avoid the construction 
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which had been given, by which the safe-mover was required 
to go to the board every time he moved a safe. This change 
makes the practice the same as in laying drains. 

Sect. 13, last line. The word “ granted” struck out and 
“authorized” inserted. 

Sect. 15, line six. The word “eleven” a manifest inaccu- 
racy, struck out and in place thereof the word “eight” 
inserted. } 

Sect. 17. The last lines have been changed so as to make 
it clear that the present provisions stand, unless the board 
passes an order relating to the subject. 

Sect. 18. The word “of” in the fourth line struck out, 
and “ maintaining” inserted. 

Chap 39 (old Chap. 14). In seventh line the words * ex- 
cept the sewer department” struck out; and the words “lo- 
cating anew” inserted in the tenth line after the word 
* extending.” 

Chap. 40 (old Chap. 10), Sect. 2, The words “from 
water rates” struck out, as part of income is from other 
sources. 

Chap. 41 (old Chap. 22), Sect. 4, “occupant” changed to 
“ occupancy,” and the words “who has left,” in fifth line, 
struck out. 

Chap. 42 (old Chap. 21), Sect. 3, line 4, “sixty” changed 
to “thirty,” to bring the payments within the financial year. 

Chap. 48 (old Chap. 48), Sect. 15, second line, after the word 
“bark,” the words “each of whom,” inserted, and in the 
third line, also in the fourth line, the words “ who,” “ Mon- 
day in April next ensuing their,” struck out, and “ day of May 
in the year of his” inserted; also after “ appointment,” in the 
fourth line, the words “and until his successor is con- 
firmed” inserted. 

Chap. 44 (old Chap. 49), Sec. 7. Amended to conform 
to the ordinance recently passed, (Chap. 9, Ord. of 1891.) 

See. 9. Divided and made into two sections, and Sect. 
10 is incorporated with Sect. 38, and-made subject to the 
permission of the superintendent of streets. 

Sect. 26. “ Forty-eight” changed to “ forty-three.” 

Sect. 30. “Sewers” changed to “ streets.” 


ce 
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Sect. 34. First line, “or negligently ” struck out and re- 
written to meet questions raised by the courts. 

Sect. 35 is amended ‘by restoring provisions which were 
in the Revised Ordinances of 1885. 

Sect. 36 is rewritten, and the raising or lowering speci- 
fied to be into or from the second or higher story, and the 
time fixed at fifteen minutes instead of ten, to correspond 
with Chap. 38, Sect. 11, last two lines. 

Sect. 38. “Sanitary police” changed to “ streets.” 

Sect. 39. In third line, the words “any earth, dirt, gravel, 
sand,” struck out, and placed in Sect. 38, the words “card, 
handbill” inserted, and changes in the language made. 

Sect. 40 is changed in language to make the meaning 
clear, and the provision relating to coasting on public 
erounds transferred to Sect. 67. 

Sect. 42. Third line, “ice or,” struck out, also “ unless 
the same,” in the fourth line, and in place thereof “nor 
any ice upon such sidewalk, unless such ice,” inserted ; 
also at end of section the words “at the time of placing,” 
inserted. 

Sect. 44. The words “feed or bait any animal in any 
street” inserted. This has been a regulation of the board 
of aldermen, but should be in the ordinances, and be subject 
to the control of the superintendent of streets. 

Sect. 47 has been amended to meet objections raised by 
the courts; the principal words omitted being found in Sect. 
87. 

Sect. 52 is slightly changed in language to make the 
meaning clear, and with Sect. 51 is placed after the sections 
relating to streets, and numbered 58 and 59, the intervening 
sections being renumbered. | | 

Sect. 67 is inserted. This section was accidentally dropped 
in the compilation and in City Doc. 31. It is Sect. 64 of 
Chap. 49 of the Revised Ordinances of 1890, with the words 
“or coast” inserted, this prohibition having hitherto been in 
Sect. 40. 

Sects. 69, 70, 71, 72, 73 have been placed before the 
sections relating to Chestnut-Hill Reservoir, to make it clear 
that these provisions embrace Chestnut-Hill Reservoir as 
well as all others. 
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Sect. 91. Seventh line, the words “approved by the 
board of aldermen,” struck out, no such approval ever 
having been required or given. 

Sect. 102. This is anew section, but the provisions have 
always been in the regulations of the board of aldermen. A 
penal ordinance is the proper way to accomplish the object. 

Your committee recommend the passage of this draft as 
the Revised Ordinances of 1891, believing it will be found 
even more convenient of reference than the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1890. .

CHAPTER I. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Srecrion 1. This ordinance shall be known as the “ Revised 
Ordinances of 1891,” and, so far as its provisions are the same 
in effect as those of previously existing ordinances, it shall 
be construed as a continuation of those ordinances; it shall 
not affect, any act done, any right accrued, any penalty in- 
curred, any suit, prosecution, or proceeding pending, or the 
tenure of office of any person holding office, at the time 
when it takes effect ; subject to the said limitations all ordi- 
nances of the city heretofore in force are hereby repealed. 

SErctT. 2. All by-laws of the city shall be denominated 
ordinances, and the enacting style shall be, “Be it ordained 
by the city council of Boston, as follows.” 

Sect. 38. Every ordinance shall, except when otherwise 
provided, be published twice a week for three weeks suc- 
cessively in two daily newspapers published in the city. 
Every ordinance for consolidating and arranging the ordi- 
nances shall be exempted from the foregoing provision, and 
shall be published by the action of the city council in pass- 
ing the same. 

Secor. 4. The repeal of any ordinance shall not have the 
effect of reviving any ordinance theretofore repealed or 
superseded. 

Sect. 5. When anything is prohibited in an ordinance, 
not only the persons actually doing the prohibited thing, but 
also their employers and all other persons concerned therein, 
shall be liable to the penalty prescribed therefor. 

Srecr. 6. When in an ordinance anything is prohibited 
from being done except in accordance with a license or per- 
mit from a board or oflicer, such board or officer shall have 
the power to license or permit such thing to be done. 

Seor. 7. The words “street” and “streets,” when used 
in this or any other ordinance, shall be construed as including

all public ways, alleys, lanes, courts and sidewalks, also those 
parts of all public squares and public places, which form tray- 
elled parts of highways; the words “public ground” and 
“public grounds” as including the common and public gar- 
den, also those parts of all public squares and public places 
which do not form travelled parts of highways; the words 
“owner” and “occupant” of a building or land, as including 
any sole owner or occupant, and any joint tenant or tenant 
in common of the whole or of any part of a building or lot of 
land ; words purporting to give a joint authority to three or 
more officers or other persons, as giving such authority to a 
majority of such officers or persons; the word “person,” as 
including corporations; the words “officer in charge of a 
department,” as including all officers and boards having 
charge of departments, unless such construction would be 
inconsistent with the manifest intent of the ordinance. The 
term “ subordinate ” shall be construed to include only assist- 
ants, deputies, clerks, and other officers, appointed by an 
officer or board in charge of.a department, and paid a yearly 
salary. . 
Secor. 8. The financial year of 1891 of the city shall end 
with the last day of January 1892, and thereafter the financial 
year of the city shall begin with the first day of February 
and end with the last day of January. 


Sect. 9. The seal of the city 
shall be circular in form, shall 
bear a view of the city, the motto 
| “ Sicut Patribus, Sit Deus Nobis,” 

SSS! and the inscription, “ Bostonia 
ee a fas Condita, A.D. 1630. Civitatis 
~ Regimine Donata A.D. 1822,” 


as herewith set forth. 


Secr. 10. The use of the office and private room of the 
mayor shall be under his control; the use of the large hall 
used for the meetings of the board of aldermen, the ante-room 
adjoining said hall on its easterly side, the city clerk’s room 
on its westerly side, the city clerk’s room, and the private 
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room, and the private office on the west side of said hall and 
the chairman’s room adjoining the city messenger’s office, shall 
be under the control of the board of aldermen ; the use of the 
hall used for the meetings of the common council, the ante- 
room, committee-room, and wash-room adjacent to said hall 
on its easterly side, the lobby and clerk’s room on its westerly 
side, and the president’s room, adjoining the clerk’s room, 
shall be under the control of the common council. All other 
rooms in the city hall and other public buildings required for 
officers, shall be assigned to them by the superintendent of 
public buildings, with the approval of the mayor.

Sect. 2. The mayor shall, whenever a vacancy occurs in 
any office now filled under this ordinance, or any ordinance 
repealed by this ordinance, appoint a person, in the manner 
of the original appointment, to fill such vacancy and hold 
office for the balance of the unexpired term, and until his 
successor is appointed and confirmed; and whenever any 
person holding such office shall be temporarily unable to 
discharge the duties of his office, the mayor may appoint 
a person to discharge such duties until the mayor decides 
that such inability has ceased. 

Sect. 3. The mayor shall, immediately after receiving 
any report of a department, required by the city council to 
be made to him, transmit it to the city council, with any 
suggestions relating thereto, which he shall deem to be of 
interest to said council or the public, ; 
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Sect. 4. The mayor may execute in behalf of the city 
all conveyances, leases, and other instruments to be executed 
by the city; but this provision shall not be construed to 
prevent any officer from executing any conveyance, lease, 
or other instrument in performing the duties devolving upon 
him. 

Sect. 5. When a person entitled to redeem an estate 
mortgaged to the city makes application for such redemp- 
tion, the mayor may, upon payment to the city collector of 
the amount due on the mortgage, discharge or release the 
mortgage, or assign the same without liability of, or recourse 
to, the city, and may execute and deliver in behalf of the city 
all legal instruments that may be necessary for said purpose. 

Sect. 6. When a person entitled to redeem an estate sold 
for non-payment of taxes, or other assessments, and purchased 
by the city, makes application for such redemption, the 
mayor may, on payment to the city collector of the amount 
due on said estate, execute and deliver in behalf of the city 
any and all legal instruments that may be necessary to vest 
in such person the city’s title to such estate. 

Seor. 7. The mayor may execute and deliver to any party 
holding lands, the title of which is derived under a deed given 
by the city, and creating an estate upon condition, a deed of 
release, acknowledging that up to the time when such deed 
of release is given, such condition has been fully complied 
with, and releasing such land from the possibility of forfeit- 
ure to the city for any breach of condition happening prior 
to the date of the release. 

Sect. 8. The mayor shall approve all drafts drawn by the 
auditor upon the city treasurer, shall approve the form of all 
drafts and of all checks or orders used by the city auditor ; 
and shall, with the city treasurer and city auditor, sign all 
bonds and certificates of indebtedness issued by the city. 

Seot. 9. The mayor may order the public buildings or 
any of the public offices to be closed for any period, not ex- 
ceeding one day at a time, whenever he deems it expedient 
so to do, and may order flags to be displayed thereon at any 
time. 
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Sect. 10. There shall be allowed to the mayor, in the dis- 
charge of the duties of his office, such subordinates as he 
shall deem necessary, provided, however, the total expendi- 
tures of his office shall not exceed the amount ‘appropriated 
therefor. 
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CHAPTER 3. 
OFFICERS AND BOARDS. 


Section 1. Every officer confirmed by the board of 
aldermen or elected by the city council shall subseribe in a 
book to be kept by the city clerk for that purpose, a state- 
ment that he accepts his office, subject to the statutes and 
ordinances. 


Official Bonds. 


Sect. 2. The several officers hereinafter named shall give 
bonds to the city for the purposes, and with penal sums, as 
follows, namely : — 


The city treasurer, one hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

The city collector, seventy-five thousand dollars. | 

The city clerk, two thousand dollars. 

The city registrar, two thousand dollars. 

The superintendent of streets, twenty thousand dollars. 

The sealer of weights and measures, two thousand dollars. 

The secretary of the trustees of Mt. Hope cemetery, five 
thousand dollars. 

The superintendent of the city hospital, three thousand 
dollars. 

The superintendent of ferries, five thousand dollars. 

The clerk of the ferry department, five thousand dollars. 
The assistant clerk of the ferry department, five thousand 
dollars. Other persons authorized to sell ferry tickets, or to 
receive money or tickets for the ferry, each one thousand 
dollars. 

The clerk of accounts of public institutions, two thousand 
dollars. 

The water registrar, five thousand dollars. 

The clerk of the water board, two thousand dollars. 

The librarian of the public library, two thousand dollars. 

The clerk of the park department, three thousand dollars. 

The physician at quarantine, two thousand dollars. 
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Every such officer shall furnish a new bond or surety 
whenever required by the mayor. 

Secor. 3. The condition of each of said bonds shall be that 
the officer therein named will faithfully discharge the duties 
of his office, and will duly collect and safely hold all of the 
money or other property belonging to the city which it is 
his duty to collect or hold, and transmit the same to 
the proper official, at such periods as may from time to time 
be designated by the city council; that he will properly 
disburse any money belonging to the city which may be in- 
trusted to him for that purpose, and that he will imme- 
diately inform the mayor whenever any surety on his official 
bond has died or become insolvent. The condition of the 
bond of the superintendent of streets shall be as above, and 
in addition that each and every deputy superintendent and 
chief of division he may appoint shall faithfully discharge 
the duties of his office. 

Sect. 4. The sureties on each of the said bonds may 
be one or more; and the liability of each surety, when more 
than one is given, shall be limited to a several liability for 
his proportional part only of the penal sum named in the 
bond; but in no case shall the liability be for less than two 
thousand dollars, or for less than the penal sum of the bond 
where such sum is two thousand dollars or less. 

Sect. 5. The bonds of every officer, and the sureties 
thereon, shall he approved by the mayor. Each of said 
bonds, except that of the city clerk, shall be executed, ap- 
proved, and delivered before the officer enters upon the 
‘duties of his oflice. 


Salaries and Vacations. 


Secr. 6. The following-named officers shall, while in 
the service of the city, receive yearly salaries as follows, and 
at the same rate for any portion of the year, which shall, 
unless otherwise specially provided by ordinance, be in full 
for all services which said officers are authorized or required 
by statute or ordinance to perform, and shall be subject to 
the deduction of any and all sums due to the city from the 
officers entitled thereto : — 
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The mayor, ten thousand dollars. 

The aldermen, fifteen hundred dollars each. 

The city clerk, five thousand dollars. 

The assistant city clerk, thirty-eight hundred dollars. 

The city treasurer, six thousand dollars. 

The city auditor, five thousand dollars. 

The city collector, five thousand dollars. 

The corporation counsel, six thousand dollars. 

The city solicitor, fifty-seven hundred and a dollars. 

The city engineer, six thousand dollars. 

The city architect, thirty-five hundred dollars. 

The city surveyor, thirty-six hundred dollars. 

The city registrar, twenty-five hundred and fifty dollars. 

The three street commissioners, three thousand dollars each 

The superintendent of streets, seventy-five hundred dollars. 

The superintendent of ferries thirty-five hundred dollars.

The three health commissioners, three. thousand dollars 
each. 

The inspector of milk and vinegar, three thousand dol- 
lars. 

The inspector of wires, thirty-five hundred dollars. 

The city messenger, three thousand dollars. 

The clerk of committees, thirty-five hundred dollars. 

The clerk of the common council, three thousand dollars. 

Any officer or person temporarily holding or performing 
the duties of any office, by authority of the mayor or of ordi- 
nance, a total salary at the rate hereinbefore fixed for the 
highest paid office he holds. 

Sect. 7. The several officers of the county of Suffolk 
shall be paid the salaries and allowances provided by law. 

Secr. 8. Every officer and board in charge of a department 
receiving a salary from the city shall be entitled to a vaca- 
tion of a fortnight’s duration without loss of pay during the 
year of employment, and the mayor may grant additional 
leave of absence, with or without loss of pay, to all such 
officers and boards. 


General Powers and Duties. 


Sect. 9. Every board shall, unless otherwise provided, 
organize on the first Monday in May annually, by the 
choice of one of its members as chairman, and by the choice 
of a secretary, who shall not, unless otherwise specially pro- 
vided, be a member, and who shall be sworn to a faithful dis- 
charge of his duties. 

Secor. 10. Every officer or board in charge of a department 
shall employ, and fix the compensation of, all subordinates in 
his department, to the extent of the appropriation made for 
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subordinates and other employees in his department, and 
the term of office of every subordinate shall continue until 
terminated by his superior; but whenever an increase shall 
be made in the compensation of any subordinate, or in the 
number of subordinates, a report thereof shall be immedi- 
ately sent to the mayor, and no such increase shall take 
effect until approved by the mayor, in a writing filed with 
the city auditor. When any such officer or board shall 
remove any subordinate, the order of removal and the cause 
assigned therefor shall be entered in full on the records of 
the department in which he served. Every such officer and 
board shall to the best of his ability prevent the assignment 
of wages by persons employed by him for the city. 

Sect. 11. Every officer and board in charge of a department 
shall have his office open for the transaction of public business 
from nine o’clock in the forenoon until five o’clock in the after- 
noon on every day, except Saturdays, Sundays, legal holidays 
and the anniversary of the battle of Bunker Hill; on Satur- 
days during the months of July and August the offices shall be 
closed at twelve o’clock noon, during the other months at 
two o’clock in the afternoon; the city registrar’s office shall, 
in addition to the hours above stated, be open for the recep- 
tion of returns from undertakers, and for the issuing of cer- 
tificates to persons intending to be joined in marriage, from 
eleven o’clock in the forenoon until twelve o’clock noon on 
every day in the year ; the office of the board of health shall, 
in addition to the hours above stated, be open for the 
issuing of permits for burial and for the removal of dead 
bodies, from ten o’clock in the forenoon until twelve o’clock 
noon on every day in the year; the city treasurer and 
city collector shall not keep their offices open to receive or 
disburse money after two o’clock in the afternoon of any 
day in the year. 

Secor. 12. No officer or board in charge of a department 
shall, unless specially authorized thereto by statute, make any 
expenditure or incur any liability on behalf of the city for any 
purpose or object, until an appropriation sufficient to meet suen 
expenditure or liability, together with all other expenditures 
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and liabilities, which he or it proposes to make, and which are 
properly chargeable to the same appropriation, has been made 
therefor ; nor shall he or it exceed any specific appropriation 
made for his department, but may expend the amount of the 
income from any real estate or from any gift, devise or be- 
quest held for any purposes connected with his department 
in accordance with the conditions and directions attached 
thereto. 

SroT. 13. Every officer and board in charge of a depart- 
ment shall keep records of the acts and doings of the de- 
partment, in books kept specially for the purpose, including a 
book in which he shall record all changes and alterations 
made in all contracts and specifications for work and 
materials furnished for his department, and files of its 
papers. The records of every board shall be made upon 
the day of the meeting by the clerk thereof, and be read and 
approved at the next meeting and shall give the names of 
the members present at the meetings, and their votes and 
proceedings thereat. All such records and files, except 
medical records and files shall, under the supervision of the 
officer in charge of the department, be open to public in- 
spection, and any person may take notes therefrom ; but this 
shall not apply to matters which the corporation counsel is of 
opinion should not be made public. 

Sect. 14. Every officer and board in charge of a depart- 
ment may, with the approval of the mayor in writing, sell, 
or otherwise dispose of, any old or unnecessary materials 
not required by such department, and not exceeding five 
hundred dollars in value. 

Srot. 15. Every officer except the city engineer and the 
superintendent of streets, and every board shall, when con- 
tracting for or accepting delivery of any fuel, or of any stone, 
gravel, sand, or ballast from a vessel for the city, require 
that it be weighed and inspected by a weigher or measurer 
authorized thereto, and that the bill thereof shall be accom- 
panied by the certificate of the weigher or measurer. 

Sect. 16. Every officer or board in charge of a department 
requiring any printing, stationery, or binding shall obtain the 
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same of the superintendent of printing, by means of a requi- 
sition on him therefor, on blanks to be furnished by him. 

Sror. 17. Every officer or board in charge of a depart- 
ment shall settle any claim or suit, arising from any transac- 
tion, act or neglect of the department under his charge, 
provided that the settlement is recommended by a vote of 
the committee on claims and approved by the mayor, and 
can be effected for the sum of five hundred dollars, or less. 

Secor. 18. Every officer receiving a salary from the city 
for whose services as such officer any fees, charges, or com- 
missions are allowed by law, shall pay such fees, charges, 
and commissions into the city treasury, to become the 
property of the city, and any officer or board through whom 
or for whose services, supplies, or sales, payments are due 
to him or it, or to the city, and are to be paid into the 
city treasury, shall keep suitable books and accounts 
therein of all such dues and of all moneys received there- 
for, shall personally verify the same, and shall, unless 
otherwise specially provided, on or before the fifth day of 
every month send to the auditor a statement of the total 
amount of the moneys collected by him, and of the total 
amount of all other sums which have become due since the 
date of the last statement, and shall at the same time deliver 
to the city collector all such moneys collected and bills of 
all such dues, together with alphabetical lists by wards of 
such moneys and bills, entered in suitable books with proper 
details, and with the columns of figures added up and carried 
forward continuously to the end of such list. 

Sect. 19. Every officer and board in charge of a depart- 
ment, shall, on or before the twentieth day of each month, send 
to the city auditor all bills and demands against the city, in 
such form and with such approval as the auditor may re- 
quire, which have been received and approved by such officer 
or board, accompanied by such vouchers, schedules, requisi- 
tions, and evidence of the authority under which the expen- 
diture was incurred, as said auditor may require, and when, 
in the opinion of such officer or board, good cause exists 
therefor, may request the payment at other times of any 
amounts due. 


Secr. 20. Every officer and board in charge of a depart- 
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ment shall make up a weekly pay-roll of all employees in his 
department, to and including Thursday of each week, and shall 
send the same to the city auditor, within forty-eight hours after 
the close of the period covered by such pay-roll, with a requisi- 
tion for the payment thereof ; but the name of any person whose 
payment weekly is not required by law, shall not be placed on 
such pay-roll if such person desires to have his name placed 
on the monthly pay-roll; every such officer shall make up a 
monthly pay-roll for the payment of all officers and subor- 
dinates not paid on the weekly pay-rolls, and send the same 
on the twentieth day of each month to the city auditor, with 
a requisition for the payment thereof; if any employee has 
deceased, the officer of the department shall certify the 
name of the person who is to receive the amount due the 
deceased. 

Sect. 21. Every officer or board in charge of a depart- 
ment issuing a license or permit, shall insert therein a condition 
that the peison accepting the same shall conform to the stat- 
utes and ordinances and the specifications in the license or 
permit ; that the license or permit may be revoked at any 
time by the authority issuing it; that the violation of any 
of its specifications shall work an immediate revocation of 
the license or permit, and that such person shall indemnify 
and save harmless the city from any damage it may sustain, 
or be required to pay, by reason of the doing of the work 
licensed or permitted, or by reason of any act or neglect of 
himself or of any of his employees relating to such work, 
or by reason of any violation of any specification, provided 
that nothing herein contained shall be construed to prevent 
the insertion of any other specifications deemed advisable by 
the authority issuing such license or permit. 

Sect. 22. Every officer and board in charge of a depart- 
ment, shall transmit to the mayor a report containing a state- 
ment of the acts and doings, and receipts and expenditures 
of the department for the preceding financial year, immedi- 
ately on its close, together with such other matters as the 
statutes and ordinances may require, or said officer may deem 
to be of public interest, and at the end of the report a schedule 
of the property of the department. 
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Sect. 23. Every officer and board in charge of a depart- 
ment shall, annually, before the first day of February, send 
to the mayor an estimate in detail of the appropriations 
which will be required to enable the department to perform 
its duties and works during the next financial year, and also 
an estimate of all income to be received from any source by 
the department during the said year. 
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CHAPTER 4. 
ANCIENT RECORDS DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The ancient records department shall be 
under the charge of the board of record commissioners, con- 
sisting of two commissioners, one of whom shall be desig- 
nated by the mayor as chairman, and shall approve all bills. 
Said department shall complete, so far as practicable, the 
records of births, marriages, and deaths prior to the year 
1849 in the town and city of Boston, and in the cities and 
towns now constituting a portion of the city of Boston; 
shall receive and collect for the city, documents relating 
thereto, shall make copies of all such documents as it may 
deem advisable, and shall deposit all documents, records, 
and copies, so collected or made, in the office of the city 
registrar. 

Secor. 2. Said commissioners shall print and distribute 
as a city document fifteen hundred copies of each of such 
volumes as it shall deem proper to print, but shall not sell 
any copy.

CHAPTER 5. 


ARCHITECT DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The architect department shall be under the 
charge of the city architect, who shall be consulted on all 
important matters, relative to public improvements of every 
kind, where the advice of an architect would be of service ; 
shall prepare all plans, specifications, and estimates which 
shall be needed by any department in the performance of 
its duties, and can properly be required of an architect ; 
shall, whenever any building of the city is to be built or 
altered for any department, prepare the plans, specifications, 
and estimates therefor; shall, after said plans have been 
approved by the department for which it is to be built or 
altered, issue proposals for contracts for the work to be done ; 
shall make all contracts required therefor; shall carefully 
inspect all such work while in progress, and approve to the 
department for which the building is erected all bills for work 
done thereon, and if the building is not erected for any 
department, shall approve such bills to the city auditor. 
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CHAPTER, 6. 


ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. ‘The assessing department shall be under the 
charge of the board of assessors, consisting of nine assessors, 
who shall have and exercise all the powers and be subject to 
all the duties and limitations of assessors of taxes; shall 
within ten days after making any change in the number, 
boundaries, or designations of an assessment district, file 
a description thereof with the city clerk; shall keep a full 
and complete record of the name of each person having 
a residence in the city of Boston, and his present and past 
residences, and also a record of the names of persons 
whose taxes have been abated in whole or in part, with 
the amount originally assessed to each, the amount of the 
abatement, and the reason for which it was made; may 
appoint as assistants two persons for each assessment dis- 
trict, and such other assistants and subordinates as it may 
deem necessary. 

Sect. 2. Said board may elect one of the assessors as 
secretary, and in such case may pay-him two hundred dollars 
per annum, in addition to his salary as assessor. 

Secr. 3. Said board shall make out and deliver to the 
city collector, on or before the first day of October in each 
year, tax-bills for all taxes assessed; and such bills shall 
have printed on them the rate for each thousand dollars of 
property assessed that has been required for state, county, 
and city taxes respectively, and also that has been required 
for public-school expenditure; and before delivering such 
tax-bills to the collector, shall record them in books pre- 
pared for the purpose, and shall add the amounts thereof 
together, and foot the same at the end of each book, and 
shall add the aggregates of all the books together, so as to 
show the total amount of taxes assessed, and shall deliver 
the said books with said bills to the city collector, and shall 
before the fifth day of every ensuing month, deliver like bills 
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and books of all additional or supplementary assessments 
made during the preceding month. 

Sect. 4. Said board shall render to the city auditor, at 
the time when it delivers any tax-bills to the city collector, 
a statement of the amount of such bills, so far as the amounts 
thereof have not been included in any statement previously 
rendered to him; and such statement shall also include the 
amount of taxes abated, determined to be void, or remitted, 
which have been certified to the assessors during such month, 
giving also the year in which the taxes were laid. 

Sect. 5. Said board shall, in its annual report, include 
a statement of the assessors’ valuation of the taxable prop- 
erty in the city of Boston for each of the preceding five 
years, the abatements thereon allowed previous to the thirty- 
first day of December preceding, and the average of such 
valuations reduced by such abatements. 
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CHAPTER 7. 


AUDITING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The auditing department shall be under the 
charge of the city auditor, who shall have the custody of all 
contracts of the city ; shall have the custody of all bonds given 
by officers of the city, keep a register of the dates, amounts, 
and sureties on all such bonds, and notify the mayor whenever 
any such bond expires, or he is of the opinion that it is 
impaired by the death, insolvency, or other disability of a 
surety ; shall keep a complete set of books, wherein shall be 
entered the amount of each specific appropriation, and each 
amount that has been expended on account of such appro- 
priation; shall notify the mayor whenever the expen- 
diture of a department seems to him to be in excess of a 
proper monthly ratio of its appropriation; shall, when any 
appropriation of a department has been wholly expended, 
immediately make a report of that fact to the department 
and to the mayor; shall have the custody of all bonds 
and certificates of indebtedness, and the coupons thereof, 
issued by the city, after they have been paid and delivered 
to him by the city treasurer ; shall direct to the treasurer all 
necessary drafts, checks, or other orders for the payment of 
money, in such form as the mayor shall approve; shall keep 
a registry of, and with the mayor and city treasurer sign all 
bonds and certificates of indebtedness issued by the city. 

Sect. 2. Said auditor shall immediately on receiving 
any bond from the treasurer, deliver to him a check, or 
other order, for the payment of the same; and shall on the 
days of receiving executions or coupons from the treasurer 
deliver to him a draft to the total amount of the executions, 
coupons and interest paid by the treasurer to those days. 

Sror. 3. Said auditor shall, within forty-eight hours after 
the close of the period covered by any pay-roll, and after 
examination thereof, if found correct, approve the same, and 
shall deliver to the treasurer each day a draft to pay the 
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amount so approved during that day; he shall at any time, 
on receiving a proper certificate from the officer or board 
in charge of a department, deliver to the treasurer a check 
or other order, to pay the amount due any person In that 
department leaving the service of the city. 

Sror. 4. Said auditor shall examine all bills or demands 
rendered against the city or county, shall see that they have 
been incurred and properly approved by some person duly 
authorized, in exact accordance with such authority, that 
the clerical computations are correct, and that there are 
on hand funds appropriated for such purpose sufficient for 
the payment of such demand or bill; in case of any error 
or informality he shall make note of the fact, and return 
the bill or demand with his objections to the officer or board 
presenting the same; if he approve the bill or demand he 
shall cause an abstract of the same to be entered in a book 
kept for that purpose ; as soon as possible after the twentieth 
day of each month, he shall sign on said books a draft for 
the city treasurer to pay all accounts entered therein. 

Sror. 5. Said auditor shall, on the first secular day of 
each month, after receiving a proper receipt or acquittance 
of any bill or demand which has been so approved, sent to, 
and allowed by him and entered in the aforesaid books, 
vive to the person entitled to payment a check, or other 
order, directed to the city treasurer, for the amount due, 
and when requested in writing by any officer in charge of 
a department may, if he deem it proper so to do, audit, and 
issue drafts for the payment of accounts at other times. 

Stor. 6. Said auditor shall, at the close of each month, 
transfer the amount of all bills allowed by him, for stock fur- 
nished for, and printing done on, other than city documents, 
by the superintendent of printing, for each department, from 
the appropriation for such department to, and to be used as 
a part of, the appropriation for printing, and shall charge 
as an expenditure of the department whose transaction, act, 
or neglect caused a claim or suit every amount paid in set- 
tlement, or on execution therefor; and. shall charge to the 
appropriations for the several divisions of the street depart 
ment or for special work, the amount of all bills for materials, 
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tools, or machinery furnished for such division, or work, 
by other divisions of said department, and shall add such 
amount to the appropriations for the divisions furnishing 
such materials, tools, and machinery. i 

Sect. 7. Said auditor may, with the approval of the 
mayor, in a writing deposited with the city treasurer, desig- 
nate a subordinate of his department, who shall, for such time, 
not exceeding four weeks from the date of such designation, 
as shall be specified in the writing, perform the duties herein 
required of the auditor, and for his acts the auditor shall be 
responsible. 

SeoT. 8. Said auditor may be elected by the board of 
commissioners of sinking-funds to serve as the secretary of 
said board, and in such case shall receive, in addition to his 
salary, the salary fixed for said office. 

SrotT. 9. Said auditor shall, immediately after the first 
day of every month, make to the mayor a report of the 
amounts of the several appropriations and of the amounts of 
all drafts on account of each appropriation made during the 
month preceding the date of such statement, and the amounts 
of such drafts made since the beginning of the financial year, 
and of the balance of such appropriation remaining subject 
to draft. 

Secor. 10. Said auditor shall in his annual report include a 
statement of all the receipts and expenditures of the city for 
the past financial year, giving in detail the amount of cach 
specific appropriation and the expenditures therefrom, the 
receipts from each source of income, the reduction, if any, of 
the city debt, and the change, if any, in the sinking-funds ; 
said statement shall be arranged, as far as practicable to 
conform to the accounts of the city treasurer and city collec- 
tor, and shall be accompanied by a schedule of the property 
belonging to the city, and by an exhibit showing the debts 
due from the city, the interest thereon, and the years in 
which such debt will become due, and the amount of sink- 
ing-fund for each debt. 
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CHAPTER 8. 
CITY CLERK DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The city clerk department shall be under the 
charge of the city clerk, who shall have the care and cus- 
tody of all city records, documents, maps and plans, and 
papers of the city, respecting the care and custody of which 
no other provision is made; shall attend all meetings of the 
board of aldermen, and all meetings of both branches of the city 
council when met in convention ; shall keep records of all such 
meetings ; shall cause to be published twice a week for three 
weeks successively in two daily newspapers published in this 
city, and to be printed as a city document, within ten days 
after its passage, every ordinance and every regulation of the 
board of aldermen, and shall keep a copy of the last revision 
of the ordinances, and of the last revision of the regulations of 
the board of aldermen, with all the amendments codified and 
arranged therein, as soon as approved by the mayor. | 

Sect. 2. The city clerk shall, seven days at least before 
the day fixed for any meeting for any election or other pur- 
pose, advertise in at least four daily newspapers published in 
said city, a notice of the time and place of such meeting, 
the hours for opening and closing the polls, the officers to be 
chosen, and the question or questions to be voted upon. 

Secr. 3. The city clerk shall keep a book in which he 
shall have recorded an inventory of all books, pictures, 
sculptures, and other moveable articles of historical interest 
belonging to the city, excepting such as are permanently in 
charge of the school board or the trustees of the public 
library. Such list shall state the location and custody 
of such articles, and annually in the month of October the 
same shall be verified by the city clerk, the superintendent 
of public buildings, and the city messenger, acting as a 
board, and they shall make a report thereon to the city coun- 
cil on or before December first annually. 
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Secr. 4. The city clerk shall keep a book in which the 
names of all streets shall be alphabetically arranged, and in 
_ which every sidewalk, which has been relinquished by the 
abutters and accepted by the board of aldermen, skall be 
entered, with the date of the acceptance, the length and the 
width of the sidewalk, and the names of such abutters. 

Secor. 5. The city clerk shall keep a book containing the 
dates of election of all -officers elected by the city council, 
and of appointment and confirmation of all officers confirmed 
by the board of aldermen, and a statement that the officer 
signing the same accepts his office, subject to the statutes and 
ordinances, said book to be signed by said officers. 

Sect. 6. The city clerk shall annually, upon his election, 
in January, appoint, subject to the approval of the mayor, 
an assistant city clerk, who shall be sworn to the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties, and shall hold office for one year, and 
until his successor is appointed and qualified. 

Sect. 7. The assistant city clerk shall assist the city 
clerk in the performance of the duties of his office, and shall 
discharge the duties of the city clerk when that officer is 
absent, and when there is a vacancy in his office. 
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CHAPTER 9. 
CITY MESSENGER DEPARTMENT. 


Srorion 1. There shall be elected annually, by concur- 
vent vote of the two branches of the city council, a city 
messenger, who shall hold office for one year from the first 
day of May in the year of his election; said city messenger 
shall have charge of the city messenger department; shall 
have the care, custody, and distribution of all documents, 
books, and pamphlets ; shall, except as to repairs and altera- 
tions, and as to the steam apparatus therein, have the 
general custody and care of the city hall building including 
the elevator; shall have the direction of any detail of 
police that may be especially assigned to protect said 
building or to preserve order in any part thereof; shall 
also have the care and custody of the portable music- 
stands, of the flags belonging to city hall and the flags, 
ropes, stakes, and flag-staffs belonging to the public 
grounds; shall attend all meetings of the board of alder- 
men and of the common council; shall wait upon all 
committees when in session in city hall; and shall per- 
form all services required of him by the mayor, by 
either branch of the city council, or by any committee. 

Sect. 2. Said city messenger may be elected by the 
school committee to serve as messenger to the school com- 
mittee, and in such case shall receive in addition to his salary 
the salary fixed for said office. 
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CHAPTER 10. 
CLERK OF COMMITTEES DEPARTMENT. 


SEcTION 1. There shall be elected annually by concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the city council a clerk of com- 
mittees, who shall hold office for the term of one year from 
the first day of May in the year of his election; said clerk 
of committees shall have charge of the clerk of committees 
department, shall have: charge of the two rooms westerly 
of and next adjoining the aldermen’s private room, and 
of the libraries in said rooms; shall, when no other pro- 
vision is made, act as the clerk of all committees, standing 
or special, of either branch or of both branches of the 
city council; shall make proper records in books kept for 
the purpose of all the proceedings and transactions of each 
committee ; shall keep a calendar of all the meetings of each 
committee, and notify the members thereof of such meet- 
ings when requested so to do by the chairman or by a 
majority of the committee and shall perform such other 
duties and services for said committees as they may from 
time to time require. 

Srcr. 2. Said clerk shall keep in the said libraries, which 
together shall be known as the city hall reference library, a 
copy of each of the several publications issued by the city and 
by every board and department thereof, and copies of publica- 
tions presented to the city of Boston from other sources, 
and may purchase other publications for the library. 

Secor. 38. Said clerk shall, when so directed by the board 
of aldermen, issue licenses and badges to minors, and shall, 
in such case, see that every minor licensed by order of said 
board, conforms to the condition of his license. 

Sect. 4. Said clerk shall appoint an assistant clerk, who 
shall assist him in the performance of the duties of his office, 
and shall discharge the duties of the clerk when that officer 
is absent, and when there is a vacancy in his oftice. 
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COLLECTING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The collecting department shall be under 
the charge of the city collector, who shall require from his 
subordinates for the faithful performance of their respective 
duties, and for the safe custody of the moneys and other prop- 
erty intrusted to them, bonds to himself as obligee with 
sureties satisfactory to the mayor, from the cashier a bond in 
the penal sum of not less than twenty thousand dollars, from 
the deputy collectors bonds in the penal sum of not less than 
five thousand dollars each ; shall collect and receive all moneys 
payable to the city, except when other provision is made ; 
shall, within twenty-four hours after receiving any moneys 
for the city, pay the same over to the city treasurer, with a 
statement of the different accounts on which the same were 
received, taking a receipt for the same ; shall be the custodian 
of all leases in which the city is lessor; of all notes and 
bonds payable to the city or the county, except those to be 
held by the city: treasurer as trust funds, and of all mort- 
gages given as security for the payment of the same and 
of all tax-deeds of lands held by the city. 

Srecr. 2. Said collector shall, as soon as conveniently may 
be, after he has caused any real estate to be sold for the non- 
payment of a tax or assessment, enter such sale in an alpha- 
betical list, kept in his office for public reference, giving the 
date of the sale, the location of such real estate, and the 
name of the person or persons, if known, against whom such 
tax or assessment was laid, and the amount for which the 
sale was made. 

Secor. 8. Said collector shall cause to be sold, pursuant 
to the provisions of law applying thereto, all real estate 
taken or purchased and held by the city for non- “payeny of 
taxes or assessments. 

Sect. 4. Said collector shall, whenever a water-rate is 
not paid within the time required by ordinance, serve a 
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summons at the premises for which the water-rate is due ; 
and unless such rate is paid within three days thereafter, 
together with twenty-five cents for said summons, he shall 
immediately notify the water registrar thereof, and shall 
thereafter require, in addition to the amount of the water- 
rate twenty-five cents for the summons, and two dollars for 
shutting off and letting on the water, and when the same 
has been paid shall immediately notify the water registrar 
thereof. The foregoing provision shall apply when two or 
more parties take water from the same service-pipe, although 
one or more may have paid the amount due from him or them. 

Srot. 5. Said collector shall make to the mayor and to 
the city auditor monthly reports in writing of all moneys re- 
ceived by him, and the disposition thereof, and of the ac- 
counts upon which such moneys have been received; and 
shall include in his annual report a statement of all moneys 
received by him during the year, and of the particular warrant, 
assessment, or account upon which each amount was received, 
and of the disposition of such moneys, and of the balance of 
money uncollected on the respective warrants, and assess- 
ments, or schedules of departments in his. hands. 
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CHAPTER 12. 
ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The engineering department shall be under 
the charge of the city engineer, who shall be consulted on all 
matters relating to public improvements of every kind, where 
the advice of a civil engineer would be of service; shall, un- 
less otherwise specially provided, take charge of the con- 
struction of all public works of the city which properly come 
under the direction of a civil engineer; shall perform all 
engineering services, and make all examinations and prepare 
all statements, plans, specifications, and contracts which 
any department, except the sewer department, may need in 
the discharge of its duties; shall, upon being notified by the 
superintendent of streets, supervise all repairs on the bridges 
of the city used as highways, which affect the safety of - 
the structures, and shall, when required by the mayor or 
by any officer or board in charge of a department, measure 
the work done by contract for the city, and certify to the 
results of such measurement. | 

Secor. 2. Said engineer shall in his annual report include 
a report of the safety and completeness of all ponds, basins, 
and reservoirs under the charge of the water-supply depart- 
ment and of all bridges within the city limits used as 
highways. 
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CHAPTER 13. 


FERRY DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The ferry department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of ferries, who shall have the 
general care and management of the ferries owned by the 
city ; shall purchase or build all ferry-boats, make necessary 
repairs and alterations thereon, and on the slips, drops, 
tanks, and buildings used for ferry purposes, and_ shall 
purchase all fuel and other supplies required for said depart- 
ment. 

Sect. 2. Said superintendent shall cause all moneys re- 
ceived by him or his subordinates from tolls and other 
sources to be paid to the city collector on the day following 
the day of the receipt thereof, but may retain in the pos- 
session of his clerk a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars 
for making change and for other purposes. 

Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall include in his annual 
report a statement of the condition of each ferry-boat, slip, 
drop, tank, and building, used for ferry purposes, and of the 
repairs and expenditures on each, and of the number of per- 
sons and teams of different classes that have passed over each 
ferry during .the year. 
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CHAPTER 14. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The fire department shall be under the charge 
of the board of fire commissioners, consisting of three com- 
missioners, who shall have charge of the extinguishing of fires 
and the protection of life and property in case of fire, and 
shall appoint all engineers and other firemen, and furnish and 
keep in repair all apparatus necessary therefor, including 
the fire-alarm telegraph and telephone systems ; shall divide 
the city into fire districts, and shall establish a fire patrol. 

Secr. 2. Said board shall, on application of any person 
desiring to carry on any business, the exercise of which is 
liable to cause fire, examine the premises where it is proposed 
to carry on such business, and make a full report thereon to 
the board of aldermen, and when authorized by a vote of 
said board of aldermen issue a license therefor. Said board 
shall maintain a supervision over such business and shall im- 
mediately so report to the board of aldermen when it deems 
that such license should be revoked. 7 

Sect. 3. Said board shall cause all places where shav- 
ings, or other combustible materials, or explosive compounds, 
or detonators, or other articles, goods, or merchandise liable 
to cause fire, are placed or kept, to be examined, and when 
said board deems that said materials or other articles, goods 
or merchandise are so placed or kept as to be liable to cause 
fire, it shall order the tenant or occupant of the place where 
they are so placed or kept to remove them, and if such 
tenant or occupant neglects or refuses so to do, said board 
shall cause the same to be removed at his expense. 

Sect. 4. Said board shall furnish to every person who 
has served in the said department for seven successive years 
a certificate of that fact signed by the mayor. 

Secor. 5. Said board shall make to the mayor a monthly 
report of the location and of the number of fires that have 
occurred in the preceding month, the causes of the fires and 
the amount of property destroyed thereby, and shall in its 
annual report include a brief summary of such matters. 
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HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The health department shall be under the 
charge of the board of health, consisting of three commis- 
sioners, who shall have and exercise all the powers of the city 
council and of the board of aldermen of the city of Boston, 
and of boards of health, relative to the public health ; shall 
have charge of all matters relating to quarantine; shall 
have charge of the quarantine-grounds, and of all matters 
relating thereto, which grounds shall consist of Gallop’s 
island, and of that portion of the harbor between Long, 
Deer, and Spectacle islands, known as the President Roads ; 
shall have charge of all hospitals established by the city 
council for the admission of persons having small-pox or 
any other infectious disease, and of the patients in such hos- 
pitals; shall establish and maintain bath-houses; shall au- 
thorize the occupancy or use of stables; shall have the care 
and custody of all the burial-grounds owned by the city, 
except Mount Hope Cemetery; and shall keep the same 
in good repair, secure from trespassers, and prevent any 
nuisance therein; may sell and convey sole and exclusive 
rights of burial, of erecting tombs, cenotaphs, and other 
monuments in any lot or lots which the city may own in 
any burying-ground which may be in charge of said board, 
and shall have the supervision of the burial of the dead. 
Said board shall see that all statutes, ordinances, and regula- 
tions relating to the above matters are strictly observed. 

Secr. 2. Said board shall require that the physician to 
the board shall without charge therefor, other than the salary 
paid him by the city as such physician, attend upon all 
cases requiring medical or surgical services in the jail, the 
city prison in the court-house, and the city temporary 
home; when requested by the board of police, examine 
all candidates for appointment on the police force, and the 
condition of all members of the police force absent from duty 
on account of disability; when requested by the board of 
fire commissioners, examine and certify to said board the 
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condition of any member of the fire department; when 
requested by any committee of the city council, examine the 
condition of persons who have sustained injuries by reason of 
accidents for which the city may be liable ; when requested by 
the city registrar, report to him the causes of death of all per- 
sons who die without any physician in attendance ; vaccinate 
and revaccinate all inhabitants of the city who desire such 
vaccination ; give certificates of vaccination to children who 
have been vaccinated and require certificates thereof for ad- 
mission to the public schools ; have on hand, as far as practi- 
cable, a sufficient quantity of vaccine virus, and supply the 
same to the physicians of the city institutions and of the 
Boston dispensary. 

Sect. 3. The physician and assistant physician at the 
quarantine-grounds shall reside at Deer island, and may, if 
the board of health and the commissioners of public institu- 
tions so agree, be assistant physicians for all the institutions 
on Deer island, and in the absence of the physician in charge 
of said institutions, perform his duties. 

Sect. 4. Said board shall keep books in which shall be 
entered all applications for opening and cleaning vaults, and 
such applications shall, unless the whole contents of the 
vault are to be taken, specify the number of loads to be re- 
moved ; said board shall from time to time, after advertising 
for proposals therefor, make contracts for terms not exceed- 
ing three years for cleaning all vaults in the city, and re- 
moving the contents thereof, and shall fix the price per load 
to be paid, together with all expense of preparing the vault 
for cleaning, by every party whose vault is cleaned by such 
contractor. 

Sect. 5. Said board shall in each year license for a term 
of one year, beginning with the first day of May, a suitable 
number of undertakers to take charge of the funeral rites pre- 
liminary to the interment of a human body, and may establish 
reasonable regulations for the government of said undertakers 
and for the fees to be paid for their services. 

Secr. 6. The annual report of said board shall include a 
review of the sanitary condition of the city, and reports 
made to the board, covering the same period, from the physi- 
ican to the board, and the physician at quarantine. 
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CHAPTER 16. 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The hospital department shall be under the 
charge of the trustees of the city hospital, consisting of five 
trustees, who shall have charge of the city hospital and of the 
care and maintenance thereof ; shall purchase all fuel and other 
supplies required therefor; shall make all needful improve- 
ments in the lands and grounds connected with the city hos- 
pital, but shall not make any change in the occupancy of 
the buildings in their charge; shall have charge of all real 
estate held for purposes connected with the city hospital, and 
pay or cause to be paid to the city collector the incomes 
thereof. 

Sect. 2. Said trustees shall admit to the city hospital only 
sick or injured persons requiring temporary relief, unless for 
good cause; and shall remove all sick or injured persons as 
soon as their condition will permit of such removal ; they may 
allow persons making compensation therefor separate apart- 
ments, and special accommodations, and the compensation so 
received shall be paid over to the city collector. 

Secr. 3. Said trustees shall, in their annual report, in- 
clude a statement of the condition of the hospital, of the 
number of its inmates, of the admissions thereto and dis- 
charges therefrom, and the births and deaths therein during 
the year. 
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INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The department for the inspection of build- 
ings shall be under the charge of the inspector of buildings, 
who shall issue permits for and inspect the erection and al- 
teration of buildings in the city; shall keep a register of the 
names of all plumbers who shall apply to him to be regis- 
tered; shall issue permits for doing plumbing work, and 
shall, by himself or one of his assistants, inspect the plumb- 
ing work in a building within forty-eight hours after a notice 
of the completion of such work, required by the ordinances to 
be given, has been left at the office of said inspector; and 
may appoint not exceeding twenty-four assistant inspectors 
for duty in his department. 
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CHAPTER 18. 


INSPECTION OF MILK AND VINEGAR DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The inspection of milk and vinegar depart- 
ment shall be under the charge of the inspector of milk 
and vinegar, who shall have and exercise all the powers 
and authority, and be subject to all the duties and limitations 
which the statute imposes upon, or requires of, inspectors of 
milk, or inspectors of vinegar. 

Sect. 2. Said inspector shall in his annual report include 
a statement of the number of seizures made by him, the 
places from which and the persons from whom the seizures 
were made, the character of the seizures, the number of 
samples taken for the purpose of obtaining analyses, and the 
result of such analyses made, and the number and result of 
all prosecutions. 
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INSPECTION OF PROVISIONS DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The inspection of provisions department 
shall be under the charge of the inspector of provisions, 
who shall have and exercise all the powers and be 
subject to all the duties imposed upon inspectors of pro- 
visions and of animals intended for slaughter, by chapter 
fifty-eight of the Public Statutes, adopted by the city, June 
2, 1876, and by any other acts relating to such powers and 
duties. 

Sect. 2. Said inspector shall in his annual report in- 
clude a statement of the number of seizures made by him, 
the places from which and the persons from whom the 
seizures were made, and the character of the seizures, and 
also a statement of the number and kinds of animals and 
provisions inspected by him, and the number and vesult of 
all prosecutions. 
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CHAPTER 20. 
INSPECTION OF VESSELS AND BALLAST DEPARTMENT. 


SecTiON 1. The inspection ot vessels and ballast de- 
partment shall be under the charge of the weighers of 
vessels and ballast, four in all, who shall be sworn to the 
faithful discharge of their duties, and one of whom shall be 
designated by the mayor as the chief weigher ; but no person 
shall be chosen to said office, or having been so chosen shall 
continue to fill the same, if he is an owner or agent of, or 
has any interest in, a vessel engaged in the transportation 
of stone, gravel, sand, or ballast, or if he is engaged or in- 
terested in the sale of stone, gravel, sand, or ballast. 

Sect. 2. The chief weigher shall remain in the office dur- 
ing the time when said office is kept open; shall receive all 
orders for the services of weighers; shall designate the 
weighers to perform such services; shall keep regular books 
showing the work done in the department, the fees earned, 
the reports of the other weighers, and the dates of all certifi- 
cates. 

Sect. 3. The three other weighers shall perform, under 
the general direction of the chief weigher, all such services 
as weighers or inspectors of vessels or ballast are required 
to perform by the statutes or ordinances, and which are not 
herein especially required of the chief weigher; shall on 
each day account for and pay over to the chief weigher all 
fees received by them for their services. 

pEoT. 4. The chief weigher shall, every week, pay all 
the expenses of his department for the week out of the 
money received by him and the other weighers for fees, and 
divide the remainder of such moneys, equally, between the 
four weighers. 

Seor. 5. The office of said weighers shall be open from 
sunrise to sunset on every day except Sundays and legal 
holidays; but said weighers may close their office during the 
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months of April, May, June, July, August, and September, 
from seven to eight o’clock in the forenoon, and during the 
other months from eight to nine o’clock in the forenoon, and 
through the whole year from one to two o’clock in the after- 
noon. | 

Secor. 6. The master of every vessel that has stone, 
sand, gravel, or ballast for sale by weight, to be delivered 
within the city shall, on arrival, report himself at the office 
of the said weigher and shall produce for examination a cer- 
tificate of the marks and measurements of his vessel when- 
ever a weigher so demands. 

Secor. 7. One of said weighers shall go on board every 
such vessel, and inspect the marks of such vessel both before 
and after the delivery of such material, and inspect and weigh 
such material; and the person having charge of the vessel 
shall before such delivery, if so required by the weigher, 
pump out all the water in the vessel, and trim it so as to 
make it swim at equal marks at stem and stern, and shall not 
deliver any of such material until inspected ; but this section 
shall not apply to sand sold for building purposes unless the 
purchasers thereof request an inspection. 

Secr. 8. When a weigher has inspected and weighed 
any stone, sand, gravel, or ballast in any vessel, he shall 
forthwith report to the chief weigher the name of the vessel, 
the vendor, the kind of material, the weight and deduction 
of light water marks, and the amount of fees received, and 
the chief weigher, or, in his absence, one of the weighers 
designated by him, shall give a certificate, containing the 
same matters, to the vendor or owner, but such certificate 
shall not be given for any material sold out below light 
water marks. 

Sect. 9. No vessel which has once been weighed and 
marked, according to law, by a weigher of the city of 
Boston, shall be subject to a charge for a second weighing 
or marking, unless it appears that her former weight or 
marks are incorrect or have been changed ; but every vessel 
which has been so weighed and marked shall be subject to 
the examination and inspection of every weigher without 
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charge, for the purpose of ascertaining whether the weights 
and marks are correct or have been altered. 

Seot. 10. The fee for inspecting the weight of stone, 
sand, gravel, or ballast of any kind shall be five cents for 
every ton, which fee in all cases shall be paid by the vendor, 
and repaid by the vendee. 
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CHAPTER 21. 
INSPECTION OF WIRES DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The. inspection of wires department shall 
be under the charge of the inspector of wires, who shall 
supervise every wire or cable over streets or buildings, and 
every wire within a building when such wire is designed to 
carry an electric light or power current; shall notify the 
person or corporation owning or operating any such wire or 
cable whenever its attachments, insulation, supports, or 
appliances are unsuitable or unsafe, or any tags or marks 
thereof hereinafter described are insufficient or illegible ; 
and shall remove every wire abandoned for use, and every 
wire except the wire of a street-railway company used for 
the transmission of its motive power, or for the protection 
or support of such wires, which, after the expiration of six 
months from the date of his appointment, shall be unprovided 
with a tag or mark distinctly designating the owner or user 
of such wire or cable; shall see that all statutes, ordinances, 
and regulations relating to his duties, and to the location, 
erection, supports, maintenance, insulation, and removal of 
wires or cables in, over,,or under streets or buildings are 
strictly complied with and enforced. 

Sect. 2. Said inspector shall keep in his office, a map 
showing the location of all wires over, in, or laid under 
the streets and other public places and over buildings of the 
said city, and a record of the names of the owner or owners 
of each and all said wires. 

Sect. 38. Said inspector shall, when so required by the 
mayor or aldermen, examine every application for the erec- 
tion of any wire, or poles or posts for the support thereof, 
in or over any street or public place, or for conduits under 
any street or public place for such wire, and shall report to 
them any facts which in his opinion bear upon the question 
of granting or refusing to grant such application. 
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Secor. 4. Said inspector shall have the charge and con- 
trol of the erection and maintenance of all wires and of their 
posts and other supports therefor now erected or owned, or 
hereafter erected by the city, including the police electric 
signal and telephonic systems. He shall purchase and set 
up all the wires, posts, supports, and all the dynamos, 
machinery, and other electrical appliances required by the 
city in all departments, but not of the fire department unless 
requested by it so to do, and shall see that all the said wires, 
posts, machinery, and appliances are maintained and kept at 
all times in good order and condition. 
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CHAPTER 22. 
LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


SecTIon 1. The lamp department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of lamps, who shall set up and 
affix lamps in the streets and other places, as the board of 
aldermen may direct; shall have charge of all such lamps 
established by the board of aldermen and maintained at the 
expense of the city; and of all lamp-posts, pipes, or fixtures 
connected with such lamps; shall have the care and custody 
of all city property now in the possession of the lamp depart- 
ment, or that shall hereafter be acquired by it, and shall 
maintain and keep the same in good repair; shall see that 
the streets and other places are lighted by such methods of 
lighting as the board of aldermen may from time to time 
order, and that the lamps in the streets and other places 
are lighted and extinguished as ordered by the board of 
aldermen, and shall purchase all the supplies required for his 
department. 
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CHAPTER 23. 
LAW DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The law department shall be under the charge 
of the corporation counsel and the city solicitor jointly. 

Sect. 2. The corporation counsel shall furnish legal 
opinions on any subject or question that may be submitted 
to him by the mayor, the board of aldermen, or the common 
council; and on any subject or question relating to the 
discharge of their official duties that may be submitted 
to him by the school committee, or by any committee of the 
city council, or of either branch thereof, or by any board or 
officer in charge of a department of the city government, or 
by four members of the board of aldermen, or by ten mem- 
bers of the common council; may at his discretion per- 
sonally perform any of the duties of the city solicitor; shall 
audit all bills incurred by the department; shall examine 
into the settlement of a claim when requested so to do by 
the department making the settlement, and if such settlement 
seems to him advantageous to the city, shall approve the same. 

Sect. 3. The corporation counsel shall annually prepare 
a revision of the last Revised Ordinances, and of the 
ordinances passed subsequent to the revision, and lay it be- 
fore the city council immediately upon its organization in 
January; also a revision of the last Revised Regulations 
of the Board of Aldermen, and of the regulations passed sub- 
sequent to the revision, and lay it before the board of alder- 
men immediately upon its organization. 

Secr. 4. The city solicitor may, subject to the direction 
of the mayor, institute any suit or proceeding in behalf of 
the city, which he shall deem the interest of the city 
requires; shall by himself or by his assistants appear as 
counsel in all suits, actions, prosecutions, or hearings which 
may involve the rights or interests of the city, and de- 
fend the officers of the city in suits against them for 
their official action, or for the performance of their official 
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duties, when an estate, right, privilege, ordinance, act, 
or direction of the city is brought in question; may take 
such steps and incur such expenses, to be charged to 
the appropriation for incidental expenses, for the prosecu- 
tion and defence of suits as he deems necessary; may 
settle any suit against the city when the settlement is re- 
commended by a vote of the committee on claims, approved 
by the mayor, provided such settlement can be effected 
for the sum of four thousand dollars or less, and shall in 
behalf of the city, and under the direction of any standing 
committee of the city council having charge of matters 
before the general court of the commonwealth, appear as 
counsel before the said general court, or before any com- 
mittee thereof, when the interest or welfare of the city is 
directly or indirectly affected, and may, in the care of 
matters before the legislature, under the direction of 
the mayor, expend in any year a sum not exceeding two 
thousand dollars, to be charged to the appropriation for 
incidental expenses; shall examine or cause to be examined 
all titles to real property, and have the care and custody of — 
records relating to the same; shall draft or cause to be 
drafted all deeds or other legal papers pertaining to real 
property, which by law, usage, or agreement the city may 
be at the expense of drafting; shall perform such other 
duties incident to his office as may be required by the mayor, 
or by the city council, or either branch thereof; and shall 
if the corporation counsel is absent, or unable to act, or 
if there is a vacancy in his office, exercise and perform the 
duties and powers of the corporation counsel. 

Sect. 5. When the city buys or takes land, the city 
solicitor, if requested so to do by the grantor, shall furnish 
without charge the necessary deeds for the transfer of the 
same; when any special contract for the investigation of a 
title 1s made with a conveyancer by the city or by any 
department, such contract shall provide, if convenient, that 
not only an abstract of the title, but also a copy of the 
minutes upon which such abstract is based, shall be furnished 
to the city solicitor to be deposited in his office. 

Secr. 6. When any person connected with the law depart- 
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ment is obliged to attend to the city’s business outside of the 
city limits, he shall be allowed his reasonable travelling 
expenses, for which he shall render a bill. 

Sect. 7. No person connected with the law department 
of the city shall, except as hereinbefore provided, appear in 
court in any case to which the city is not a party. 
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CHAPTER 24. 


LAYING OUT STREETS DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The laying out streets department shall 
be under the charge of the board of street commissioners, 
consisting of three commissioners, who shall lay out, locate 
anew, alter, widen, and discontinue highways, and order spe- 
cific repairs thereon; shall assess the damages occasioned 
thereby ; may make abatements of taxes when refused by 
the assessors; shall notify the board of assessors whenever it 
makes any abatement of taxes; shall have the care and main- 
tenance of all public lands and buildings belonging to the 
city, not used for specific purposes, and shall keep a record 
thereof; may let said lands for a term not exceeding one 
year, and forthwith make a report thereof to the mayor, of the 
person to whom the same is let, and the term of such letting ; 
may, when ordered by the city council to sell any of such 
lands or buildings, sell the same at public auction or other- 
wise. 

Srot. 2. Said board shall not deliver any deed of lands 
belonging to the city until the purchase-money has been paid 
to the city collector in full; but may, from time to time, on 
payment to the city collector of an equivalent portion of the 
purchase-money, convey to the party to whom the city has 
contracted to sell, or to his heirs or assigns, one or more lots 
out of several that have been included in one or more con- 
tracts or bonds. 
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CHAPTER 25. 
LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. ‘The library department shall be under the 
charge of the board of trustees of the public. library of the 
city of Boston, consisting of five trustees, who shall adopt 
such measures as shall extend the benefits of the institution 
as widely as possible; shall from time to time establish 
branch libraries and delivery stations in different sections of 
the city ; and shallannually appoint an examining committee , 
of not less than five persons, not members of said board, 
who, together with one of said board as chairman, shall 
examine said library and make to said board a report of its 
condition. 

Sect. 2. Said board shall, in its annual report, include 
a statement of the condition of said library, the number of 
books that have been added thereto during the year, the 
reports otf the committee for the examination of said brary, 
and the total amount of money received from fines and 
sales. 
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CHAPTER 26. 
MARKET DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The market department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of markets, who shall have the 
care and superintendence of Faneuil-hall market, and of 
the market limits; shall preserve order therein; shall exe- 
cute and carry into effect all statutes, ordinances, regulations, 
and orders relative thereto; shall see that no vehicle is so 
placed abreast of, or near to, any other vehicle within the 
market limits, as to obstruct the free passage of other vehi- 
cles; shall keep open and unobstructed for the passage of 
vehicles, at all hours of every market day, after eight o’clock 
in the morning, and before four o’clock in the afternoon, that 
part of South Market street within the market limits, to the 
width of thirty-five feet from the outside limits of the south- 
erly sidewalk of said street. 

Sect. 2. Faneuil-hall market shall be considered to in- 
clude the lower floor, porches, and cellars of the buildings 
called, respectively, Faneuil hall and Quincy hall; the 
market limits shall be considered to include Faneuil-hall 
market, as hereinbefore defined, and the following-described 
portions of the adjacent streets, namely: so much of Com- 
mercial street as lies westerly of the sidewalk on the easterly 
side thereof, between the outer lines of the sidewalks on the 
northerly side of North Market street and the southerly side 
of South Market street extended easterly ; all of North and 
South Market streets, except the northerly sidewalk of the 
former and the southerly sidewalk of the latter; that portion 
of Merchants row included between the aforesaid northerly 
and southerly sidewalks extended westerly across said 
Merchants row; and all of Faneuil-hall square, except the 
sidewalks on the northerly, southerly, and westerly sides 
thereof; the above-described limits being shown on a plan 
made by N. Henry Crafts, city engineer, dated March 12, 
1876, and on file in the office of the city surveyor of the city 
of Boston. 
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Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall, on the expiration 
of any term of the leases of the several stalls and cellars in 
Faneuil-hall market, lease them for another term of five years, 
from the first day of April of the year the term of the leases 
expires, at rents not less than those which shall be estab- 
lished by vote of the city council within three months before 
the beginning of each term; shall, after the establishment of 
such rents, notify the tenants then occupying said stalls and 
cellars of the rents so established; shall give a new lease at 
such rents to such of said tenants as in writing notify him 
that they desire to retain at such rents their respective hold- 
ings; and shall lease for the remainder of any existing term, 
all stalls and cellars which become vacant, or the leases of 
which shall be cancelled during such term, to suitable per- 
sons, at not less than the established rents. All leases shall 
be approved by the mayor. 

Sect. 4. Said leases shall be granted on the following 
conditions, which shall be inserted in every lease : — 

1. The lessee shall comply with the ordinances of the 
city, and with all regulations and orders of the board of 
aldermen relating to Faneuil-hall market, and the market 
limits as defined by ordinance. 

2. The lessee shall, at his own expense, keep the demised 
premises in good repair and condition. 

3. The lessee shall not place, or suffer to be placed, any 
article, in any passageway of said market, or within the de- 
mised premises so as to project into any such passage-way,, 
unless with the consent of the said superintendent or one of 
his deputies. 

4. The lessee shall not smoke, or have in his possession 
any lighted pipe or cigar, within any market-house in the 
market limits; nor suffer or allow any of his employees to 
smoke upon the demised premises. 

5. The lessee shall not, without the approval of the su- 
perintendent in writing previously obtained, underlet, or 
assign, or suffer any other person to occupy the demised 
premises; nor shall he, without such approval, carry on any 
business therein other than that for which the premises are 
leased. 
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6. The lessee shall not throw, or permit to be thrown 
into any part of the market limits, or permit to remain within 
the demised premises, any filth, animal substance, scrapings, 
or any kind of dirt, filth, or useless matter, but shall keep 
and remove the same as the superintendent or either of his 
deputies, shall direct. 

7. The lessee shall make quarterly payments of the rent 
to the city collector, on or before the first days of July, 
October, January, and April of each year. 

8. The lessee shall pay all water-rates. 

9. The lessee shall not continue to employ any person 
within the market limits after such person shall have been 
objected to by said superintendent. | 

10. The lessee shall not become bankrupt, or insolvent, 
or allow the demised premises to remain unused for a longer 
period than fifteen days. 

11. The lessee shall not interfere with or impede the 
said superintendent when entering the demised premises to 
view, or to make repairs or improvements. 

12. ‘The lessee shall have the demised premises, on all 
week days except legal holidays, opened at sunrise, but 
never earlier than 5.30 o’clock, nor later than 7 o’clock, 
in the morning, and kept open until 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon, provided, however, that on the day of the observance 
of Memorial day, Independence day, and Labor day, when 
Monday or Saturday, and on the day of the celebration: 
of the battle of Bunker Hill, they shall be opened as above, 
and be kept open until 9 o’clock in the morning, and that on 
all other Saturdays they shall be opened as above and be kept 
open until 9 o’clock in the evening, or shall be opened and 
closed at such other hours as the board of aldermen may 
from time to time order. 

13. The lessee shall quit and deliver up the demised 
premises peaceably and quietly at the end of said term, in 
as good order and condition as the same are at the be- 
ginning of the term, or may be put into during the lease. 

The lessee shall also agree that on the violation of eitber 
of the foregoing conditions the said superintendent may, 
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without any notice, enter upon the demised premises, and 
expel the lessee or his assigns, forcibly if necessary. 

Secr. 5. Said superintendent or either of his deputies 
may direct any and all persons within said market limits, 
with their merchandise, vehicles, and animals, to move from 
place to place, within said market lmits, and may assign 
stands within said limits for the sale of provisions and other 
articles, and may at the expense of the owners thereof, and 
of the person in whose charge it is, remove from one place or 
stand to another within said limits any merchandise, vehicle, 
or animal, not immediately so removed on the direction of 
said superintendent or either of his deputies; if there is no 
person in charge thereof.to receive such direction the said 
superintendent or deputy may remove the same to a stable, 
at the expense of such owner, and the expense of keeping the 
same in such stable shall be paid by the owner. 

Sect. 6. The said superintendent shall take and forth- 
with destroy any article of food in the possession of any 
person within the market limits for the purpose of sale, 
which in his opinion is diseased, unwholesome, or tainted. 
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CHAPTER 27. 
MOUNT HOPE CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The Mount Hope cemetery department shall 
be under the charge of the board of trustees of Mount Hope 
cemetery, consisting of five trustees, who shall have the sole 
care, superintendence, and management of the Mount Hope 
cemetery ; shall set apart and appropriate a portion of said 
cemetery as a public burying-place for the use of the inhabi- 
tants of the city of Boston, free from any charge therefor ; 
shall lay out said cemetery in suitable lots or other subdi- 
visions for family or other burials with necessary paths and 
avenues; may plant and embellish the said cemetery with 
trees, shrubs, and flowers, and other rural ornaments; may 
enclose and divide the same with proper fences; may erect 
or annex thereto suitable edifices, appendages, and conven- 
iences ; may make such by-laws, rules, and regulations, not in- 
consistent with statute or ordinance, as they deem advisable. 

Sect. 2. Said board may appoint any subordinate officer 
in any department with the approval of the head of such de- 
partment, secretary of said board, who may receive in ad- 
dition to his salary as such subordinate, such salary as said 
board may determine, or said board may appoint any other 
person to be secretary. 

Secr. 3. Said board may, by deed duly executed by its 
chairman, after the city collector has received payment there- 
for, grant and convey to any person or persons, the sole and 
exclusive right of burial, and of erecting tombs, cenotaphs, 
or other monuments, in any ot the designated lots or subdi- 
visions of said cemetery, upon such terms and conditions as 
it may in the deed prescribe, and shall cause said deed to be 
recorded in the office of the city registrar, 

Sect. 4. Said board may give to any proprietor;who shall 
place in the hands of the city treasurer for the city a gift, de- 
vise, bequest, or deposit of a vaiue not exceeding five hundred 
dollars, for the annual repair, preservation, or embellishment 
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of his lot and of the erections thereon, or to the representa- 
tive of such donor, an agreement or obligation in such form 
and on such terms and conditions as it may establish, binding 
the city to expend not exceeding five per cent. per annum of 
such value in preserving and keeping said lot in repair forever, 
or for such period as may be agreed upon, and said board 
may expend, in any manner consistent with the terms of 
such gift, devise, bequest or deposit, the amount of the 
above-named per cent. thereof.

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CHAPTER 28. 
PARK DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The park department shall be under the 
charge of the board of park commissioners, consisting of three 
commissioners, who shall construct, improve, govern, and 
regulate the Arnold Arboretum, Charlesbank, Back Bay park, 
Franklin park, Riverdale park, Wood Island park, and Marine 
park, shall make rules for the use and government thereof, 
and fix penalties for breach of such rules, not exceeding 
twenty dollars for one offence, to be imposed by any court 
of competent jurisdiction; appoint all necessary engineers, 
surveyors, clerks, and other officers, including a _ police 
force to act in such park; define the powers and duties 
of such officers, and fix the amount of their compensation ; 
and generally do all needful acts for the proper execution 
of the powers and duties above mentioned. 
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CHAPTER 29. 


PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The printing department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of printing, who shall have 
charge of the printing of all city documents and all documents 
for the city council, or either branch thereof, or any commit- 
tee thereof, or for any department of the city government 
not specially exempt by law; but such authority shall not 
extend to the publication of the proceedings of either branch 
of the city council in any newspaper; or to advertisements 
made by any department in any newspaper; shall supply all 
stationery and binding needed in the various departments, 
except in the library department; shall, on the twentieth day 
of each morth, send to the city auditor a detailed bill of the 
stock used by, and the printing done for each department for 
other than city documents, during the preceding month, which 
bill shall be approved by the officer in charge of the depart- 
ment. He shall not supply any writing-inks, except those 
of standard quality, as shown by comparison of the inks used 
in making the permanent records of the several departments. 

Sect. 2. Said superintendent shall number and print 
eight hundred copies of the mayor’s inaugural address and 
of each of the annual and other reports made by the several 
departments to the mayor, making each report a city docu- 
ment; and shall number and print six hundred copies of each 
of the other city documents ; shall, from the said copies, de- 
liver, as soon as printed, to the city messenger for distribution, 
four hundred copies of the said address, of each of said 
annual reports, and of each of the other city documents ; 
shall, as soon as practicable, from the said copies, bind and 
deliver to the mayor two hundred sets of volumes, two 
volumes to each set, and each set containing one copy of said 
address and one copy of each of said annual reports, said 
volumes to be entitled “ Annual Report of the Executive 
Department of the City of Boston for the year (naming the 
preceding year),” and shall at the beginning of each year 
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from the said copies bind and deliver to the city messenger for 
distribution two hundred sets of volumes of convenient size, 
each set to contain one copy of each of the city documents 
of the preceding municipal year, numerically arranged. Each 
volume hereinbefore specified shall contain an alphabetical 
list of the documents therein. 

Sreor. 38. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of 
account, and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition 
for printing, stationery, or binding, shall at once comply 
with it, and make proper entries on his books; he shall re- 
quire suitable evidence that the work done or goods furnished 
are accepted by the officer issuing the requisition. 

Sect. 4. The term “printing” in this chapter shall be 
construed to mean all engraving, stereotyping, electrotyping, 
lithographing, photographing, and other methods of work 
used in illustrating books, so far as the same are to be 
applied to any documents printed for or by the éity govern- 
ment or any of its departments. The terms “ binding” and 
“stationery ” shall also be given the fullest meaning. 

Sect. 5. The said superintendent shall, in his annual 
report, include a statement of the amount and cost of the 
printing, binding, stock, and stationery done for or sup- 
plied to each department of the city government; and 
generally of all matters transacted under his superintend- 
ence, including as full a statement and comparison as may be 
practicable of the kinds of writing-paper and writing-ink 
used in making and keeping the permanent record-books in 
the several departments and county offices. 
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CHAPTER 30. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The public buildings department shall be 
under the charge of the superintendent of public buildings, 
who shall, except as otherwise provided, have the supervi- 
sion of all the buildings belonging to the city, and of all — 
buildings or parts of buildings hired by the city, whether 
used for city or county purposes, shall provide therein all 
necessary furniture, and keep the same in good condition ; 
shall furnish all supplies, except such as the superintendent 
of printing furnishes; shall have the care and custody 
of the flags belonging to the old state-house, and city hall, 
Charlestown; shall have the care and control of the steam 
apparatus in the city hall; shall determine the use and have 
the care and custody of the ward-rooms; shall have the 
supervision of all repairs upon all buildings and parts of 
buildings used by the city or county, and shall call upon the 
city architect for such plans as he may deem necessary in 
making such repairs; shall have charge of all city property 
in the armories provided by the city for the militia, and 
report to the board of aldermen whenever repairs are needed 
thereon. 

Secr. 2. Said superintendent shall annually purchase all 
the fuel required for the use of the city during the current 
financial year, except fuel for the school-houses and other 
buildings under the charge of the school committee, the 
hospital, ferry, water-supply, and public institutions depart- 
ments, and the department in charge of the improved 
sewerage system. 

Secr. 3. Said superintendent shall perform any appro- 
priate duties devolved upon him by a vote of the board of 
aldermen or school committee, provided that the same do 
not interfere or conflict with the duties imposed by this ordi- 
nance, and he may receive such compensation as the school 
committee may fix for his services to said committee. 
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Sect. 4. Said superintendent shall have the care, custody, 
and management of Faneuil Hall and of the flags belonging 
thereto; shall permit only those persons authorized by the 
board of aldermen, to occupy or use the hall; shall, unless 
otherwise ordered by the board of aldermen, be paid in ad- 
vance for opening, heating, lighting, and closing the hall, 
in the day time, a fee of ten dollars, and in the evening a 
fee of fifteen dollars, and shall hold all persons upon whose 
application the use of the hall is granted, liable jointly and 
severally for any damage done to the hall at or in connection 
with the meeting for which the use is granted. 

Sect. 5. Said superintendent shall designate a suitable 
room in each of the following-named places to be used for a 
ward-room.

In case any room designated as above cannot be occupied 
for the purposes of a ward-room at any time, said superin- 
tendent shall provide equivalent accommodation elsewhere 
for any public meeting in such ward, for which a permit shall 
be issued. 

Sect. 6. Said superintendent shall have the care and 
custody of, shall determine the use of, and provide for 
opening, closing, lighting, and heating the ward-rooms: 
shall frame and keep in some conspicuous place therein a 
copy of this and the two following sections, and as soon 
as the list of voters in a ward is prepared for any election, 
shall keep posted or hung up a copy of such list in the 
ward-room of the ward in such a manner as to be readily 
accessible to the public, until after the next election, and 
until a new and revised list is substituted therefor, and 
such copies shall be altered, revised, or removed only by 
said superintendent. 

Sect. 7. Said superintendent, when a written application 
(containing a copy of the call for a meeting notifying 
all persons who may be present that it will be subject to 
the provisions of this section) is made to him by not less 
than five legal voters of a ward, for the use of a ward-room 
for the purpose of holding such meeting, and when he is 
paid such sum of money as will in his opinion be sufficient 
to defray the expense of opening, lighting, heating, and 
closing the ward-room during the time specified in the 
permit, may issue a permit therefor, which may at any time 
be revoked by the mayor. Said superintendent shall specify 
in the permit the time and purpose of the meeting, and that 
the meeting will be subject to the following provisions of 
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this section, and shall request the board of police to detail 
a sufficient police force to be present and enforce said pro- 
visions. Only legal voters in the ward in which such meeting 
is held, and to whom no objection is made by the major part 
of said applicants as are present, or by the presiding officer 
of such meeting, shall mark or vote, or remain at such 
meeting and the members of the police force present shall 
keep the peace at such mecting, obey the lawful orders of, 
and remove such persons as shall be designated by, the 
major part of such of said applicants as are present, or of 
the chairman or presiding officer of the meeting. 

Secor. 8. Said superintendent, when an organized political 
body calls caucuses or ward meetings for a designated day, 
shall not permit any person, except the recognized agents of 
such body, prior to the morning of the day fixed for such 
meetings, to have the use of a ward-room for such day. 

Sect. 9. Said superintendent shall, in his annual report, 
include a statement of the kind and amount of city property 
in the armories; of all buildings belonging to or used by the 
city, and of the land and appurtenances thereof; of the con- 
dition of such building and land, and the nature and amount 
of the expenditures that have been made during the preced- 
ing year relative thereto. 
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CHAPTER 31. 


PUBLIC GROUNDS DEPARTMENT. 


Srction 1. The public grounds department shall be 
under the charge of the superintendent of public grounds, 
who shall ia the care and superintendence of the public 
grounds and of all trees belonging to the city; shall carry 
out any directions of the board of aldermen relating to mat- 
ters in their control concerning trees ; shall cause all statutes 
and ordinances made for the protection of trees, shrubs, 
and flowers in the public grounds and streets to be strictly 
observed. 
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CHAPTER 32. 
PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The public institutions department shall be 

under the charge of the board of commissioners of public 
institutions, consisting of three commissioners, who shall 
have the care and control of Deer island, Rainsford island, 
Long island, the house of correction at South Boston, the 
house of industry, the house for the employment and re- 
formation of juvenile offenders (known as the house of 
reformation), and the truant school at Deer island, the 
Boston lunatic hospital at South Boston and West Roxbury, 
the home for the poor at Long and Rainsford islands, the 
almshouse at Charlestown, the home for neglected children 
at Roxbury, and all the books, papers, and property per- 
taining to the said institutions; and make all needful rules 
and regulations for the government and management of the 
same, and of the inmates thereof. 

Srcr. 2. The institution, premises, or situation, known 
as the truant school at Deer island, is hereby provided, 
established and assigned as the suitable place for the confine- 
ment, discipline, and instruction of children convicted of any 
offence described in the following section of this ordinance. 

Sect. 3. Any habitual truant, and any child between 
seven and fifteen years of age found wandering about in the 
streets or public places of the city of Boston, having no law- 
ful occupation or business, not attending school and growing 
up in ignorance, shall, upon conviction thereof, be committed 
to the said truant school at Deer island. 

Secr. 4. Said board shall, in its annual report, include 
a statement of the expenditures and receipts of each insti- 
tution for the preceding municipal year, giving the condition 
of each, with the number of inmates admitted thereto, and 
discharged therefrom, the births and deaths therein, and the 
number of persons remaining in the same. 
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CHAPTER. 33. 


REGISTRATION OF VOTERS DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The registration of voters department” shall 
be under the charge of the board of registrars of voters, 
consisting of three members, who shall make a_ regis- 
ter by voting precincts, of all persons: entitled to - vote 
in said city; shall prepare, correct, revise, and post, in the 
several voting precincts, the alphabetical lists of voters ; 
shall appoint such number of assistant registrars of voters, 
not exceeding four for each ward, as it may deem neces- 
sary, each of whom shall receive for each day’s service the 
sum of four dollars. 

Sect. 2. Said board shall, in its annual report, include a 
map or maps showing the voting precincts, and the locations 
of the polling-places therein, and a statement of the number 
of persons registered as voters, male and female, in each 
voting precinct of the city, and the number of such persons 
voting at each election held during the preceding year for 
each person for whom votes were deposited for governor and 
mayor. 
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CHAPTER 34. 


REGISTRY DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The registry department shall be under the 
charge of the city registrar, who shall receive, or obtain, 
record, and index all facts relating to, and perform all 
duties required of city clerks concerning, births, deaths, and 
marriages in the city of Boston, shall have the custody of al 
records, books, and papers belonging to the city, relating to 
births, deaths, and marriages; and shall record in a book 
kept for the purpose in his office all conveyances of rights in 
Mount Hope Cemetery brought to him for record. 

Srecr. 2. The city registrar shall, in his annual report, 
include a statement of the number of births, of notices of 
intention of marriage, of marriages solemnized, and of 
deaths recorded during the previous year. 
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CHAPTER 35. 


RELIEF OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The relief of the poor department shall 
be under the charge of the overseers of the poor in the 
city of Boston, consisting of twelve overseers, who shall 
have charge of the charity building and temporary home 
on Chardon street, and may make and enforce all such rules 
and regulations as they may deem expedient in relation 
thereto; shall, from time to time, determine what societies 
shall be permitted to occupy said building, and on what 
terms and for what length of time, and what proportion of 
the current expenses of managing, heating, and lighting the 
same, and of all other expenses, except rent, shall be paid 
by each; but no such rule or regulations shall be in force, 
and no society permitted to occupy the building, after the 
city council has otherwise ordered. 

Sect. 2. Said overseers shall cause to be kept a complete 
set of books, wherein shall be stated in detail the mode in 
which all funds in their hands are invested and how they are 
secured, the amounts and dates of all receipts and expendi- 
tures, and to whom and from what funds all payments are 
made; and they shall preserve all papers, property, evi- 
dences of property, vouchers, and other things entrusted to 
or deposited with them. | 

Sect. 3. Said overseers shall cause to be kept another 
set of books, wherein shall be stated the following facts rela- 
tive to every person to whom relief or assistance has been 
given or refused; namely, his or her name; residence for 
as long a period as can conveniently be ascertained ;_ birth- 
place; occupation; property or means of support; whether 
married or single ; name of husband or wife, if any ; number, 
names, residences, and occupations of children, if any; 
names and residences of, and other information in regard to, 
ancestors, so far as such facts can be conveniently ascertained 
and may be of importance for determining settlements or 
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other matters; the nature and the amount of the relief or as- 
sistance given, and the cause or ground upon which it was 
given or refused; the source or fund from which it was taken 
or derived; and all other particulars or information which it 
is for the public interest to preserve, so that said books may 
present, in a clear, complete, and detailed manner, and in 
such a form that it shall be readily accessible, all information 
which may be of value to the city orto the commonwealth in 
regard to persons to whom relief has been given or refused. 
Said overseers shall also cause to be kept a full and complete 
record of all applications by women and children for admis- 
sion to the temporary home so called, which record shall 
contain the names of the applicants, the grounds upon which 
admission is granted or refused, and any other information 
which it is for the public interest to preserve. 
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CHAPTER 36. 


SEALING OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. ‘The sealing of weights and measures de- 
partment shall be under the charge of the sealer and five 
deputy sealers of weights and measures, and the salary paid 
to each shall be full compensation for all services. 

Sect. 2. The sealer shall have direction of the deputy 
sealers; shall keep regular books showing work done in the 
department, and the fees earned; and shall each week pay 
over to the collector all fees received by or paid to him. 

Secor. 3. The deputy sealers shall perform the work as- 
signed them by the sealer, and shall daily pay over to him 
all fees received by them. 
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CHAPTER: 37. 
SINKING-FUNDS DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The sinking-funds department shall be under 
the charge of a board of commissioners of sinking-funds, 
consisting of six commissioners, who shall be considered to be 
appointed and to act under the provisions of chapter twenty- 
nine of the Public Statutes, and who shall have charge and 
control of all sinking-funds established by the city, and of 
ull sums appropriated therefor; and there shall be, unless 
otherwise specially provided, a sinking-fund for each debt 
payable at a period exceeding ten years. 

Sect. 2. Said commissioners shall receive all moneys 
paid to them on account of the sinking-funds, and invest the 
same for the benefit of the appropriate fund, and whenever 
the amount of any sinking-fund exceeds the entire amount of 
the debt for the payment of which it was established, the 
commissioners shall transfer the surplus above such amount 
to such other sinking-fund or funds as they may deem ad- 
visable. 

Sect. 3. Said commissioners shall, in their annual esti- 
mates, require for every sinking-fund an appropriation suf- 
ficient, with the accumulations of the sinking-fund, to meet 
at maturity the debt for the payment of which it was created, 
and shall require for a debt payable in ten years from the 
time incurred, an appropriation of not less than eight per 
cent. of the amount of such debt, for a debt payable in twenty 
years from said time, an appropriation of not less than three 
and a half per cent. of the amount of such debt, and for a 
debt payable in thirty years from said time, an appropria- 
tion of not less than two per cent. of the amount of such 
debt; provided, however, that said commissioners shall, 
when other payments have been applied, or transferred to, 
the sinking-fund of any debt, require for that sinking-fund 
an appropriation less by the amount of such payments, than 
they would otherwise have required.

Sror. 4. Said commissioners shall, when a debt of the 
city becomes due, pay over and transmit to the city treas- 
urer, so much of the funds which they may hold as a sinking- 
fund for such debt as may be required for the payment of 
such debt. 
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CHAPTER 38. 
STREET DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The street department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of streets, who shall construct 
all highways and sewers; shall have charge of, and keep 
the highways, the pumping-station and reservoirs of the 
improved sewerage system, all sewers under the control ot 
the city, and the catch-basins in the streets connected with 
the sewers, clean and in good condition and repair; shall 
remove all ashes accumulated from the burning of materials 
for heating buildings and for domestic purposes, all house- 
dirt, house-offal, and all noxious and refuse substances from 
the yards and areas, when so placed as to be easily removed ; 
shall have the care of the city teams and city stables, and 
of all property acquired for carrying out said purposes, and 
shall keep the same in good condition and repair; shall 
purchase all fuel and other supplies required for said pur- 
poses; shall on the twentieth day of each month send to the 
city auditor detailed bills of all materials, tools, and machin- 
ery, furnished by either of the divisions of said department 
to any other such division, or for any special work, and shall 
appoint all necessary deputy superintendents, chiefs of di- 
vision, and other subordinates, said deputies and chiefs to be 
approved by the mayor. Said superintendent may require said 
subordinates to give bonds when and as he deems proper. 

Sect. 2. Said superintendent shall have the care and 
management of all bridges which are used as highways, and 
are in whole or in part under the charge of the city, and of so 
much of Harvard bridge and of Prison-point bridge as are 
under the charge and control of the board of aldermen or of 
the city ; shall be the commissioner to act with another com- 
missioner for the city of Cambridge, and as such commissioner 
shall have and exercise all the powers in relation to West 
Boston bridge and Craigie bridge conferred by chapter 302 of 
the acts of the year 1870; shall, when he exposes any portion 
of the structure on which the strength of a bridge depends, 
notify the city engineer and afford him an opportunity to 
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inspect the same ; shall make all repairs affecting the strength 
of the bridge, under the supervision of the city engineer. 
shall keep the rails and planks in good order, and all dirt, 
snow, and ice removed from the sidewalks; shall keep all 
said bridges, or those parts thereof under his care, and the 
abutments, guards, draws, and wharves thereof, clean and in 
good condition and repair. 

Snot. 3. Said superintendent shall appoint draw-tenders 
for the draws in bridges of which he has the care, and see 
that they properly perform their duties ; and he may remove 
them for such cause as he shall deem sufficient, and shall 
assign in his order of removal. Hach draw-tender so ap- 
pointed shall take charge by night and by day of the draw 
of which he is draw-tender ; shall require from the person in 
charge of a vessel, applying to pass through the draw, a true 
statement of the name, extreme width, and draught of the 
vessel; shall determine the order in which vessels may pass 
through the draw, and may direct the placing of warping-lines, 
anchors, and cables, and the use of any warping apparatus 
provided by the city; shall cause the draw to be opened for 
the passage of vessels when moving with the tide, and, in his 
discretion, when moving against the tide, if the wind is 
favorable or if the vessel is in tow; shall cause the draw to 
be closed with all possible expedition after a vessel has 
passed through, not permitting more than one vessel to pass 
through at one opening of the draw, except that, when the 
draw is open and the bridge is free from persons desiring to 
cross, he may, in his discretion, permit other vessels to pass 
through before causing the draw to be closed ; he shall perform 
such additional duties as said superintendent may require. 

Srot. 4. Said superintendent shall place and maintain in 
suitable conspicuous places, to be selected by him, on the 
streets, the names of the several streets of the city, and of 
the ward in which each street is situated, as shown by the 
records of the city clerk; shall require the number of each 
building on a street, which he shall be required by the board 
of aldermen to number, to be affixed to or inscribed on the 
building by the owner, and may determine the form, size, 
and material of any such number, and the place and mode 
of affixing or inscribing it. 
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Secor. 5. Said superintendent shall keep a book in which 
he shall record the date of every order for constructing a 
sewer, the name of the contractor or builder constructing it, 
the date of commencing and the date of completing the work, 
and the cost of the sewer; also a book in which he shall 
certify the names of the owners of estates assessed for the 
construction of the sewer, the number of feet of land of each 
estate bordering on the street or strip of land in which the 
sewer was laid, the depth of each estate, the amount of each 
assessment, the date of completion of the sewer, and the 
dates when the notices of assessment were given. He shall 
make and deliver to the city collector all bills for assessments 
as they become due. 

Seor. 6. Said superintendent shall keep a plan for every 
sewer, showing its depth, breadth, mode of construction, and 
general direction, and shall, when about to build a new 
sewer, make a similar plan thereof, and shall, from time to 
time, ascertain and insert on said plan all entries made into 
the sewers. 

Secor. 7. Said superintendent shall, when about to build 
a new sewer or repair an old sewer, notify all abutters 
on that part of the line of said sewer where he proposes to 
do work, and afford them facilities for entering the sewer $ 
and shall, when about to construct a new street, at least four 
weeks before beginning work, and when about to make a 
new surface of any street, at least two weeks before begin- 
ning work, notify the superintendent of lamps and the water - 
board, and all person authorized to place any structure 
in such street ; and shall require and see that all said depart- 
ments or persons having any work to be done in the streets 
so designated shall do all such work before the surface of 
such street is again prepared for and opened to public travel ; 
and, after the completion of the work then done on such 
street, shall not, for the space of one year thereafter, 
permit any department or person to disturb the surface of 
such street or way within the area of such previous dis- 
turbance, except in case of obvious necessity, a record of 
which shall be made in a book to be.kept for that purpose. 

Seer. 8. Said superintendent may issue permits to per- 
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sons having authority in the premises to open, occupy, 
obstruct, and use portions of the streets, and every such per- 
mit shall specify the time, place, size, and use of such open- 
ing, occupation, or obstruction, and the time within which the 
street must be put in good condition, and shall be on a con- 
dition the terms of which shall be those stated in chapter 
three, section twenty-one, of this ordinance, and, in ad- 
dition, that the person applying for the permit shall 
place and maintain from the beginning of twilight, through 
the whole of every night, over or near the place so occupied, 
opened, obstructed, or used, and over or near any dirt, 
oravel, or other material taken therefrom, or to be used by 
him, a light or lights sufficient to protect travellers from in- 
jury; shall place and maintain a safe and convenient way for 
the use of foot-travellers, and a safe and convenient passage 
for public travel around or over such place; shall, if he does 
not, within the time prescribed by said superintendent, put 
the street into good condition, satisfactory to said superintend- 
ent, pay whatever sum the said superintendent shall expend 
for putting it into such condition, and that he shall deliver 
up the permit to an officer of the police force of said city 
on or before the expiration of the time fixed in the permit 
for completing work, such permit to be returned by said 
officer to the street department. Said superintendent may, 
in addition to said specifications, specify in the permit, or 
after the issuing thereof, in writing, the kind of rail or fence 
to enclose the place, and the kind of way over or around such 
place, and the manner of constructing the same. Should any 
portion of the street which has been excavated require repav- 
ing or resurfacing within a period of six months from the time 
it has been disturbed, the superintendent of streets shall notify 
the person applying for the permit under authority of which 
the disturbance was made, to make such repairs as, in the 
opinion of said superintendent are necessary, and in case of 
the failure of the said persons to make such repairs within 
one week from the date of the said notification, then the 
superintendent of streets shall have the right to make such 
necessary repairs, and the expense of the same shall be paid 
by the said persons, and all amounts received by the city 
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collector for work done or materials furnished under the 
direction of the superintendent of streets, as above author- 
ized, shall be placed to the credit, and be used as a part, of 
the appropriation of the street department. 

Secr. 9. Said superintendent shall issue such a permit 
to a person who presents a permit from the water depart- 
ment to repair or lay water-pipes, and to a person who pre- 
sents a permit from the superintendent of lamps to connect 
with the lamps or pipes of the city. 

Sect. 10. Said superintendent may issue to competent 
mechanics permits for opening, occupying, and using portions 
of the streets for the purpose of entering particular drains 
into public drains and sewers on a condition the terms of 
which shall be those hereinbefore stated in section eight of 
this chapter, and, in addition, that the person applying for 
the permit shall make any connection of the said drain with 
the said sewer in the manner shown on the back of said per- 
mit and only in the presence of an inspector of the sewer 
division; shall have on the ground, when the inspector 
arrives to see the connection made, any slant, bend, or 
curve, to be used in making the connection; shall not cover 
up any work until inspected by one of said inspectors; shall 
not lay the drain in the same trench with a water pipe; shall 
not connect any exhaust from a steam engine, any blow-off 
from a steam boiler, or any other pipe for delivering steam 
or hot water, with the drain or sewer; shall, when he 
receives any pipe from the street department in exchange 
for another, return such other to the yard of the street 
department within twenty-four hours after receiving such 
exchange. Said superintendent shall in each: drain-permit 
specify the size, material, mode of construction of the par- 
ticular drain, and the direction and grade for laying it, but 
before issuing a permit for entering a particular drain into a 
public sewer, from land upon which a sewer assessment has 
not been paid, he shall be paid for the city an assessment of 
one cent per square foot, for all land in the estate from which 
the entry is made, within one hundred feet of the street or 
strip of land in which the sewer or particular drain is laid, 
except as otherwise provided in section one of chapter 346 
of the acts of 1890. 


—_ 
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Secor. 11. Said superintendent may issue, to competent 
persons engaged in the business, permits to occupy and 
use certain portions of the streets for the purpose of 
raising and lowering goods and merchandise into and from 
buildings, on a condition the terms of which shall be those 
stated in chapter three, section twenty-one, of this ordi- 
nance, and in addition that the person applying for the 
permit shall maintain, during the whole time the work is 
in progress, good and sufficient barriers across the sidewalk, 
from the wall of the building to or from which they are so 
raised, out to the curb-stone or edge of the sidewalk, on each 
side of said goods or merchandise, sufficient to protect trav- 
ellers from injury or danger; and that he will not encumber 
the sidewalk for more than fifteen minutes at a time for such 
work. 

Sect. 12. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by a vote of the board of aldermen, issue permits to 
open, occupy, and use portions of the streets for the purpose 
of placing coal-holes, vaults, and coal-slides under sidewalks, 
and covers thereto, on a condition the terms of which shall 
be those hereinbefore stated in section eight of this chapter, 
and in addition that the person applying for the permit shall 
make the underground structure, if a coal-slide, with the 
sides at least eight inches thick, of good hard brick, laid in 
cement ; if other than a coal-slide, with the outer wall next to 
the roadway at least two and a half feet thick, of heavy 
granite blocks laid in cement, the side walls at least 
one foot thick, of good hard brick, or of granite blocks, 
laid in cement; the top of iron or iron and glass, or of 
rough-surfaced iron, or at least six inches thick, either of 
good hard brick laid in the form of an arch turned in a good 
and sufficient manner, or of rough-hammered granite, or 
bluestone, or North-river flag-stone ; shall make the opening 
of a coal-hole or coal-slide circular, and not more than 
eighteen inches in diameter, and furnish a cover therefor of 
iron, made with a rough upper surface, and with three or 
more iron rods or legs at least two feet in length, fitting 
closely to the side of the opening, and projecting downwards 
from the under side of the cover, and so constructed that, 
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while the cover can be lifted perpendicularly, it cannot be 
tipped or easily removed from the opening. 

Sect. 13. Said superintendent, upon the application of 
a building-mover actually engaged in the business, for a’ 
permit to occupy and use portions of the streets for the 
purpose of moving a building, describing the locations from 
and to which and the route over which the building is to 
be moved, the length, width, and height of the building, 
and the principal material of its exterior and roof, and 
accompanied by the written consent of the inspector of 
buildings to the placing of the building on the lot proposed, 
shall make an examination of the premises and report 
thereon to the board of aldermen, and when authorized by 
the mayor and aldermen issue the permit applied for, on a 
condition the terms of which shall be those stated in section 
eight of this chapter. And whenever it appears that the 
moving of a building under the provisions of this section 
will encumber the tracks of any railroad corporation, a pub- 
lic hearing shall be given by the board of aldermen upon 
the subject before such permit is authorized. 

Secor. 14. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by an order of the board ef aldermen, issue permits to 
open and occupy portions of the streets, for the purposes of 
laying, maintaining, and using wires, railway tracks, or rails 
therein, or wires, pipes, or conduits under the surface 
thereof, on a condition the terms of which shall be those 
stated in section eight of this chapter, and in addition 
that the person applying for the permit shall furnish in his 
conduits for wires accommodations for all wires belonging to 
or to be used by the city free of charge, whenever requested 
so to do by the mayor; shall remove the conduits and wires 
whenever directed, and not until directed, so to do by the 
city council; shall not disturb or interfere with any wires, 
pipes, or sewers lawfully laid in such street or connected. 
therewith. 

Secor. 15. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by an order of the board of aldermen, issue permits 
to open and occupy portions of the streets, for the purpose 
of placing and maintaining poles therein, for the support of 
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wires, on a condition the terms of which shall be those here- 
inbefore stated in section eight of this chapter, and in addi- 
tion that the person applying for the permit shall keep said 
poles well painted and in good condition, to the satisfaction of 
the superintendent of streets; shall place the wires on said 
poles not less than twenty-five feet from the ground; shall 
keep the name of the person owning the pole distinctly 
painted on the cross-bars used and occupied by him on the 
-pole; shall allow the departments of the city the exclusive 
use of the upper cross-bar and top of each pole, free of all 
charge, for the purpose of placing wires thereon; shall not 
suffer or permit any other person to place or keep wires on 
said poles or upon the fixtures thereto affixed, without per- 
mission being first obtained in writing from the board of 
aldermen; shall not remove any pole erected under this 
order until, and shall remove any pole when, directed by the 
board of aldermen so to do; and that on the violation of any 
term of this condition the said superintendent shall remove 
the poles at the expense of the person owning them. 

Secr. 16. Said superintendent, before he delivers any 
permit hereinbefore described to any person for the appli- 
cant therefor, shall have received from such person a certifi- 
cate that a copy of the permit entered in a book kept for the 
purpose is a correct copy of the permit he receives, and the 
applicant, unless an employee of the city applying for a 
permit for public work, shall have given a bond, in the case 
of permits under sections eight, ten, eleven, and twelve of 
this chapter, of one thousand dollars; under section thir- 
teen of this chapter, of three thousand dollars; and under 
sections fourteen and fifteen of this chapter, of twenty 
thousand dollars; each bond with one or more sureties satis- 
factory to said superintendent, conditioned to the faithful 
observance of the condition and specifications of every and 
all permits thereafter issued on his application, by the super- 
intendent of streets of the city of Boston; and said superin- 
tendent of streets may at any time require a new bond, which 
shall be considered a strengthening bond unless the sureties 
on the former bond or bonds are expressly released from 
their liability by vote of the city council. 
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Srecr. 17. Said superintendent shall not issue any such 
permit to a person who has within twelve months previous 
to his application violated or failed to observe the condition 
or specifications of any such permit ; but the issuing of such 
permits, and the opening, ‘occupation, obstruction, and use 
of portions of streets, and the making and maintaining of 
coal-holes, vaults, and other permanent excavations under 
the surface of streets, and their covers, shall be subject to 
any permission, control, regulation, restriction, or revocation 
which the board of aldermen may make. 

Smcr. 18. Every owner of an estate hereafter main- 
taining any cellar, vault, coal-hole, or other excavation or 
structure under the part of the sidewalk adjacent to, or which 
is a part of, his estate, and every owner maintaining a post, 
pole, or other structure in a street, or a wire, pipe, con- 
duit, or other structure under a street, shall do so only on 
the condition that such maintenance shall be considered as 
an agreement on his part to keep the same and the covers 
thereof in good repair and condition, at all times during 
his ownership, and to indemnify and save harmless the city 
against any and all damages, costs, expenses, or compensation 
which it may sustain, or be required to pay by reason of 
such excavation or structure being under the sidewalk or in 
the street, or being out of repair during his ownership, or 
by reason of any cover of the same being out of repair or 
unfastened during his ownership. | 

Sect. 19. Said superintendent shall require every person 
who maintains an entrance on a level with, or below, or a 
flight of steps descending immediately from, or near, the 
line of a street, and which is not otherwise safely and se- 
curely guarded, to the satisfaction of said superintendent, to 
enclose such entrance or steps with a permanent iron railing 
on each side, at least three feet high from the top of the 
sidewalk or pavement, and to provide the same with a gate, 
opening inwardly, or two iron chains across the entrance 
way, one near the top, and the other half-way from the 
ground to the top of the railing, and unless the entrance or 
steps are sufficiently lighted to prevent accidents, to keep 
the gates or chains closed during the night. 
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Sect. 20. Every person in the employ of the city shall 
send to the said superintendent notice of any defect in any 
street which may come to his notice, and said superintendent 
shall keep a record of the notices of defects sent to him, 
with the name of the person giving the notice, and the time 
when given, and he shall without delay cause the locality of 
the alleged defect to be examined, and, if the defect is of such 
a character as to endanger the safety of public travel, shall 
do whatever may be necessary to protect the public from in- 
jury by the defect, and cause it to be immediately repaired. 

Secr. 21. Said superintendent shall see that all statutes, 
ordinances, and regulations relating to the care and use of 
streets, bridges, and sewers are fully observed; and _ shall 
carry out all lawful orders of the board of aldermen relat- 
ing to streets, sewers, and bridges. 

Sect. 22. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of the repairs and expenditures on each 
street, and on each bridge under his charge, and of the num- 
ber of times each draw of such bridge has been opened for 
the passage of vessels, and of the number of vessels laden 
with cargo that have passed through each draw. 
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CHAPTER 39. 


SURVEYING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The surveying department shall be under 
the charge of the city surveyor, who shall make such sur- 
veys, plans, estimates, statements, and descriptions, and 
take such levels as the mayor, the board of aldermen, the 
common council, any committee of the city council, or of 
either branch thereof, or any board or officer in charge of a 
department, may need in the discharge of its duties, and 
shall have the custody of all surveys and plans relating to 
the laying out, widening, extending, locating anew, and 
grading of streets. 
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CHAPTER 40. 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The treasury department shall be under the 
charge of the city treasurer, who shall require from his 
subordinates, for the faithful performance of their respective 
duties, and for the safe custody of the money and other 
property intrusted to them, bonds to himself as obligee, 
with sureties satisfactory to the mayor, with penal sums, as 
follows: from the cashier, not less than twenty thousand 
dollars; from the tellers and paymasters, not less than ten 
thousand dollars each; shall receive, receipt for, and have 
the care and custody of, the current funds of the city from 
the time the same shall come into his possession, and also of 
all moneys, properties, and securities which may be placed 
in his charge by virtue of any statute or ordinance, or by 
virtue of any gift, devise, bequest, or deposit; may deposit 
any portion of such current funds in such national bank or 
banks established in Boston, and on such conditions, and rates 
of interest, as he shall deem best, subject to the approval of 
the mayor; provided, however, that the amount of deposit 
in any bank shall not exceed fifty per cent. of its paid-up 
capital ; shall, with the mayor and city auditor, sign all bonds 
and certificates of indebtedness issued by the city, and shall 
preserve all rejected bids for loans, and all papers relating 
thereto. 

Sect. 2. Said treasurer shall pay all drafts and all checks 
and other orders directed to him from the auditing depart- 
ment, as provided by ordinance, for the payment of bills and 
demands against the city; shall on presentation pay all 
executions against the city, when duly certified as correct 
by the city solicitor, even if the appropriation to which 
the execution is chargeable is not sufficient; shall pay on 
presentation all bonds issued by the city and the interest 
on the same, as they or it becomes due; shall cancel all 
bonds and coupons, and shall daily transmit to the auditor 
the bonds and executions so paid, and shall on the tenth, 
twentieth, and last days of each month transmit to said 
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nuditor the coupons so paid, with a statement of the total 
umount paid for interest to each date. 

Secor. 3. Said treasurer shall pay over all moneys re- 
ceived by him from payments on account of the principal 
sum secured by any bond or note, from payments on account 
of any betterments, all excess of income over the amount 
expended for carrying on the water-works, and the interest 
and exchange on debts, to the board of commissioners of 
sinking-funds. 

Srecr. 4. Said treasurer shall, unless the donors thereof 
have otherwise directed, receive all moneys, properties, 
and securities given, devised, or bequeathed to, or de- 
posited with, the city for any specific purpose, give a receipt 
and discharge therefor in behalf of the city, and sell the same, 
except the real estate, and invest the proceeds in public 
stocks or mortgages of real estate, as a permanent fund, and 
shall hold the income thereof subject to expenditure for the 
purpose designated in the gift, devise, bequest, or deposit. 

Sect. 5. Said treasurer shall use and apply, as the city 
council may direct, all properties, moneys, and securities in 
his care and custody at the close of each financial year for the 
payment of which no provision has been otherwise made. 

Sect. 6. Said treasurer may make his payments to school 
instructors, school janitors, policemen, witnesses, and jurors, 
and to persons employed in and about the various departments 
and institutions of the city and of the county of Suffolk, in any 
of the public buildings in the different sections of the city, or 
upon any public works, as he may designate and as will best 
facilitate such payments, and prevent the loss of time a 
those to whom they are made. 

Secr. 7. Said treasurer may be elected by the board of 
commissioners of sinking-funds, to serve as the treasurer of 
said board, and in such case shall receive, in addition to his 
salary, the salary fixed for said oflice. 

Secr. 8. Said treasurer shall, on or before the tenth 
day of each month, render to the mayor a statement of the 
receipts and payments of his department for the preceding 
month, and a summary of the like items for the current 
financial year up to the close of the preceding month. 
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CHAPTER 41. 
WATER-INCOME DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The water-income department shall be under 
the charge of the water registrar, who shall assess the rates 
and make contracts for the use of water according to such 
tariffs as may be established by the Boston water board ; 
shall see that all water-meters in use measure accurately, 
and immediately notify the Boston water board of any failure 
so to do; shall make and send to the collector all bills for the 
use of water, and lists of such bills; shall make abatements 
of charges for water when improperly assessed ; shall receive 
all applications for service and other pipes for supplying 
water to the premises of water-takers, and transmit the same 
to the Boston water board; shall, as often at least as once in 
each year, cause the premises of every person who takes 
water to be visited, and the water-fixtures therein to be ex- 
amined, by a skilled inspector; shall shut the water off from, 
and let it on to, any particular service when notified by the 
city collector that the water-rate therefor has not, or has, 
been paid, and at such other times as he deems it necessary ; 
shall exercise a constant supervision over the use of water, 
and see that all statutes, ordinances, and regulations relative 
to the above matters are strictly observed. 

Sect. 2. Said registrar, when he is of the opinion that a 
person is using more than one hundred thousand gallons of 
water yearly in any estate other than a building used as 
a dwelling-house containing three tenements or less, may, 
and on the request of any owner or lessee of any such estate 
in which more than said quantity of water is used, and on 
the payment to said registrar of the expense thereof, shall 
request the Boston water board to attach and maintain a sufli- 
cient water-meter to the main service-pipe for such estate, 
by which all water furnished to such estate shall be measured 
and paid for. | 

Sect. 38. Said registrar shall, when two or more dwelling- 
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houses are valued together for the assessment of taxes, make 
separate valuations of each, and shall, when a portion only 
of an estate is chargeable for the water, make a separate 
valuation of such portion, and on such valuations, the water- 
‘ates, if based on values, shall be assessed. 

Srecr. 4. Whenever the water has been shut off from any 
premises because the water-rate has not been paid and there 
is a change in the occupancy of said premises, said registrar 
may let the water on again without waiting for the payment 
of the amount due from any former occupant. In case 
of contracts for specific supplies he shall shut the water off 
as soon as the contract has been carried out; the foregoing 
provisions shall apply when two or more parties take water 
from the same service-pipe, although one or more may have 
paid the amount due from him or them. 

Sect. 5. The following regulations shall be printed on 
every bill for a water-rate, and shall be considered as a part 
of the contract with every person who takes water furnished 
by the city :— 


Regulations. 


1. The person taking the water shall, at his own expense, 
keep the service-pipes within his premises, including any 
pipe beneath the sidewalk, in good order and repair, and 
protected from frost; shall not allow the water to leak 
awway or run to waste; shall not, unless he pays the special 
rate established therefor, or takes water by meter, use water 
from a hose, and shall not use water from a hose in any 
case, except during such days and hours and in such manner 
as the Boston water board may from time to time order ; 
shall not make any change in the pipes or water-fixtures 
under the street, or within his premises, unless such change 
is approved by the water registrar; shall not conceal the pur- 
pose for which the water is used; shall allow the water 
registrar and persons authorized by him, to enter the premises 
suppled with water, for the purpose of examining the fix- 
tures, ascertaining the quantity of water used, the manner of 
use, and whether there is unnecessary waste. 

2. The person taking water shall not demand or recover 
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any abatement, compensation, or damages, on account of the 
shutting off, or the limitation of the use of, the water for any 
cause. 

3. The person taking water by meter shall pay at. least 
fifteen dollars per annum for the water so supplied, and when 
a meter by which his water is supplied and measured gets 
out of order and fails to register, shall pay at the rate of the 
average daily consumption shown by the meter when in 
order, and shall pay as part of his water-rate the expense or 
repairs made on his private meters by the city. 

4, If one or more persons taking water through the same 
pipe shall violate any of these regulations, the water may 
be shut off from the building or place wherein the water is 
taken, until such sum, not exceeding ten dollars, as the 
city collector may require, is paid to said collector, and the 
person so violating shall also indemnify the city for all 
damages it may sustain, or be required to pay, in conse- 
quence of any injury resulting from his violation. 

Secr. 6. The water-rates of the Mystic supply shall be 
payable at the branch office of the registrar, in the Charles- 
town district. 

Sect. 7. Said registrar shall keep suitable books, in 
which shall be entered the names of all persons who take 
water, the kind of building in which it is taken, the name of 
the street and the number thereon, the nature of the use, the 
number of taps, and the rate assessed. 

Sect. 8. Said registrar shall, in his annual report, in- 
clude a statement of the number of water-takers and the 
purposes for which the water is taken, the number and kind 
of meters applied during the previous municipal year, the 
number and kind of meters in use, the number of cases 
where the water has been shut off, and the number and 
amount of abatements which have been made during the 
preceding municipal year. 
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CHAPTER 42. 


WATER-SUPPLY DEPARTMENT. 


Srcrion 1. The water-supply department shall be under 
the charge of the Boston water board, consisting of three 
members, who shall have the care and control of all ponds, 
streams, waters, basins, reservoirs, aqueducts, pumping- 
stations, pumps, and other property acquired or held by 
the city for the purpose of obtaining or furnishing a supply 
of pure water for the use of its inhabitants; shall maintain 
the same in good order and condition; shall use and operate 
the same, and furnish all fuel and other supplies required 
therefor; shall take all measures necessary to protect and 
preserve the purity of all waters; shall purchase, lay, and 
maintain all pipes, conduits, and other fixtures, and appli- 
ances necessary for obtaining or supplying water for the 
inhabitants of the city; shall furnish, test, and attach all 
meters when requested by the water registrar so to do; shall 
repair all such meters when notified by said registrar that 
they are imperfect ; shall as soon as practicable after the first 
day of every month, make a report to the mayor of all tests 
of water-meters made during the preceding month, and shall 
see that all statutes, ordinances, and regulations relative to 
the above matters are fully observed. 

Sect. 2. Said board shall record ina book kept for the 
purpose, a statement of the style, size, number of each 
meter, date when purchased, location, date when set, read- 
ing at such date; date when taken out, the reason therefor, 
the reading at such date, a detailed statement of test and per- 
centage of error shown, and the reading and date when reset ; 
also a description of all defects and repairs of such meters. 

Sect. 3. Said board shall from time to time determine 
and establish the tariffs for the use of water; but all yearly 
rates shall be due in advance on the first day of January of 
each year, and shall be paid within thirty days thereafter ; 
all rates for fractional parts of a year, or for specific supplies, 
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shall be due when the water is let on or delivered, and shall 
be paid within ten days thereafter; all rates for water fur- 
nished and measured by meter shall never be less than fifteen 
dollars per year, shall be due on the first days of January, 
April, July, and October, and shall be paid within ten days 
thereafter. 
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CHAPTER 43. 
REGULATIONS FOR CERTAIN TRADES. 


Section 1. Every person who desires to manufacture, or 
keep for sale, or storage, any petroleum, camphene, burn- 
ing-fluid, or explosive compound, or to have a place assigned 
as a stand for weighing or selling hay, or straw, or for meas- 
uring or selling wood or bark brought into the city by land 
for sale, shall make application in writing to the board of 
fire commissioners for a license therefor, and state in such 
application, the place, building, or part of a building in 
which he desires to carry on business, and a full description 
of the business. 

Secr. 2. The said board of fire commissioners shall im- 
mediately examine the place or building described in the 
application, or cause the same to be examined by competent 
parties, and make a full report on the subject to the board 
of aldermen; and the board of aldermen may, if it deems 
proper, order a license to issue therefor, which shall con- 
tinue in force until the first day of April next succeeding its 
date. Every person at the time of receiving such license 
shall pay therefor the sum of one dollar. 

Sect. 3. Every such license shall contain the name of the 
person or persons licensed, a statement uf the business to be 
carried on, a description of the place, building, or part of 
building for which the license is granted, and all other par- 
ticulars which may be required by ordinance or shall be 
deemed necessary or proper. 


Petroleum, Camphene, Burning-fluid, and Naphtha. 


Sect. 4. Petroleum, camphene, burning-fiuid, or naph- 
tha, shall not be manufactured, refined, mixed, stored, or 
kept, upon any street or wharf within the city; nor in any 
part of a building occupied in whole, or in part, as a dwell- 
ing-house ; nor upon any floor of a building above the first 
floor; nor upon such first floor, unless the foundation and 
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walls of the building are of brick, stone, or iron, and the sills 
or walls are built without apertures for the space of at least one 
foot above such floor; and all crude petroleum, naphtha, or 
gasoline, kept in any part of a building above the cellar, 
shall be kept in metailic vessels securely closed. 

Sect. 5. All kerosene, refined petroleum, and every 
product of petroleum, sold or kept for sale at retail for 
illuminating purposes, shall have been inspected by an 
officer appointed for the purpose by the mayor and alder- 
men. 


Explosive Compounds. 


Sect. 6. The board of aldermen before ordering the 
issue of a license for manufacturing any explosive compound, 
shall give a public hearing thereon, after public notice of 
such hearing has been given for two consecutive weeks in 
three daily newspapers published in the city, and after such 
notice and hearing said board may, by a two-thirds vote, 
approved by the mayor, order the issuing of such license, 
with such limitations as to the quantity to be manufactured, 
or kept, and as to the mode of storing, keeping, or trans- 
porting the same as may be prescribed by ordinance, or as the 
board of aldermen may in each case see fit to impose, but 
shall not order the issue of any such license for the ter- 
ritory contained within the limits of the present wards 1, 2, 
peo ond. Oy 95-10, 11,) 12,13, 16) 17, 18, or 19; or 
within three hundred feet of a school-house, church, theatre, 
or hall licensed for public assemblies. 

Sect. 7. The board of aldermen may order the issue 
of licenses for the sale or storage of explosive compounds, 
(but not within three hundred feet of a school-house, 
church, theatre, or hall licensed for public assemblies, nor 
within five hundred feet of the city hall, state-house, court- 
house, registry of deeds, or county jail,) and every person 
so licensed shall provide for the storage of such compound a 
suitable place, in which each class of articles specitied in 
section eight shall be kept separate from every other class 
by suitable divisions or partitions of brick-work. No com- 
pound of nitro-glycerine shall be kept in any receptacle 
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which is so constructed as to have exposed iron or steel 
in the interior thereof. 

Secor. 8. The following shall be the greatest amounts of 
each class of explosive compounds which may be kept for sale 
in any place within twenty feet of a building which is regu- 
larly occupied during any portion of the day or night : — 

Of nitro-glycerine and all compounds thereof and of gun- 
cotton, four ounces. 

Of detonators or exploders, for use with any axplosies 
compound other than gunpowder, such number as_ shall 
contain in all one half-pound of the detonating compound 
employed. 

Of any explosive compound not otherwise provided for, 
such amount, not exceeding ten pounds, as the board of fire 
commissioners may deem safe. | 

In case a person, licensed to keep explosive compounds 
is also licensed to keep gunpowder in the same buila ag, or 
within fifty yards of it, the greatest amount of explosive 
compounds which he may keep shall be one-half of the above- 
named amounts. 

Secr. 9. The board of aldermen may order the issue of 
licenses to establish magazines for the storage of explosive 
compounds in quantities greater than those mentioned in 
section eight, in the manner and with the limitations prescribed 
in section six, (but not within fifteen hundred feet of a school- 
‘house, church, theatre, or hall licensed for public assemblies, 
or of the city hall, state-house, court-house, registry of deeds, 
or county jail, or within six hundred feet of a dwelling-house 
occupied by persons not engaged in the manufacture of the 
explosive stored in such magazine,) and every person so 
licensed shall surround every such magazine by an earthen 
parapet ten feet thick at the top, and with a natural slope to 
the bottom, and so high that a line drawn from the highest 
point of the explosive therein stored to the top of the parapet 
will pass above the highest of the surrounding buildings. 

Secor. 10. Explosive compounds may be transported 
through the streets in the following manner and quantities 
only :— . 

Nitro-glycerine, in any of its forms, shall be in a congealed 
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state, and the packages in which it is contained shall, during 
transportation, be kept constantly packed in ice and in the 
charge of a competent agent furnished by the forwarder, 
who shall travel in the vehicle in which the packages are 
carried. 

All dry nitro-glycerine compounds shall be packed in 
wooden cases, holding not more than one hundred pounds 
thereof, and in which the explosive compound shall be packed, 
when in bulk, with at least three inches of dry sawdust 
between the explosive compound and the inside surfaces of 
the case, and when in cartridges, each cartridge shall be sur- 
rounded with sawdust on all sides, and a space of at least 
one inch between the outside of each cartridge and the inside 
surface of the case, shall be filled with sawdust. 

All gun-cotton shall be pulverized and in a compressed 
form and moist state. 

All explosives of the fulminate class shall be wet and con- 
tained in wooden water-tight kegs, which shall be packed in 
sawdust in wooden packages. 

All explosives of the nitrate-mixture class and chlorate- 
mixture class shall be subject to the same rules and regula- 
tions that are now or may hereafter be prescribed for the 
transportation of gunpowder. | 

All packages containing explosive compounds shall be 
plainly marked on at least three sides with the name of their 
contents, and the words “ Explosive — Dangerous” so placed 
us to be readily seen by those who may have reason to handle 
such packages. The name and address of the manufacturer 
and forwarder shall also be plainly marked on the packages. 

No detonating or percussion fuse, cap, primer, or other 
article liable to cause fire or explosion, shall be packed in the 
case or barrel containing an explosive compound, nor be 
carried in or upon a vehicle in which such compound is being 
transported. 

Not more than one case or barrel shall be transported in 
one vehicle, unless such vehicle has been suitably prepared 
by lining it with wood, felting, tarpaulin, oiled cloth, or 
other material, exclusive of iron or steel, and is fitted with 
a close cover of the same. No match, acid, petroleum, or 
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other hazardous article shall be carried in the same vehicle 
with an explosive compound, and not over one hundred pounds 
of explosive compounds shall be carried in one vehicle. 

No two vehicles containing explosive compounds shall be 
allowed to approach within one thousand yards of one 
another, unless they are in charge of a qualified inspector 
detailed for that duty by the board of fire commissioners. 
Such inspector shall be detailed upon the written application’ 
of, and shall be paid for his services by, the person trans- 
porting such compound, at the rate of five dollars for each 
day or portion of a day. 

Sect. 11. Any person licensed as provided in the pre- 
ceding sections of this chapter, shall at all times permit to 
enter the building or premises licensed, and examine the 
same and contents thereof, any fire commissioner and police 
commissioner, the chief engineer and assistant engineers of 
the fire department, the captains, lieutenants, sergeants of 
police, and any inspector appointed by the mayor, by the 
board of fire commissioners, or by the board of police. 

Srct. 12. The words “explosive compound,” as used in 
this chapter, shall be understood to include gun-cotton, nitro- 
elycerine, or any compound of the same, and any fulminate 
or substance, except gunpowder, which is intended to be used 
by exploding or igniting it in order to produce a force to 
propel missiles or to rend apart substances. 


Weighing and Sale of Hay. 


Sxecr. 18. The board of aldermen shall from time to time 
cause a sufficient number of public scales for the weighing of 
hay and of other articles, to be erected and furnished with 
decimal weights, which shall be used in all cases. The 
weighers of hay shall personally attend on every day in the 
year, at such of said scales as may be assigned to them re- 
spectively, Sundays and legal holidays excepted, from sun- 
rise to sunset during the months of December, January, and 
February, and from seven o’clock in the forenoon until six 
o’clock in the afternoon during the remainder of the year; 
and they shall deliver to the driver of every load of hay or 
straw weighed by them a certificate, specifying the name of 
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the owner or driver of the load, the town from which it has 
been driven, the weight and tare thereof, the amount of fees 
received, and the date when the certificate is given. They 
shall also Keep in books furnished by the city clerk an ac- 
count of all hay and other articles weighed at the scales to 
which they are assigned as aforesaid, which accounts shall 
specify all the items required to be specified as aforesaid in 
the certificates, and said books shall always be open to the 
inspection of said board and, when filled, shall be deposited 
with the city clerk. 

Sect. 14. The fees for weighing on said hay-scales shall 
be as follows: One-half of a cent for every hundred pounds 
of coal, pig-iron, stone, sand, produce, provisions, or ice, and 
one cent for every hundred pounds of hay, straw, or other 
articles ; but the fee for weighing an article other than hay or 
straw shall in no case be less than ten cents, and no single 
fee shall exceed one dollar, and no fee shall be taken for 
weighing done on account of the city, nor for weighing the 
cart or vehicle containing the article to be weighed, nor for 
any other tare. 

Said weighers shall deduct from said fees the necessary 
expenses incurred, retain three-fifths of the remainder to their 
own use, and pay over the balance to the city collector. 


Measuring and Sale of Wood and Bark. 


Sect. 15. The mayor shall appoint, subject to confirma- 
tion by the board of aldermen, measurers of wood and bark, 
each of whom shall serve until the first day of May in the 
year of his appointment, and until his successor is confirmed. 
They shall be sworn, and shall have and exercise all the powers , 
and be subject to all the duties and limitations prescribed by 
the statutes and ordinances relating to the measurement of 
wood and bark, and the inspection, survey and sale of bark 
for fuel or manufacturing purposes, brought into the city for 
sale. 


Plumbing. 


Sect. 16. Every plumber, before doing any plumbing 


work in a building, shall have his name and place of busi- 
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ness registered in the office of the inspector of buildings, 
and shall give immediate notice to said inspector of any 
change in his place of business ; shall, except in the case of 
repairs of leaks, file in the office of said inspector, upon blanks 
to be provided for the purpose, a notice of all work to be 
performed, and obtain from said inspector a permit to do 
such work. 

Secor. 17. Every building provided with water from the 
city or other water-supply shall have a waste-pipe for the 
conveyance of waste-water, separately and independently 
connected with the public sewer, or if there is no sewer, 
with a sufficient and proper cesspool, easily accessible for 
inspection and cleaning. : 

Secor. 18. Drain and soil pipes within a building, and for 
a distance of not less than five feet outside the foundation walls 
thereof, through which water or sewage is used or carried, shall 
be made of iron; shall be sound, free from holes and other 
defects, of a uniform thickness of not less than one-eighth of 
an inch for a diameter of four inches or less, and of five 
thirty-seconds of an inch for a diameter of five or six 
‘inches, with a proportional increase of thickness for a greater 
diameter; shall be securely ironed to walls, laid in trenches 
or suspended by strong iron hangers; and shall have a 
proper fall towards the drain or sewer; shall be supplied 
with suitable traps, placed with an accessible clean-out, 
either outside or inside near the foundation wall of the build- 
ing. Changes in direction shall be made with curved pipes, 
and connections with horizontal pipes shall be made with Y 
branches. The soil-pipes of every building hereafter erected, 
and the soil-pipes of every water-closet hereafter placed, 
substituted, or relocated in a room not having a window or 
other opening immediately to the air on the outside of the 
building, and within twelve feet of such window or opening, 
shall be carried above the roof, open and undiminished in 
size, and to a height of not less than two feet above the roof. 

Secr. 19. Rain-water leaders, when connected with soil 
or drain pipes shall be suitably trapped. 

Secr. 20. All iron pipes before being put in place shall 
have been tested by the water or kerosene test, then coated 
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inside and out with coal-tar pitch applied hot, or with paint, 
or with some equivalent substance ; joints shall be run with 
molten lead, thoroughly calked and made tight ; connections 
with lead pipes shall be made with brass ferrules properly 
soldered and calked to the iron. 

Sect. 21. Every water fixture having a waste-pipe con- 
nected with the sewer or cesspool shall be furnished with a 
separate trap placed as near as practicable to said fixture ; 
all traps shall be protected from siphonage or air pressure by 
special ventilating air-pipes of a size not less than the waste- 
pipe; such air-pipes for water-closet traps shall be not less 
than two-inch bore for thirty feet or less, and of not less than 
three-inch bore for more than thirty feet ; such air-pipes shall 
be run as direct as practicable, and shall be of not less than 
four-inch bore where they pass through the roof; two or 
more such air-pipes may connect together, or with a soil- 
pipe, but in every case of connection with a soil-pipe such 
connection shall be made above the upper fixture of the 
building. 

Sect. 22. Drip or overflow pipes from safes under water- 
closets and other fixtures, or from tanks or cisterns, shall be 
run to some place in open sight, and in no case shall any 
such pipe be connected directly with a drain, waste-pipe, or 
soil-pipe. 

Sect. 23. Waste-pipes from refrigerators, or other re-. 
ceptacles in which provisions are stored, shall not be con- 
nected with a drain, soil-pipe, or other waste-pipe, unless 
such waste-pipes are provided with traps, suitably ventilated, 
and in every case there shall be an open tray between the 
trap and refrigerator. 

Sect. 24. Sewer, soil, or ventilating air-pipes, shall not 
be constructed of brick, sheet metal, or earthenware, nor 
shall any chimney flues be used as such pipes. 

Sect. 25. Every water-closet, or line of water-closets, 
on the same floor, shall be supplied with water from a tank 
or cistern, and the flushing-pipe shall not be less than one 
inch in diameter; but this requirement shall not apply to 
water-closets substituted for vaults, where the same are 
located outside of the building proper, and water-closets may 
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be arranged so as to receive their supply directly from the 
main, with such water-fixtures as shall be approved by the 
water registrar. 

Srcr. 26. Pipes and other fixtures shall not be covered 
or concealed from view until after the work has been ex- 
amined by the said inspector; and he shall be notified by the 
plumber when the work is sufficiently advanced for in- 
spection. 

Sect. 27. Plumbing-work shall not be used until the 
same is in good condition as shown by the water test made 
by the plumber in the presence of the inspector. 

Sror. 28. Water-pipes, in places exposed to frost, shall 
be securely cased and packed with mineral wool, or other 
equally good substance. , 

Secr. 29. <A grease-trap shall be constructed under the 
sink of every hotel, eating-house, restaurant, or. other public 
cooking establishment, in such a manner as to be easily 
accessible for inspection and cleaning. 


Erection and Repair of Wooden Burldings outside. 
Building Limits. 

Sect. 30. The building limits provided for in section 21, 
chapter 374, of the acts of the year 1885, are hereby estab- 
lished as follows: All that portion of the city which is in- 
cluded within a line beginning at the intersection of the centre 
lines of Dover and Albany streets, and thence running east 
through the centre of said Dover street to the harbor com- 
missioners’ line; thence by the said harbor commissioners 
line around the northerly portion of the city to a point 
on Charles river at the intersection of said line with the 
boundary line between Brookline and Boston; thence along 
said boundary line to the centre of Longwood avenue ; thence 
through the centre of said avenue to the centre of Bumstead 
lane ; thence through the centre of said lane to the centre of 
Ward street ; thence through the centre of said Ward street ; 
to the centre of Parker street ; thence through the centre of 
said Parker street to the centre of Ruggles street; thence 
through the centre of said Ruggles street to the centre of 
W ashington street ; thence through the centre of said Wash- 
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ington street to a point opposite the centre of Palmer street , 
thence through the centre of said Palmer street and through 
the centre of Eustis street to the centre of Hampden street ; 
and thence through the centre of said Hampden street and 
the centre of Albany street to the point of beginning ; the said 
district being shown ona plan made by the city surveyor, 
dated June 28, 1881, and deposited in his office. 

Seor. 31. Every person proposing to erect a wooden 
building outside the building limits, or in any manner to 
alter one already erected, shall, fifteen days at least before 
commencing work thereon, file an application with the said 
inspector for a permit therefor, containing a statement of the 
dimensions of the structure proposed, and of the material to 
be used therefor, or of the alteration to be made; the num- 
ber or precise location on the street, and the name of the 
owner or owners of the land. 

Secr. 32. Every such building shall have a foundation of 
stone or brick carried up to the surface of the ground, and 
the foundation, if of brick, shall not be less than twelve 
inches thick, and laidin cement mortar; if of rubble-stone, 
shall not be less than six inches thick when laid in cement 
mortar, and not less than twenty inches thick when laid dry ; 
if of blockstone, shall not be less than sixteen inches thick, 
and laid in cement mortar; all such foundations shall be laid 
not less than four feet below the surface which is exposed to 
frost, and upon the solid ground, or upon at least one row of 
piles spaced not over three feet on centres, in the direction 
of the length of the wall, driven to a solid bearing, with the 
tops cut off at a proper grade, and capped with footing 
courses of stone, or shall rest upon other solid super- 
structure ; if the building is to be used for a workshop or 
other like purpose, or for a temporary structure, and built 
upon soft and marshy land, the foundation may consist of 
mud sills, or blocking, or piles cut to the height of grade, as 
the inspector may deem best. 

Secor. 33. Every such wooden building shall be built with 
posts, girts, and plates, properly mortised, tenoned, braced, 
and pinned in each story, and supported by suitable studs, 
not more than thirty-two inches apart; if the building ex- 
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ceeds four hundred feet in area and fifteen feet in height, the 
posts and girts shall not be less than four by eight inches. 

Secr. 34. Every such wooden building to be used as a 
dwelling-house shall not be more than forty-five feet in 
height from the grade of the street or place upon which it is 
to be erected, nor shall any wall thereof (unless made of 
brick at least eight inches thick, and built up to the under- 
side of the roof-covering, and the said covering laid and 
embedded in mortar upon the wall or built up twelve inches 
above the roof and covered with metallic covering), be 
nearer than one foot six inches to the line of any adjoining 
lot, nor if there is a dwelling-house upon the adjoining lot, 
be nearer than three feet to such dwelling-house. 

Secor. 85. Every such wooden building to be used as an 
L to a dwelling-house shall not exceed twenty-five feet in 
height, nor more than four hundred and _ fifty square feet in 
area; such IL may be built without a brick wall between it 
and the main building. 

Srcr. 36. Every such wooden building to be a block of 
two or more dwelling-houses, shall have brick walls between 
the houses not less than eight inches thick, built up to the 
underside of the roof-covering and the said covering laid and 
embedded in mortar upon the walls or built up twelve inches 
above the roof and covered with metallic covering. 

SeoT. 37. Every such wooden building to be used for 
any purpose other than that of a dwelling-house shall not 
exceed fifty-five feet in height, from the grade of the street 
or place upon which it is to be erected, nor shall any wall 
thereof (unless made of brick at least twelve inches thick, 
and built up to the underside of the roof-covering, and 
the said covering laid and embedded in mortar upon the 
wall or built up twelve inches above the roof and covered 
with metallic covering), be nearer than four feet to any 
other wooden building, which is less than twenty-five feet in 
height, nor nearer than ten feet to any other wooden build- 
ing which is twenty-five feet or more in height, but the ex- 
ception hereinbefore mentioned shall not apply to stables. 

Sect. 38. Every such wooden building, to be used for any 
purpose other than that of a dwelling-house, built in a range 
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of more than fifty feet, shall have an intercepting brick wall 
not less than twelve inches thick built up to the underside of 
the roof-covering, and the said covering laid and embedded 
in mortar upon the wall or built up twelve inches above the 
roof and covered with metallic covering. 

Secr. 39. The requirements contained in the preceding 
five sections shall not apply to buildings erected or placed 
at a distance of fifty feet or more from every other building, 
and from every street or way used for public passage. 


Junk, Old Metals, and Second-hand Articles. 


Sect. 40. The board of police for the city of Boston may 
license suitable persons to be dealers in and keepers of shops 
for the purchase, sale or barter of junk, old metals, or second- 
hand articles; and every such person so licensed shall keep 
a book, in which shall be written, at the time of every pur- 
chase of any such article, a description thereof, and the 
name, age and residence of the person from whom, and the 
day and hour when, such purchase was made; and such 
book shall at all times be open to the inspection of the 
mayor, or either of the aldermen, or of any person by the 
mayor or board of aldermen authorized to make such 
inspection. — 

Sect. 41. Every such shop-keeper shall put in some suit- 
able and conspicuous place on his shop a sign having his name 
and occupation legibly inscribed thereon in large letters. 

Sror. 42. Every such shop-keeper shall allow his shop and 
all articles therein to be at all times examined by the mayor, 
or either of the aldermen, or by any person authorized by 
the mayor or board of aldermen to make such examination. 

Srct. 43. No such shop-keeper shall permit to be sold any 
article purchased or received by him until at least a period 
of one week from the date of its purchase or receipt has 
elapsed, unless the name and address of the person to whom 
such article has been sold, with such other facts as may be 
necessary to facilitate the tracing of such article, have been 
entered on the book mentioned in section forty of this 
chapter. 
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Sect. 44. No such shop-keeper shall have his shop open 
for the transaction of business, nor shall he purchase any, of 
the aforesaid articles, except between sunrise and nine o’clock 
in the evening of any week-day except Saturday, on which 
day such shop may be kept open, and such articles purchased, 
from sunrise until ten o’clock in the evening. 
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CHAPTER 44. 
PROHIBITIONS AND PENALTIES. 


Flealth. 


Section 1. No person shall throw into the harbor, or 
any of the waters surrounding the city, within a line drawn 
from Point Allerton to Nahant, any entrails or refuse parts 
of fish, or any decayed fish. 

Sect. 2. No person shall, at any time, have in his 
possession with intent to sell, fish of any kind, except floun- 
ders, smelts, and other small fish, salmon and shad, until 
the same have been cleansed of their entrails and other refuse 
parts, nor fish of any kind, unless they are kept in covered 
stalls, or fish-boxes, or in covered carts, which shall be 
clean and in good order, and well secured from the rays of 
the sun. 

Sect. 3. No person shall bring into the city, or have in 
his possession with intent to sell, or sell, any vegetables, 
excepting green peas and beans in the pods, and green corn 
in the inner husks, which have not previously been divested 
of all parts not commonly used for food; and no person 
shall have such parts in his possession in any market-place, 
nor in a cart or vehicle used for the sale of vegetables, or 
other articles of food. 

Secr. 4. No person shall bring into the city, or have in 
his possession with intent to sell, any decayed or damaged 
fruit, vegetable or animal substance, except in accordance 
with a permit from the board of health. 

Sect. 5. No person shall keep any live fowl, swine, or 
goats, except in accordance with a permit from the board 
of health. 

Secr. 6. No owner or occupant of a stable shall permit 
more than three cords of manure to accumulate or remain 
uncovered outside of a stable-building, nor permit the stable 
or grounds connected therewith to be foul or unclean. 

Sect. 7. No person shall remove manure, or cause or 
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suffer the same to be removed, except in accordance with a 
permit from the board of health. 

Srcr. 8. No person shall remove any manure, except in 
a tight vehicle, with a canvas cover so secured to the sides 
and ends of the vehicle as to prevent the manure from being 
dropped while being removed. 

Srecr. 9. No person shall keep, or allow to be kept in 
any building, or on any premises of which he may be the 
owner or occupant, within the building limits of the city, 
more than one cow for each three thousand square feet of 
land in said building or premises, except in accordance with 
a permit from the board of health. 

Secr. 10. No person shall keep, or allow to be kept in 
any building, or on any premises of which he may be the 
owner or occupant, any cow, unless such building or prem- 
ises be kept clean and wholesome. 

Sect. 11. No person shall mar, misuse, defile, or deface, 
or attach any hand-bill, advertisement, or drawing to, a pub- 
lic urinal. 

Secr. 12. No person shall ring a church bell or other 
bell, when, on account of illness in the neighborhood, such 
ringing is forbidden by the board of health. 

Sect. 13. No person shall place or keep any refuse, or 
noxious or decaying liquid or solid matter, except house- 
offal, in any building, or in any waters, or on any land, 
except in accordance with a permit from the board of 
health. 

Secr. 14. No person shall keep in his house, or on his 
land, any house-offal, unless the same is placed in a suitable 
vessel, free from ashes and other refuse matter, and so placed 
as to be easily removed. 

Secr. 15. No person shall maintain a water-closet, vault, 
_or privy, in an unwholesome, unclean, or imperfect place or 
condition. 

Sect. 16. No person shall occupy, or permit others to 
occupy, any building owned by him as a dwelling, tene- 
ment, or lodging house, unless such building is provided with 
sufficient and suitable water-closets, or privies, for the per- 
sons ordinarily residing or working therein. 
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Sect. 17. No person shall place or keep, in or near any 
building, ashes or cinders in such a manner as to be liable to 
cause fire, nor mix them with other substances, nor place or 
keep them except in metallic vessels, so placed as to be 
easily removed. 

SecT. 18. No person, other than employés of the city 
engaged in public work, shall carry, in any street, house-dirt, 
house-offal, or other refuse matter, except in accordance with 
a permit from the board of health. 

Sect. 19. No person shall bury a dead body, or cause 
one to be buried, in a grave which is less than three feet deep 
from the surface of the ground surrounding the grave to the 
top of the coffin. 

Secr. 20. No person shall bury a dead body, or cause 
one to be buried, at any other time than between sunrise and 
sunset, except in accordance with a permit from the board of 
health. 

Sect. 21. No person shall remove a dead body or its 
remains from a grave or tomb in the city, or disturb in a 
tomb or grave such body or its remains, except in accord- 
ance with a permit from the board of health. 

Sect. 22. No person shall open a grave or tomb between 
the first day of June and the first day of October for any 
other purpose than that of interring the dead, except in ac- 
cordance with a permit from the board of health. 

SEcT. 23. No person shall open or dig a grave in any 
burial-ground, except in accordance with a permit from the 
board of health. 

Sect. 24. No person shall empty a cesspool, vault, or 
privy, except in accordance with a permit from the board of 
health. 

Secor. 25. No owner or occupant of land abutting on a 
private passageway and having the right to use such pas- 
sageway, shall suffer any filth or waste or stagnant water, 
to remain on that part of the passageway adjoining such 
land. 

Secr. 26. No person shall do any plumbing work in a 
building, or cover from view, or use such work, in violation 
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of the regulations for plumbing contained in chapter forty- 
three of this ordinance. 

Sror. 27. No person shall connect any steam exhaust 
pipe with any ventilating, waste, or drain pipe in a building, 
inside of the trap of the drain-pipe placed near the founda- 
tion wall of the building. 

Sect. 28. No person shall discharge any waste water or 
water from a sink or water-closet, except through a drain 
into a sewer or cesspool, or in accordance with a permit 
from the board of health. 


Drains. 


Sect. 29. No person shall suffer any particular drain 
from any building or land, of which he is the owner or occu- 
pant, to leak or be out of repair; nor shall any person suffer 
sewage, or waste or stagnant water, to remain in any build- 
ing, or upon any land, of which he is the owner or occupant. 

Sect. 30. No person shall enter, or attempt to enter, : 
particular drain into a public drain or sewer, except in ac- 
cordance with a permit from the superintendent of streets. 

Sect. 31. No person shall discharge into a public drain 
or sewer any steam, nor any other matter or thing which may 
tend to cause an obstruction thereof, or a deposit therein, or 
any injury thereto. 


Use of Streets. 


Secr. 32. No person having the care of a horse, or other 
beast of burden, carriage or draught, shall drive, or ride, or 
permit such horse, beast of burden, carriage or draught, to 
go at a greater rate of speed than seven miles an hour in a 
public street, except in wards 22, 23, 24 and 25, and in that 
part of ward 15 which lies south of Swett street, or in a 
public street in said excepted portion of the city at a greater 
rate than twelve miles an hour. 

Snor. 33. No person shall drive or convey through the 
public streets any vehicle the width of which, with its load, 
exceeds ten feet, except in accordance with a permit from 
the superintendent of streets. 
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Srct. 34. No person shall in a street, wilfully obstruct 
the free passage of foot-travellers, nor shall any person in 
a street saunter or loiter for more than five minutes after 
being directed by a police officer to move on. 

Secr. 385. No person shall, except in accordance with a 
permit from the superintendent of streets, in any street 
or from any building sell any goods or article to any person 
on the street, or in any street, place, or permit to remain 
for more than ten minutes any goods or article of which he 
is the owner or in charge, or while on foot, carry and display 
in any street any show card, placard, or sign. 

Secr. 36. No person shall raise into, or lower from, 
the second or any higher story of a building, over any portion 
of a street, any article of merchandise, except in accordance 
with a permit from the superintendent of streets. 

Secor. 37. No person shall wash or otherwise clean any 
animal or vehicle, or shake or otherwise clean a mat or car- 
pet in any street. _ 

Secr. 38. No person shall sprinkle, scatter, put, or place, 
in or upon a street, any earth, dirt, gravel, sand, salt, or 
mixture of salt, or remove from any street any dirt or 
manure, except in accordance with the permission of the 
the superintendent of streets. 

Sect. 39. No person shall throw or sweep into, or place, 
or drop and suffer to remain in, any street, any piece of hoop, 
board, wood, paper, or any nail, sweepings, sawdust, soot, 
ashes, cinders, shavings, hair, manure, oyster shell, clam 
shell, lobster shell, card, handbill, or rubbish or filth of any 
kind, or any noxious or refuse liquid or solid matter or sub- 
stance. 

Sect. 40. No person shall coast in any street not desig 
nated by the board of aldermen for coasting. 

Sect. 41. No person shall in any street throw stones, 
snowballs, or other missiles, or shoot with, or use, a bow 
and arrow or sling, or play at ball. 

Secr. 42. No owner or tenant of an estate abutting on 
a sidewalk shall place or suffer to remain for more than 
three hours between sunrise and sunset, any snow upon such 
sidewalk, nor any ice upon such sidewalk unless such ice Is 
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made even, and covered with sand or other substance to pre- 
vent slipping; nor shall any person place any ice or snow in 
a street, outside of the sidewalk, unless the same is made 
even at the time of placing. 

Sect. 48. No person shall saw or cut firewood inany street. 

Sect. 44. No person shall drive sheep, swine, or other 
neat cattle through or in any street, or feed or bait any 
animal in any street, except in accordance with a permit from 
the superintendent of streets. 

Srcr. 45. No person shall permit any horse, cow, swine, 
goat, or other grazing animal to go at large in any street. 

Secr. 46. No person shall water any street with a water- 
ing-cart, except in accordance with a permit from the super- 
intendent of streets. 

Secr. 47. No person shall in any street, except as a 
warning of danger, ring, or cause to be rung, any bell, or use, 
or cause to be used, any noise-making instrument. 

Srecr. 48. No person shall expose in any street any table, 
or device of any kind, intended for playing a game of hazard 
or chance ; and no person shall play at any such game or any 
other unlawful game in any street. 

Secr. 49. No person shall climb, or tie a horse or other 
animal to, or post a bill or notice upon, a tree in any street. 

Sect. 50. No person shall in any street, accost or ad- 
dress another person with obscene or profane language. 


Openings in, and Projections into Streets. 


Sect. 51. No person shall make any permanent excava- 
tion under the surface of a public street, the inner face of the 
wall of which extends further under the street than to a line © 
eighteen inches inside the line of the outer edge of the curb- 
stone or sidewalk. 

Secor. 52. No person shall place or maintain a grating in 
a street, the spaces between the bars of which are more than 
one inch in width; nor shall he extend any such grating 
more than eighteen inches from a building into a street. 

Sect. 53. No person shall make a coal-hole or other 
opening in a street, except in accordance with a permit from 
the superintendent of streets. 
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Secr. 54. No person shall maintain an entrance to his 
estate by steps descending immediately from or near the line 
of a public street, unless the same is securely guarded. 

Sror. 55. No person shall erect any canopy, awning, 
shade, shade-frame, or shade-curtain in any street, except in 
accordance with a permit from the superintendent of streets. 

Secr. 56. No person shall insert a sign in any sidewalk 
nor place or maintain a sign, show-bill, lantern, show-board, 
goods, wares, or other articles, so as to project into or over- 
hang any street, except in accordance with a permit from 
the board of aldermen. 

Secr. 57. No person shall open, occupy, or use any por- 
tion of a street, except in accordance with a permit from the 
superintendent of streets, nor without exhibiting such permit 
to any police officer, when requested by him so to do. 


Bridges, Draws, and Bathing. 

Secr. 58. No person shall deface or injure any public 
bridge or any wharf connected therewith, or unnecessarily 
open the draw of any such bridge, or obstruct the passage ~ 
of the same; nor shall any person, without the consent of 
the draw-tender, make fast to any public bridge, or draw, 
or guard or pier thereof, any vessel, scow, raft, or float, 
or remain inside of the draw-gates, or on any pier, wharf, 
fender, or appurtenance of such draw, while such gates are 
closed; nor shali any person, having under his charge a 
vessel passing through the draw of any such bridge, refuse 
or neglect to comply with the directions of a draw-tender 
relating to such passing. 

Snor. 59. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the 
waters surrounding or within the city so as to be visible from 
any dwelling-house, wharf, or street. 


The Market Limits.. 


Secr. 60. No person shall, within the market limits, sell 
or expose for sale, any goods, wares, or merchandise, except 
fresh provisions, or perishable produce, the product of his 
own farm, or of a farm within ten miles of his residence, or 
meats which were a part of animals slaughtered by himself, 
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to be sold at wholesale only, or on commission for, or as 
agent of, some person not residing or having a usual place of 
business within eight miles of said market, unless in a place 
assigned him therefor by the superintendent of markets, or 
one of his deputies; nor shall any person within said limits 
so sell, or expose for sale, any goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, between the hours of eleven in the morning and four 
in the afternoon, without the permission of the said superin- 
tendent or deputy; nor shall any person within said limits 
practise any fraudulent dealing. 

Sror. 61. No person shall, within the market limits, sell 
any butter other than by weight ; nor shall any person within 
said limits sell, or expose for sale, any butter in lumps, un- 
less said lumps weigh one or more integral pounds or quarter 
pounds. 

Secr. 62. No person shall, within the market limits, sell 
or have in his possession with intent to sell, any article of 
food, which, in the opinion of the superintendent of markets, 
is diseased, tainted, or unwholesome. 

Stcr. 63. No person shall permit any box, cask, or other 
receptacle, or any vehicle, or any horse, or other beast, to 
stand or remain within the market limits on any part of the 
Lord’s day or the evening of such day; nor shall any 
person carry on any business within said limits after the 
hour prescribed by the board of aldermen for closing the 
market, except during the evenings immediately preceding 
Thanksgiving day and Christmas day. . 

Secr. 64. No person shall, within the market limits, play 
at any game, or lie down, or sleep, or behave in a noisy, 
disorderly, or riotous manner, or scuftle, or throw any 
missile, or thing whatsoever. Nor shall any person in any 
market-house within said limits smoke, or have a lighted 
pipe or cigar in his possession; nor shall any itinerant 
pedler frequent or tarry within the said limits. 

Secor. 65. No person shall, within the market limits, 
neglect, or refuse, to obey or comply with any order or 
direction of the superintendent, or either of his deputies, 
given under the authority of any statute, or ordinance, or 
of any regulation of the board of aldermen. 
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Public Grounds. 


Srcr. 66. No person shall, in or upon any of the public 
erounds, make any public address, discharge any cannon or 
fire-arm, expose for sale any goods, wares, or merchandise, 
erect or maintain any booth, stand, tent, or apparatus for 
purposes of public amusement or show, except in accordance 
with a permit from the mayor. 

Sect. 67. No person shall, in or upon any of the public 
grounds, walk, stand, or lie on the grass, or coast, or 
engage in a game of ball, foot-ball, or other athletic sport, 
except in accordance with a permit from the mayor. 

Sect. 68. No person shall, in or upon any of the public 
erounds, drop, place or throw, and suffer to remain, any 
dirt, gravel, stones, paper or refuse, or offensive matter of 
any kind; or suffer any animal in his charge to feed or go at 
large ; or propel any vehicle for conveying burdens; or cut, 
break, or remove the ice in or from any pond, or climb any 
tree or fence, except under the direction of the superintend- 
ent of public grounds. 


Tteservoirs, Hydrants, and Water-pipes. 


Srcr. 69. No person shall injure a public reservoir, or 
break and enter the same, or draw off, or cause to be re- 
moved, any of the water therefrom. 

Sect. 70. No person shall make an opening or connec- 
tion with a pipe or reservoir, or turn on or turn off the water 
in any water-pipe or reservoir. 

Secr. 71. No person shall, except in case of fire, open 
a hydrant, or lift or remove the cover of a hydrant. 

Sect. 72. No person shall draw or use water from any 
pipe or fixture connected with the water supply of the city 
of Boston except by permission of the water registrar. 

Seor. 73. No person shall discharge water through a 
hand-hose, except in accordance with the orders of the Bos- 
ton water board in force at the time of such discharge. 
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Ohestnut-Hill Reservoir and Grounds. 


Sect. 74. No person shall fish in the Chestnut-hill 
reservoir, or discharge a gun or fire-arm on the same or on 
the grounds connected therewith. ’ 

Secor. 75. No person shall bathe in the Chestnut-hill 
reservoir, or place or use a boat therein, or throw ditt, 
rubbish, filth, or offensive matter, or commit a nuisance 
therein. 

Srot. 76. No person shall drive a team, cart, wagon, or 
other vehicle for the conveyance of burdens upon the drive- 
way or within the grounds of the Chestnut-hill reservoir. 

Sect. 77. No person shall drive or conduct a funeral, 
or a hearse or carriage connected with a funeral, on the 
drive-way of the Chestnut-hill reservoir. 

Sect. 78. No owner or other person having for the 
time being the charge or use of a horse or other animal shall 
drive or permit such horse or animal to go at a greater rate 
of speed than eight miles an hour upon the drive-way or 
within the enclosure of the Chestnut-hill reservoir. 

Sect. 79. No person shall injure, deface, or destroy 
any tree, shrub, grass, path, or fence on the grounds con- 
nected with the Chestnut-hill reservoir, or dig or carry away 
the sward, gravel, rock, stones, sand, turf, or earth thereon, 
or commit a nuisance thereon. . 

Secr. 80. No person shall climb a tree on the grounds 
connected with the Chestnut-hill reservoir, or tie a horse or 
other animal to a tree or fence on said premises. 

Sect. 81. No person shall post a bill, placard, or 
advertisement within the grounds connected with the Chest- 
nut-hill reservoir. 


Notices and Placards. 


Sect. 82. No person shall post up or affix in any manner, 
paint, print, or write, or cause to be painted, printed, or 
written, a notice, advertisement, or bill, upon a post, pole, 
fence, wall, or building in the city, unless he has previovsly 
obtained the consent of the person or persons having posses- 
sion of such post, pole, fence, wall, or building. 
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Snot. 83. No person shall, without the consent of the 
mayor, post up, or affix in any manner, or paint, print, or 
write, or cause to be painted, printed, or written, a notice, 
advertisement, or bill, upon a curbstone, sidewalk, tree, tele- 
eraph-pole, of lamp-post, in a street or public place, or upon 
a walk, fence, or building belonging to the city. 


Dogs. 


Sect. 84. No person shall own or keep in the city any 
dog which by barking, biting, howling, or in any other man- 
ner, disturbs the quiet of any person. 


Junk and Second-hand Articles. 


Secor. 85. No person dealing in junk, old metals, or 
second-hand articles shall have his shop open for the transac- 
tion of business, nor shall he purchase any of the aforesaid 
articles, except between sunrise and 9 o’clock in the evening 
of any week day except Saturday, on which day such shop 
may be kept open, and such articles purchased, from sunrise 
until 10 o’clock in the evening; nor shall he directly or 
indirectly either purchase or receive by way of barter or 
exchange any junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, 
from a minor or apprentice, knowing or having reason to 
believe him to be such. 


Hawkers and Peddlers. 


Snot. 86. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the 
articles enumerated in section one of chapter sixty-eight of 
the public statutes, until he has recorded his name and. resi- 
dence with the board of health, and been assigned by said 
board a number; provided, however, that the foregoing pro- 
visions shall not apply to minors licensed by the mayor and 
aldermen, and further provided that the mayor and alder- 
men may restrain the sale by minors of any or of all such 
articles. 

‘Sror. 87. No person hawking, peddling, or selling, or 
exposing for sale, any articles enumerated in section one of 
chapter sixty-eight of the public statutes, shall cry his wares 
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to the disturbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabi- 
tants of the city. 

Srecr. 88. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey 
any articles enumerated in section one of chapter sixty-eight 
of the public statutes in any manner that will tend to injure 
or disturb the public health or comfort, nor otherwise than in 
vehicles or receptacles which are neat and clean and do not 
leak, and which have printed on them in letters and figures 
at least two inches in height the name of the person selling, 
and the number given him by the board of health, and which 
are approved on the first Monday in every month by the 
board of health. 


Selling Hay, Straw, or Bark. 


Srecr. 89. No person shall in any street stand for the 
sale of hay, or straw, or wood, or bark, except in accord- 
ance with an order of the board of aldermen. 


Camphene, Petroleum, and Explosive, Compounds. 


Sect. 90. No person shall manufacture, refine, mix, 
store, or keep any petroleum, camphene, burning-fluid, or 
naphtha for sale or store within the city, except in accord- 
ance with the ordinances, and with a permit from the board 
of fire commissioners. 

Sect. 91. No person shall manufacture or sell,-or ex- 
pose for sale, any gun-cotton, nitro-glycerine, or any com- 
pound of the same, nor any fulminate or substance, except 
gunpowder, intended to be used by exploding or igniting it, 
in order to produce a force to propel missiles, or to rend 
substances apart, except in accordance with a permit from 
the board of fire commissioners; nor shall any person send 
or carry through the public streets any such substance, ex- 
cept in the manner and in the quantities allowed by statute 
or ordinance. 

Srct. 92. No person shall sell to any child under the 
age of sixteen years, without the written consent of a parent 
or guardian of such child, any cartridge or fixed ammuni- 
tion, of which any fulminate is a component part, except 
paper-caps, of which the only component parts are chlorate

of potash and sulphide of antimony, or any gun, pistol, or 
other mechanical contrivance arranged for the explosion of 
such cartridge, ammunition, or fulminate. 

Sect. 93. No person shall in any street explode, or so 
place or deposit that explosion can occur, any torpedo, per- 
cussion-cap, or other mechanical contrivance whereof any 
form of detonator is a part. 


fire-arms, Bonfires, and Brick-kilns. 

sect. 94. No person shall fire or discharge a cannon, 
gun, fowling-piece, or fire-arm, within the limits of the city, 
except at a military exercise, or review, authorized by the 
military authority of the commonwealth, or by the city 
council or mayor of the city, or in the lawful defence of the 
person, family, or property of a citizen. 

Sect. 95. No person shall make a bonfire, or other fire, 
in a street, or on a wharf, within the city, except in accord- 
ance with a permit from the board of fire commissioners. 

SEecT. 96. No person shall erect, make, or fire, or cause 
to be erected, made, or fired, within the city, a brick-kiln, 
or lime-kiln, except in accordance with a permit from the 
board of fire commissioners. 


Fire Department Apparatus, Combustible Material. 


Sect. 97. No person shall, without authority from the 
board of fire commissioners, open, or in any way interfere 
with, a signal-box, wire or any other thing connected with 
the fire-alarm telegraph apparatus, except in case of fire. 

sect. 98. No person shall neglect or refuse to remove 
any combustible material, when ordered by the board of fire 
commissioners so to do, or obstruct any officer or member 
of the fire department in the discharge of his duties, or 
wilfully interfere with any engine, or other apparatus used 
by the members of the fire department in the discharge of 
their duties. 

Wooden Buildings. 

‘Secr. 99. No person shall erect, or in any manner alter, 
a wooden building outside the building limits of the city, in 
violation of the requirements of the ordinances of the city, 
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nor except in accordance with a permit from the inspector of 
buildings. 
Ward-rooms. 

Secr. 100. No person not included in a call for a meeting 
held under a permit granted by the superintendent of public 
buildings, and no person, when objection is made by the 
major part of such of the applicants for such permit as are 
present at the meeting, or by the presiding officer at such 
meeting, shall mark, vote, or remain at such meeting. 

Sect. 101. No person, other than the superintendent of 
public buildings, or some person by him duly authorized, 
shall carry away, or interfere with, a copy of a list of voters 
posted or hung up in a ward-room. 


Faneuil Hall. 


SrctT. 102. No person shall put up any decoration in or 
on Faneuil. Hall unless authorized thereto by an order of the 
board of aldermen; nor shall any person in putting up any 
decoration so authorized drive any nail or serew into the 
building or any part thereof. 


Penalty for Violations. 

Sect. 103. Whoever violates any provision of section 
eighty-four of this chapter shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding ten dollars for each offence, and whoever violates 
any provision of any other section of this chapter shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
offence.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Ninety-one. 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO PAY TO 
THE WIDOW OF JOHN T. KILTY, LATE AN EMPLOYEE IN 
THE BRIDGE DEPARTMENT OF SAID CITY, A SUM NOT 
EXCEEDING ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


Be wt enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. .The city of Boston is authorized to pay to 
the widow of John T. Kilty, late an employee in the bridge. 
department of said city, a sum not exceeding one thousand 
dollars. 

Secor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
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AN ACT RELATING TO THE APPORTIONMENT OF SEWER 
ASSESSMENTS IN CITIES. 


Be wt enacted, etc.: — 


Section 1. In cities which by vote of the city council 
‘accept the provisions of this act, if the owner of real estate 
therein within sixty days after notice of a sewer assessment 
thereon, notifies in writing the board making such assess- 
ments to apportion the same, said board shall apportion it 
into such number of equal parts, not exceeding ten, as said 
owner shall in said notice state, and certify such apportion- 
ment to the assessors; and the assessors shall add one of 
said parts with interest to the annual tax of said real estate 
for each year next ensuing until all said parts have been so 
added. All liens for the collection of such assessments 
shall continue until the expiration of two years from the 
time when the last instalment is committed to the collector, 
and interest shall be added to all such assessments until they 
are paid; provided, that nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to prevent the payment at any time in one pay- 
ment of any balance of said assessments then remaining 
unpaid, notwithstanding a prior apportionment. 
Sror. 2, This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT RELATING TO STABLES IN CITIES. 


Be it enacted, etc.: — 


Section 1. No person shall hereafter erect, occupy, or 
use any building in any city for a stable for more than four 
horses, unless first licensed thereto by the board of health 
of said city, and, in such case, only to the extent so 
licensed. 

Sect. 2. No person shall hereafter occupy or use any 
building for a livery stable, or a stable for taking and keep- 
ing horses and carriages for hire or to let, within two hun- 
dred feet of any church or meeting-house erected for the 
public worship of God, without the consent, in writing, of 
the religious society or parish worshipping therein. 

Secr. 3. The foregoing provisions shall not be construed 
to prevent any such occupation and use, authorized by law 
at the time of the passage of this act, to the extent author- 
ized at that time. 

Sect. 4. Any person violating the provisions of this act 
shall be liable to a fine of five dollars for each and every day 
such offence continues, and any court having equity juris- 
diction may restrain any such erection, occupation, or use 
contrary to the provisions of this act. 
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AN ACT TO FURTHER REGULATE THE BORROWING OF MONEY 
BY THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


[Senate No. 99 in a new draft. ] 
Be it enacted, etc. : — 


SecTion 1. The city of Boston shall not borrow any 
money for purposes taken into account in determining its 
debt limit unless the mayor shall, in writing, certify upon 
the order authorizing the loan that the amount intended to 
be so borrowed is not, in his opinion, to meet a current ex- 
pense or that such money is to meet a current expense, but 
that public necessity requires the borrowing of the same. 

Srecr. 2. No transfer from any fund obtained by a loan 
shall be made unless the mayor shall, in writing, certify 
upon the order authorizing the transfer, that such transfer is 
not, in his opinion, to meet a current expense or that such 
transfer is to meet a current expense, but that public neces- 
sity requires such a transfer to be made. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE AND PROVIDE FOR A PUBLIC HIGH- 
WAY BRIDGE ACROSS THE RESERVED CHANNEL AT SOUTH 
BOSTON. 


Be wt enacted, etc. : — 


SecTION 1. The city of Boston is hereby authorized and 
required to build and maintain a public highway bridge 
across the reserved channel on the South Boston flats in said 
city connecting Eastern avenue or Congress street, so called, 
as laid out and graded by the Commonwealth, with L street 
extended to the “southerly line of said channel. Said bridge 
shall be constructed in accordance with plans prescribed or 
approved by the board of harbor and land commissioners. 
Upon the completion of said bridge, provided the same is 
completed before the first day of August j in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-two, forty per cent. of the cost thereof shall 
be reimbursed by the Commonwealth to said city out of the 
Commonwealth’s flats improvement fund, established by 
chapter two hundred and thirty-seven of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-eight. 

Secr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
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AN ACT RELATING TO THE TERM OF OFFICE OF THE MAYOR 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON, 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


The mayor of the city of Boston shui! hereafter be elected, 
and shall serve as such mayor for a term of two years; 
provided, however, that the same person shall not be eligible. 
to serve continuously for more than two such terms. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE SELLING OF SHARES OF STOCK 
OF STREET RAILWAY COMPANIES, AND AUTHORIZING 
SAVINGS BANKS TO PURCHASE THE SAME. 


Be tt enacted, etc. : — 


Srecrion 1. Whenever a street railway company in- 
creases its capital stock the new shares shall be sold and 
disposed of at public auction for the benefit of the cor- 
poration, in the manner hereinafter provided, to the number 
necessary to produce the amount necessary for the purposes 
for which such increase is authorized; provided, however, 
that when, at the date of the passage by the stockholders of 
the vote autborizing such increase, the market value of the 
shares of such corporation, as determined by the board of 
railroad commissioners, is no greater than the par value, the 
board of directors may in its discretion offer such new shares 
at par to the stockholders, in the manner prescribed by the 
following section: and provided, further, that when at the 
date of the passage of such vote the market value of such. 
shares, determined as above provided, is no greater than 
one hundred and ten per cent. of the par value, the board 
of railroad commissioneis may, if satisfied that such new 
shares cannot. be sold at auction for more than their par 
ralue, authorize the board of directors to offer the whole or: 
any part thereof at par to the stockholders, as aforesaid. 
All shares to be disposed of at public auction under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be offered for sale to the highest 
bidder in the city of Boston; and notice of the time and 
place of such sale shall be published, at least five times 
during the ten days immediately preceding the sale, in the 
newspaper in which the general laws are published and in. 
two other daily newspapers in said city; or if the road of 
the corporation does not terminate in said city, such notice 
shall be so published in the first-mentioned newspaper, and 
at least once a week for three successive weeks preceding 
the sale in one or more newspapers published in each county 
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through or into which its road extends. Not exceeding two 
thousand shares .of the stock of any such corporation shall 
be offered for sale on any one day, and bids shall be received 
for as small a number of shares as fifty; but no share shall 
be sold or issued for a less sum to be actually paid in cash 
than the par value thereof. 

Sect. 2. When new shares of stock of any such cor- 
poration are offered at par to the stockholders under the 
provisions of the preceding section, written notice of such 
increase shall be given to each stockholder who was such at 
the date of the vote to increase, stating the amount of such 
increase and the proportion thereof in shares or portion of 
shares which he would be entitled to receive on a division of 
the same, and fixing a time, not less than thirty days from 
the date of such notice, within which he may subscribe for 
such additional stock ; and each stockholder may within the 
time fixed subscribe for his proportion of such stock at par, 
and the same shall be paid for in cash on the issue of a 
certificate therefor. 

Sect. 3. Every savings bank or institution for savings 
incorporated under the authority of this Commonwealth may 
invest its deposits and the income derived therefrom, in 
shares of stock issued by street railway companies incor- 
porated under the authority of this Commonwealth ; provided, 
that the said stock, at the time of such investment, has a 
market value, as determined by the board of railroad com- 
missioners, of at least one hundred and ten per cent. of the 
par value, and that the company issuing the same has, for 
the preceding three years, paid an annual dividend on its 
shares of not less than six per cent. 

Secr. 4. Section sixteen of chapter one hundred and 
thirteen of the Public Statutes is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT RELATING TO TEMPORARY LOANS BY CITIES AND 
TOWNS. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Debts incurred by cities and towns for 
temporary loans in anticipation of the taxes of the municipal 
year in which such debts are incurred, and expressly made 
payable therefrom by vote of the city or town, shall become 
due and payable within one year from the date of their 
incurrence. nt 

Secor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
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AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO INCUR A 
DEBT FOR PARK PURPOSES BEYOND THE LIMIT FIXED 
BY LAW. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. For the purpose of paying for lands hereto- 
fore acquired, or which may hereafter be acquired, by the 
city of Boston for public parks, and for defraying the costs 
and expenses of constructing said parks, said city may, by a 
vote passed in the manner provided by section seven of 
chapter twenty-nine of the Public Statutes, authorize its 
treasurer to issue from time to time, on the request of the 
park commissioners, approved by the mayor of said city, to 
the amount of three million five hundred thousand dollars, 
negotiable bonds or certificates of indebtedness, payable in 
not exceeding fifty years from their date, and bearing interest 
at a rate not exceeding four per cent. per annum, to be 
denominated on the face thereof “ Public Park Loan ;” said 
interest to be payable semi-annually and fixed by said treas- 
urer with the approval of the mayor. 

Sect. 2. Said treasurer shall, when authorized by said 
city, as hereinbefore provided, from time to time, when 
requested as aforesaid, issue and sell said bonds and certifi- 
cates to the amount requested, retain the proceeds thereof in 
the treasury of said city, and pay therefrom the expenses 
incurred for the purposes aforesaid ; provided, however, that 
said board shall not purchase or take to be paid for from the 
proceeds aforesaid, lands exceeding in value, as assessed for 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety, one million dollars; 
nor shall said treasurer issue in any one year, of the afore- 
said bonds and certificates, a greater amount than seven 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Secor. 3. The debt and loan authorized by this act shall 
not be considered or reckoned in determining the authorized 
limit of indebtedness of said city under the provisions of sec- _ 
tion four of chapter twenty-nine of the Public Statutes, as 
modified and amended by section two of chapter one hundred 
and seventy-eight of the year eighteen hundred and eighty- 
five. 

Secr. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


[Cuap. 179.] 
AN ACT RELATING TO THE WATERING OF STREETS IN CITIES. 
Be it enacted, etc. : — 


-Secrion 1. Any city the population of which exceeds 
thirty thousand as determined by the last preceding state or 
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national census may annually appropriate money to water all 
or any of the public streets within its limits, or it may deter- 
mine that such streets shall be watered in whole or in part 
ut the expense of the abutters thereon; and the method so 
determined upon shall apply throughout the city for that 
municipal year only. 

Secor. 2. Ifa city shall determine that the streets within 
its limits, or certain streets or portions of streets therein, 
shall be watered in whole or in part at the expense of the 
abutters, the expense of such watering shall be assessed upon 
the estates abutting on such street or portion of such street 
in proportion to the number of linear feet of each estate 
upon such street or portion thereof so watered. 

Sect. 3. The amount of such assessments upon each 
estate shall be determined in accordance with the provisions 
of section two, by the board of aldermen, board of public 
works, board of street commissioners, superintendent of 
streets, or other officer’ designated therefor by the city 
eouncil of the city, and unless previously paid shall be certi- 
fied by such board, superintendent or other officer, to the 
assessors or collectors of taxes of the city who shall include 
the same in the next tax bill issued for an annual tax on such 
estate, and the same shall be a lien upon each such estate, 
and shall be considered as constituting a part of, and shall be 
levied, collected, and paid, or abated, in the same manner as 
the city taxes on real estate. 

Secr. 4. Any city the population of which does not ex- 
ceed thirty thousand, which shall adopt the provisions of this 
section in lieu of the provisions of the preceding sections, by 
vote of its city council may annually appropriate and expend 
money for watering its public streets, and may provide that 
the board of aldermen or any municipal board or committee 
charged with the expenditure of the appropriation may assess 
upon the estates abutting upon the streets so watered, the 
whole or a portion of the cost of such watering, and the 
amount of such assessments upon each estate unless pre- 
viously paid shall be certified by such board or committee to 
the assessors or collector of taxes of the city, who shall 
include the same in the next tax bill issued for an annual tax 
on such estate ; and the same shall be a lien upon such estate, 
and shall be considered as constituting a part of, and shall 
be levied, collected, and paid, or abated, in the same manner 
as the city taxes on real estate. 

Secr. 5. Chapter three hundred and sixty-five of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and ninety is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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AN ACT CONCERNING THE SALARY OF THE LATE RICHARD 
F. TOBIN, OF THE BOARD OF FIRE COMMISSIONERS OF 
THERCITY TOL. BOSTON. 


Be tt enacted, etc.: — 


Srction 1. The city of Boston is authorized to pay to 
the widow of Richard F. Tobin, late a member of the board 
of fire commissioners of the said city, the salary that would 
have been payable to him after filling said office for the bal- 
ance of the fiscal year ending April thirtieth in the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-one, and to which he would 
have been entitled had he lived and continued to hold said 
office during said period. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT RELATING TO THE ELECTION 
OF MEMBERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL FROM WARDS 
TWENTY-TWO AND TWENTY-FIVE IN THE CITY OF BOS- 
TON. 


Be it enacted, etc.: — 


SEcTION 1. Section one of chapter one hundred and sev- 
enty-five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty- 
eight is hereby amended by striking out the word “two” in 
the fourth line thereof, and inserting in place thereof the 
word “ three,” so that said section shall read as follows : — 

* Section ie At the next municipal election in the city of 
Boston, and at each municipal election thereafter, the quali- 
fied voters of each of the wards numbered twenty-two and 
twenty-five shall give in their votes for three able and dis- 
creet men, qualified voters in the ward, to be members of 
the common council for the ensuing year. The election of 
said officers shall be conducted and records thereof kept in 
the manner provided for the other wards of said city, and 
the members of the common council now elected from said 
wards shall continue to hold their office until the expiration 
of the present municipal year, according to the laws in force 
at the time of their election.” 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT. TO AUTHORIZE. THE CITY OF BOSTON TO .ANTICI- 
PARE: 1s? AUTHORIRY= TO BORROW MONEY WITHIN ITS 
DEBT LIMIT FOR ANY CURRENT MUNICIPAL YEAR. .. 

Be it enacted, etc.: 


SECTION 1. The si sinking fund commissioners of the city 
of Boston, together with the treasurer and auditor of said 
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city, shall before the first day of April in each year certify 
to the city council their estimate of the amount which said 
city will be able to borrow during the current municipal 
year within the debt limit established by law, with the items 
of receipts of the sinking fund upon which such estimate is 
made; and said city is hereby authorized to borrow such 
estimated amount, or any portion thereof, at any time or 
times during such current municipal year. 
Secr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT TO ENABLE CITIES TO MAKE ORDINANCES TO GOV- 
ERN THE SALE OF PREPARED WOOD, SLABS AND EDGINGS 
WHEN SOLD BY THE LOAD. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The city council of any city may establish 
ordinances with suitable penalties to regulate the sale of 
prepared wood, slabs and edgings for fuel, when sold by 
the load, and said city may provide for the appointment of 
such officers as may be necessary to carry into effect such 
ordinances, and may establish their fees ; but no penalty for 
any one violation shall exceed five dollars. 

Secor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT TO PROMOTE THE ABOLITION OF GRADE CROSSINGS 
ON CHELSEA BRIDGE. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


SEoTIoN 1. The mayor and aldermen of the city of 
Chelsea shall have the same authority to petition for the 
alteration of the grade crossings on the bridge or causeway 
between that part of Boston which was formerly Charles- 
town, and Chelsea, that they would have under chapter four 
hundred and twenty-eight of the acts of eighteen hundred 
and ninety if said gr ade crossings were in the limits of said 
city of Chelsea ; and upon such petition the same proceed- 
ings shall take place as would have taken place in case said 
crossings were in said city of Chelsea. 

Srcr. 2. In case the mayor and aldermen of said city of 
Chelsea shall petition, as provided for in the preceding sec- 
tion, the commissioners provided for in said chapter four 
hundred and twenty-eight shall not apportion an amount 
exceeding five per centum of the total actual cost of any 
such attendance upon the city of Boston and shall apportion 
a like amount upon the city of Chelsea.

Sect. 3. The said chapter four hundred and twenty- 
eight of the acts of eighteen hundred and ninety shall apply 
in all other respects as though the petition for such altera- 
tion was brought by the mayor and aldermen of said city of 
Boston. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH A COMMISSION TO PROMOTE RAPID 
TRANSIT FOR THE CITY OF BOSTON AND ITS SUBURBS. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 

Secrion 1. The governor, with the advice and consent 
of the council, shall within thirty days from the passage of 
this act, appoint three persons, none of whom shall be resi- 
dents of the city of Boston, who, together with the mayor and 
city engineer of the city of Boston ea offct’s, and the persons 
hereafter appointed by said mayor, under the order for a 
rapid transit commission passed by the city government of 
Boston, which was approved by the mayor on February 
twenty-eight in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one, 
shall constitute a commission to consider the question of rapid 
transit for passengers and freight in the city of Boston and its 
suburbs. 

Secor. 2. The said commission shall forthwith proceed to 
investigate and consider the subject of rapid transit for pas- 
sengers and freight in the city of Boston and its suburbs, 
including elevated, underground and surface routes, by any 
practicable method. The commission shall also consider all 
questions and details of construction, operation and main- 
tenance; the cost of the same; the damages to property ; 
routes, whether in the streets or elsewhere; the location of 
terminal facilities and way stations; the terms of any fran- 
chise to be granted to any corporation building or operating 
said roads, ‘including in the terms of the franchise the com- 
pensation, if any, that shall be paid to the cities and towns 
through which it is constructed; what property, if any, 
should be taken, and if so whether by eminent domain or 
purchase; rates of fare to be paid upon the roads; and all 
other matters pertaining to the problem of rapid transit in 
said city and suburbs, the best method of accommodating the 
travelling public, protecting the rights of property owners, 
and the pecuniary interests of said cities and towns. 

Secr. 3. The said commission shall appoint a clerk who 
shall keep a record of all its proceedings ; it may establish 
rules and regulations for the conduct of its business; it shall 
occupy suitable quarters, which shall be provided by the 
sergeant-at-arms in the State House or elsewhere. 

Sror. 4. The said commission shall procure estimates 
and cause plans to be prepared showing the route, cost and 
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other details of such system or systems as they shall think 
most desirable; they shall employ experts, and all neces- 
sary clerical and other assistants, and shall incur such reason- 
able expenses, including travelling expenses, as may be 
authorized by the governor and council. Before incurring 
any expenses they shall from time to time estimate the 
amounts required, and shall submit the same to the governor 
and council for their approval, and no expense shall be in- 
curred by the commission beyond the amount so estimated 
and approved. 

Secr. 5. The persons appointed by the governor under 
section one of this act, shall receive such a compensation as 
the governor and council may decide. All the expenses in- 
curred by said commission as hereinbefore provided, apart 
from salaries to members of the commission, shall be paid 
one-half by the Commonwealth and one-half by the city of 
Boston; and it shall be the duty of the said city of Boston 
to raise, and upon the requisition of the said commissioners 
to pay, one-half of said expenses. 

Sect. 6. The commission shall give public hearings to 
any person or corporation desiring £0 submit plans or sug- 
gest routes for securing rapid transit in the said city and its 
subur bs, and shall give such notice by publication or other- 
wise as it deems necessary. Before definitely deciding upon 
any particular route or structure, the said commission shall 
give public hearings, and shall give reasonable notice 
thereof by publication or otherwise as they may see fit, to 
persons owning property along said route, and to the cities 
or towns through which said route may be located. They 
shall, so far as practicable, give actual notice to persons 
whose property it is intended to take or traverse. 

Sect. 7. The said commission shall report fully with 
plans and estimates to the Legislature on or before the first 
Wednesday in February, in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-two, and shall append to its report a draft of a bill 
intended to accomplish the recommendations of the com- 
mission. 

Sect. 8. Any authority heretofore given to any cor- 
poration or person for the building of any elevated railroad 
in any street or highway is hereby suspended until the report 
of the commission to the Legislature and its final action 
thereon, and any limit of time in any act granting such 
authority is hereby extended by a time equal “to the “period 
of such suspension. 

Secr. 9. Any vacancies in the commission may be filled 
by the governor, with the advice and consent of the council, 
if such vacancy occurs in the persons appointed by the gov- 
ernor, or by the mayor of Boston, subject to confirmation by 
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the board of aldermen, if the vacancy occurs in the persons 
appointed by the mayor. 

Secor. 10. The total amount of money which shall be 
expended out of the treasury of the Commonwealth in earry- 
ing out the provisions of this act, shall not exceed twenty 
thousand dollars exclusive of any sum which may be deemed 
necessary for the payment of salaries to the commissioners 
provided for in section one. 

Sxct. 11. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT CHANGING THE BOUNDARY BETWEEN THE CITIES 
OF BOSTON AND SOMERVILLE. 


Be tt enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The boundary line between the cities of 
Boston and Somerville is hereby changed and established as 
follows : 

Beenane at a point in the present boundary line between 
the cities of Boston and Somerville, said point being distant 
three hundred and seventy-two feet southwardly from the 
southerly line of the street known as Cambridge street in 
Boston, and Washington street in Somerville ; thence turning 
an angle of one hundred and eleven degrees and thirty-four 
minutes from said boundary line, from a northerly to a 
south-easterly direction, and running south-eastwardly thir- 
teen hundred ninety-nine and sixty-three one-hundredths 
feet, by a line tangent to the southerly side of the new round 
house belonging to the Boston and Maine railroad company ; 
thence turning an angle of one hundred and twenty degrees 
nineteen minutes and forty seconds from the last described 
line, from a north-westerly to a southerly direction, and run- 
ning southwardly by a line tangent to the easterly side of 
the old round house belonging to the said Boston and Maine 

railroad company, and crossing both the Western and Eastern 
divisions of the said Boston and Maine railroad, and tangent 
to the easterly side of the round house, now in process of 
construction, belonging to the Fichburg railroad company, and 
continuing in the same direction, crossing the said Fitchburg 
railroad, to the boundary line between the cities of Somer- 
ville ana Cambridge, in the channel of Miller’s river, so 

called. 

Said new boundary line is shown by a red line delineated 
on a plan entitled “plan showing proposed change in the 
boundary line between Boston and Somerville,” signed by 
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Thomas W. Davis, city surveyor of Boston, dated March 
twenty-three, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, on file in the 
office of the secretary of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE LOCATION, LAYING OUT, AND 
CONSTRUCTION OF HIGHWAYS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc.: — 


SEecTION 1. ‘The city of Boston shall annually by ordinary 
vote appropriate money sufficient to meet the salaries and 
expenses incurred under sections four, five and six, and any 
deficiencies of interest and sinking-fund requirements to be 
paid by the treasurer of the city of Boston from the appro- 
priation herein specified, as provided in section eighteen, 
and may by such vote appropriate one or more additional 
amounts in gross for carrying out the other provisions of this 
act; the money so appropriated shall be obtained from the 
sales of the bonds and certificates provided for in section 
two, and shall constitute an appropriation for the purposes 
of this act; the total of all amounts so appropriated in any 
one year shall not exceed one million dollars, nor shall the 
total amount of all such bonds and certificates outstanding 
ever be more than three million dollars in excess of the 
sinking-funds established for the payment of said debt. 

Secor. 2. The treasurer of said city shall, from time to 
time, on the request of the mayor in writing, issue, to the 
amount or amounts so appropriated, negotiable bonds, or 
certificates of indebtedness, payable in ten years from their 
date, and bearing interest at a rate not exceeding four and 
one-half per cent. per annum, payable semi- annually, and 
fixed by said treasurer, with the approval of the mayor, and 
shall sell said bonds and certificates, or any part of them, 
and credit the proceeds thereof, except premiums, to the 
aforesaid appropriation. 

Seor. 3. The aforesaid bonds or certificates, except those 
issued to meet the aforesaid appropriation made during the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-one, shall not be con- 
sidered or reckoned in determining the authorized limit of 
indebtedness of said city, under the provisions of section 
four of chapter twenty-nine of the public statutes, as modified 
and amended by section two of chapter one hundred and 
seventy-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty- five. 

Secr. 4. The mayor of said city shall appoint, subject 
to confirmation by the board of aldermen of said city, three 
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able and discreet men, who shall constitute a board of said 
city, to be known as the board of survey, and who shall hold 
office for the term of three years from the first day of May in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one, or until the work 
which they are hereby authorized to do is sooner completed. 
Any vacancy occurring shall be filled by an appointment, as 
aforesaid, for the remainder of the unexpired term. The 
chairman of said board shall be designated by the mayor and 
shall receive a salary of forty-five hundred dollars, and each 
of the other members a salary of four thousand dollars, per 
year. The provisions of chapter two hundred and sixty-six 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five 
shall, except as herein modified, apply to said board and to 
the members thereof. 

Secr. 5. The board of survey shall, with all reasonable 
despatch, cause to be made, under its direction, plans of such 
territory, or sections of land a in said city, as said board may 
deem necessary, showing thereon the location of such high- 
way or the locations of such highways, whether already laid 
out or not, as said board shall be of opinion the present or 
future yee of the public will require in each territory, 
showing clearly the directions, widths and grades of each 
highway, and may employ such assistants and incur such 
expenses as it may deem necessary therefor. Said board, 
before making any such plan, shall give a public hearing as 
to the locations, directions, widths and grades for the high- 
way or highways in the territory to be shown on the plan, 
after advertising a notice of such hearing twice a week for 
two weeks in succession in at least two daily newspapers 
published in said city, the last advertisement to be at least 
two days before such hearing. Each of said plans, on its 
completion, shall be marked as being made under the provi- 
sions of this act, signed by said board and by the mayor, 
and filed in the office of the city surveyor of said city. Every 

way sixty feet or less in width shown on any of said plans, 
if it has not been laid out as a highway or has not been cov- 
structed or is not being constructed at the time of filing as 
aforesaid, shall thereafter be laid out as a highway or con- 
structed only as provided in section ten, and every such way 
more than sixty feet in width may be laid out and con- 
structed as provided in said section, or in any other manner 
prescribed by law for laying out or for constr ucting highways 
in said city. 

Secr. 6. Said board, its officers and agents, may, so far 
as they deem it necessary in carrying out the aforesaid pro- 
visions, enter into and upon any lands, and there make such 
examinations and surveys, and place and maintain such 
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monuments and marks, as and where they may deem 
necessary ; and any person injured in his property by such 
entry or by such placing and maintaining may have a jury, 
and may have the damages sustained by such injury deter- 
mined by such jury and paid in the manner and under the 
rules of law provided for obtaining juries, and for determin- 
ing and paying damages sustained, in laying out highways 
in the city of Boston. 

Secr. 7. The preceding sections shall not be construed 
to authorize any taking or condemnation of land, or to render 
said city liable for damages of any kind, except for making 
entries upon land, and for placing and maintaining monu- 
ments and marks as provided in section six, nor to authorize 
the city of Boston to work or construct any way located on 
any of said plans, until such way shall have been thereafter 
laid out as a highway under other provisions of law, or until 
the passage of an order as provided in section ten. 

Sect. 8. The powers of the board of street commis- 
sioners of said city in regard to highways shall not be 
abridged by this act in any manner, except as provided in 
this section and in section ten, and the powers given them 
in this act shall be in addition to the powers now exercised 
by them. No person or corporation shall, in said city, after 
the passage of this act, prepare or open for public travel 
any way, unless its location, directions, widths and grades 
are satisfactory to, and have been approved in writing by, 
said board of street commissioners, but all highways in the 
territory shown on any of said plans laid out after the filing 
of the plan as aforesaid shall be in accordance with the 
locations, directions, widths and grades shown thereon; and 
no public sewer, drain, water-pipe, or lamp shall be placed 
in, or public work of any kind done on, any way in any such 
territory other than in or on the ways shown on the plan or 
plans of such territory; provided, however, that this pro- 
vision shall not prevent the laying of a trunk sewer, or a 
water or gas main, as engineering demands shall require. 

Secr. 9. If any building shall hereafter be placed or 
erected in said city at a grade other than the grade therefor, 
recorded in the office of the city surveyor, and which the 
city surveyor shall furnish on the request of the owner of 
the land on which the building is to be placed, or if any 
building shall be placed or er ected within the boundaries of 
any way shown on any of the plans hereinbefore provided 
for, after the filing of the plan as aforesaid, and not removed 
at the expense of the owner when required by said board of 
street commissioners, no damage occasioned to the estate, of 
which the land on which the building was so placed formed 
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a part at the date of the first advertisement aforesaid, or to 
any part of said estate, by the subsequent establishment, or 
change, of the grade of any highway, shall be recovered by, 
or be paid to, the owner of the whole or of any part of such 
estate. 

Secr. 10. Whenever a majority in interest, determined 
as provided in section eleven of this act, of the owners of 
lands lying within one hundred and twenty-five feet of any 
way, shown on any plan filed as aforesaid, shall petition the 
board of street commissioners of said city to order the con- 
struction of such way, or whenever the city council shall 
authorize said board to order the construction of any such 
way, said board may proceed in the manner provided for 
laying out highways in said city, and may, with the approval 
of the mayor, if of the opinion that the public interests so 
require, pass an order laying out such way as a highway, if. 
it has not already been so laid out, and if already so laid out, 
but not constructed, or if laid out under the provisions of 
this section, may pass any order for the construction of the 
same; and any person injured in his property thereby may 
have the same remedies as are now provided by law for per- 
sons so injured by the laying out of highways in said city ; 
provided, however, that said board shall not pass any such 
order unless there shall have been paid to said city such sum 
of money, if any is needed therefor, as will, when added to 
the total average assessed value for the preceding three years 
of all the lands which will be liable for the assessable cost of 
said work, as provided in section fifteen, exceed by at least 
twenty-five per cent. the cost as estimated by them of the 
laying out and of the work to be done under the order. 
Said board shall also in said order, determine, in accordance 
with the certificate of the superintendent of streets of said 
city, the kind of surface or pavement for said highway, the. 
height and width, and the materials for the edgestones and 
sidewalks, the locations, sizes, and materials for the sewers, 
catch-basins, and all other connections, and, in accordance 
with the certificate of the water-supply department, the size 
for the water-pipes and connections; said board shall also 
determine in said order the size for the gas-pipes and con- 
nections to be laid in said highway, and if the gas company 
in said city shall certify to the proper size for said gas-pipes 
and their connections, the said board shall make its deter- 
mination in accordance with said certificate. 

Secor. 11. The aforesaid interest of each owner shall be 
determined by the number of square feet of land which he 
owns, lying within one hundred and twenty-five feet of; and 
measuring from, the side or sides on which his lands lie, of

the way named in the petition, or if there is another way less 
than two hundred and fifty feet distant from the aforesaid 
way and having the same general direction, then such interest 
shall be determined by the number of square feet of land 
which he owns within a line drawn half way between the 
two ways. 

Secr. 12. The superintendent of streets of said city 
shall, forthwith after the passage of the aforesaid order, give 
public notice by advertisement twice a week for two weeks 
in succession in at least two daily newspapers published in 
said city that he is about to do the work contemplated in 
said order, and that all work which is to be done in the high- 
way shall be done before a certain day specified in the 
notice; shall send a copy of such notice to the gas company 
and the water supply and lamp departments in said city at 
least three weeks before the aforesaid specified day, and 
shall with all reasonable dispatch proceed in the manner pro- 
vided in chapter four hundred and eighteen of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and_ ninety, for departments of said 
city when authorized to erect new buildings, to construct the 
highway and to lay the sidewalks and the sewers and the 
catch-hasins and all other connections therein, in accordance 
with the said order, and connect the said sewers with the 
sewers then in use, and if the gas company authorized to lay 
gas-pipes in the highway shall neglect or refuse to lay its 
pipes as determined in said order within the time specified 
therefor, he shall lay the said pipes as so determined, and 
connect them with the pipes then in use. 

SEecT. 13. Said superintendent shall not do or permit to 
be done, any of the work above described in any year after 
the fifteenth day of November, unless he certifies, in a 
writing approved by the mayor and kept on file in the office 
of said superintendent, that public necessity requires the 
work to be done. After the construction of the highway 
said superintendent shall not, for the space of two years, 
permit any department or person to disturb the surface 
thereof, except in case of obvious necessity, to be certified 
to in a writing to be approved and kept as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, and except in cases of breaks or leaks in pipes, 
sewers, or wires, but after said two years, said superintend- 
ent may in his discretion permit openings to be made. 

Seot. 14. Said board of street commissioners shall forth- 
with after the construction of the highway determine the 
cost incurred in carrying out said order, including the ex- 
penses of taking land and all other expenses of the laying 
out, and the expenses of all work done and materials fur- 
nished by the superintendent of streets as certified by him, 
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excluding water-pipes, gas-pipes and connections, and the 
laying thereof, and said cost shall be the assessable cost of 
the work done under said order. 

Secor. 15. The said assessable cost of the work done 
under said order shall be repaid with interest to the city by 
the owners of the several parcels of land described in section 
eleven, and the amount to be paid for each parcel, for which 
the parcel shall be liable and for which an underlying lien 
shall attach to the parcel shall be determined by said board 
of street commissioners in accordance with the proportions 
in which said board shall determine that the said parcels of 
land are increased in value by the carrying out of the afore- 
said order. The cost, if any are laid by said superintendent 
of streets, of the gas mains and connections and the laying 
thereof, as determined by said superintendent, shall be 
repaid to said city by the gas company owning the pipes 
with which the gas-pipes laid in said streets are connected, 

Sror. 16. The board of assessors of said city, if the 
amount of the aforesaid assessable cost for which any parcel 
of land aforesaid is liable, determined as provided in section 
fifteen, is not paid before the last day of September next 
succeeding said determination, shall include a sum equal 
to nine per cent. of such amount plus one year’s interest on 
the whole of said amount at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum, in the next and succeeding annual tax-bills issued 
for the tax on the said parcel until ten such sums have heen 
paid, or if such parcel has been subdivided and a plan 
thereof filed in the registry of deeds and the assessors noti- 
fied in writing of such filing, said board shall apportion the 
said sum, including said interest, to said subdivisions in 
proportion to their arrears, and include the several apportion- 
ments in the next and succeeding annual tax-bills issued for 
the taxes on the respective subdivisions; said board shall 
issue tax-bills for such sums or apportionments for any par- 
cels or subdivisions for which no tax-bill would otherwise be 
issued. Every such sum or apportionment in a tax-bill 
shall be levied, collected and paid into the city treasury, 
without abatement, as if a part of, and in the same manner 
as, the city taxes on real estate. 

Srecr. 17. The owner of any parcel of land or subdi- 
vision aforesaid, may at any time pay to said city the balance 
of the amount of the said assessable cost, for which his par- 
cel or subdivision is liable, remuining due after deducting 
therefrom the several sums or apportionme nts, exclusive of 
interest, included in tax-bills as provided in section sixteen, 
and his parcel or subdivision shall then be relieved from 
further lien and liability therefor, and whenever the payments 
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toward said assessable cost, with the sum paid under the 
provisions of section ten plus the interest on such sum at 
the rate of tive per cent, per annum from the date of pay- 
mont thereof, shall be equal to the whole of said assessable 
cost, all further Hability of, and lien on, any and all parcels 
of land liable for such assessable cost shall cease. 

Sror, 18. * The treasurer of said city shall, from the pre- 
miums, amounts, sums and apportionments received during 
any financial year of said city, under the provisions of 
sections two, ten, fifteen, sixteen and seventeen, pay the 
interest on the aforesaid bonds and certificates accruing dur- 
ing that year, and shall pay over any surplus of the moneys 
so received to the board of commissioners of sinking-funds of 
said city, to be by them credited to the sinking-funds estab- 
lished for the debts incurred under section two. If the 
amount so received in any such year is insuflicient to meet 
the interest aforesaid, said treasurer shall, unless other pro- 
vision is made by said city, pay the deticioncy from the 
aforesaid appropriation; and unless said city otherwise 
orders, shall when said bonds and certificates: become due, 
pay from said appropriation, any deficiency existing in the 
sinking-funds established to pay the same, and no moneys 
shall be raised for interest or sinking-fund requirements on 
said bonds and certiticates except as herein provided, unless 
ordered by said city. 

Snor. 19. Ifthe gas company is aggrieved by the deter- 
mination of the amount to be repaid by it to the city as pro- 
vided in section fifteen, and shall pay said amount into the 
city treasury within ten days atter such determination, it 
may recover of said city, In an action of contract, brought 
within three months after said determination, any excess of 
said amount over the amount whieh it should have paid 
thereunder, with interest thereon at the rate of five per cent, 
per annum, 

Swor., 20. This act shall not be construed to authorize 
the location of Inying out of any highway or public place on 
or over the common, public garden or any public park, or 
over any burial ground, 

Sor, 21. Any court having jurisdiction in equity shall 
also have such jurisdiction to enforce, and to restrain the 
violation of, the provisions of this act. 

Snor. 22. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO RESTRICT THE HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS IN CITIES. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. No building more than one hundred and 
forty feet in height shall hereafter be erected in any city ; 
provided, however, that this restriction shall not apply to 
grain or coal elevators or sugar refineries, nor to steeples, 
domes, towers or cupolas erected for strictly ornamental 
purposes, of fire-proof material, on buildings of the above 
height or less. 

Sror. 2. Any court having jurisdiction in equity shall 
also have such jurisdiction to enforce and to restrain the 
violation of the provisions of this act. 

Sror. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT FOR THE LAYING OUT OF 
PUBLIC PARKS IN OR NEAR THE CITY OF BOSTON. 
Be tt enacted, etc. : — 

Section 1. The city of Boston may, by its board of 
park commissioners, build a sea-wall on the Boston side of 
the Charles river from the sea-wall of its present park 
situate between Craigie’s bridge and West Boston bridge 
to the sea-wall of said river in the rear of Beacon street in 
said city, on or within the following lines: Beginning at a 
point in the south-west corner of the stone wall of the 
Charles river embankment or Charlesbank ; thence running 
southerly, by a straight line to a point in Charles river three 
hundred feet distant westerly from the harbor commissioners’ 
line, measuring on a line perpendicular to the said commis- 
sioners’ line, at its intersection with the southerly line of 
Mt. Vernon street; thence continuing southerly and west- 
erly from the aforesaid perpendicular line, on such lines 
curved southerly and westerly from the aforesaid straight 
line, as said board of harbor and land commissioners shall 
approve. 

Sect. 2. The said city, by said park commissioners, 
shall fill in the grounds enclosed by said sea-wall, and use 
the same for the purposes of a public park, in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter one hundred and eighty-five 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five, 
and may grant the right to use, and the persons to whom 
such rights may be granted may use portions of said grounds 
for boat or bath houses. 

Sect. 38. The lines of the sea-wall aforesaid shall con- 
stitute the harbor lines, beyond which no wharf, pier or 
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other structure shall be extended into or over the tide water 
of said basin, excepting such bath houses, boat houses and 
landing places as the said board of park commissioners shall 
build, or permit to be built, with the approval of the said 
board of harbor and land commissioners ; and when the city 
of Boston shall have built the said sea-wall, and filled in the 
said grounds as a park as aforesaid, and so long as the same 
shall be used as a public park, the Commonwealth will not 
authorize or permit any person or corporation to construct 
any extensions or erections from or contiguous to the water 
line of said park, except with the consent of said park com- 
missioners. 

Sect. 4. Said city may take any land or water rights and 
any flats or lands covered by tide water, between the present 
harbor commissioners’ line and the line on which the said 
wall is hereby authorized to be built, necessary for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, and the damages incurred thereby shall be 
paid by the city of Boston; provided, however, that said 
city shall not be liable to pay any other damages than the 
state itself would be legally liable to pay. 

Secr. 5. Any person whose lands, flats or rights are 
taken, under authority of this act, shall have the same rights 
and remedies in obtaining damages for such taking as persons 
injured by the taking of their lands for highways in said city, 
except as above provided. 

Seor. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT GIVING AUTHORITY TO THE MAYOR OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON TO MAKE APPOINTMENTS WITHOUT THEIR BEING 
SUBJECT TO CONFIRMATION. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The mayor of the city of Boston may ap- 
point, without being subject to confirmation by any board 
or other authority, all officers and boards required by law 
or ordinance to be appointed by the mayor and aldermen, or 
to be appointed by the mayor subject to confirmation by the 
-board of aldermen of said city, and may remove all officers 
or boards now or hereafter appointed by him, for such cause 
as he shall deem sufficient and shall assign in his order for 
removal, and may fill all vacancies in the same manner ; 
provided, however, that said power of appointment shall not 
apply to wardens, clerks, or inspectors required to perform 
services at election meetings. 

Secor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO ENABLE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO BORROW ONE — 
MILLION OF DOLLARS OUTSIDE THE DEBT LIMIT, FOR COM- 
PLETING THE NEW PUBLIC LIBRARY BUILDING. 
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Be wt enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The city of Boston, for the purpose of en- 
abling the trustees of the public library of the city of Bos- 
ton to complete the new public library building in Copley 
square in said city, may, in addition to all indebtedness 
heretofore authorized, incur indebtedness, and may authorize 
the city treasurer of said city to issue from time to time, as 
the said trustees shall request and the mayor of said city ap- 
prove, bonds or certificates of indebtedness to an amount not 
exceeding one million dollars. Such bonds shall be payable 
in thirty years and shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed 
four per cent., payable semi-annually, to be fixed by the 
said treasurer, with the approval of the mayor. 

Sect. 2. The indebtedness incurred under this act shall 
not be considered or reckoned in determining the authorized 
limit of indebtedness of the city of Boston under the pro- 
visions of section four of chapter twenty-nine of the Public 
Statutes as modified and amended by section two of chapter 
one hundred and seventy-eight of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-five. 

Sect. 38. Said treasurer shall sell such bonds or certifi- 
cates, or any part thereof, from time to time, and retain the 
proceeds thereof in the treasury of said city, and pay there- 
from the expenses incurred by the said trustees for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, except premiums received by him from the 
sale of said bonds or certificates, which he shall pay to the 
board of commissioners of the sinking-funds of said city, to 
be applied to the purposes of the sinking-fund for said loan. 

Secr. 4. Except as herein otherwise provided, the pro- 
visions of chapter twenty-nine of the Public Statutes, and of 
chapter one hundred and twenty-nine of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-four, shall apply to the issue of 
such bonds and to the establishment of a sinking-fund for the 
payment thereof at maturity. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AN ACT RELATING TO TAXES ON THE PROPERTY AND 
FRANCHISES OF STREET RAILWAY COMPANIES. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


SectTion 1. Every street railway company shall pay a tax 
on its real estate, rails, sleepers, wires, poles, horses, cars, 
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equipment, machinery and other tangible property, except 

money, in. the city or town where such real estate and prop- 
erty is situated or used; provided, that if any part of such 
property is used in more than one city or town, such part 
shall be subject to taxation in the city or town where it is 
usually kept at night when in use. Every such corporation 
shall bring in to the assessors of such city or town a sworn 
statement ‘of all its real estate and property subject to local 
taxation under this section. 

Snot. 2. Every such corporation shall pay a tax at a 
rate, determined as provided in section forty of chapter 
thirteen of the Public Statutes, upon its corporate franchise 
at a valuation thereof ascertained and determined as pro- 
vided in said section, and deducting therefrom an amount 
equal to the value of its real estate and personal property 
subject to the local taxation provided for in section one. 

Sreot. 3. Every such corporation, in addition to the 
taxes and excises hereinbefore provided for, shall pay to the 
city or town in which its tracks are located a sum equal to 
five per cent. of the dividends not exceeding ten per cent. 
paid upon its common stock for the financial year beginning 
October first, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, and “ending 
September thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety-two, and 
for the following year shall pay an amount equal to five and 
one-half per cent. upon its said dividends for that year; and 
so on, increasing for each year by one-half of one per cent. 
until such annual payment amounts to ten per cent. of such 
dividends upon said common stock; and thereafter shall pay 
to such city or town annually a sum equal to said ten per 
cent. ; and every such corporation shall further pay to such 
city or town a sum equal to fifty per cent. of any dividends 
in excess of ten per cent. paid upon its common stock in any 
financial year beginning October first and ending September 
thirtieth ; such payments shall be made on the first day of 
January following the financial year for which they are re- 
spectively paid. If such corporation carries on its business in 
two or more cities or towns it shall pay the said percentages to 
the said several cities and towns in proportion to the value 
of all its real estate and personal property taxed in each as 
above provided, and said value and apportionment shall, if 
any party interested so desires, be determined by the tax 
commissioner upon notice and hearing to the parties inter- 
ested ; provided, that if in any financial year as above defined, 
any expense is caused to any such company by reason of a 
compulsory change in the grade of a street, or a compulsory 
change in the location of any such tracks, ordered otherwise 
than upon the petition of such company, by such city or town 
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or its board of aldermen, street commissioners, superintend- 
ent of streets, selectmen, or other public officials, the same 
shall be deducted from the amount payable to such city or 
town for that year under this section, and no such payment 
shall be required from such corporation unless there shall be 
a balance due after making such deduction. 

Sect. 4. No such corporation now or hereafter doing 
business, and complying with the provisions of this act: 
shall, except as hereinbefore provided, be subject to any 
tax, excise, duty or charge of like nature, or to any pay- 
ment for, or on account of, any existing location, or reloca- 
tion, or curve, switch or connection between existing 
tracks, or permission to operate its cars with electricity or 
other authorized motive power, or anything necessary to so 
operate, on existing locations, for the term of thirty years 
from the first day of July in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-one; nor shall the fares now established by such cor- 
poration be reduced during said term without the consent of 
the corporation, except as provided in section forty-four of 
chapter one hundred and thirteen of the Public Statutes ; 
nor shall such corporation during such term be required to 
keep in repair any larger portion of the streets on which its 
road is located than is now required under existing laws ; 
nor shall such corporation during said term be subject to 
any order of the board of aldermen or selectmen, or other 
authority, authorizing any other street railway company to 
run over or use, any existing tracks, or to any alteration or 
revocation of any existing ‘location or permission, unless 
such order, alteration or revocation shall be approved by 
the board of railroad commissioners, after notice and hear- 
ing of the parties interested, and an independent adjudica- 
tion shall be made by said board that the public convenience 
and necessity as to the use of the streets requires the same. 
But all obligations, liabilities, provisions, restrictions, regu- 
lations or conditions heretofore made, or existing, or which 
may hereafter be made, relating to the granting, altering, 
or revoking of any location, or for the construction or use 
of any track, cars, wire, pole, posts, or other structure, in, 
over, or under any public way or place, or relative to the 
‘opening, occupation or use of, or keeping in repair or in 
order any street by any such corporation, shail be and con- 
tinue in full force and unaffected by this act. 

Secr. 5. Every new location hereafter granted for the 
laying or extension of any surface, elevated or underground 
track, or permission for the erection, maintenance and use 
of poles, posts and wires of any street railway corporation, 
in any street or section thereof where no such location now

exists, in any city or town, shall be upon such. terms and 
conditions, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
as the city council of the city or selectmen of the town 
may prescribe; but the grantee shall have. the right, to 
appeal to the board of ‘ailroad commissioners as. to said 
terms and conditions, and said board shall have power. to 
modify the same. 

Sect. 6. Any fifty legal voters of a city: or town who 

may be aggrieved by the service rendered by any such cor- 
poration ‘operating a street railway therein, or who may 
desire that such corporation shall provide other or additional 
locations, may apply to the board of railroad commissioners, 
and said board shall thereupon, after due notice to such cor- 
poration, investigate the matter set forth in such application, 
with reference to the business done and the profits made by 
such corporation, and may make such orders in the premises 
as shall seem to the board reasonable and proper ; provided, 
however, that no order shall be passed Imposing upon any 
such corporation any additional service and expense which 
will reduce the income of such corporation below the limit 
fixed in section forty-four of chapter one hundred and_ thir- 
teen of the Public Statutes, as determined by such board. 

Sect. 7. Every street railway company, for the purpose 
of paying the reasonable expenses incurred, or to be in- 
curred, to the amount approved from time to time by the 
board of railroad commissioners, in changing its system of 
motive power from horse power to electric power, or for the 
introduction of the electric system, including cost of power 
plant and buildings, new equipment, track, and other ex- 
penses necessary or incident to such change or to the use of 
electric power, or for any extension of such electric system, 
may from time to time issue its common stock to the amount 
so approved in the manner now provided in sections fifty- 
eight and fifty-nine of chapter one hundred and twelve of 
the Public Statutes. , 

Snort. 8. Any city or town in which a street railway may 
be located, may at any time after twenty years from J uly 
first, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, on giving one year’s 
notice of its intention so to do, purchase all the track, equip- 
ment, real estate, property and franchise of the company 
owning the same, at such price as may be agreed upon 
between such city or town and such company ; or in case of 
failure so to agree, at such price as shall be determined to be 
the valtie of the same for street railway purposes by three 
arbitrators to be appointed by the supreme judicial court 
upon petition of such city or town; possession of the same 
‘shall be delivered to the purchaser upon the payment of the 
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price so agreed upon or determined ; and in case said street 
railway is located in more than one city or town, such pur- 
chase may be made in like manner either by the Common- 
wealth or by the towns or cities in which the same is located, 
by the joint action thereof, under such provisions of law as 
may be in such case made and provided by the general court 
authorizing such joint action. 

Sect. 9. The supreme judicial court, or the superior 
court, shall have jurisdiction in equity to enforce the pro- 
visions of this act, or restrain the violation thereof. 

Secr. 10. This act shall take effect on the first day of 
July, eighteen hundred and ninety-one. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON AND THE OFFICERS AND BOARDS IN CHARGE 
THEREOF. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The city of Boston may, by ordinance or 
ordinances, create departments of said city, and may devolve 
upon any officer or officers, or upon any board or boards, 
consisting of not more than three members each, to be 
appointed as now or hereafter provided by law for the ap- 
pointment of heads of departments of said city, to have 
charge of such departments, all or any of the powers and 
duties devolved by law, or by the revised ordinances of 
eighteen hundred and ninety-one of said city, upon the 
several officers in charge of departments of said city, as 
enumerated in said revised ordinances, or which said city 
may hereafter have power to authorize any officer, board or 
other agency to exercise, except the powers and duties de- 
volved by statute or ordinance upon the board of sinking- 
funds commissioners, trustees of the city hospital, trustees 
of the public library of the city of Boston, or the overseers 
of the poor of the city of Boston, and except as herein pro- 
vided, and may from time to time change, amend, or repeal 
‘said ordinances and the powers conferred thereby ; provided, 
however, that said city shall not place any board in charge 
of a department, which, under the revised ordinances of 
eighteen hundred and ninety-one of said city, shall be placed 
in charge of one officer. 

Seor. 2. Whenever the city of Boston shall. determine 
to take any land, or any water, or other rights, or to exer- 
cise in any other manner the right of eminent domain, under 
any authority now or hereafter conferred by law, it shall ex- 
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ercise such right only through the agency of some board of 
said city in charge of three commissioners, and said city shall 
be liable for all damages occasioned by such exercise. 

Secr. 8. Any board of said city acting as the agent 
thereof in exercising said right, shall proceed in the county 
where the lands or rights to be taken are situate, in the same 
manner as the board of street commissioners of said city are 
now required by law to proceed in the city of Boston in tak- 
ing lands for highways in said city; and any person injured 
in his property by any such taking shall have the same rights 
and remedies to recover the damages sustained thereby, by a 
jury of the county in which such lands or rights are situated, 
as persons injured by the taking of lands for a highway in 
said city have, to recover damages sustained thereby, by a 
jury of the county of Suffolk. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Sir, — The accompanying statement of the size, number, 
accuracy tests, duty performed, etc., of the Hersey water- 
meters which have been in service in this department between 
November 1, 1885, and March 2, 1891, is respectfully sub- 
mitted, in response to the order of the Board of Aldermen, 
dated March 2, 1891. 

The order inquires whether Hersey meters sent to the 
factory for repairs have been substituted by others, and 
whether such substituted meters bear the same numbers as 
the rejected ones. 

The first Hersey meters used by the department were ¢-in. 
meters, numbered 20, 28, 31, 33, 34, and 35, and they were 
set between February 23 and March 2, 1886. 

In July, 1886, five of these meters were exchanged by the 
Hersey Meter Co. for others of the same size, numbered 
231, 236, 23/7, 247, 254. About Jan: 11886 yee 
231 was returned to the manufacturers, and meter No. 973 
was received in exchange. On July 10, 1888, meter No. 
236 was exchanged for No. 974. 

On March 11, 1889, meters numbered 35, 237, 247, 254, 
973, and 974 were exchanged by the mann fine he 
meters numbered 4471, 4472, 4473, 4474, 4475, 4476. 

During 1889-90 meters numbered 1566, 4845, “4846, 8059, 
10136, and 11543 have been repaired by the Hersey Meter 
Co. at their works. 

On two or three occasions since Feb. 20, 1889, employees 
of the Hersey Meter Co. have examined and adjusted meters 
at the shopof the Meter Department, but no repairs of meters 
have been made there by them. All Hersey meters which 
have been tested for accuracy, returned to the factory, or 
experimented with, have, so far as I am aware, been duly 
reported in the monthly reports of meters tested.

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TAX-BILL, 1891-92. 


ORDERS 


Laying a Specific Tax to defray the expenses of the City of 
Boston and the County of Suffolk for the nine months 
ending January 31, 1892, and providing for interest on 
non-payment of same. 


Ordered, That the sum of ten million one hundred and 
sixty-four thousand and forty dollars ($10,164,040) be 
raised on the polls and estates taxable in this city, according 
to law, to pay the current expenses of the City of Boston 
and the County of Suffolk during the nine months which 
will commence with the first day of May, 1891, and end 
with the last day of January, 1892. 

Ordered, That in pursuance of the authority of Chapter 
11, Section 67, of the Public Statutes, all taxes assessed for 
the purpose of providing for the expenditures of the City of 
Boston and County of Suffolk for the nine months 
ending January 31, 1892, and for paying the city’s pro- 
portion of the .State tax of 1891, shall be due and 
payable on the first day of November, 1891; and, if 
the same shall remain unpaid, interest at the rate of six 
per cent. per annum shall be charged upon all such taxes 
as shall not be paid at that date; and upon all taxes that 
shall remain unpaid on the first day of January, 1892, there 
shall be charged interest at the rate of seven per cent. per 
annum ; and all the interest that shall have become due from 
and after the above-named dates shall be added to and be 
part of such taxes ; provided, however, that the taxes assessed, 
by authority of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, upon the 
shares of National Banks and of other corporations, shall be 
due and payable on the first day of November, 1891, and 
interest shall be charged as provided in said chapter, upon 
all such taxes as remain unpaid after that date, at the rate of 
twelve per cent. per annum.

H. S. Carrutu, Esa., Chairman of the Joint Committee - 
on Finance: — 
Dear Sir, — In accordance with your suggestion, and in 
view of the fact that a special loan is about to be made by 
the City of Boston for special objects, the Trustees desire 
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to lay before your committee some of the various and urgent — 


needs of the City Hospital. 

The recent annual reports of the Trustees and Superin- 
tendent of the City Hospital have repeatedly brought for- 
ward the fact that the demand upon the City Hospital for 
the treatment of the sick and injured has constantly been 
increasing, out of proportion to the means at their command 
to supply. The city is constantly growing, while the capac- 
ity of the Hospital for the last three years has not in- 
creased. To keep up with this demand, a hospital must 
inevitably grow in equal proportion. 

These constantly increasing demands upon the Hospital 


are shown by the fact that while in 1890 the daily average — 


number of patients was 384, the daily average for the first 
four months of 1891 was 428; and while the largest number 
of patients on any one day in 1890 was 482, the largest 
number for the first four months of 1891 was 469; that is 
to say, the daily average for the first four months of 1891 
has been 44 more than it was last year. The result is that 
the pressure has been so great that the Trustees have been 
obliged to reject an unusually large number of cases. Dur- 
ing the first three months of 1890 they rejected 435 cases, 
and during the corresponding months of this year, 855 
cases; that is. to say, they were compelled to reject 420 
cases more than during the corresponding months of last 
year. The most of these rejections were for want of room. 
Assuming this as the ratio for the remainder of the present 
year, we shall probably be compelled to reject 2,000 cases 
during the present year, for want of room. During the 
three fall months, calied the typhoid season, we were last 
year practically compelled to reserve all the medical wards 
for typhoid cases alone ; and for a period of two weeks last fall 
we rejected many very sick cases, reserving all the room for 
typhoid cases, who cannot, on any account, be refused. 
On one day in April we examined 103 patients for admis- 
sion, out of which we were compelled to reject 33, many of 
whom should have been admitted. It oftentimes becomes a 
question, not which patient should be admitted, but which 
is the sickest, thus refusing many who should have come in. 
Notwithstanding we have a Convalescent Home, with thirty- 
four beds, which is practically all the time full, we are often 
obliged to discharge patients too soon, practically as soon 
as they are able to dress and sit up. Many other facts 
might be brought forward to prove conclusively that the 


Trustees have not at their command sufficient beds to meet ~ 


the actual pressing needs of the public. Serious complaints 
have been made, which require a great deal of time to ex- 
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plain why the Trustees. were compelled to reject such and 
such acase. While most of the complainants concede that 
fhe facts are probably true, nevertheless each thinks that 
his or her individual case should be admitted, as it would 
only take one bed, which, among so many, could in some 
way be found. The Trustees ‘believe that the executive 
officers do the best they can, considering the circumstances 
_ in which they are situated; and they cannot do more than 
_ to call the attention of the ‘City Council to the situation, as 
_ the power and responsibility lie with that body. 
The Trustees likewise call the attention of the Finance 
_ Committee to their views, repeatedly expressed, in regard 
to the danger and bad arrangement of having wards for such 
contagious diseases as diphtheri ia and scarlet fever so closely 
connected with the Hospital proper. The Trustees have, in 
their reports, recommended the acquisition of the land be- 
tween East Springfield street and East Chester park, and 
_ the closing of East Springfield street. When the Trustees 
shall have full possession, they recommend that a group of 
buildings be constructed on the new territory, for contagious 
_ diseases, entirely in the line of argument more fully explained 
Jn the recent reports of the Trustees and Superintendent, to 
_ which your attention is called.. When this is done, the two 
wards now occupied by contagious diseases can be cleansed 
and purified, and would be admirably adapted for ordinary 
medical and surgical cases, and be equivalent to the con- 
struction of buildings with fifty-six additional beds for med- 
 ieal and surgical cases. By this arrangement, both results 
would be most happily accomplished. 
The subject of supplying a plant for furnishing the Host 
pital with electric light, and the building of a new stable and 
disinfecting house, has already been brought to the attention 
of the City Council. The Trustees are aware of the fact that 
_ the City Council has already appropriated $42,000 for the 
acquisition of the land near Albany street, between East 
‘Springfield street and East Chester park. They should also 
have possession of the block of houses on East Chester park, 
on the corner of Harrison avenue, in the rear of the Nurses’ 
Home, for additional accommodations for increasing the 
number of nurses, for the separation of nurses attendant upon 
contagious diseases from the other nurses of the Hospital, as 
well as for additional rooms for domestics, employés, and 
other like accommodations. 
“a Erne Trustees also call the attention of the Committee to 
the fact that in their request for an annual appropriation 
hey asked for the special item of $6,500, for the completion 
= brick wall about a portion of the ‘Hospital premises. 
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The Trustees have asked for an appropriation for this object 
several times, and each year the exigencies of the city com- 
pelled the request to be thrown out. The condition of our 
boundary fence has long been a matter of unfavorable com- 
ment and criticism. The Trustees have not felt that they 
could spare the money from the regular appropriation with 
which to build this fence. When the additional land is ac- 
quired, it will be necessary to surround it with a high 
wooden fence, which they estimate will cost $1,000. In 
case East Springfield street is closed up, that portion of the 
street fronting on Harrison avenue should have an iron fence 
like the rest of the Hospital frontage. In case East Spring- 
field street is closed, much work will be necessary, to re- 
move the macadamized bed, a portion of the way at least, 
and change the street so as to become a common part of our 
grounds. It is estimated that this will require $2,500. The 
total for brick, wooden, and iron fence, and improvement of 
the street, as above enumerated, is $10,500. 

The Trustees respectfully submit the above as their views 
in regard to what, in their judgment, is actually necessary 
for the immediate future wants of the City Hospital. They 
recapitulate the above items, and submit the following asa 
rough estimate of the cost : —

ORDINANCES OF 1891— CHAPTER 7, 


CONCERNING THE 


FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONE 
; SYSTEMS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Ninety-one. 


AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE CARE OF THE FIRE-ALARM 
TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONE SYSTEMS. 


Be tt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 


Section 1. Chapter twenty-four of the Revised Ordi- _ 
nances of 1890 is hereby amended in the first section by 
inserting after the word “for” in the sixth line, the words 
“including the fire-alarm telegraph and telephone ap- 
paratus.” 

Sect. 2. Chapter eight of the Ordinances of 1890, for 
the supervision and regulation of wires, is hereby amended 
by causing the fifth section to read as follows : — 

“Sect. 5. Said inspector shall have charge and control 
of the location and maintenance of all wires, including the 
police electric signal and telephone systems, and of the 
posts and other supports thereof, now erected or owned, or 
hereafter erected or owned, by said city; he shall purchase 
and set up all the wires, posts, supports, and all the 
dynamos, machinery, and other electrical appliances required 
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_by the city in all departments, and shall see that all the said 
wires, posts, supports, machinery, and appliances are main- 
tained and kept in good order and condition; provided, 
however, that he shall not do any work for the fire depart- 
ment, unless requested by it so to do.”

MINORITY REPORT 


ON THE 


COST OF THE NEW LIBRARY BUILDING, 


DARTMOUTH STREET. 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, May 11, 1891. 


The majority report of your committee alleges that the 
estimate of $1,166,000, as the cost of the Library, made to 
the Library Committee, April 23, 1888, “was not very 
carefully considered either by the Committee on the Public 
Library, or by the City Council, because the responsibility 
for the erection of the building did not rest on their 
shoulders.” 

There was no evidence before us which showed or tended 
to show such want of care on che part of either the Com- 
mittee or the City Council of 1888. The undersigned was 
a member of this committee, and therefore knows that the 
estimates were most carefully considered, and every inquiry 
made which would elicit the facts necessary for a correct 
judgment in the matter. This is shown by the declaration 
in the preamble to the order of the City Council on the re- 
port of the committee. The preamble is as follows : — 

“Whereas it appears from careful estimates presented by 
‘the architects appointed by the trustees of the Public Li- 
brary, that the cost of the new building will be $1,166,000 ; 
now, therefore, in order to expedite “the erection of said 
building, but intending that no more than the above sum 
shall ne used in said Conatraction. =a Crdered, 7 etc: 
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Furthermore, the majority report contradicts the charge 
of want of care in considering the estimate, when it admits 
that the City Council of 1888 “guarded its action most 
carefully, pledging the trustees to keep within the esti- 
mate.” 

The Committee and Council of 1888 did not ignore their 
duty in the premises, because they felt “the responsibility 
for the erection of the building did not rest on their 
shoulders.” On the contrary, they always recognized re- 
sponsibility inthe matter, and they always appreciated the 
importance of the trust reposed in them, and were con- 
stantly solicitous to execute this trust faithfully, and to the 
satisfaction of the citizens. ; 

For the reasons above stated, the undersigned asserts that 
the allegation of the majority report, that the Committee 
and Council of 1888 did not carefully consider the esti- 
mates, is not true, and does therefore great injustice to: 
both these bodies. 

The undersigned dissents from the assertion of the majority 
report, that the trustees “were bound carefully to examine 
the estimates before committing themselves to the plans,” 
because, in his opinion, such assertion does the trustees great 
wrong. 

The report concedes that the estimate “had not been seen 
by the trustees as a body, nor by any one of them individu- 
ally. It proceeded from their chosen architect.” The trus- 
tees were not, and did not claim to be, building experts. 
They had no opinions for the committee touching the cost 
of the building, and consequently offered none. Any sug- 
gestions they might make would be merely guess-work, and 
therefore of little value; furthermore, as the report admits, 
three of the then trustees “were disabled by illness ” from 
giving attention to the matter, and one “was opposed to the 
erection of the present building.” 

It is clear, therefore, that the committee did not expect 
from, or look to, the trustees for information or instruction ; 
and as the report says, “recourse was had to the architect 
accordingly, and fe was asked to submit estimates.” The 
trustees were not asked. Upon receiving them, such action 
was taken as resulted in the order instructing the trustees to 
commence the construction of the building. If the com- 
mittee and the City Council were satisfied with the estimates 
and directed the work based thereon to proceed, it would 
seem that this was quite enough, and relieved the trustees of 
responsibility in the matter; so the undersigned cannot in- 
dorse the charge that “ they were bound carefully to examine 
the estimates before committing themselves to the plans.” 


New Liprary BuILDING. 3 


The majority report further says that “although thus 
made responsible for the accuracy of Mr. McKim, the trus- 
tees seemed to have relied entirely upon the figures of their 
architect, and to have made no inquiry into their trustworth- 
iness.” As the facts show that they were not thus responsi- 
ble, and that neither the Committee on the Public Library 
nor the City Council of 1888 based their action on the 
statements of the trustees, no such inquiry was expected of 
them ; so that failure to make it would be no just cause of 
complaint. 

It is charged that when the trustees discovered that the 
cost of the building would exceed the estimate, there was 
culpable delay in saying so at City Hall. The undersigned 
must dissent from this accusation. In his judgment, the 
facts sufficiently show that no such neglect occurred. The 
discovery could not be immediately made for obvious reasons. 
The construction of a building covering 70,000 square feet 
of land was necessarily slow. ‘The order authorizing the 
work was passed in May, 1888. In July, 1888, the trustees 
contracted with Messrs. Woodbury & Leighton for the 
stone-work to the Bates Hall floor, the basement story. In 
the meantime the architects were busy in making their work- 
ing plans, etc. In the autumn of 1888 the trustees found 
for the first time that there were many things which were 
overlooked in making the estimates, which would largely 
increase the cost of the building. This fact was stated to 
the Committee of the Legislature, when permission was 
sought to borrow money outside the debt limit to build the 
Library ; and, although not stated to the City Council at the 
time as a body, it was stated to the Mayor and several mem- 
bers of the government, so that it became soon generally 
known at City Hall that further appropriations would be 
needed. When, therefore, at a later date, in December, 1888, 
the trustees set forth in their annual official report the de- 
ficiencies in the estimates referred to, no surprise was 
excited, nor was any censorious comment made. 

The many difficulties which hampered the architect in 
making the estimates for the committee were understood 
and appreciated. He was “urged,” as the majority report 
says, “to prepare the estimates in a week, a time utterly 
and obviously inadequate ;” “his plans were not completed 
in detail, and the preparation of estimates required time. 
He was pressed to furnish the estimates at once.’ 

Furthermore, the magnitude of the building and its unique 
character, the uncertainty of the market respecting building 
materials, and the apprehended troubles in regard to labor, 
all contributed to embarrass him, so that it was generally 
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expected that the intention of the City Council of 1888, 
that no more than the sum of $1,166,000 should be used 
in the construction of the Public Library, would be frus- 
trated. 

For the reasons above stated, the undersigned does not 
think the trustees are responsible because the appropriations 
hitherto made have proved insufficient to finish the Library. 

He does not think that under the circumstances the archi- 
tects could have given in May, 1888, correct estimates of 
the cost of the building. He does not think the Committee 
on the Public Library of 1888, nor the City Council of that 
year, can be charged with “not having very carefully con- 
sidered the estimate of $1,166,000 as the cost of the build- 
ing.” 

‘He concurs with his associates on your committee as to 
the amount required to complete the building, and indorses 
their opinion as to the comparative cost of the same in re- 
spect to other public buildings and its architectural merits. 

The undersigned is further of the opinion that had the 
trustees delayed any longer in building, they would, in all 
probability, have lost the present site in Copley square, by 
reason of the conditions imposed upon the city by the 
original grant of the site by the State of Massachusetts. 

The undersigned is further of the opinion, that, considering 
the demand and the requirements which enter into the sup- 
ject, the problem, in 1888, necessitated a great deal of study, 
there being no example in this country to be used as a 
criterion. Mr. McKim, the architect, has been accused of 
“weakness ” in yielding to alleged “ill-advised haste.” The 
facts show that Mr. McKim acted with sincerity, and upon 
what appeared to him his best judgment. Therefore, the 
undersigned nowise holds Mr. McKim responsible for any 
misunderstanding that may have arisen since the construction 
of the building was commenced. While it is greatly to be 
regretted that the building could not be constructed and 
completed for the original estimate, still the honesty of those 
concerned in the construction of the said building can be 
easily ascertained, when taking into consideration the 
thorough and monumental construction, and adding to that 
the extra amount now required to complete the building. 

It is an indisputable fact that the city has thus far received 
an equivalent for the money expended. The bids received 
‘from reputable firms show a variance such as proves con- 
clusively that among builders there is no standard upon 
which to base a positive or final estimate for the completion 
of such a building. Taking the cost of the present building 
per cubic foot, the expenditures have not been excessive. 
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This fact is fully substantiated and admitted by the majority 
report, which states “the city will have a building of rare 
beauty, ‘a palace for the people,’ built at a cost not more 
extravagant than that of many other public buildings.” 

Summing up, the undersigned is of the opinion that the 
City Council and the Joint Committee on Library Depart- 
ment of 1888 acted for the best interests of the city. The 
question of having a new library building had been fully 
considered by previous City Councils. The necessity of 
such a building was generally admitted or conceded by the 
public and Boston’s representative citizens. <A building that 
would conform to the needs of the future was considered 
paramount to a structure which would only meet the require- 
ments of the present. It was in accordance with this view 
that the plans as arranged for the present building were 
adopted, and work begun upon the building.

PoLL—TAX ASSESSMENTS. 


The polls recorded for assessment before August 8, 1890, 
and included in the estimate that determined the rate of tax- 
ation for the current year, were those of 126,005 males and 
5,053 females, a total of 131,058. Under the operation of 
the laws providing for supplementary assessment of omitted 
persons, at date not later than October 1 of the current year, 
there were added to the list 1,186 males and 3,314 female 
polls, making the number of males assessed 127,141, and 
the number of females 8,367, a total for the year of 135,508. 
The number of polls assessed and the amount of such assess- 
ments in each ward is shown by tables marked A and B, 
pages 16, 17, and the number assessed in the city for five con- 
secutive years is shown by the table marked C, page 18.

The valuation of 1890 for personal property can be fairly 
increased $59,297,200 in addition to the amount given in 
the foregoing table for the value assessed by the Common- 
wealth at the rate of $1484, per $1,000 upon shares of 
Massachusetts corporations, the property of residents in 
Boston. The State deducts from the value of each share the 
amount that represents the real estate and machinery locally 
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assessed, and pays over to the city that proportion of the 
tax that represents the Peneoniu property of each corpora- 
tion. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,529,400 
for bank stock assessed at the several rates of the places 
where the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston 
as assessments upon this class of property held by its citizens 
in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

This valuation of the shares in Massachusetts corporations, 
and also in National Banks within the State but without the 
limits of Boston, is determined by taking the amount paid by 
the Commonwealth to the city during the financial year, on 
account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first day of May 
of that year. The totals are undoubtedly under estimates, 
as the collection extends beyond the year in which taxes are 
assessed, and a small proportion of their total sum is paid 
over to the city with the assessments of subsequent years. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, 
the effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the 
rate of taxation upon the $822,041,800 assessed by the city 
is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was 
included in the Assessors’ aggregate and the taxes were 
ussessed by them. 

The valuation of personal property can properly be further 
increased by the sum of $331,917 for shipping owned by 
Boston citizens which was employed in foreign trade May 
1, 1890. Section 8 of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes 
provides that such property shall not be included in the per- 
sonal estate of its owners, if they make a return of the same 
and report for taxation the net yearly income thereof. 
Section 10 of said chapter required that the State should 
reimburse the cities and towns for the loss sustained by such 
exemption. The act from which these two sections were 
taken became of force May 1, 1882, and contained the pro- 
visions that while the exemption should continue, reimburse- 
ment on the part of the State should cease in 1887. By 
Chapter 373 of that year repayment for loss of valuation 
was extended for two years, and was again extended for the 
same space of time by Chapter 286 of the Acts of the year 
1890. Chapter 116 of the Acts of the current year provides 
that such repayment shall continue to be made until the close 
of the financial year 1892-3. The value of the shipping 
returned for the tax of 1890 was $419,415, and the net 
income returned amounted to $87,498. In the revenue of 
the city the amount of the payment by the State for the cur- 
rent financial year on this account is put at $4,213.75. 
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The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes for which the city must raise money by taxation 
can, for the year 1890, be put at $763,589,242. 

In addition to the taxable valuation, churches, charitable, 
scientific, and literary corporations hold property exempt by 
law from assessment as follows: Value of land, $14,632,600, 
value of buildings, $13,919,500. Total real estate, $28,552,- 
100; personal estate, $15,009,200. 

Of this total of exempt property, amounting to $43,561,300, 
the sum of $14,623,700 is the estimated value of houses of 
religious worship and the land connected with those edifices ; 
the value of the land being $6,753,700, and of the buildings 
$7,870,000. The valuation of the real estate occupied by 
charitable, literary, and scientific institutions for the purposes 
for which they were incorporated is $13,928,400 [ $7,878,900, 
land; $6,049,500, buildings]; and $15,009,200 is the value 
of the personal property of this class of benevolent and 
educational corporations, as returned to the Assessors by their 
officers, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 217 
of the Acts of the year 1882. As required by that enact- 
ment, those corporations also reported that their receipts for 
the twelve months preceding the first day of May, 1890, 
amounted to $5,301,230, and their expenditures to $5,088,- 
163.1. It appeared by their returns that at the date of assess- 
ment these benevolent and educational institutions held as 
investments $5,456,467 of the real estate of this city, which, 
not being occupied for the purposes of their incorporation, 
is assessed at its estimated value, forming a part of the real- 
estate valuation for the tax of the current year. The city of 
Boston holds, in its corporate capacity (not assessed for city 
taxes), $23,954,063 of actual assets available for the pay- 
ment of liabilities, and $48,588,500 nominal assets, the 
character of which is shown in the following copy of the 
return of the Assessors as of May 1, 1890, to the Tax Com-

Large amounts of property, held by residents of or located 
within the limits of Boston, are by law or judicial decisions 
exempt from all assessments, the principal items being the 
real estate of the United States and the Commonwealth, 
United States bonds, money loaned upon mortgage of real 
estate, imported goods in original packages, and the furni- 
ture of a family below $1, 000 in value. The proportion of 
the deposits in the savings-banks of Massachusetts ($353,- 
pu2,90/, Oct. 31, 1890) belonging to the residents of Boston 
is unknown, as the Commonwealth assesses and retains the 
entire tax for State revenue.

For the valuation of Boston by wards for five years, and 
for the separate estimation of the real and personal property 
for twenty years, and for the total valuation of the city for 
thirty-five years, see tables marked C, D, and E, pages 18, 
19, and 20.

The total valuation 
of 1890 is more than that of 1880 by $182,579,305, showing 
a gain in ten years of 28.55 per cent. 
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THe RatTE oF ASSESSMENT AND TAXES COMMITTED TO THE 
COLLECTOR. 


The rate of taxation needed to raise the amount of the 
several warrants and the overlay authorized by Section 49 
of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, as amended by Chap- 
ter 226 of the Acts of the year 1887, was determined by the 
Assessors to be 1.33 per cent., or $13.30 per $1,000; of 
this rate 69 cents was for State, 85 cents for county, and 
$11.76 for the city tax.

TAXATION OF CoRPORATE PROPERTY. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 86 of Chapter 
11 of the Public Statutes, the Assessors, in August, 1890, 
returned to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
names of 235 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 
“with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 
estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 

with the value thereof.” 

No personal propeity other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. The valuation of 
property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth, 
which was included in the total that determined the rate 
of taxation, amounted to $70,486,500, of which sum $64,- 
358,300 was real estate, and $6,128,200 was machinery. 
A statement showing the growth of corporate property 
locally assessed during the last decade is shown as a foot- 
note to the table marked D, page 19. Under the provisions 
of Section 8 of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, the Board 
assessed the 533,000 shares of the 61 National Banks of Bos- 
ton upon a valuation of $67,016,000. At the time the rate 
of taxation was determined, the estimated value of 116,813 
shares, $15,033,025, was included in the total aggregate as 
property which could be legally assessed in the valuation of 
the city of Boston. The balance of the total assessment of 
this class of property amounted to $51,982,975, and the tax 
of $691,374 thereon was claimed by the Tax Commissioner 
under the provisions of Section 13 of said chapter for the 
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State, and certain of the cities and towns of Massachusetts in 
which shareholders resided. Section 16 of said chapter 
provides that one per cent. on the amount collected shall be 
paid “ for the expenses of assessing and collecting ” that por- 
tion of the tax which is not retained by the city or town 
where the banks are located. As the whole work of assess- 
ment, including the making of the bills or lists of taxes, is 
performed in the assessing department, and as each bank 
must pay (see Section 9, Chapter 13, P. S.), and by a single 
check does pay, the taxes of all its shareholders, it can be 
fairly claimed that substantially the whole sum of $6,919.47 
was secured by this department and added to the revenue of 
the city. 

The Board of Assessors have, under the provisions of 
Sections 14 and 58 of said Chapter 13, adjusted the taxes 
of 1890 upon National Bank stock and the shares of Mas- 
sachusetts corporations, as against the claims of the State 
of its municipalities, and for that purpose have appeared 
before the Board of Appeal provided for in Section 62 of 
said chapter, as agents of the city, where its claims were 
disputed or needed defence. 

Chapter 242 of the Acts of the year 1890 repealed the 
Sth, 9th, 10th, and 11th clauses of Section 54 of Chapter 11 
of the Public Statutes. The provisions of these subdivisions 
required the Assessors to return to the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth an estimate of the amount of “money at interest 
and other debts due the persons assessed, more than they are 
indebted or pay interest for, specifying the amount secured 
by mortgage and the amount unsecured,” “The amount of 
money on hand, including deposits,” “The amount of pub- 
lic stocks and securities,” and ‘* The amount of stocks in 
coi porations without the State.” 

As approximately only about one-quarter of the personal 
property assessed is returned to the Assessors from year to 
year, the remaining three-quarters is, of necessity, estimated 
against those persons or business concerns who, for the then 
current year, make no return, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 41 of the Tax Act. As ‘* dooming” by 
the Assessors is always without specification as to items of 
personal estate, the classification required by the clauses 
above recited could only be made by the estimation of the 
Assessors ‘‘ according to their best knowledge and _ belief.” 
The proportion that each kind of taxable personal estate bore 
to the aggregate of all that class of property assessed could 
be best obtained by taking as a basis for the estimation of 
the Board a classification of’ all the personal property shown 
in the schedules returned under oath to the Assessors. Such

an examination of the details of property listed for assess- 
ment was made from time to time during the ten years the 
law was operative, from the enactment of Chapter 72 of 
the Acts of 1879. 

The last classification as applied to the returns of the year 
1889 has been submitted to a close analysis, and the result 
shows that of the $186,450,000 of the personal property 
assessed against individuals, co-partnerships, trustees, execu- 
tors, administrators, and others acting in a fiduciary capacity, 
and corporations, $40,161,500 was returned under oath. 
National bank shares are by law returnable, and are returned 
by the officers of those organizations. The addition of $15,- 
183,769 for this class of property gave $55,545,269 as 
returned out of a total valuation of personal property of 
$201,633,769. This is equalto 27.45 percent. The Assess- 
ors consequently estimated 72.55 per cent. of the personal 
assessment.

SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


By Chapter 456 of the Acts of the year 1889 it is pro- 
vided that all assessments for sewers hereafter constructed in 
Boston are to be “made and determined by the Superin- 
tendent of Sewers, and upon the request of an owner of an 
estate upon which an assessment has been made to the Board 
of Assessors, . . . said board . . ._ shall appor- 
tion the same into three equal parts, and add one of said 
parts with interest . . . to the annual tax of said estate 
for each of three years next ensuing.” It is also provided by 
Section 5 of said act that the Assessors sball have jurisdiction 
of all question relating to the abatement of such assessments. 
The law of 1889 was amended by Chapter 346 of the Acts of 
the year 1890. By Section 2 of this last-named act it is pro- 
vided that.“ when an assessment is made upon a person or 
corporation by law exempt from the assessment of taxes, the 

: Assessors shall notify” the “collector not to en- 
force the collection of such assessment ; but when an estate 
the collection of the assessment upon which has not been 
enforced under such notice comes into the possession of 
another person as owner, the amount of such assessment 
shall be paid by such new owner in like manner, subject to 
the same provisions of law as if an original assessment.” 

Acting under these various provisions, the Board, during 
the past financial year, have apportioned the assessments of 
eight estates, have made no abatements, and have notified 
the collector to suspend the enforcement of one sewer assess- 
ment.

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LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets of the city during the financial year 
1890-91 was $541,757.64, against $592,317.70 in the previous year. On the 
15th of December the city was lighted with 1,125 electric, 9,282 gas, 2,957 
oil, and 99 naphtha lamps, being an increase of 327 electric, a decrease of 676 
gas, and a decrease of 49 oil lamps, and an increase of 51 naphtha lamps, as 
compared with the previous year.

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas companies 
are: Boston at the rate of $1.00 per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury, $1.50; 
Charlestown, $1.55; South Boston, $1.50; East Boston, $1.60; Dorchester, 
$1.50; West Roxbury, $1.85; Brighton, $1.85; and Chelsea, $2.00 per thou- 
sand cubic feet. 

The price paid for electrics is 40 cents per light per night. The city pro- 
vides the iron posts, and the companies furnish the lamps and light. 

The men who clean and light the gas-lamps are paid at the rate of $2.00 
per day, and have an average of 76 lamps each. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the 
expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the com- 
panies. 

The oil-lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and cleaned by men 
employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of 34 cents per lamp 
per night for this service. 

The oil and naphtha are purchased of the refiners at the lowest market 
rates.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Commissioners of Public 
Institutions : — 


Derr Istanp. — Containing about 134 acres of upland, about 50 acres of 
flats, on which is the large brick building known as the House or INDus— 
try. Also a wooden house occupied as a House of Reformation for Girls, a 
brick school-house for truant boys, and wooden one for nursery, a farmhouse, 
brick workshop, and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s house, 
piggery, two large barns, and other buildings; steamboat wharf, and another 
landing-place; stone-shcds, farming utensils, live-stock, merchandise, provi- 
sions, tools, etc., required for carrying on the House of Industry and Nefor- 
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mation and Almshouses. In 1885 a new hospital was built on the islan1, the 
total cost of the same, together with furnishing, being $74,999.65. 


RainsrorD IsLanp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of the 
Commonwea!th at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 acres. The buildings are 
occupied by female paupers. 


House or Correction AND Lunatic Hospirau. — These institutions occu- 
py an area of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,700 
feet of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshop, out-houses, and other 
appendages, the furniture, farming, and mechanics’ tools and utensils, fire- 
engines, provisions, machinery for manufacturing, horses, and other live-stock, 
belong to the city. There is in the House of Correction workshop a steam- 
engine of twenty-horse power, and boiler, with shafting, etce., for carrying 
machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison workshops 
and chapel with steam. 


ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN, is situated on a lot con- 
taining 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the Malden 
bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 45 feet 
wide, 34 stories high, with two wings 39 feet by 19 feet. There is a large 
barn and other outbuildings upon the lot. 


AusTIN Farm (DorcHEsTER).— The site purchased by the city for a 
Home for the Poor contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the easterly 
side by Back street, on the southerly side by Morton street, on the westeriy 
side by Canterbury street, and on the northerly side by Austin Terrace, so 
called, and is now occupied as a ward for chronic and mild cases of insane of 
the Boston Lunatic Hospital. On this estate are a house, barn with silo of a 
capacity of 325 tons, piggery, ice-houses, and sheds. 


MarceELia-sTREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city of 
Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 1876-77 
and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected children. Contents 
of lot, 152,000 square feet. y 


STEAMER ‘‘J. Putnam BRADLER.’’ — This boat is 840 tons burden, 140 
feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth overall, 8 feet 6 inches deep, 
and was built at Greenpoint, L.I.,in 1875. Cost, including outfit, $43,836.19. 
Used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to and from the 
city to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long Island Institutions. 


Lone Isranp. — Contains about 182 acres. A building to accommodate 
about 600 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 and 1887, and 
is now occupied by male paupers. 


RELIEF OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT. 


In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CrentTrRAL Cuarity Bureau Burtpine, located at the corner of Chardon 
and Hawkins street, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymas- 
ter of the Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies: Boston 
Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing Circle, German 
Aid Society, Ladies Cooperative Visiting Society, the Associated Charities, 
West End Branch of the Homeopathic Medical Dispensary, the United Hebrew 
Benevolent Association, Boston Children’s Aid Society, and St. Vincent de 
Paul Society. The City Physician also occupies a room in this building. 
Young Men’s Benevolent Society holds its monthly meetings here. 


TEMPORARY HOME FOR THE DesrtituTE is located at the corner of Char- 
don and Bowker streets. This building and the one above mentioned were 
erected on a lot, the contents of which are 19,962 square feet. The total cost 
of these buildings, with the land and the boiler-house in the rear, was 
$210,494.38.

PAVING DIVISION. 


BuILDINGS AND WuaRF on Albany street, opposite Sharon street, adjoin- 
ing the City Stable. The building is of brick and wood, and covers some 
8,000 square feet of land, and is divided into a shed for breaking stone for 
macadamizing, blacksmith’s and carpenter’s shops. tool-room, and stable. 
The total contents of the lot, including wharf and building, are 63,180 square 
feet. Original cost of the building, $10,940.86. 


Fort-HILL WHARF, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage of 
paving-blocks and gravel until such time as said wharf shall be wanted for 
the extension of Oliver street. A part of this wharf is occupied by a tenant- 
at-will, at $500 per annum; part by Sanitary Division. 

Lot on Chelsea, Marion, and Paris streets, East Boston, containing 43,550 
square feet. 


Lepce Lor, on Washington street, corner Dimock, Roxbury, containing 
134,671 square feet. Upon this lot are buildings containing a steam-engine 
and stone-crusher. 


HIGHLAND-STREET STABLE Lot. — Upon this lot is a large brick stable, 
erected in 1873-74, and occupied by the Sanitary and Paving Divisions. 
Also a brick building used as a blacksmith shop, and a shed for the storage 
of tools, ete. For contents of lot, see Sanitary Division. 


LepGEe Lor, on Codman street, Dorchester, containing 299,000 square 
feet, was purchased, in 1870, for the sum of $5,980. Upon this lot is 
a large new shed built in 1889, containing a steam-engine and stone-crusher, 
also a stable and tool-house. 


On trHE ALMsHOUSE Lot, Hancock street, Dorchester, there are two 
stables, also two sheds and a tool-house, used by this department. 

LepcGe Lor, on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester, contain- 
ing 81.068 square feet. This lot was purchased by the town of Dorches- 
ter, in 1867. Upon this lot are a blacksmith shop and large shed. 


1On Charles: river Bridge there are five wooden buildings owned by the city and leased to 
five diflercnt parties. 
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DowNER-AVENUE Lot, Dorchester, containing 35,300 square feet, pur- 
chased in 1871, for the protection of the Almshouse lot. 


West Roxspury. — On Childs street, a lot of land containing 14,457 
feet, upon which are a stable and shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of 
$4,995.08, a blacksmith shop and tool-house. 


GraveL Lots. — On the corner of Forest Hills avenue and Norfolk street, 
a lot containing 47,798 square feet, purchased by the town of Dorchester ; 
in town of Milton, on Brush Hill road, containing 64,523 square feet, hired 
by the town of Dorchester for nine hundred and ninety-nine years; Morton 
street, Ward 23, containing about one-third of an acre, purchased by town 
of West Roxbury, in 1870; Tenean street, purchased for $21,360, in 1884. 


LepGE AnD GRAVEL Lot, rear of Union street, containing about 37,000 
square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. 


GRAVEL AND Stones on lot on Market street, Ward 25, purchased by town 
of Brighton. 


On Rockland street, Ward 25, adjacent to engine-house, a brick building, 
containing a shed and tool-house. 


LrepcGe Lor on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing about 18 acres, 
upon which an engine-house has been erected; also a new stable, built in 
1877, for $5,000; a building moved from Commonwealth avenue and fitted 
up into an office. 


On Medford street, Charlestown, a wharf lot, foot of Elm street, contain- 
ing 8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, stable, etc. 

Property belonging to the Paving division, consisting of 85 horses, 62 
carts, 14 water-carts, 18 wagons, 2 steam-rollers, 6 stone-crushers, engines, 
GuCe 

In South Boston, corner of H and Ninth streets, a lot of land containing 
about 12,000 square feet, upon which have been erected a stable, carriage- 
house, shed, tool-house, and office. Rent of same, including use of wharf 
and flats opposite, $650 per annum, with taxes. 


On Hereford street, a yard with shed, tool-house, and office. 


WuarF, known as Atkins Wharf, 521 Commercial street, purchased in 
1887 for $24,000, containing 22,553 square feet. The old building that stood 
on the corner of Charles and Cambridge streets, and the old stable, were 
removed to the new wharf. 


SANITARY DIVISION. 


Soutn Ciry Srasies, SHop, and Sneps. — Situated on Albany street, 
opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used for 
this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with French 
roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. Twenty-three horses are kept 
in sheds. ‘Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, and har- 
ness-maker’s shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the wagons, carts, 
harnesses, etc., used by the department are constructed and kept in repair. 


OrraL Depot. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany street, 
opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used by 
the Paving division. The lot which the building occupies, and the yard 
attached to the same, contain 39,511 feet, and belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. 
This building is used for the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by 
purchasers of the same. 


West STABLE AND SHEDS, NortH GROVE STREET. — The stable is a brick 


building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove 
street, built in 1860, with suitable out-buildings attached to the same. It has 
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accommodations for 83 horses, in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 
45,152 square feet. 


HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 60 horses, on the old Alms- 
house lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving division. There is on this 
lot a brick stable, which cost $89,594.18. On this lot is an offal-shed, erected 
in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 

In 1875 there was a stable erected for 21 horses, on Rutherford avenue, 
Charlestown, at a cost of $5,083.07. Shed and out-buildings built in 1879. 
Contents of lot as claimed by city, 17,800 square feet. 

Prisoners are conveyed from station-houses to the court-house, from court- 
house to Deer, Island boat and jail, South Boston Institutions, by vehicles 
furnished by this department. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


There have been 320 miles of sewers built by the city. The department 
occupies a small lot on North Grove street; a large one, with water-front, 
on Albany street, containing 43,000 square feet for storage of materials, 
tools, etc.; and one on Gibson street (Dorchester), containing 42,000 square 
feet; a small lot on Boylston street, Jamaica Plain; a small lot on Ruther- 
ford. avenue, Charlestown; a small lot in East Boston, corner Paris and 
Marion streets; a small lot in East Boston, corner New and Cross streets. 
In his Annual Report, January, 1891, the Superintendent of Sewers gives a 
schedule of the tools and other property belonging to this department. 


SURVEYING DEPARTMENT. 


The following articles are in charge of the City Surveyor : — 


CENTRAL OFFICE. — Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing and 
other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards and desks, and drawing-tables. In 
this department are 19,482 plans, — see Annual Report for 1890 for list of, — 
besides which there are 4,616 lithographed plans. Top-buggy, harness, etc. 

DorcuEstER Brancu. — Instruments for surveying and drawing; draw- 
ing and other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards, tables, etc. There are 
2,850 plans in this office. 


WATER-WORKS. 
COCHITUATE WATER-WORKS. 


Laker Cocnirvuate. — Situated within the limits of the towns of Framing- 
ham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The extreme length of the 
lake, in a direct line, is 34 miles, and the breadth of the widest part about 
1,800 feet, with a water surtace of 800 acres. ‘‘ Dug Pond,” containing 444 
acres, and ‘*‘ Dudley Pond,” containing 81 acres, are tributaries to the lake. 
The whole circuit of the lake, measuring at its verge when within two feet of 
high-water mark, is about 16 miles, and the city owns an average width of 
five rods around it, which is held free from taxation; also 14 acres at the 
outlet of Dudley Pond. In addition to this, the city owns 23% acres in Way- 
land, 724 acres in Natick, and on the line of the aqueduct, — not including 
land appurtenant to the Chestnut Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land 
occupied by and necessary for the protection of the aqueduct, — 274 acres 
in Needham, 53 acres in Newton, 14 acres in Brookline. 

The Cochituate aqueduct, 6 feet 4 inches in height and 5 feet in width, ex- 
tending from Lake Cochituate 143 miles to a reservoirin Brookline. 

The Sudbury-river conduit, 7 feet 8 inches in height and 9 feet in width, 
extending from Farm pond, in South Framingham, to the Gate-house at 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, 15.9 miles in length. The area of land owned by 
city on conduit line 198 acres, and area of reservoirs, 851.5 acres. In addi- 
tion, about 100 acres of land have been bought for reservoir No. 5, and more 
will soon be taken. A section of conduit, 4,170 feet in length, connects 
Farm pond with Dam No. 1 on the Sudbury river, and another section, 3,760 
feet in length, extends through Farm pond, so that the Sudbury-river water 
can be sent to the city independently of the pond water. The city owns a 
width on the line of the conduit varying from 80 to 400 feet.

Reservoir No. 1, water area 149 acres, capacity, 288,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 2, water area 136 acres, capacity, 480,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 3, water area 283 acres, capacity, 1,074,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 4, water area 162 acres, capacity, 1,405,000,000 gallons. 

The “ Brookline Reservoir,” situated in Brookline, with a capacity of 
120,000,000 gallons and a water surface of 23 acres, whole area of this prop- 
erty 524 acres. 

The ‘‘ Chestnut Hill Reservoir,” situated in Brighton, of the capacity of 
730,000,000 gallons, with a water surface of 1234 acres. There are 2124 
acres in this whole property; the line of pipe from Chestnut Hill Reservoir 
to the main near the Brookline Reservoir, also the land under which are the 
pipes, being in amount about 64 acres. 

The ‘* South Boston Reservoir,” on the east of Telegraph Hill, South Bos- 
ton, covering, with its embankment, an area of about 126,000 square feet. It 
has a water area of 70,041 square feet and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. 
This reservoir is now used for storage, and is connected with the distributing- 
pipes only in case of fire or accident to the pumping- mains. 

The ‘ East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle Hill, East Boston, bounded west- 
erly by Brooks and southerly by White streets. The land covered by and 
appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 square feet. Its water area is 
44.100 square feet, and its capacity 5.591,816 gallons. 

The ‘“ Parker Hill Reservoir,” on Parker Hill, Roxbury, located on a lot 
of land taken under the Act of the Legislature authorizing the building 
of this reservoir, contains 197,614 square feet. It was built for the 
high-service supply, and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet 
above the bottom of the outflow pipe. Area of the water-surface 64.033 
square feet, and its elevation 219 feet above tide-marsh level. A strip of 
land 25 feet wide, leading from Fisher avenue, and containing 2,887 square 
feet, was purchased for a route for the pipes to the reservoir. 

The new High-Service Reservoir, situated on Fisher Hill, Brookline, was 
completed in 1887. The site for this reservoir contains 459,670 feet of land, 
the capacity of the reservoir is 15,000,000 gallons, high water line is 241 feet 
above tide-marsh level. The pumping-station at Chestnut Hill, containing 
.two Gaskill engines, of 8,000,000 gallons capacity each, and two boilers. A 
dwelling house for the engineer of the pumping-station, located on Chestnut 
Hill avenue. The supplementary high-service in West Roxbury, consisting 
of an iron tank on Mt. Bellevue, — the highest land in the city, —into which 
water is pumped by two Knowles pumps, placed in a brick house situated on 
Washington street, opposite Metropolitan avenue, Roslindale. 

An iron tank on Breed’s Island, East Boston, built for the purposes of high- 
service for the residents in that vicinity, and an engine-house built on the 
corner of Brooks and Condor streets, East Boston, to which the pumping- 
plant near the old reservoir has been removed. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in Brookline and 
Brighton to this city, and the distributing-pipes laid in the city proper, 
East Boston, South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and 
Brighton, aggregate in length 499 miles, varying in size from 4 to 48 inches 
in diameter. 

Pipe-yard and wharf, Albany street, containing 132,00U feet, upon which 
are located the offices and shops of the Eastern Division. These are located 
in a three-story brick building, 41215 feet. The stable is a three-story 
brick building, 40X110 feet, with accommodations for 28 horses. Building 
on Elmwood street and place, on a lot of 5,563 square feet, in which have been 
the pumping-engines for supplying water to the highest parts of the city. 

The report of the Boston Water Board to the City Council for the year 
1890 contains a full statement of the condition of the work. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 30th April, 
1891, is $21,108,701.72. 


MYSTIC WATER-WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, situated 
in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 63 miles from Charles- 
town square. It has an area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level

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authorized by the act to take water, and a storage capacity of that level of 
380,000,000 gallons. To convey the water of the lake to the citizens, the 
works consist of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate-houses, 
waste-weir and ventilator; cast-iron main under Mystic river; engine-house; 
pumping-engines ; force-mains; reservoir with influent and effluent chambers ; 
supply mains and city distribution- pipes, hydrants, gates, etc. 

The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, and its height 
is 11 feet above high-water mark of Boston Harbor. The conduit is 7,450 
feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick masonry 8 inches thick. It is 
oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches high, and 5 feet wide, interior dimensions. 
The cast-iron mains, two in number, conveying the water from the pipe- 
chamber at the end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet long and 
3 feet in diameter. 

The engine-house, situated on the southerly bank of, and about 200 feet 
from, the Mystic river, is a substantial building, 120 feet long and 58 feet 
wide, constructed of faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof 
the boiler and engine-rooms, repair-shop, and pump-well. The lot of land 
about the engine-house is about 12 acres, and upon a portion of it is a 
dwelling-house for the engineers, and also a stable. Connected with the 
engine-house is a brick and stone coal-shed, having a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-house are three of Worthington’s Duplex Pumping-engines, 
two of 5,000,000 gallons each and one of 8,000,060 gallons capacity, per 24 
hours. Seven boilers supply the steam for pumping the water. 

The two force-mains are of cast-iron, each thirty inches in diameter, and 
3,277 feet in length. The reservoir is on Walnut Hill, in Medford, near 
Tufts College. 

Its water surface covers an area of 4% acres, being nearly a parallelogram 
in shape, 560 X 350 feet. 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide-marsh level, and at this grade its 
capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 

The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to the city is 
about 104 acres. 

The whole length of distribution pipes in Charlestown is about 88 miles. 
The whole length of distribution pipes supplied by the Mystic works is about 
152 miles. The city owns also a lot of land containing 12,807 square feet on 
Medford street, with a substantial brick stable upon it. This land is used for 
a pipe-yard. 

A two-story brick building, 388 X 40, built during the year 1882-83, for use 
as a work-shop, is located on land of the city at the corner of Medford and 
Tufts street. 


Mystic Sewer. — The Mystic sewer extends from Prospect street in 
Woburn to Lower Mystic Pond in West Medford, a distance 18,892 feet. 

The sewer was built to intercept the objectionable drainage from the tan- 
neries, and discharge it into the lower pond at the head of the tide-water. 
The area of land taken under the act of Legislature for the construction 
of the sewer and branch drains was 97,245 square feet. Works for a more 
comprehensive* treatment of this sewage, with a view of reducing its objec- 
tionable features to a minimum, were completed in 1888, and are in success- 
ful operation. 

The cost of construction of the Mystic Water-Works up to 30th April, 
1891, is $1,709,030.20. 


TRUST FUNDS. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, William P. Fowler, 
elected May 4, 1891, Chairman ; Frederic W. Lincoln, 7reasurer. 


PEMBERTON Founp. — This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to the 
city of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, 
Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benja- 
min Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘ A Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, 
Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, and Wm. B. 
Spooner. The most important, however, of the bequests was from BENJAMIN 
PEMBERTON, whose will was proved June 25, 1782; and for that reason his 
name has been given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, 
at the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of 
this city. The amount of this fund, April 30, 1891, was $126,871.40. 


Boyuisron Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by JoHn BoyistTon, 
who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion of 
the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor and decayed householders of the 
Town of Boston,” ‘not under fifty years of age,” ‘persons of good charac- 
ter, and reduced by the act of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, 
or other vice.” The other portion to be applied to ‘‘nurture and instruction 
of Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 30, 1891, to $25,330.57. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, April 30, 1891, to $152,000.08. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of JonatHan Mason, by will dated July 
15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the Almshouse or 
Workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. The interest is 
now paid annually towards the salary of the Chaplain of the House of In- 
dustry. Amount of Mason Fund, April 30, 1891, $8,588.22, of which $178.72 
is income not yet paid over. 


DeExtTER Funp. — Was a bequest of SamureL Dexter, by will dated May 7, 
1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity as are not sup- 
ported in the Almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the 
Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund, April 30, 1891, $4,236.75. 


JEFFRIES Fund, — Was a bequest of Davip Jerrries, former Town Treas- 
urer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the purchase of 
tea and coffee, chocolate, and sugar, for the refreshment of those persons 
who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the 
Almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always giving preference to the 
pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, April 80, 1891, $4,750.18. 


Lucy Buritman Cuarity. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and Joy 
streets, in this city, which came into possession of the city of Boston in 
1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy Buttman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, Jan. 9, 1832; in which it is provided that upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City of Boston, upon 
condition that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of 
the poor. The estate is valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand April 30, 
1891, $22,043.89. ; 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 1873, this 
estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 

Davip Sears Cuariry.— This is a fund contributed by the late Davip 
Sears, for the relief of the poor. ; 
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The Park Commissioners of Boston and Brookline have taken land at 
Longwood for which they have paid $18,633.68. 

The amounts formerly held in the Fifty Associates Charity and the Searstan 
Charter House have been transferred to this fund. 

This fund has been largely increased by the amount received by the Dona- 
tion Fund established by Mr. Sears, of which the Fifty Associates were actu- 
aries, and the total amount of ‘‘ The David Sears Charity,” April 30, 1891, 
was $321,628.00. 


Pierce Furi Funp. — Legacy left to the city of Charlestown by the late 
CaLEeB PiEeRcE, who died Sept. 7, 1860, and which was accepted by the 
Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended in purchasing 
fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in Charlestown at 
least one year before their decease, said widows still continuing to reside in 
Charlestown. 

Amount of fund April 30, 1891, $1,500, invested in City of Boston bonds, 
and $45 interest on hand. ‘Total, $1,545. 


Hotton Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton 
by the late James Ho.ton, in 1863; will probated June 9, 1863. Income to 
be expended in purchasing and distributing provisions among poor and indi- 
gent Protestant families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to 
receive a liberal share. Amount of fund April 30, 1891, invested in City of 
Boston bond and interest. Total, $1,534.98. 


Hotton PROTESTANT PauPerR Funp. — Legacy left tothe town of Brighton 
by the late James Hotton, for the purpose of furnishing good and plentiful 
meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton on Thanksgiving Day or other 
holidays. Amountof fund April 30, 1891, City of Boston bonds and interest. 
Total, $3,246.09. 


SroucHTon Poor Funp. — Bequest of Lieut.-Gov. WiLL1am SroucuHTon, 
who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of 
Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the Selectmen, and the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount of fund April 30, 
1891, invested in City of Boston bonds and interest. Total, $2,096.47. 


Goopnow Funp. —A bequest of ELisHa Goopnow, ‘‘ to be invested and 
the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in its alms- 
house, in such manner as the said city, or the government or officers thereof 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the religious faith or 
belief of those who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 
Invested in City of Boston bond and interest, April 30, 1891, $6,296.38. 


RacuHeEt T. Stevens Funp. — A bequest of RacHet T. Stevens. The net 
income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in will) ‘‘ for the 
support and maintenance of poor worthy Protestant single women of Boston, 
who have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), paying to 
each of such women during her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semi- 
annual payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under this will, no 
further payment of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment 
of income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help 
under this trust.” Amount of fund April 30, 1891, $5,290. 

Moses Hunt Fonp ror tue Destitruts. — ‘*‘ Income to be devoted to the 
.relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of said Boston 
which was Charlestown.” Invested in City of Boston bond. Amount of 
fund, with interest, April 30, 1891, $10,520.84.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


By an order of the City Council, approved by the Mayor July 7, 1890, the 
eare of this fund, which since 1870 has been with the Mayor, ‘Treasurer, 
and Auditor as Trustees, was transferred to the Board of Police, and the funds 
were transferred to the City Treasurer. 

The Board of Police are authorized to expend, with the approval of the 
Mayor’, the income of the fund for the relief of persons who have received an 
honorable discharge from the police force by reason of sickness, age, or other 
disability, and who are, in consequence of such disability, in necessitous cir- 
cumstances; and with the approval of the Mayor, for the relief of widows and 
orphans in necessitous circumstances, of police officers who have died while in 


the service of the city, or from the effects of injuries received in the execu- | 


tion of their duty.

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston for 
the time being (and his successors in office), the Board of Fire Commissioners 
of the City otf Boston for the time being (and their successors in office), were 
constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and holding all sums 
of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding in the aggregate two 
hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed or 
devised to it for the benefit of members of the Boston Fire Department, or 
their families, requiring assistance, or for the benefit of any persons, or the 
families of any persons, who have been such members, requiring assistance. 
The property so held shall be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relef Fund. 
The said body corporate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the 
same and the income thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the 
provisions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following-named 
persons, viz.: The Mayor, Nathan Matthews, Jr.; Fire Commissioners Rob- 
ert G. Fitch, John R. Murphy, and George H. Innis, — now constitute the 
Board of Trustees. Nathan Matthews, Jr., Mayor, President; John R. 
Murphy, Treasurer; Frederick W. Smith, Jr., Clerk.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. Bensamin 
FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 1791, £1,000 ster- 
ling, which he directed to be loaned in sums of not more than £60 nor less 
than £15 to one applicant, at five per cent. interest; to be repaid in annual 
instalments of ten per cent. each. These loans are restricted to ‘* Young 
Married Artificers,” under the age of,twenty-five, who have faithfully served 
an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral char- 
acter from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to become their 
sureties in a bond for their payment of the money.” 

It was the estimate of Dr. Franklin that the £1,000 would increase in 100 
years to £131,000, and then the managers of the fund were to lay out in pub- 
lic works £100,000, and the balance to continue on interest for another hun- 
dred years, which he estimated would then amount to. £4,600,000; of this 
amount the sum of £1,610,000 was to be at the disposal of the inhabitants 
the town of Boston, anJ the balance to be paid the Government of the 

tate. 
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The Board of Aldermen, 1882, after a report in the matter of the Franklin 
Fund from a committee consisting of Aldermen Stebbins and Hart, passed 
the following resolves : — 


Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Board, comprising a majority of the 
Trustees of the Franklin Fund, it is expedient and highly desirable that the 
proportion of said fund which will be available in 1891-2 for investment in 
‘‘ some public work ” should be devoted to the extinguishment of the debt 
incurred for the purchase of the West Roxbury park. 

Resolved, That in the event of such disposition of the said portion of the 
Franklin Fund, the park just purchased should be called ‘‘ Franklin Park,” 
in honor of the testator, who has so generously endowed his native town. 


The name Franklin park was adopted by the Board of Park Commission- 
ers. 

The trustees under the will are the Selectmen (now Board of Aldermen), 
united with the ministers of the oldestE piscopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston.’ The first loan was made 
May, 1791. 

The Treasurer of the Fund, Samurt F. McCreary, in his annual report 
to the trustees, makes the statement of the condition Feb. 1, 1891, viz. : —

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScHoot Trust Funps. — The Legislature of Massachusetts, 
on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incorporate Richard Devens, 
Nath’! Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, Nath’l Haw- 
kins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free 
Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was ‘‘ Voted that the Town 
Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer for the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being 
the property of said free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the 
Town Treasurer’s, hands.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner of 
electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen shall 
have ‘‘ all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabilities, set 
forth” in the Act to incorporate certain persons by the name of the Trustees 
of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of annexation to Boston provided for 
the continuance of this corporation in the members of the School Committee 
of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 138, 1877, the School Committee were incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
‘‘manage said Fund and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.”

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this contribu- 
tion, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right to retain dur-

The following is the appropriation bill as passed by the City Council and 
approved by the Mayor, May 7, 1891: — 


CITY OF BOSTON. 
APPROPRIATION ORDERS FOR THE NINE MONTHS ENDING JAN. 31, 1892. 


Ix Boarp or ALDERMEN, April 27, 1891. 


Ordered, That to meet the expenses of the city of Boston and the county 
of Suffolk, payable during the nine months which will commence with the 
first day of May, 1891, and end with the last day of January, 1892, the fol- 
lowing sums of money be and the same are hereby respectively appropriated 
for the several departments, and for the objects and purposes hereinafter 
specified. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which may be subscribed or contributed 
by individuals to promote the objects of any of the said appropriations, and 
which form no part of the estimated income of the city, shall be credited to 
such appropriations accordingly, and be strictly applied according to the in- 
tention of the contributors. 

Ordered, That all moneys derived from the excess of Income and Taxes 
over estimated Income and Taxes, and all balances of appropriations in excess 
of expenditures, remaining in the treasury at the close of the financial year 
ending April 30, 1891, be used toward meeting the herein made appropria- 
tions. 

Ordered, That the several officers and boards of the city in charge of de- 
partments, under the general supervision and control of His Honor the 
Mayor, expend the said appropriations made for their several departments, 
and the persons or boards authorized by law to expend the other appropria- 
tions, expend the same all in accordance with the laws and ordinances. 

Ordered, That the appropriations made for the Water Supply and Water 
Income departments connected with the Sudbury and Cochituate sup- 
plies, be paid from the income received from the said supplies, and that the 
appropriations made for said departments, connected with the Mystic supply, 
be paid from the income received from said supply. 

Ordered, That all salaries of the clerks and police officers, specially de- 
tailed, of clerks in the Collecting Department, and all other expenses con- 
nected with the issuing of liquor licenses and the enforcement of the liquor 
law, and all expenses for maintaining the police-signal system be paid from 
the amount received for liquor licenses. 

Ordered, That the City Treasurer borrow money as it may be required, not 
exceeding four million dollars ($4,000,000) in all, in anticipation of the taxes 
of the current municipal year, all sums so borrowed to be paid within one 
year from the time the loan is made, and from the said taxes of the present 


municipal year, and interest to cease thereon on the day any money so 
borrowed is payable.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 


Section 1. Chapter thirty of the Revised Ordinances of 
1890 is hereby amended by inserting a new section, to be 
section two, as follows: — 

“Sect. 2. Said superintendent shall number and print 
eight hundred copies of the mayor’s inaugural address, and 
of each of the annual and other reports made by the several 
departments to the mayor, making each report a city docu- 
ment; and shall number and print six hundred copies of each 
of the other city documents; shall, from the said copies, 
deliver, as soon as printed, to the city messenger for dis- 
tribution, four hundred copies of the said address, of each 
of said annual reports, and of each of the other city docu- 
ments; shall, as soon as practicable, from the said copies, 
bind and deliver to the mayor two hundred sets of volumes, 
two volumes to each set, and each set containing one copy of 
said address and one copy of each of said annual reports ; 
said volumes to be entitled ‘ Annual Report of the Executive 
Department of the City of Boston for the Year [naming the 
preceding year]|’; and shall, at the beginning of each year, 
from the said copies, bind and deliver to the city messenger 
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for distribution, two hundred sets of volumes of convenient 
size, each set to contain one copy of each of the city docu- 
ments of the preceding municipal year, numerically arranged. 
Each volume hereinbefore specified shall contain an alpha- 
betical list of the documents therein.” ;

To the Honorable the City Council : — 

GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to transmit herewith the 
very able report of the Special Commission on Taxation ap- 
pointed by my predecessor to examine into the system of 
taxation in force in this city, and to report whether any sys- 
tem more equitable and advantageous can be devised. 

Appended hereto will also be found a table prepared by 
the Board of Assessors, showing the amount of each species 
of personal property discovered in 1889, —the only year in 
which such a table was prepared. The total value of the 
personal estate thus discovered was $40,161,500; and the 
amount reached by the process of dooming (exclusive of 
bank stock) was $146,288,500. For this latter amount of 
course no separation into the different kinds of property 1s 
possible.

To [lis Honor the Mayor and to the City Council of the 
City of Boston: — 


The task assigned to this Commission is to examine into 
the system of taxation in force in the city of Boston, and to 
report whether any system more equitable and advantageous 
can be devised. 

We address ourselves to the question as one of practical 
business. 

That the question is not one of mere theoretical interest 
is shown by the following table : —

Thus it appears that the annual contribution for govern- 
mental expenses of all kinds by every head of a family of 
five persons is $235.20, and that the liability by every head 
of a family to his share of government debts is $686.90. It 
will be observed that nearly four-fifths of the burden of an- 
nual expenditures is the city’s, and nearly ten-elevenths 
of the debt. 

A reduction of tariff would make the proportion of local 
expenditure much larger. 

Ninety per cent. of the expenditure, exclusive of national 
taxes, is the city’s expenditure. 

Therefore, the city is the real party interested, or the party 
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most interested. Ninety per cent. of the money she raises 
by taxation, she raises to spend within her own limits for her 
own purposes. The amounts raised for State and County 
purposes are comparatively of small consequence. 

What is true of Boston is true of each town and city in the 
State. The great bull of taxes raised by each is expended 
within its own limits for its own purposes. 

The question is a local one. : 


Trt POWERS OF THE Ciry ARE LIMITED. 


The city of Boston has: not the right to tax whom and what 
she will. She can only tax what the State permits her to 
tax, and the power of the State 1s again limited, being sub- 
ject to the paramount authority of the United States. 

The United States has a paramount power of taxation 
which covers every citizen and every species of property 
throughout the length and breadth of all the States and Ter- 
ritories. The power of the United States is unlimited, with 
the single exception that the Constitution forbids the levying 
of a tax upon exports. The United States government has a 
right to tax real estate, incomes, personal property of every 
description, and to collect. money by license fees ; in short, 
an absolute paramount power to tax everything except 
exports. 

It has the exclusive right to levy duties upon imported 
merchandise. It has the right to levy an excise or internal 
revenue tax upon beer, wine, and spirits, and exercises this 
right so fully as to practically exclude the State govern- 
ments from any possible revenue from this source except by 
way of license fees from sellers. The revenue of the United 
States is now derived from duties on imported goods, and 
from the internal revenue tax upon wine, beer, spirits, and 
tobacco. 

The State is expressly prohibited by the Constitution of 
the United States from levying any tax upon imported 


goods. The State is practically excluded from deriving 
revenue by a tax on spirits and tobacco, because under its 
paramount authority the United States now fully taxes those 
articles. The State cannot tax any bonds of the United 
States, because of the principle long since established by 
political economists, and many years ago recognized by the 
highest judicial authority in the United States, namely, that 
“a tax upon the lender is a tax upon the borrower.” The 
United States government cannot sell a taxed bond for as 
mueh as it could an untaxed bond; therefore the State can- 
not tax these bonds, because it would impair the borrowing 
power of the United States. Neither has the State power 
to levy such taxes upon goods and transportation as to create 
any restriction upon inter-state commerce. It cannot levy a 
duty upon any goods coming into this State from another 
State, nor can it levy any tax the burden of which, like a 
duty, would restrict the importation or exportation of mer- 
chandise or other property. 

As the city of Boston is subordinate to the State, from 
which it derives all its powers, it cannot, of course, exercise 
any powers of taxation which the State itself does not 
possess. The city of Boston, therefore, cannot tax exports 
or imports, foreign or domestic. It cannot tax the bonds of 
the United States, though held by its own citizens. Wine, 
spirits, beer, and tobacco are already taxed. Consequently 
the city is restricted to the taxation of such real and per- 
sonal property situate within its limits, or situate elsewhere 
and owned by its citizens, as the State of Massachusetts by 
law permits to be taxed. 


THE PRESENT Law. 


The law of the State under which the city acts is contained 
in the 11th, 12th, and 13th chapters of the Public Statutes. 
The first section of Chapter 11 authorizes a poll tax. The 
second section provides that all property, real and personal, 
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of the inhabitants of the State, not expressly exempted, shall 
be subject to taxation. Imported goods in the original 
package, and United States bonds, are necessarily exempted, 
as above stated. By the third section, real estate subject to 
taxation is defined as all land within the State. By section 
four, as construed by our Courts, personal property includes 
all personal property, and all evidences of personal property 
found within the Commonwealth, whether owned by residents 
or by others ; and also includes all personal property out of 
the State owned by any inhabitant of the State. Taxation 
covers every species of personal property, and every form of 
evidence of personal property, except debts secured by 
mortgage upon real estate when the real estate is within the 
Commonwealth. | 3 

The tax upon all real estate within the city, and upon all 
personal property here, or owned by individuals and part- 
ners living here, including shares in corporations outside 
of the Commonwealth, is collected direetly by the city. 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, however, itself col- 
lects the taxes upon all corporations within the State. The 
town or city in which the corporation Is situated is allowed 
to tax the real estate and machinery of a corporation. The 
State collects of every corporation a tax upon the aggregate 
market value of all its shares, less the valuation of the real 
estute and machinery as made by the local assessors. The 
tax collected from corporations by the State is distributed 
by it to towns and cities in proportion to the number of 
shares held by the citizens of each town and city respec- 
tively. The State retains the tax on all shares belonging to 
non-residents. | 

The practice under these laws is for the assessors of the 
city to value annually all the real estate. This they do, 
upon the whole, very fairly. 

The amount of taxable personal property is ascertained hy 
the statements of the owners and the process of dooming.

The city received from the corporation tax

Of this direct tax, three-fourths, in round numbers, was 
derived from real estate, and one-fourth from personal 
property. 

The result of exempting a// personal property from tax- 
ation would, even if the exemption does not increase the 
value of real estate,— if no economy is accomplished, and no 
new sources of revenue found, only be therefore to increase 
the rate of taxation to about $17.31 per thousand, the as- 
sessed valuation of real estate now being about $620,000,000. 


THE System A FAILURE. 


That the present system of taxation in Massachusetts is in- 
equitable, is assumed in the order providing for the appoint- 
ment of this Commission, and the experience of our citizens 
year after year has made it a subject of general knowledge. 

The system is condemned by the numerous followers of 
Mr. Henry George. It is condemned by every business 
man who thinks upon the matter. It is condemned by ail 
the important newspapers in the country. The governments 
of the wealthiest States constantly call attention to its evils. 
It may be that the laboring man is selfish in his opinions. 
It may be that the property-owner is selfish in his. If so, 
it is remarkable that they agree. It may be that the officials 
are over-zealous and prejudiced. There is, however, one 
class of persons who study the subject as a matter of pure 
reason, and who are less likely to be influenced by prejudice 
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or selfish motives. These persons are the teachers in our 
universities and students of political economy who give their 
lives to the pursuit of knowledge, and who have neither 
official position nor wealth to gain or lose as a result of their 
opinions. There is no good reason for asserting that be- 
cause a man studies a subject as an abstract question, his 
opinion is for that reason of less value. If a man who is 
as intelligent as his fellow-citizens studies political economy, 
his opinion on a question of taxation deserves for that reason 
more respect. Bearing this in mind, it is significant that 
political economists generally agree in condemning our sys- 
tem. The sentiment is spreading so rapidly that it seems 
almost needless to rehearse any of the facts or arguments 
which prove the justness of current opinion. 

The burden of the tax upon personal property is an un- 
reasonable one. The burden of a tax of $15 per thousand 
on land is easier to bear than a tax of the same rate on 
evidences of personal property. Land cannot be borrowed 
by one nation of another nation, or even by one town of 
another. The value of land, and the rent or profit, 1s 
local. It has no universal price. The value of land here is 
not diminished by the supply of land in London and Am- 
sterdam. The value of money and the interest or profit 1s 
universal. Money can be borrowed. Broadly speaking, 
all the money in the world forms one mass, which is con- 
stantly readjusting itself to a common level. The supply in 
London and Amsterdam affects the value of money here, so 
that the returns upon invested capital are about the same 
here as abroad. The return on a safe bond now has become 
34 per cent. to 4b per cent., instead of 6 per cent. to. 7 
per cent., as it was a few years since. 

A tax of $15 on an income of $45 is an unreasonable 
burden. It is an exaction which no man will willingly 
suffer. Suppose every laboring man were foreed to work 
without pay in the public service one hundred days in each 
year (one-third of his time). Suppose one-third of his 


income was so required, would he be patient? The tax 
on personal property is harder t> bear than a tax on 
land, because the burden of the tax is not so readily 
distributed. 

The holder of a four per cent. bond of the C. B. & Q. 

R.R., if he is taxed, pays the tax out of his own pocket, 
because his being taxed is an accident. It is not a payment 
under the universal law of trade, but a piece of ill-luck, like 
having his pocket picked of the same sum. ‘The risk of such 
accident 1s greater in Massachusetts than anywhere else, 
because our system is more ingenious, and greater vigilance 
is exercised. The risk in New York and in Chicago is much 
less. In Philadelphia there is no risk at all. In foreign 
countries taxes of this character vary from five to twelve 
per cent. upon income. If all civilized nations were able to 
and did tax the lender on every railroad bond in the world 
$15 a thousand, there is no doubt that the C. B. & Q. R.R. 
would have to pay about one and one-half per cent. above the 
present average interest rates. While London and Berlin, 
New York and Philadelphia, stand ready to lend the C. B. & 
Q. R.R. at four per cent., that railroad will not pay five and 
one-half per cent. to a citizen of Massachusetts, who wants 
the extra one and one-half per cent., because he may be 
taxed. 
_ The taxation of real estate on the other hand is not acci- 
dental. It is not a matter of accident which of two stores 
on Washington street will be exempt. It is not certain, as 
in the case of personal property, that at least half of them 
will be exempt, and at the same time wncertain which half it 
will be. . 

On the contrary, the tax is a known element in every 
transaction between the borrower (or tenant ) of the real estate 
and the lender (or owner). The amount is knownand fixed. 
If a few more stores are wanted they cannot be shipped from 
London by the next steamer. 

One who lets a store on Washington street can exact the 
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tax, in addition to the rent on both land and building, from 
his tenant, who in turn collects it in the price of his goods. 
The landlord gets a certain net return, while the Massachu- 
setts man who invests in personal property must do it in 
competition with the world of untaxed lenders. 

A tax of $15 per $1,000 does not take one-third of the 
rent of land; but it does take one-third of the income of 
personal property. 


DOUBLE TAXATION. 


The policy of our laws is to tax all property, personal as 
well as real. Moreover, in the attempt to guard against the 
possibility of any property escaping taxation, laws have 
been passed under which real estate in some cases and per- 
sonal property in many cases is subject to double taxation. 
Generally speaking, the determination of the question whether 
real estate or personal property is to suffer a double tax de- 
pends not upon the character of the property itself, but upon 
the nature of the ownersbip of that property. 

A few years ago one form of double taxation was abol- 
ished. Explanation can best be made by anexample. A 
owns a piece of real estate worth five thousand dollars, and 
B has no property at all. The amount of taxable property, 
then, is five thousand dollars, being the property belonging 
to A. Under the law as it was prior to 1881, if A conveyed 
his real estate to B and took B’s note for five thousand dol- 
lars, secured by a mortgage of the estate, B was taxed for 
five thousand dollars as the holder of the real estate, and A 
was taxed for another five thousand dollars as the holder of 
the note. The total amount of property had not increased, 
and yet the amount of the tax on that property was doubled, 
simply because the ownership of the property had changed. 

So soon as this form of double taxation was understood 
the Legislature wisely put an end to it. In such cases the 
only actual property is the real estate, and the mortgage 
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deed simply indicates the quality and the extent of the inter- 
est which the mortgagor and the mortgagee have in that real 
estate. The property is not increased by the execution ofa 
mortgage. A and B together own no more than A owned 
originally, but instead of A’s having the sole and absolute 
title to the real estate, that title, after the sale to B and the 
mortgage back by him, is vested in B, subject to the contin- 
gency of being taken away from B and re-transferred to A. 

Most closely allied to the now abolished double taxation 
- of mortgaged real estate, is the still existing double taxation 
of mortgaged personal property. Suppose that A, instead 
of owning real estate, has a stock of merchandise worth five 
thousand dollars, and that B, as before, has no property at 
all. The amount of taxable property is then five thousand 
dollars. A, wishing to retire from business, and having 
confidence in B, who is young and enterprising, selis his 
stock of merchandise to B for five thousand dollars, and takes 
B’s note for that amount, either secured by a mortgage on 
the merchandise or unsecured. As the law now stands, B is 
then taxed for the stock of merchandise belonging to him, 
and A is taxed for the note. <A and B together own no more 
than they did before, but the amount of property, in the 
contemplation of the assessors, is doubled. Bb not only pays 
the tax assessed to him, but he is also obliged to pay a rate 
of interest on the note sufficient to enable A to receive a 
proper percentage after payment of the tax assessed upon 
him. | 

View the case from another stand-point. If A and B to- 
gether own personal property worth five thousand dollars, 
and each has a bill of sale defining the nature and extent of 
his ownership in such property, no one pretends to claim 
that each should be taxed for the full amount of the prop- 
erty ; but if the interest of A in such personal property is a 
contingent mortgage interest, then the property is doubly 
taxed to the extent of A’s interest therein. In other 
words, the property is doubly taxed because the nature of 


its ownership has changed. There is strange inconsistency 
in a scheme of taxation under which the amount of taxable 
property is increased by the making of a loan when the 
loan is secured by a mortgage of personal property or not 
secured at all, but is not increased when the loan is secured 
by a mortgage of real estate. 

Again, corporate bonds are only formal notes running 
generally for a series of years. They may be secured by a 
mortgage or pledge of real estate or personal property or 
both, or they may be unsecured. Suppose the case of a - 
corporation with a capital stock of a hundred thousand 
dollars, the whole of which has been invested in personal 
property. The corporation then wants another hundred 
thousand dollars with which to carry on its business. It 
finds X, who is ready to furnish the hundred thousand 
dollars, and take the bonds of the corporation therefor. 
Before this transaction the amount of taxable property of 
the corporation was the value of its personal property, plus 
the value of its franchise, as indicated by the premium, if 
any, at which its capital stock sold in the market, and X was 
taxable on his hundred thousand dollars of cash. 

In such a case as this, there is, after the transaction, 
no more taxable property in contemplation of our laws than 
there was before. The corporation, having a hundred thou- 
sand dollars more in its treasury, and being indebted to the 
amount of a hundred thousand dollars, is taxed for the same 
amount as it was before it negotiated the loan, and the 
money-lender is taxable for his hundred thousand dollers of 
bonds instead of his hundred thousand dollars in cash. 

If, however, an individual attempts to do the same work 
which the supposed corporation has done, —if an individual 
pays out a hundred thousand dollars for the same personal 
property, and then borrows a hundred thousand dollars with 
which to carry on his business, he will be taxed for the value 
of his investment, and will also be taxed on the hundred 
thousand dollars of cash which he has on deposit. No al- 
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lowance or deduction is made for his indebtedness. His 
bonds or notes will further be taxed to the person holding 
them. Hence, if an individual does what the supposed 
corporation did, he is punished for so doing by having a 
portion of his property doubly taxed. Individuals should 
not be subjected to burdens from which corporations are 
free. 

If a man has one hundred thousand dollars in personal 
property and owes fifty thousand dollars, the real value of 
his property is but fifty thousand dollars. Fifty thousand 
dollars and not one hundred thousand dollars is the measure 
of his ability. That is all for which in justice he should be 
taxed. The ability of a man who has one hundred thousand 
dollars in personal property. and owes fifty thousand dollars 
is not as great as the ability of a man who has one hundred 
thousand dollars and owes nothing. To tax the note in the 
hands of the holder and to tax the giver of the note for all 
his property, without making any deduction for his indebted- 
ness, is a double tax which is entirely inconsistent with the 
principle of taxing every man according to his ability. 

A note or bond for a thousand dollars is an evidence of 
property. It is a certificate that the holder of the note 
has parted with a thousand dollars, and that such thousand 
dollars is in the hands of somebody else. The tax may be 
laid either upon the man who has the money, or upon the 
man who is entitled to have the money returned to him at 
some future time. There is no good reason why the man 
who has the money, and the man who has it not, and who 
has a certificate that he has it not, should both be taxed. 

It is strange that the idea was ever conceived that the 
amount of taxable property is increased by the making of a 
loan. 

Suppose two beggars should go to a restaurant, and one 
of them should say to the proprietor, “I have twenty-five 
cents which I have borrowed from my friend here, and he 
has my I. O. U. for twenty-five cents; thus, you see, that I 
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have twenty-five cents and he has property to the amount of 
twenty-five cents; so that we two together have fifty cents’ 
worth of property, and we want fifty cents worth of food.” 
Such a claim would be as reasonable as it is to claim that 
the amount of property to be taxed increases when one 
man loans some of his property to another man. Under our 
tax system, whenever a loan is made, unless it is secured by 
a mortgage of real estate, the amount of taxable property 1s 
increased by the amount of the loan, and, when a debt is 
paid, the amount of taxable property is decreased by the 
amount so paid. If every man should pay his debts mil- 
lions of taxable property would disappear. 

To test the justice of the taxation of a piece of paper, 
such as a note, bond, or certificate of stock, we reconimend 
the following experiment : — 

Let the experimenter take a ten-dollar gold piece in his 
left hand. Let him write an I. O. U. ten dollars, and hold 
it in his right hand. Then exchange the two. Get the 
gold piece in the right hand, and the I. O. U. in the left. 

Are you ten dollars richer by this process? Are you rich 
enough in consequence to pay two taxes instead of one? 

Try the experiment with a friend. Let him hand you his 
I. O. U., and you hand him the gold. Are you two any 
richer? Do you two become able by this process to pay 
two taxes? 

Call in a third man. Hand him your I. O. U. for ten 
dollars, and your neighbor’s I. O. U. for ten dollars, as col- 
lateral. Are you three able, in consequence, to pay three 
taxes on the original ten dollars? 

In this case the law, as it stands, gives the city three 
taxes on the ten dollars. 

He who muaintains that the present laws are just and equal 
must prove that the act of passing the I. O. U. from your 
right hand to your left creates an additional ten dollars. 

He must show why a check for a trunk is worth as much 
as the trunk in addition to the value of the trunk itself. 
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Would not a tax on a trunk check be absurd ? 

A trunk check, if the trunk contains gold, and the check 
is in the form of a receipt and agreement to deliver, is 
taxable. | 

When the problem is reduced down to its simplest terms, 
it comes to this: After a tax has been levied upon all real 
estate and upon all tangible personal property, any tax upon 
the evidence of ownership of such real or personal property 
is double taxation. All taxation of bonds of corporations, 
whether organized under the laws of this or other States, is 
such double taxation. Moreover, as other States as well as 
Massachusetts tax all the property of the corporations or- 
ganized by their authority, any tax imposed by this State 
upon the shares of stock in a foreign corporation is double 
taxation. Whena resident of this State is taxed for the 
market value of his shares in a foreign corporation, the prop- 
erty, real and personal, which makes up that market value is 
doubly taxed. It is taxed in the State where the tangible 
property is; it is taxed in this State where the person who 
owns an interest in that tangible property lives. In fact, as 
the market value of corporate stock is made up in part of the 
corporate franchise, we tax our citizens for their ownership 
in franchises granted by other States. 

There is another form of double taxation which affects a 
large amount of property. Ifa resident of this State owns 
personal property in another State, whether it be cattle, or 
machinery, or merchandise, he is, under the laws of this State, 
taxable for that property here, whether he has or has not any 
evidence of such ownership in writing. Inasmuch as other 
States as well as the State of Massachusetts tax such per- 
sonal property within their own limits, the result is that such 
property is doubly taxed. On the other hand, if a resident 
of this State owns a piece of land in another State, he is not 
taxable here for such land. The excuse given for taxing a 
resident of this State for personal property actually in an- 
Other State is that personal property, in contemplation of

law, follows the residence of its owner. That this excuse is 
simply a subterfuge is shown by the fact that when we find 
personal property in this State belonging to a resident in 
another State, we tax it here because it is here, and because 
it has not, in fact, followed the residence of its owner. 

He who approves the present law must maintain that it is 
just to exempt real estate taxed in another State, and not 
just to exempt personal property taxed in another State. 

A proposition to tax real estate outside of the Common- 
wealth would be looked upon as monstrous. The idea 
would not be tolerated an instant. Yet its exemption from 
taxation here cannot be justified except for reasons which 
are equally conclusive for the exemption of personal prop- 
erty. ; 

The inconsistency of our laws may be shown in still 
another way. If, as has been stated, a person holds a deed 
of real estate situated in another State, he is not taxed here 
for such real estate. On the other hand, if he holds a cer- 
tificate of stuck of a corporation in another State, the property 
of which corporation consists in part of real estate and in part 
of personal estate, or wholly of real estate, he is taxed in 

this State for the full value of his interest therein. 

Again, if a resident of this State owns personal property 
or corporate property consisting of personal and real estate 
situated in another State, he is taxable for such property in 
this State; but if a corporation, organized under the laws of 
another State, and owning real and personal, or simply per- 
sonal property in that State, takes up its habitation in this 
State, such corporation is not taxed here for either the real 
or the personal estate situated in such other State. Some 
few foreign corporations have taken up their abode in this 
State. A great many have taken up their abode in the city 
of New York. If we should impose upon such corporations 
a tax like that which we impose upon an individual owning 
similar property, they would all leave the State before the 
next tux day. 
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The phraseology of the constitution of this State shows 
clearly that its framers did not intend to give to the General 
Court power to tax either real estate or personal property 
beyond the limits of the State. “Full power and authority 
is given and granted to the General Court . . . to impose 
and levy proportional and reasonable assessments, rates, and 
taxes upon all the inhabitants of and persons resident and 
estates lying wethin the said Commonwealth, and also to im- 
pose and levy reasonable duties and excises upon any produce, 
goods, wares, merchandise, and commodities whatsoever 
brought into, produced, manufactured, or being within the 
same.” (Constitution of Mass., Part Second, Chap. 1, Sect. 
i Art. LV.) 

For many years after the adoption of the constitution 
there was no taxation either of real or personal property out- 
side the limits of the State. It was not until 1835 that the 
Supreme Court rendered a decision upholding the taxation 
of a citizen of this State for shares owned by him in a cor- 
poration organized under the laws of the State of New York, 
and it was not until the time of our Civil War that the double 
taxation of personal property, as now carried on, was fully 
developed in practice and sustained by the Courts. The 
necessities of the times may have had some influence upon the 
course of judicial decision. 

In spite of the foregoing provision of the constitution, it 
is provided by statute that 

“ Personal estate shall, forthe purposes of taxation. include 
goods, chattels, money, and effects wherever they are, 
. . . -public stocks and securities, stocks in turnpikes, | 
bridges, and moneyed corporations, within or without the 
Biases (P.S., Chap. 11, Sect. 4.) 

“ All personal estate, within or without the Commonwealth 
shall be assessed to the owner,” etc. (P.S., Chap. 11, Sect. 
20.) 

The ground on which the constitutionality of this statute 
is sustained is that personal property follows the szdus of 
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‘ts owner. This principle, however, is not followed out 
with reference to personal property in this State belonging 
to a resident in another State. In such case the personal 
property is taxed here because it is here, and because it has 
not followed the situs of its owner. 

In the State of New York, the Court of Appeals being 
called upon to interpret a statute which read as follows: 
* All lands and personal estate within the State shall be sub- 
ject to taxation,” held that lands and personal estate within 
the State meant lands within the State, and personal estate 
within the State, and did not mean to include in any way 
personal property outside of the State. (Hoyt v. Commis- 
sioners of Laxes, 20 N. Y., 224.) 

In rendering the decision of the Court Judge Comstock 
said, * The fundamental requisite of a well-adjusted system 
of taxation is that it be harmonious ; but harmony does not 
exist unless the taxing power 1s exerted with reference ex- 
clusively either to the situs of the property or to the resi- 
dence of the owner. Both rules cannot obtain unless we 
impute inconsistency to the law and oppression to the tax- 
ing power. Whichever of these rules is the true one, which- 
ever we find to be founded in justice and the reason of 
things, it necessarily excludes the other.” 

As bearing upon the intent and true meaning of our con- 
stitution, it should further be noted that the rejected consti- 
tution of 1778 did not limit. the taxation of estates to those 
lying within the State, but conferred upon the Legislature 
the general power to levy proportional and reasonable assess- 
ments, rates, and taxes. 

If, on the ground that personal property follows the szws 
of its owner, it is, under the constitution, permissible to tax 
a resident of this State for personal property in another 
State, then the same principle demands that personal prop- 
erty within this State belonging to residents of other States 
should not be taxed here. As a general rule, the most rea- 
sonable, the cheapest, the surest, the best way to tax prop-

erty — personal as well as real — is to tax it where it actu- 
ally is,without reference to the residence of its owner. 

In the taxation of income derived from personal property 
there is also in this State an extraordinary injustice and in- 
equality, which is the more surprising because the iaw in 
regard to taxing income appears to be both just and clear. 
That portion of section 4 of chapter 11 of the Public Statutes 
which declares what shall be considered as personal estate 
for the purposes of taxation, refers to income as follows : — 

“The income from an annuity, from ships and vessels en- 
‘gaged in the foreign-carrying trade within the meaning of 
section eight, and so much of the income from a profession, 
trade, or employment, as exceeds the sum of two thousand 
dollars a year, and which has accrued to any person during 
the year ending on the first day of May of the year in which 
the tax is assessed, but no income shall be taxed which is 
derived from property subject to taxation.” 

This phrase, obviously intended to guard against the taxa- 
tion both of property and of the income derived from it, is 
similar to the constitutional provision in a sister State which 
reads as follows : — 

“The General Assembly may also tax trades, professions, 
franchises, and incomes, provided that no income shall be 
taxed when the property from which the income is derived 
is taxed.” 

A decision of our Supreme Court in the case of Wilcox 
v. Middlesex, 103 Mass. Reports, 544, furnishes the au- 
thority for the practice of the assessors in the city of Boston 
for taxing a merchant not only for his stock in trade, but 
also for a portion, if not the whole, of the income derived 
thereform, on the ground that such income is derived partly 
from the merchandise, and partly from the industry and skill 
of its owner in using it. 

It can hardly be supposed that the makers of our laws did 
not realize that some agency was necessary in order that in- 
come should be produced out of or from merchandise or 
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stock in trade. Merchandise lying idle does not yield any- 
thing. Human agency is necessary in order to make it pro- 
duce any income, and the amount of income depends upon 
the amount of industry and skill exercised. Either, then, in 
such a ease, all the income of a merchant should be taxed on 
the ground that it is not derived from property subject to 
taxation, or else none of it should be taxed on the ground 
that it is within the scope of the statute which says that no 
‘ncome shall be taxed which is derived from property subject 
to taxation. 

It seems very clear that the intention of the Colonial laws 
was to make a distinction between the * merchant, shop- 
keeper, and factor,” who were to be doomed for what they 
possessed, and the artisan and professional man, who were 
to be taxed upon what they earned. The merchant was to 
pay upon his possessions ; the artisan upon his earnings or 
income. 

It may be from the force of tradition, — it may be a sur- 
vival of the true spirit of the law, or a reliance by the 
layman on what seems to him the plain and common-sense 
meaning of the statute, but certain it is that there are any 
men of character, capacity, and position, who frankly admit 
that while they submit their goods to taxation, they refuse 
to be taxed also on the income derived therefrom, “the law 
being to them as plain as any command in the decalogue.” 

The tax of one and one-half per cent. upon the income of a 
professional man, salaried man, or artisan, above the liberal 
exemption of two thousand dollars, is a very light one com- 
pared with the tax of one and one-half per cent. on the stock 
of goods of the merchant, which tax is equivalent in amount 
toa tax of from fifteen to thirty per cent. on the income 
therefrom. Not only does this vast disproportion exist, 
but the merchant is also taxed not only upon what he 
really has, but upon what he owes, since he is not allowed 
to deduct his debts from the amount of his taxable property. 
The imposition of a tax upon the income, derived from 
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property already taxed, is most vexatious; and, in a recent 
report made by a commission on taxation, composed 
of three eminent citizens of the State of Maine, of whom 
Judge Oliver G. Hall was chairman, they say that to tax 
capital, property, land, and also the income arising from the 
employment of the same, is intolerable as double taxation. 

We have yet to learn of any other State in the Union, or 
of any civilized country, where such taxation is practised. 

Acting under the authority of the decision in the case 
above cited, our assessors undertake to determine what por- 
tion of the income of a merchant is derived from his stock, 
and what portion is due to his skill and industry in its 
management. In an opinion given by the Corporation 
Counsel, Mr. J. B. Richardson, to the Board of Assessors, 
and printed by them under date of April 16, 1890, in reply 
to the inquiry whether the assessors may, under the decision 
in the case of Wilcox v. Middlesex, allow legal interest on 
capital, and exempt so much from the income tax, Mr. Rich- 
ardson makes the following statement: “There is, however, 
no reason, so fur as I can see, why you should deduct the 
amount of six per cent. any more than the amount of four, 
five, or seven per cent., or an amount arrived at in any other 
way. The point is in the practice of your Board, I suppose, 
to deduct such an amount as is or was derived from the stock 
itself, if you can find what that amount is, so as to enable 
you to assess a tax only upon income derived from skill, 
industry, etc.” As neither the law, nor the assessors, nor the 
Corporation Counsel, nor the Court, furnish any clear guide 
to determine what portion of a merchant’s income is de- 
rived from his property and what portion from his skill and 
industry, it is natural that the taxpayers should decide this 
question in accordance with their ideas of what is right and 
fair. The consequence is that in the taxation of such income 
there is both inequality and injustice. 

There is no reason, why the income derived from taxed 
personal property should be taxed, which does not apply to 


the income derived from taxed real estate. No attempt is 
made to violate common sense and common justice by taxing 
income derived from real property, and yet that income de- 
pends upon eare and skill just as much as the income of a 
merchant depends upon care and skill. 

We are of opinion, therefore, that the laws ought to be 
modified so that their execution shall conform to their ap- 
parent intent, and so that the income derived from taxed 
personal property shall not be taxed any more than the in- 
come derived from taxed real estate. To tax income which 
by the exercise of care and skill is derived from taxed per- 
sonal estate is a peculiarly objectionable form of double 
taxation. 

Real estate, situated within the Commonwealth, is not 
taxed twice. Real estate, situated without the Common- 
wealth, belonging to a citizen of Massachusetts, 1s not taxed 
here, or, in other words, is not taxed twice, unless the citizen’s 
interest in such real estate is that of a stockholder in a cor- 
poration. 

Personal property, whether within or without the State, 
is, to a large extent, taxed twice. If the laws in all the 
States were the same as ours, the total real and personal 
property of the country, as shown by the assessors’ lists, 
would, in consequence of double taxation, far. exceed the 
total wealth of the people. It is, therefore, misleading when 
the statement is made that a vast amount of personal prop- 
erty escapes taxation. Evidences of property are no more 
the thing itself than is the title-deed of real estate real prop- 
erty. All the property thus duplicated is taxed somewhere 
at some valuation, and it is an error to assume that the 
owners escape taxation thereon. 

It is not true that a vast amount of personal property 
wholly escapes taxation. The more correct statement is, 
that a vast amount of personal property escapes the double 
taxation which our laws attempt to impose upon it. 

The assessors’ lists, in so far as property is taxed twice, 


give a false and exaggerated estimate of wealth. If the com- 
bined property of A and B is, in contemplation of law and of 
the assessors, increased when A makes a loan to B, and if 
the evidence of title to property is taxed in addition to a tax 
on the property itself, the amount of property taxed must 
exceed the actual amount of property in existence. We be- 
lieve that there is no inherent peculiar quality in personal 
property which justifies its subjection to a double tax. 

The fact that the evidences of title to personal property 
are so readily negotiable has undoubtedly been instrumental 
in causing the taxation of such evidences in addition to the 
taxation of the property itself, but this fact does not furnish 
a good reason for the taxation of both. Negotiability of the 
evidence of title does not justify double taxation. If titles 
to real estate should be registered under the Australian sys- 
tem lately commended to the Legislature by a special mes- 
sage of the Governor, and should become as readily negotiable 
as bonds, no one would have the hardihood to claim that 
for. that reason the title-deed or certificate as well as the 
property should be taxed. 

Without going into the question as to whether it is expe- 
dient to tax personal property at all, we are clear that it is 
unwise and unjust to tax personal property more than once. 

In considering the taxation of personal property, the dis- 
tinction must be borne in mind between the thing itself, 
namely, machinery, stock of goods, supplies, furniture, 
jewels, pictures, money, etc., etc., and the certificate or 
other evidence of title thereto. We lay down these two 
propositions : — 

First. When both the thing itself and the holder of the 
evidence of title therein are within this State, it is not expe- 
dient or just to impose a double tax thereon. 

Second. Since a tax is laid on things personal which are 
within the limits of the State, notwithstanding the owner 
lives without the State, the power and propriety of other 
States doing the same thing should be recognized, and a 
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resident of this State should not be taxed here on account 
of his ownership in such things personal out of the State. 

The inequalities, injustice, and inefficiency of our system 
of assessing personal property are sufficient to condemn it. 

But there are reasons of policy as well. 

In the present time, rapid and cheap transit and communi- 
eation have brought the great rival competing cities here in 
the East close together. It no longer takes days to travel, 
or ship goods, or communicate. Time and space are anni- 
hilated. We are as much in close competition with New 
York and Philadelphia as if our boundaries touched. 

In Philadelphia personal property is not doubly taxed 5 im 
New York it is seldom doubly taxed; in Boston the most 
strenuous efforts are made to collect a double tax upon it. 
Boston and Massachusetts are both avoided like a house 
cuarded by a savage dog. It is true that one may not be 
bitten; but it is pleasanter to go where the dog is not so 
fierce. 

Our system is a scarecrow, and a most efficient one. 

Both capital and men are free in this country; they go 
where they please. 

Enoch Ensley, of Tennessee, lays down this axiom : “ Never 
tax anything that would be of value to your State that could 
and would run away, or that could or would come to you.” 

Untold millions of industrial capital has been warned away 
from Massachusetts, and driven out of it by our oppressive 
and unreasonable laws, and many a millionaire has feared to 
come here or left here for the same reason. 

We all know that the value of real estate depends upon 
the capital employed on it. The more capital there is the 
greater the demand for labor. We should seck to attract 
capital. We should not continue to warn it off and drive it 
out. 

Some States wisely attract corporate and individual wealth. 
Our State repels it. 

The most fertile spot upon the face of the globe, if not 
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reached by capital, is worthless, while the accumulation of 
capital upon and around the peninsula on which is built the 
city of New York, gives to portions of that rocky waste a value 
amounting to hundreds of dollars per square foot. In our 
own State we see that the market-value of real estate rapidly 
rises in those towns to which capital is attracted by reason 
of a low rate of taxation, or easy-going assessors. These 
towns now draw capital away from other cities and towns 
within the State, and especially from their neighbors. The 
same principle applied throughout the State would attract 
capital from other States, and if all personal property were 
exempted from taxation in this State, in advance of the 
adoption of the reform by other States, the result undoubt- 
edly would be that capital would flow in, and that there 
would be a general increase in the value of real estate owing 
to the greater demand for it and the greater amount of 
capital which would be placed upon it. In short, we believe 
that if the total tax levy should be laid upon real estate, and 
personal property wholly exempted from taxation, the State, 
us a whole, would be more prosperous ; labor would be better 
employed, and better paid; and real estate, in spite of the 
greater burden laid upon it, would increase in value more 
rapidly than in the past, and would be a better investment 
than it is. 

Many instances can be given of large corporations which 
have gone to Philadelphia or elsewhere, but which would 
have established themselves here had our laws been different. 

The absence of great industrial establishments in Boston is 
evident to every one. There is many an empty site from 
which capital has fled. 

Supposing an establishment employing $1,000,000 of 
eapital and 500 men. Which is worth most to the city of 
Boston, a tax on the million dollars, or the incidental 
advantages ? 

The tax would be $14,000 we will say. We insist on that, 
and lose the company. 
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Suppose we let them come. 

Five hundred tenements are occupied. Supposing each man 
to receive $500 a year in wages ; $250,000 is turned into the 
channels of trade by payments for provisions, groceries, 
clothing, rent, deposits in Savings Banks, ete. 

The quick capital of the company is deposited in our 
banks, or loaned to our people. 

Truckmen, longshoremen, expressmen, cab-drivers, and 
all the small tradesmen, find additional employment. 

Many a retired man of fortune would like to bring his fam- 
ily to Boston; many a rich nominal resident would like to 
remain here longer each year. . 

Our system keeps such people away, and although it is 
now no longer necessary to go each year into the country or 
out of the State on the first of May, the tradition survives, 
and people do go, partly, perhaps, because they will take no 
risk, partly from established custom under the necessities of 
our laws. 

It is impossible to make strangers come here against their 
will. It is impossible to make people stay here beyond the 
first of May.to be taxed. It cannot be done. Experience 
has proved it very plainly. 

What does this mean? : 

Ask the driver of the corner cab, the chore-man, the 
small grocer, the apothecary, all those who live on the ex- 
penditure of the wealthier classes, and they will tell you. 

It ineans serious loss of business. On one street on the 
Back Bay there are some 400 houses. It has been estimated 
that the householders expend on this street alone between 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000 yearly, or say $300,000 a month. 

Whether these people remain in town one, or two, or 
three months longer, more or less, is a question of expenditure 
of from $300,000 to $1,000,000 on this street alone, and of 
money paid in to the general wealth of Boston instead of 
elsewhere, of which cabmen, expressmen, carriers, chore- 
men, mechanics, laborers, and so on would get their share. 
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Such are some of the advantages of relieving personal 
property from double taxation. 

What are the objections ? 

It is said that the effect of relieving personal property from 
double taxation will be to raise the tax enormously upon 
real estate and make it a grievous burden. 

The effect of the entire exemption of personal property 
would be to raise the tax at first to $17.31 per thousand, as 
we have shown; but the exemption of merchandise and other 
personal property would make this easy to bear. , 

The effect would be eventually to make the rate less than 
at present. 

The establishment here of only a few large manufacturing 
establishments would shortly increase improvements in real 
estate to a value which would offset, and more than offset, the 
loss of personal property. 

Moreover, there are ways of increasing the revenue of the 
city, and of decreasing her ‘expenditures without harmful 
results. | 

It will be asked whether an exclusive real-estate tax will 
not fall heavily on the owners of small houses and prevent 
the increase of them? 

Such is not the experience of Philadelphia, where there are 
more houses of small cost, owned by the occupant, than in 
any city in the civilized word. 

In the city of Boston the sentiment in favor of the ex- 
emption of personal property is very strong and constantly 
growing, while in some of the other cities and towns the 
opposition to the reform would be strenuous. Discussion 
and investigation have done much to throw light upon and 
simplify the problem. If it is constitutional to pass a law 
allowing the city of Boston to raise money for its own 
expenditure (excluding county and State levies) by a tax 
upon real estate alone, the advantage of such a system could 
soon be developed, and, having been developed, other cities 
und towns would be eager to adopt the same system. 
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Our laws contemplate the taxation of the municipal bonds 
of our cities and towns when held by our citizens. Trustees, 
guardians, executors, administrators, and institutions would 
naturally seek municipal bonds as an investment, but they 
are prevented from so doing, because being under public 
supervision they cannot escape the taxation imposed by our 
laws, while untaxed purchasers and foreigners can afford to 
buy the bonds upon a_ basis of interest return which, were 
the tax deducted from it, would make the income absurdly 
small. Hence the cities and towns in this Commonwealth 
are deprived of a large class of customers, whose competition 
would undoubtedly enable them to market their bonds at a 
lower rate of interest than they are now paying. It is the 
opinion of financiers that the city of Boston, whose credit is 
as good if not better than that of the city of New York, 
could borrow money at the same rate of interest, namely, 
one-half per cent. lower than is now paid upon our city loans, 
if its bonds were not subject to a tax when held by our own 
citizens. In consequence of the dread of the tax the city is 
obliged to pay one-half per cent. or one-eighth more interest 
while the tax realized is very small. The whole amount of 
town and city bonds, included in the sworn returns made to 
the assessors in the city of Boston for the year 1890, is 
three hundred and eighty-four thousand dollars, upon which 
the tax is less than five thousand dollars. Taking the bonded 
indebtedness of the city at fifty millions, one-half per cent. 
interest thereon would amount to two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. What is true in regard to the bonds of 
the city of Boston is true also of other cities and towns in 
the Commonwealth. 

If our municipal bonds had been issued free of taxation, 
the net result to the cities and towns would have been better 
than it has been. The extra amount paid out for interest in 
consequence of the bonds being subject to taxation is greater 
than the amount actually realized from the tax. 
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SUMMARY. 


We are of opinion : — 

First. That the attempt to tax municipal bonds results 
in a loss rather than in a gain to the cities and towns issuing 
such bonds. 

Second. That a man should not be taxed for the gross 
amount of his property, but should only be taxed for the net 
amount of his property after deducting his indebtedness. 

Third. That the income of individuals or partners, de- 
rived from property subject to taxation, should not be taxed, 
even though the amount of such income may have been in- 
creased by the exercise of skill and care. 

fourth. That all forms of double taxation should be 
abolished. |

MAJORITY REPORT. 


In BoarpD oF ALDERMEN, June 24, 1891. 


The Special Committee of the Board of Aldermen, ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges against the Inspector of 
Milk and Vinegar, respectfully report, that they have investi- 
gated the said charges fully and carefully, at several public 
hearings upon the subject, given by the committee, and as 
the result of their investigation the committee has reached 
the following conclusions, so far as the charges are con- 
cerned, namely : — 

Charges 1, 2, 3, and 4 are not proven. 

Charge 5. Connivance at the violation of the milk law is 
not proven. The remaining part of charge 5 has been met 
and satisfactorily explained by the inspector. 

Charge 6. Not proven. 

Charge 7. It was shown that Comee borrowed sums of 
money from milkmen, but that it was done without the 
knowledge of the inspector. 
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Charge 8. In answer to this charge it appears that Comee 
was dischar ged by the inspector on Jan. 1S og 

Charge 9. Tn answer to this charge it apperrs that Sulli- 
van was discharged by the inspector, Dec. 31, 1890, the 
inspector not being satisfied with the manner in which he 
performed his duties. 


Charge 10 is not proven.

CHARGES AGAINST INSPECTOR OF MILK. 3 


MINORITY REPORT. 


The minority of the Special Committee to investigate the 
charges against the Inspector of Milk and Vinegar dissents 
from the majority report as follows : — 

I find as follows, from the evidence offered in support of 
the charges : — 

1. That Charles Harrington, the Inspector of Milk, does 
not personally attend to the duties of inspector, absents him- 
self from his office, except for one hour each day; and is 
engaged in other business which conflicts with the proper 
performance of his duties. 

2. That said Harrington intrusts the performance of the 
duties of inspector to the chemist of the department, James 
O. Jordan, who also is engaged in other business, which 
renders it impossible for him to properly perform all the 
work required of him as a chemist. 

The evidence shows that the duties of the Inspector of 
Milk are issuing of licenses to milk dealers, registration of 
stores in which oleomargarine is sold, collection and inspec- 
tion of milk samples, and enforcement of the law in the courts 
(p. 2 of the Inspectors’ Report, City Document 31, of 1890). 
As inspector of vinegar and oleomargarine, the statutes of the 
Commonwealth require him to see that the proprietors of all 
stores in which oleomargarine or butterine is sold comply 
with the law relating to the marking of the packages and 
wrappers in which the oleomargarine or butterine is kept and 
sold. He is required also to see that all vinegar sold is pure 
and not adulterated. 

The evidence (pp. 346, 348) shows that the issuing of 
licenses, registration of stores, collection of samples, and 
inspection of samples are performed by the clerk, collectors, 
and chemist of the department, and not by the inspector. I 
find that Inspector Harrington (pp. 404, 405), between 
the first day of October, 1889, and last of April, 1891, a 
period of nineteen months, was present at the Superior 
Criminal Court in Boston fifty-three times, attending to the 
enforcement of the milk law. As during this time there 
were but eight (p. 345) cases for violation of the milk 
statute tried in that court, his presence there was required 
the entire day only about eight times. The other times his 
presence was required there only in the afternoon between 
the hours of 3 and 4 o’clock (p. 405). 

The exact number of days or parts of days spent by In- 
spector Harrington in the Municipal Courts is not ascer- 
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tainable from the evidence, although one hundred and 
twenty-two days (p. 352) would be an approximate number. 
The evidence shows that it was customary to have several 
cases called for trial or disposition on one day. This ae- 
counts for the difference in the total number of cases and 
total number of days spent at court by the inspector. 

I find Dr. Harrington has been Inspector of Milk and 
Vinegar for the past two years; that during the four years 
preceding his appointment, while Professor Babcock had charge 
of the office as inspector, it was: customary to receive from 
milkmen, aud analyze free of charge, samples of milk. “One- 
fourth of the entire number of samples analyzed during his 
four years of office,” says Professor Babcock (p. 279), “ were 
received at the office from milk dealers, and analyzed for them 
free of charge. This was done for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether the milk when being sold by milk dealers was 
in the same condition as when received by them from the 
farmers and wholesale dealers. If found to be in the same 
condition, complaint was made against the farmer or whole- 
sale dealer, and the retail dealer was not prosecuted, the in- 
spector being satisfied that the adulteration was done by the 
farmer or wholesale dealer. This custom enabled the in- 
spector,” said Professor Babcock (pp. 274-275), “ to deter- 
mine who was to blame for the adulteration of the milk.” 

Inspector Harrington, shortly after being appointed, in 
June, 1889, discontinued this custom (p. 58), and from, 
that time till about Jan. 1, 1891 (p. 59), no samples were 
received from milkmen for analysis. The milkmen, when 
calling at the office between these dates for the purpose of 
having their samples analyzed, were referred by the clerk 
(p. 12) to several chemists in the city of Boston, among 
whom were Dr. Worcester, assistant chemist at Harvard 
Medical School. Dr. Worcester testified that he was a 
friend of Inspector Harrington; that at the time of Dr. 
Harrington’s appointment as inspector they were both em- 
ployed as chemists at Harvard Medical School; that Dr. 
Harrington, shortly after his appointment as inspector, made 
an arrangement (p. 250) with him by which he, Dr. 
Worcester, was to receive at the laboratory of the Medical 
School samples of milk from milkmen and charge them for 
analysis one dollar per sample, the price charged by other 
chemists being, as Dr. Harrington said to Dr. Worcester, 
too much. 

The evidence shows that some milkmen did take sam- 
ples of milk to Dr. Worcester for analysis, after being re- 
ferred to him by the employés of the milk inspector's office. 

The custom of receiving samples of milk from milkmen for 
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analysis was one approved by Dr. Harrington himself; for, 
on page 30 of his report (City Document 31, of 189 J), after 
he had been inspector one year, he says that the public are 
invited and urged to bring in samples for analy sis without 
charge, and “ the inspector feels justified in urging that in 
addition to another collector he may have the means to em- 
ploy an assistant to the chemist, in order that the latter may 
be relieved of much of his over-time work, and that the 
above-mentioned privilege may be restored.” 

This custom or privilege was discontinued shortly after 
Dr, Harrington was appointed inspector (p. 58), and the 
cause of its discontinuance, as given by Mr. Jordan, the 
chemist of the department, was the fact that some four years 
ago a milkman watered a sample purposely and submitted it 
for analysis (p. 57), and that there was no time for the 
analysis of such samples (p. 41). 

An appropriation of $1,600, the amount asked for by Dr. 
Harrington for the purpose of employing an additional col- 
lector and an assistant chemist, that this privilege might be 
restored to the milkmen, was granted (City Document 49, of 
1890, pp. 64-65). 

From the granting of that extra appropriation to the pres- 
ent time no additional collector and no assistant chemist has 
been employed. ‘This appropriation was used by Dr. Har- 
rington in increasing the salaries of his chemist, Jordan, and 
clerk, Griffin, and assented to by Mayor Hart on the repre- 
sentation by Dr. Harrington that there was a large increase 
in the amount of their work (p. 268), a representation 
shown by Jordan’s testimony to have been false. Jordan 
says on page 14 that he thinks that during the year 1890 he 
was employed about the same number of hours as during 
the year 1889, and that between May 1, 1889, and May 1, 
1890, there was employed at the office the same number of 
collectors as was employed there between May 1, 1890, and 
the present time (pp. 14, 15, 30, 46). 

I find that after the increasing of Jordan’s salary from 
$1,350 to $1,800, he was permitted by Dr. Harrington to 
absent himself from the milk office two afternoons each 
week, about two hours each of the two afternoons, acting as 
instructor at the Massachusetts College of Pharmacy. 

I find that Dr. Harrington receives $600 a year for ser- 
vices at Harvard Medical School as lecturer, the lectures 
being delivered between 9 A.M. and 4 P.M. 

I find that he receives $1,500 a year from the State Board 
of Health for services as chemist, making for that board 
analyses of milk food, ete. (p. 235). 

I find that there are in Boston about 1,100 retail grocery 
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stores in which is kept for sale vinegar and oleomargarine 
and butter. The evidence shows that in 1889 only 460 
samples of vinegar were taken ; in 1890 only 569 samples ; 
that in 1889 only 189 samples of oleomargarine were taken, 
and in 1890 only 71, showing that more than half of the retail 
grocery stores were not visited either of the past two years 
by the inspector or his collectors, and that neither the in- 
spector nor his collectors know whether in the stores not 
visited, the law regarding oleomargarine and vinegar is 
violated or not (pp. 351, 352, 353). 

I find the inspector who preceded Dr. Harrington in office 
devoted all of. his time to the performance of the duties of 
inspector, and that the proper performance of those duties 
required his entire time from 9 A.M. to 5 P.M. 

I find that the present inspector spends a little more than 
an hour a day at the milk inspector’s office and a great part 
of his time at the laboratory of the Harvard Medical School 
in performance of his duties as chemist for the State Board 
of Health. 

I find that the privilege of having samples of milk ana- 
lyzed free of charge should he restored to the milkmen; 
that the chemist should devote all of his time to the perform- 
ance of his duties as chemist, and should not be permitted to 
spend any part of the time between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. 
in any other business. 

_ I find that the enforcement of the oleomargarine and 
vinegar law has been grossly neglected, although of the 
$3,000 a year paid by the city to the inspector, $1,200 is 
paid to him in his capacity as Inspector of Vinegar and Oleo- 
margarine. - 

I find that the performance by Dr. Harrington of his 
duties as chemist for the Board of Health and lecturer at 
Harvard has interfered with the performance of his duties as 
inspector of milk, and that the Inspector of Milk and Vine- 
gar should devote all of his time to the performance of his 
duties as such. 

3.. That said Harrington makes use of the power given 
him as inspector to unjustly harass and annoy some milk 
dealers against whom he conceives a dislike, while he per- 
mits others to be practically exempt from the provisions of 
the law. 

4. That said Harrington has allowed himself to be im- 
properly influenced in the performance of his duties by politi- 
eal and friendly considerations. 

5. That said Harrington has connived at the violation of 
the milk law, and has neglected to make complaints in court 
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of a large number of violations of the milk law when he has 
been in possession of satisfactcry evidence of guilt; and 
that said Harrington has thus violated the provisions of 
chapter 57 of the Public Statutes. 

The sections of the milk statute relating to these charges 
read as follows : — 

Section 8 of Public Statutes of Massachusetts (as 
amended by chapter 310, Acts of 1884). 

“ Any inspector of milk, and any servant or agent of an 
inspector, who wilfully connives at or assists In a violation 
of the provisions of this chapter, and whoever hinders, 
obstructs, or in any way interferes with any inspector of 
milk, or any servant or agent of an inspector, in the per- 
formance’ of his duty shall be punished by fine of not less 
than one hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment for not less than thirty nor more than 
sixty days. : | 

“Secor. 10. It shall be the duty of every inspector to in- 
stitute a complaint for a violation of any of the provisions 
of this chapter on the information of any person who lays 
before him satisfactory evidence by which to sustain such 
complaint.” 

“ Wilfully conniving,” as used in this statute, taking the 
expert testimony of lawyers J. A. Maxwell and I. R. Clark, 
both reputable attorneys of the highest standing at the 
Suffolk bar, means merely “intentional overlooking” (pp. 
331, 332, 414, 415, 416). 

According to their testimony (pp. 330, 414, 415, 417), 
under section 10 of chapter 57 of the Public Statutes, the 
inspector is required to make complaint in court in all cases 
when he has sufficient evidence to convict. He has no dis- 
cretion. Every one having milk of less than the required 
standard for sale should be prosecuted. The books of the 
Milk Department show that not more than one-fourth of the 
violations of the milk law during the past two years have 
been prosecuted, although in each instance the inspector had 
the evidence of his collector, who took the sample, and his 
chemist, who analyzed it, upon which to secure a conviction, 
these two persons in each instance being the only witnesses 
needed to prove the case for the prosecution. 

The evidence (pp. 111, 112, 118, 114) shows that some 
forty cases were marked “complaint” by Dr. Harrington, 
and, although intended by him to be prosecuted in court, 
they were never so prosecuted. The inspector says (p. 354) 
that he had good reasons for his change of mind concerning 
them, but forgets the reasons and is unable to now give 
them.

I find (pp. 91, 168, 164, 134) from the evidence of Mr. 
Kelly, still a collector of milk samples, and from the evi- 
dence of Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Comee, both ex-collectors, 
that the fact that some milk dealers were often complained 
of in court and others never, was the subject of comment at 
the inspector’s office, and that frequently the employés of 
the office there used the expression, “ What’s the use of 
bringing in samples from this milkman, — he’s never put in 
court. There is somebody behind him.” 

I find that aldermen of the city of Boston sometimes 
solicited the inspector not to prosecute certain milk dealers 
in whose favor they sought the inspector. 

The evidence indicates that sometimes their efforts met 
with success. We find from the uncontradicted evidence 
(p. 176) that one alderman handed to a collector a list of 
names of four milkmen to be delivered to the inspector. 
These men were to be protected. The original paper was 
produced at the hearing, and it is in evidence that after 
being received by the collector from the alderman, It was 
shown to the inspector and kept by the collector at the sug- 
gestion of the inspector. 

I find (p. 176) that one of the men whose name was on 
that paper was complained of in court, and although he had 
previously been convicted of violations of the milk law 
and fined, his case was disposed of by a plea of nolo con- 
tendere without payment of even the costs. A store- 
keeper, to whom this milk dealer furnished mulk, was in 
court the same day and his case disposed of in like manner. 
The inspector could assign no reason for this. 

One milk dealer whose name was on that list had four 
samples (pp. 92, 93) taken from him at four different times 
within a period of five months. Each sample, on analysis, 
proved to be greatly below the standard, two of them being 
watered (pp. 360, 361). The cards attached to these sam- 
ples were all marked “complaint.” This milkman was not 
complained of in court on either of these samples. No rea- 
son for his failure to prosecute could be given by the in- 
spector. He had, he said, forgotten the reasons (p. 360). 

In the opinion of the legal experts (pp. 331, 832, 415, 
416) the inspector was guilty of wilfully conniving at the 
violations of the milk law by this milk dealer, and was liable 
criminally under section 8 of chapter 57 of the Public 
Statutes. 

The evidence shows that from some milkmen the collectors 
took from seven to thirteen samples at a time, causing a 
delay to the milk dealer of an hour or more of his time (pp. 
65,7 70)% , 
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The collectors usually took but one or two samples, and 
according to the testimony (p. 83) the collectors took a 
large number only when ordered to by either the inspector, 
or the chemist acting for the inspector in his absence The 
evidence shows several instances of this method of annoying 
some milkmen. 

I find (pp. 125, 126, 369, 370, 371) that about two hun- 
dred cards marked complaint were destroyed at the inspect- 
or’s suggestion between the first informal meeting and the 
second meeting of your committee, and after the attorney for 
Mr. Keenan had requested of the committee the privilege of 
examining the books. No reasonable excuse was given by 
Dr. Harrington for this destruction of original memoranda. 
It is in evidence that no complaints in court were ever made 
in these two hundred cases, although all of the cards were 
marked “complaint,” and at the time of marking by Dr. 
Harrington were intended for complaint in court. 

T find that the inspector has been proven guilty of charges 
3, 4, and 5. 

6. That on Aug. 8, 1890, A. S. Comee, one of the col- 
lectors of milk samples employed by said Harrington, wa- 
tered and adulterated a sample of milk taken by him from 
a milk dealer, for which watering and adulteration said milk 
dealer was prosecuted in court and acquitted by a jury. 

On the 8th day of August, 1890 (pp. 164-165), A. S. 
Comee took from James F. Keenan a sample of milk in a 
small can, attached a card to the can, carried the can to the 
inspector’s office and placed it ina closet to which he and 
the chemist, Mr.. Jordan, had a key. Mr. Jordan (p. 22) 
analyzed the sample contained in the can and found it con- 
tained about forty per cent. added water and a coloring mat- 
ter known as annatto, a foreign substance used to give a rich 
color to milk. 

At the time of taking the sample from Keenan, Comee 
delivered to Keenan at Keenan’s request a small bottle of 
the milk, sealed air-tight and stamped with the metal stamp 
carried by the collector with the words “Inspector of Milk 
and Vinegar” on the sealing wax. This sealed sample Kee- 
nan delivered to Professor Sharples, one of the most reputable 
chemists of the city of Boston. Professor Sharples (pp. 32- 
39) testifies that the sample when delivered to him had the seal 
intact, and that the bottle was air-tight. He analyzed the 
milk contained in it and found the milk to be of good stand- 
ard quality, containing no added water and no annatto or 
other foreign coloring matter. If Professor Sharples is to be 
believed, the sealed sample had never been tampered with. 
Admitting Jordan’s analysis to be accurate, Comee must 
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have watered and adulterated the sample in his sample can: 
while at the milk office. The evidence shows that at the 
milk office there was annatto in bottles which might have 
been used by Comee. 

The evidence (p. 64) also shows that Comee had threat- 
ened to “fix” Keenan. Keenan was tried by a jury and 
acquitted. In consequence of the gequittal, three other 
cases for violation of the milk law were, on the day of Kee- 
nan’s trial, disposed of by the assistant district-attorney, 
with the consent and approval of Inspector Harrington, with- 
out trial and without cost to the defendant (p. 65). 

I am forced to the conclusion that Comee did adulterate 
with water and annatto the sample of milk taken from 
Keenan. 

The inspector claims that this charge was once investigated 
by Mayor Hart and Comee found not guilty. The evidence 
(pp. 258, 259) shows that Mayor Hart never heard a parti- 
cle of evidence against Comee, and only the evidence in his 
favor. Such an investigation was simply a farce, and not 
sufficiently thorough to enable Mayor Hart to arrive at the 
truth. 

7. That said A. 8. Comee, while employed as collector 
of milk samples by said Harrington, was in the habit. of 
exacting from milk dealers loans of money varying 1 
amount from ten to fifty dollars, and aggregating several 
hundred dollars, offering no security therefor, and with no 
ability to repay the sums. 

The uncontradicted evidence in relation to this charge 
proves that Comee, while acting as collector of milk sam- 
ples, borrowed from a milk dealer named Post ten dollars. 
(p. 244), from a milk dealer named Giroux (pp. 187-188) 
fifty dollars, from a milk dealer named Byrne (pp. 187-188) 
terf dollars; that he gave no security for the loans, and has 
not paid them. The circumstances under which the loans 
were made indicate that the money was given for the pur- 
pose of obtaining return favors from the collector anc 
improperly influencing him in the performance of his duties 
as collector. 

8. That said Comee, about the 17th day of December, 
1890, refused to cease performing the duties of collector of 
milk samples, and, against the wishes of said Harrington, 
continued to act and perform said duties. 

I find (pp. 160, 161, 103, 23) that about Dec. 17, 1890, 
Inspector Harrington requested Comee to resign his pos- 
ition as collector, stating to him that the office was under 
« cloud with him in it, and if Comee is believed, saying that 
he (the inspector) could not get a renomination with him in 
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the office. Comee consulted his attorney, Halsey J. Board- 
man, and reported to the inspector that he had concluded 
not to resign. The inspector (pp. 1380, 131, 879, 380) 
asked Collector Sullivan if he could not secure a position 
elsewhere for Comee, or secure his transfer to some other 
department. 

Comee continued to. ek as collector until Jan. 1, 1891, 
when he was discharged. 

9. That said Harrington, on Dec. 31, 1890, discharged 
Patrick T. Sullivan, one a the pollsceons of milk sam- 
ples, because said Sullivan, at the Municipal Court of 
the Roxbury District of the city of Boston, in a case for 
violation of the milk law, agreed with the statement of the 
defendant in that case concerning the condition of the sample 
of milk when taken, when to do otherwise would have 
necessitated the committal of perjury on the part of said 
Sullivan. | 

One) Dee. 31, 1890, Patrick F. Shields was at the 
Municipal Court of the Roxbury District of Boston as de- 
fendant, charged with having milk of less than standard 
quality in his possession for sale. 

Shields kept a grocery store, and sold an eight-quart can 
of milk a day. During the term of office of Inspector Har- 
rington he had never received any notice that any sample 
of milk taken from him was not of standard quality, and 
had never seen Collector Sullivan before the day on which 
he took the sample, on which he was in court, on December 
al (pp. 62, 63). According to Shields’ and Sullivan’s 
testimony, the milk from which the sample was taken was 
slightly frozen. Sullivan, at the time he took the sample, 
filled out a blank card, which he attached to the sample and 
from which he might refresh his memory, when called on to 
testify. He filled out all the blanks on the card, but did 
not state on it that the milk was frozen. There was ou the 
card no word calling for any statement as to its being frozen, 
although there were on it printed words requiring state- 
ments, all of which were properly filled out by Sullivan. 

Shields, at the Court-House on December 31, stated to 
the inspector that the milk was slightly frozen at the time 
Sullivan took the sample. Sullivan told the inspector that 
Shields’ statement was correct. The inspector then, after 
arranging that the case against Shields should be placed on 
file without expense to Shields, went to his office and wrote 
a discharge for Sullivan, leaving it in the clerk’s possession, 
to be delivered to Sullivan, giving in it no reason except 
“ dissatisfaction with his conduct” (p. 382). 

Another reason alleged for the discharge of Sullivan was 
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intimacy with milkmen, but on this poimt there was no evi- 
dence offered showing any improper intimacy or any inti- 
macy interfering with Sullivan’s performance of his duties as 
collector, except the evidence concerning “ Globe” coupons. 

Another reason alleged was Sullivan’s overbearing manner 
in his treatment of milkmen while acting as collector. Dur- 
ing Sullivan’s twenty-two months’ service as’ collector, but 
four (p. 60) complaints were made as to his overbearing 
manner; the first one at least a year before his discharge, 
and the last one at least four months. The four complaints 
came from persons who were complained of in court at the 
time concerning which they made complaint (p. 60). 

Inspector Harrington (p. 384) when testifying was un- 
able to recall but one instance of complaint, and the testi- 
mony as to the four comes from Chemist Jordan. 

Mr: Sullivan was appointed collector, with high recom- 
mendation from Mayor Hart and others. He was, accord- 
ing to Dr. Harrington’s own testimony, an honest, energetic 
collector; the one always relied on to obtain samples from 
milkmen when other collectors failed to secure them (pp. 
197,-294, 385, 393). 

I find that none of the above reasons were sufficient to 
justify the discharge of Sullivan. The last reason given for 
his discharge was that during the “ Globe ” coupon contest in 
the summer and fall of 1890, he, while acting as collector of 
milk samples, was in the habit of collecting Globe” coupons 
from milkmen. 

The evidence shows that Sullivan was captain of a military 
company, one of the contestants fora prize offered by the 
“Globe ” for the company having the largest number of votes. - 
Sullivan did collect from milkmen coupons both at the office 
of the Inspector of Milk, and on the street while performing 
his duties as collector. 

Chemist Jordan collected coupons for Sullivan. 

Collectors Kelly and Comee, both at the inspector's office, 
and while on the street performing their duties as collectors, 
collected coupons for Sullivan from milkmen, Clerk Grifin, 
seated at his desk in the inspector’s office, received from 
milkmen bundles of coupons for Sullivan. Dr. Harring- 
ton himself, at the milk office, and in the presence of the 
employés of the office, received bundles of coupons from 
milkmen for Sullivan (pp. 158, 52, 53, 1038, 106, 167, 
385). 

Jordan, Comee, Kelly, Griffin, and Dr. Harrington ad- 
vised Sullivan to become a candidate himself for one of the 
“Globe” prizes, and Jordan and Dr. Harrington offered (see 
Jordan’s, Griffin’s, and Sullivan’s testimony, pp. 128, 54, 
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106, 190) Sullivan money if he would conclude to become a 
candidate. The only objection ever made by Dr. Harring- 
ton was to the effect that he would be glad when it was over. 
He never forbade the collection of coupons, but frequently 
inquired how Sullivan’s company was getting along in the 
contest (p. 55). He, according to Sullivan’s testimony, per- 
mitted Sullivan to use the horse and wagon belonging to the 
department for the purpose, on the last day of the contest, 
of collecting coupons from milkmen in South Boston, Dor- 
chester, and Jamaica Plain DavlZ9,) 

I find that the part taken by Sullivan in the collection of 
“Globe” coupons was proper cause for his removal, and that 
the conduct of the inspector in permitting and assisting 
in the collection of the coupons by his clerk, chemist, and 
collectors, was more improper than the mere collection of 
coupons by these persons. The conduct of a subordinate 
might be overlooked, while. the conduct of the superior can- 
not he. 

10. That said Harrington has brought the office of In- 
spector of Milk into disrepute by engaging in the manipulation 
of politics, solicitation for continuance in office, and uttering 
of remarks as follows: “ We have the Mayor all right. T’m 
sure of my nomination. I have six of the aldermen, and we 
will buy more.” 

I find that Dr. Harrington, in the spring of 1890, accord- 
ing to ex-Alderman Reed’s testimony, was a “ good Repub- 
lican” (p. 340). 

The evidence (p. 123) shows that Sullivan was introduced 
to Dr. Harrington at Mayor Hart’s office in June of 1889; 
that after a consultation there and then held by these three 
men, a Democrat named Killeen was discharged and Sulli- 
van, who was a Republican, was asked by Dr. Harrington 
to wait a few days until he gave Killeen notice (p. 124), 
after which time Sullivan took Killeen’s place. 

In the spring of 1890 (pp. 295-206) Mr. Kelly, a Repub- 
lican, was appointed to a position at the office as collector. 

There is some evidence that at the time of the hearing 
Dr. Harrington was a good Democrat (p. 87). There is 
evidence that he questioned Griffin, Kelly, Comee, and 
Sullivan as to their politics (pp. 110, 86, 132). 

The evidence shows that the two collectors who, in January, 
1891, took the places of Comee and Sullivan, secured their 
positions through the influence of Democratic officials of the 
present city g oovernment (pp. 184-188). 

I find that the inspector, in making the appointments of 
the collectors, took into consideration their politics, and has 
violated section 5 of chapter 320 of the Acts of 1884, 
known asthe Civil Service Law, which reads : — 
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“No recommendation of any person who shall apply 
for office or place under the provisions of this act, which 
may be given by any senator, member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, alderman, or councilman, except as to the 
character or residence of the applicant, shall be received or 
considered by any person concerned in making any appoint- 
ment under this act,” and is liable to the punishment pre- 
scribed in section 24 of the same act, which reads : — 

“Whoever, after a rule has been duly established and 
published according to the provisions of this act, makes an 
appointment to office or selects a person for employment 
contrary to the provisions of such rule, or wilfully refuses 
or neglects otherwise to comply with or te conform to the 
provisions of this act, or violates any of such provisions, 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than one hundred, nor 
more than one thousand dollars for each offence.” 

I find that the inspector has further rendered himself 
liable to punishment under the provisions of chapter 320 of 
the Acts of 1884, by paying with the money of the city of 
Boston a bill incurred by one of his collectors, acting under 
his instructions in furnishing a reporter of one of the daily 
newspapers with liquors and cigars. See evidence, pp. 157— 
167, and section 13 of chapter 320 of the Acts of 1884, 
which reads : — 

“No city in the commonwealth shall pay any bill incurred 
by any official or officials thereof for wines, liquors, or cigars, 
nor shall any city pay any bill for refreshments furnished to 
any official of said city where the amount for any one day 
shall exceed one dollar for each member of the government 
of said city, who certifies over his own signature to the 
correctness of the bill.” 

I find that about the 17th of December, 1890, Dr. 
Harrington told Collector Sullivan that he had the Mayor all 
right, and six aldermen, and could buy more, and was sure of 
his nomination. 

Mr. Sullivan’s testimony (pp. 189-140) on this point is 
corroborated by the testimony of Collector Kelly (pp. 252- 
253), in which he states that about two weeks before Jan. 
1, 1891, Sullivan told him that Dr. Harrington had made 
the remark about the Mayor and the aldermen substantially 
as testified to by Mr. Sullivan. | 

Mr. Sullivan is also corroborated on this point by Mr. 
Griffin’s testimony (p. 109), in which he says he heard on 
Jan. 1, 1891, Dr. Harrington say to Mr. Sullivan, “I 
told you a matter a few days ago and I told you to keep 
your mouth closed, and you did not,” and further (p. 108), 
that Dr. Harrington in that conversation with Mr. Sullivan 
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said in Mr. Griffin’s hearing that there had been a “ breach 
of confidence” by Mr. Sullivan; that something was then 
said by Dr. Harrington about Mr. Sullivan’s keeping his 
“ears and eyes open and his mouth shut,” and that he 
“didn’t want a man who would commit such a breach of 
confidence.” Mr. Sullivan says this conversation between 
himself and Dr. Harrington referred to the inspector’s re- 
marks about the Mayor and aldermen, and that there 
was no other secret which could have been referred to. 

Dr. Harrington denies that he made the statement as to 
the Mayor and aldermen, but does not in any of his testi- 
mony explain to what he referred when he, in Mr. Griffin’s 
hearing, made use of the words sworn to by Mr. Griffin and 
Mr. Sullivan. As Mr. Sullivan was not discharged till 
Dec. 31, 1890, and as Sullivan, Kelly, and Griffin are un- 
impeached as witnesses, their testimony is only explainable 
on the theory that Dr. Harrington did say about Dec. 17, 
1890, that he had the Mayor all right and six of the alder- 
men, and could buy more, and was sure of his nomination. 

A large number of witnesses were notified and summoned 
to appear before the committee, but owing to the fact that 
their attendance could not be secured, the complainant was 
obliged to submit his case without the benefit of their testi- 
mony. 

I find that all of the charges have been sustained by the 
evidence, and recommend that as the term of office of the 
present inspector has expired, some one be appointed to 
the office of Inspector of Milk and Vinegar, who will devote 
all of his time to the performance of its duties, and who will 
realize the necessity of a thorough and impartial administra- 
tion of the law.

RELATIVE TO 


THE STENCH AT THE SEWER OUTLET 
ON BENNINGTON STREET. 


HeattH DEPARTMENT, 
12 Bracon STREET, Roston, June 24, 1891. 
To the Honorable Board of Aldermen: — 

GENTLEMEN, —The order of the Board it Aldermen, 
requesting the Board of Health to ‘‘ investigate and report 
the cause of the stench at the sewer outlet on Bennington 
street, Orient Heights, and what action is necessary, if any, 
to ihite the same,” fas been received and the investigation 
made. 

We beg to report that early in May the residents about 
Winthrop Junction complained of bad odors in that locality. 

The Board of Health at once investigated, and found a 
portion of the flats owned by the Boston Land Company, 
which are exposed, except at high water, to be in a state of 
nuisance, and beyond doubt the cause of the odors complained 
of. 

On May 15 the Board of Health notified the Boston Land 
Company of the existence of the nuisance on their property, 
requested its abatement, and suggested dredging and filling 
as the best method. 
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The Land Company signified their willingness to comply 
with the request, and asked the Harbor and Land Commis- 
sioners for permission to fill the flats in .question, and pend- 
ing a decision further action has been delayed. 

The odor is now much Jess than. it was a few weeks ago, 
but still exists, and the complaints made are well founded. ~- 

The only public outlet in that section is into a sluice under 
Saratoga street, about 1,000 feet north-west from Winthrop 
Junction. 

There is no nuisance near this sewer outlet, nor is it prob- 
able that the portion of the flats in question have been 
materially affected by the sewage from this source, owing to 
the favorable cdnditions under which the discharge takes 
place. ; 

A moderate amount of local drainage is discharged upon 
the flats at a higher level and is responsible for a portion of 
the offensive condition. 

The Board of Health believes that the filling of the offen- 
sive portion of the flats, especially by dredging the channel 
adjoining, will be found to be the quickest and most effect- 


ual method of abating the nuisance, and that the extension 
of the Saratoga-street sewer across the flats would not in 
itself materially affect the present nuisance. — 

The Board of Health will pursue the matter to the extent 
of its authority, and believes that the filling will be accom- 
plished. 

We respectfully suggest that inasmuch as the marshes and 
flats about East Boston are each year becoming more and 
more unbearable from the flow of sewage, and that the only 
relief which can be expected must come by the use of an in- 
tercepting sewer, that the hastening of the construction and 
completion of that part of the metropolitan sewer between 
East Boston and its discharge at Deer Island must be looked 
for with much concern.

In BoarD OF ALDERMEN, July 8, 1891. 


The Special Committee of the Board of Aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit and inspect the jail and the other houses of 
detention in the County of Suffolk, having made the inspec- 
tion required by law, respectfully submit herewith their 
semi-annual report. 


ATE: 


The committee visited the jail June 23, 1891, and 
found everything in a neat and clean condition. The insti- 
tution contained at the date of inspection one hundred and 
thirty-seven male and nineteen female prisoners. ‘The com- 
mittee did not discover any special cause for criticism, 
either in the care of the jail or in the quality of the food 
furnished to the prisoners. The labor in the jail is chiefly 
performed by the prisoners, and the work is apparently 
done in a creditable and proper manner. 
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DreER ISLAND. 


House of Industry, House of Reformation, and Truant 
School. 


These institutions were visited June 19, and their general 
condition was found to be fully up to the established 
standard. The buildings throughout were clean and prop- 
erly maintained, the various articles composing the fare of 
the inmates were found to be of good quality, and the food 
itself properly prepared. The health of the inmates was 
good, only a small namber of the inmates being confined in 
the hospital. 

The inmates of the House of Industry were employed as 
usual in the manufacture of clothing, and in the various 
duties connected with the institution. The printing-oflice is 
still maintained at the island, and affords occupation for a 
number of the boys, which should prove of value to them 
in after years. } 


MARCELLA-STREET Homes. 


This institution was visited June 28, and its condition 
was very satisfactory in respect to cleanliness and general 
management, and was especially so as regards the health of 
the inmates, only a very few cases requiring treatment in the 
hospital. The food was examined, and found good in quality, 
and properly cooked. The school had closed for the summer, 
at the time of the committee’s visit, and the children were 
enjoying themselves without restraint in the open air. The 
girls receive instruction in sewing, and many of them have — 
acquired considerable proficiency in this kind of employ- 
ment. 


Lunatic Hospirat. 


The Lunatic Hospital, at South Boston, and the retreat for 
the Insane, at Austin Farm, were visited, June 23, and 
found in good condition and well maintained, respectively, 
so far as circumstances will permit. 

The South Boston institution is overcrowded, and but 
poorly adapted for an insane retreat ; but in the number of 
its patients who have improved or recovered, it compares 
favorably with most of the modern institutions in this State 
and other parts of the country. 

The enlargement of the building at Austin Farm, where 
the chronic insane are sent, is a much-needed improvement, 
and the committee were pleased to learn from the Commis- 
sioners that this work will commence without further delay.

The farm itself was in a remarkably flourishing condition, 
and promises a very valuable return in the way ‘of crops for 
the labor expended upon it. 


Hovusr or Correction. 


This institution, at South Boston, was visited June 23, and 
was found in good condition and. well maintained, in con- 
sideration of the general unsuitableness of the old buildings. 

The food fclished to the inmates was examined, and found 
to be good, and supplied in sufficient quantities, and all the 
ordinary requirements of the institution appeared to be 
properly observed by the officials in charge. The men were 
employed in making clothing, and the women in laundry 
work, ete. 


SUMMARY. 


The committee were impressed with the results of good 
business management which was apparent on every lh: ind, m 
the different institutions they visited, and without making 


any invidious comparison, they will admit that the principle, 


recently adopted, of conducting these public institutions by 
the agency of a paid Board of Commissioners is the correct 
one, and the results obtained they believe will prove this 
fact most conclusively. The Commissioners have made a 
creditable showing, and the committee feel that the ‘y are en-. 
titled to the hearty support of the city government. 

The reports of the superintendents and officials in ch: irge 
of the several institutions inspected are appended hereto as 
a part of this report.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


RELATIVE TO 


LAWS ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE 
* OF 1891 


SPECIALLY AFFECTING 


THE CITY OF BOSTON.

To the Honorable the City Council: — 

GENTLEMEN, — | transmit herewith a communication from 
the City Solicitor relating to the laws enacted by the 
Legislature of 1891 specially affecting the city of Boston. 
I have caused this list to be prepared, and write these com- 
ments, for the reason that a review of the Boston legislation 
for the year cannot fail to be of interest to our citizens, 
particularly as a special effort has been made by this 
administration to secure much needed legislation, and to 
prevent the passage of laws hostile to the interests of the 
city. 

Speaking generally, it may be said on the one hand, that no 
measure was passed by the Legislature just adjourned against 
the expressed opposition of the city government, and on the 
other hand, that an unusually large number of laws of great 
benefit to the city were enacted at the request of the City 
Council. 
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Among these laws were several designed to secure im- 
portant reforms in our municipal finances. 

Chapter 93 authorizes the city to borrow at once the entire 
amount which could otherwise be borrowed only in small 
amounts and at different times throughout the year. The 
city is thus enabled to embrace in a single loan, at the most 
convenient season of the year, all the various loans for 
general municipal purposes, which could only hitherto be 
provided for in small loans, distributed throughout the year, 
without regard to financial or other conditions. 

Chapter 321 enables the city to make its ordinary loans 
payable in twenty years instead of ten, thus reducing the 
annual requirements of the sinking-fund, and securing a 
higher premium for the bonds. 

Chapter 206 prohibits the borrowing of money for current 
expenses, except under circumstances of public necessity, of 
which the Mayor is to be the judge. 

Chapter 179 authorizes the city, under certain circum- 
stances, to water the streets and charge the cost to the 
abutters. This act repeals chapter 365 of the Acts of 1890, 
a bill apparently intended to secure this right, but imperfectly 
drawn. No advantage could be taken of the new law this 
year, owing to the lateness of the season at its passage; but 
it is to be hoped that the special committee of the City 
Council appointed to consider the subject will be able to 
report some practical method by which advantage can be 
taken of the provisions of this act. 

Chapter 323 authorizes the construction of new streets in 
the outlying districts at the expense of the abutters, but on 
easy terms of payment, thus accomplishing a reform urged, 
though not secured, by the gentlemen who procured the 
charter amendments of 1885, and giving to Boston the 
advantage of that system of street construction which has 
done so much for the newer cities of the country. 

The development of the city on a scale commensurate with 
the pride of its citizens and the necessities of the future has 
been promoted by a series of laws which, if legislation can 
accomplish it, will make of Boston as convenient and attrac- 
tive a city as natural conditions will permit. 

The Street Construction Act already referred to (chapter 
323) provides for the establishment of a Board of Survey to 
plot and lay out all streets hereafter built on a comprehensive, 
systematic plan; and the Board is already energetically at 
work with a large corps of engineers and draughtsmen. 
Thus an evil from which Boston has suffered more than any 
other large city in this country — the evil of narrow, crooked 
streets, built haphazard, without regard to the neighborhood 
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or its connections with the rest of the city, and built only to 
be straightened, widened, and rebuilt at enormous cost by 
future generations — will be avoided for the future at least. 
The necessity for public control over private undertakings in 
street-construction, so long felt by our citizens to be impera- 
tive, and referred to so frequently by our city officials, has 
at last been appreciated by the Legislature, which in this act 
has granted us all the powers that are needed for the purpose. 

Chapters 365 and 390 provide for commissions of inquiry 
to consider respectively the rapid transit and other city rail- 
road problems, and the possibilities of the Charles-river 
basin for park and other municipal purposes. 

Chapter 344 authorizes, so far at least as the Common- 
wealth is eoncerned, the extension of the Charles-river 
Embankment from West Boston bridge to Beacon street ; 
and chapter 388 obliges the State to pay 40 per cent. of the 
cost of a bridge over the Reserved Channel at South Boston 
on the line of Congress street extended. Immediate advan- 
tage should be taken of the provisions of this bill, as the 
privilege will be lost if the bridge is not completed by 
Patel l8 92. 

Chapter 301 (promptly accepted by the City Council) 
assures the completion of our park system, and authorizes 
the city to borrow $3,500,000 for the purpose. 

Chapter 355 restricts the height of buildings (with some 
exceptions) to 125 feet. 

Chapter 370 authorizes the city on certain terms and con- 
ditions to manufacture and distribute gas or electricity for 
‘municipal or private lighting. 

In matters of taxation, while no forward step was taken, 
unless the 5 per cent. tax on legacies and collateral inheri- 
tances provided by chapter 425 be considered such, on the 
other hand all attempts to increase still further the burdens 
of double taxation were defeated; a result to which the per- 
sistent opposition of the Board of Aldermen contributed. 

I cannot close this brief summary of the Boston legislation 
of 1891 without suggesting that the unusually fortunate 
outcome of this session was due largely to the untiring dili- 
gence of the City Solicitor before the various committees of 
the Legislature, to the willingness of these committees to 
give a patient and attentive hearing to all requests of the 
City Government, and to the earnest efforts of the senators 
and representatives from this city to protect and advance the 
interests of the great community they represent.

Pie OMING PEACE 


Mr. Mayor AND FELLOW-CITIZENS : — 


Hor the one hundred and eighth time the 
municipality of Boston to-day invites her citizens 
to join in celebrating the greatest political anni- 
versary that recurs in the calendar of time. 
Ever since the Fourth of July 1783, when the 
independence of the United States, declared seven 
years before, had at last been acknowledged by 
Great Britain, the day when this nation took its 
place among the powers of the earth has been 
commemorated in this city by an unbroken line 
of municipal orators. The elaborate and schol- 
arly oration of the past, full of classical, lite- 
rary, and historical allusion, has almost passed 
away, and is no longer expected; yet it is with 
diffidence that I enter the excellent fellowship 
of those who have preceded me in this office, 
and attempt to add anything to the thoughts 
which this occasion has suggested. 


The recurrence of a national anniversary re-

minds us that the works of men are not fixed 


and permanent, but constantly growing and 


changing. Nations and cities have their birth, 
their youth, and their maturity. As the child is 
transformed in growing into the man, so the 
community is often so changed by the lapse of 
time that it seems to lose its very identity. 
The Boston which heard Dr. John Warren de- 
liver her first Fourth of July oration in 1783 


has disappeared, and left scarcely a trace behind. 


The ground upon which she_ stood, and the - 


harbor in which her ships rode, still remain; 
yet even these are so altered. by the shand@por 
man that our predecessors of a century ago 
would scarcely recognize them. Of that former 
Boston little is left but the Old South Church 
and King’s Chapel, the Old State House, the 
ancient burial grounds, and the Common. Great 
indeed are the changes which the town and city 
has seen since this municipal observance was in- 
stituted. Her inhabitants have increased from 
some ten thousand to four hundred and_ fifty 
thousand. A population almost wholly native by 
immediate descent, as well as by birth, has been 
replaced by a population of which one-third is 


of foreign birth and two-thirds are of foreign

parentage; and to-day one-half of the people of 
that town which George III. found so rebellious 
come of ancestors who were loyal subjects of 
the British throne long after the close of the 
revolution. In religion, Boston has seen the 
Church of Rome increasing in the home of 
Puritanism until nearly one-half of her population 
is included within its fold. Manufactures have 
replaced commerce as the leading occupation of 
her citizens. Fort Hill has been torn down, and 
the Back Bay has been filled up to be the site 
of her finest residences. The railroad and the 
street railway, operated by forces which the last 
century scarcely knew, daily bring their tens of 
thousands to swell her trade. 

If Boston has changed, the great world  be- 
yond her limits has changed no less. In 1783 
that world scarcely knew what _ representative 
and responsible government meant; it did not 
know at all what popular government meant on 
any large scale. Venice and Genoa alone called 
themselves republics; the Swiss Confederation, 
the German free cities, the United Provinces of 
the Netherlands, and Great Britain lived under 
institutions of some freedom; but elsewhere abso- 


lute monarchy or autocracy ruled. Louis XVI. sat 
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upon the throne of France, which he was to 
leave ten years later for the scaffold. Frederick 
the Great was still in the last years of his 
reign in Prussia. Charles HI. was King of 
Spain. Catherine the Great was Hmpress of 
Russia. ‘To-day out of the principal independent 
nations of the globe, forty-four in number, 
twenty-three are republics, and six of these — 
Mexico, Brazil, the Argentine Republic, Colum- 
bia, Venezuela, and Switzerland — are federal 
republics after the type of the United States. 
Even of the twenty-one countries having a 
monarchical or imperial form of government, 
fourteen enjoy representative parliamentary insti- 
tutions, over which the nominal monarch has only 
a partial control. Thus only seven autocratic 
governments of any importance now remain in the 
world, those of Russia, China, Turkey, Persia, 
Siam, Morocco, and Madagascar. 

In 1783 there was scarcely a written consti- 
tution in existence. ‘To-day, following the ex- 
ample of the United States, all of the republics, 
and all of the limited monarchies except Great 
Britain and Sweden, have formal, written con- 
stitutions, which secure the liberties of the people 


and limit the power of their rulers. In form, at 
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least, the whole American continent, with the 
exception of Canada, Newfoundland, the West 
India colonies, and a few others of small impor- 
tance, 1s now under republican government; and 
even Canada, although nominally presided over 
by the representative of the British crown, is for 
all internal purposes practically governed by her 
own people, through parliamentary institutions, as 
completely as the United States. 

The peculiar significance of this anniversary 
lies, therefore, in the fact that the event which 
it recalls marks an epoch in the history and in the 
political development of mankind. The Declara- 
tion of Independence was regarded in 1776 and 
long afterward from a purely national point of 
view; the Fourth of July appealed to the patri- 
otism of the American rather than to the larger 
interests of the citizen of the world. But look- 
ing back to-day upon the mighty and_ beneficent 
influence which the political ideas first put into 
practice by our forefathers have had upon the 
earth,— upon the new aspect which they have 
.given to civilization, upon the new relations 
which they have established and are still estab- 
lishing between nations,—we feel that we are 


carried beyond that narrow and selfish patriotism, 
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that exclusive regard for the interests of one 
people, which has too often proved a curse, in- 
stead of a blessing, to the world. We are raised 
to that higher and nobler view which recognizes 
not only that all men of one nation are free 
and equal and are joined together as members 
of a community, but that all peoples and all 
nations form one great brotherhood of man, and 
are linked together in one human destiny. As 
the individual becomes useful and honored by 
living for his fellow-men, and developing his 
powers only that he may be capable of rendering 


his brother better service, so a nation wins 


respect, not by shutting itself up in a_ selfish. 


isolation from the world, but by so developing 
its capacities and resources that they may con- 
tribute to the general progress of civilization and 
the elevation of all mankind. 

The most obvious way in which the United 
States has already rendered a great service to 
the other peoples of the earth has been in 
opening its doors to receive them among its 
citizens and offering its territory for their settle- 
ment. While there have been in the remote 
past, under different conditions of life, great 


migrations of whole tribes or nations which might 
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compare in magnitude with the movement of 
population to this country, never in_ history has 
there been such a steady flow of immigration 
as the United States has received since 1820. 
Never has a nation contained so large a number 
of inhabitants of foreign birth or of foreign 
parentage as does ours to-day. Between 1820 
and 1890 over 15,000,000 people, nearly one- 
quarter of the present population of the country, 
crossed the Atlantic to make their homes upon 
this side. In ten years alone, from 1880 to 1890, 
while 7,000,000 were added to our population by 
birth, over 5,000,000 were added by immigration; 
a number that exceeds the whole population of the 
Kingdom of Holland or of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, and equals the population of Ireland, or of 
Scotland and Wales combined. The Anglo-Saxon 
and the Celt, the Teuton and the Slav, the Scan- 
dinavian and the Latin, have all contributed to 
swell this stream. Never, probably, has there been 
a country so broadly cosmopolitan in the origin 
of its people as is the United States to-day, and 
never have large numbers of immigrants been so 
readily assimilated and so thoroughly imbued with 
the spirit of new institutions. However a change 


in our circumstances, in the condition of Hurope, 
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and especially in the character of immigration, 
may make restrictions upon this free flow of 
population desirable for the future, nothing can 
take from us the composite character of our citi- 
zenship, or the glory of having furnished new 
homes to so many millions of our fellow-men, 
under better and freer conditions than the old 
world could offer. 

With this much by way of introduction, let 
me come to the special subject upon which I 
shall address you to-day; a subject as old as 
man himself, yet still first in importance among 
the problems which command the attention of the 
statesman and the philanthropist and affect the 
welfare of humanity. 

The first of these Fourth of July orations was 
spoken a few months after the signing of the 
preliminary treaty of peace between the United 
States and Great Britain. The orator of that 
day, who had served as a_ surgeon with the 
revolutionary forces and knew what war was, 
spoke with deep feeling of the losses and the 
suffermg which the long conflict had involved, 
and hailed the return of peace as a supreme 
blessing. Sixty-two years later, in 1845, Charles 


Sumner delivered on this same occasion his ora- 
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tion on “The True Grandeur of Nations,” the 
best known of any of our Boston Fourth of 
July addresses, which, by its masterly ‘~condem- 
nation of war and unflinching analysis of its 
true character, won for its author a high place 
among advanced political thinkers. Reflecting 
upon the present aspect of the question which 
he treated and upon the new light which 
the history of the last half century has thrown 
upon it, I have felt that no theme would 
be more worthy of this anniversary, more in 
harmony with the great thoughts which it re- 
calls, or more full of vital import for the present 
and the future, than that of The Coming Peace. 
Let me attempt, therefore, within the limits im- 
posed upon me, to point out some of the great 
forces which are now working on the side of 
permanent peace and bringing its attainment within 
the range of vision of the statesman and the 
philosopher, and to show the connection of this 
subject with the past history and present tendencies 
of our own country. If in doing this I dwell 
chiefly upon considerations connected with the phys- 
ical welfare and progress of mankind, let it not be 
understood that increase of wealth and comfort is 


held up as the only worthy object of national 
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endeavor. A purely material civilization, built 
upon selfishness instead of brotherhood, destitute 
of all high ideas and spiritual aims, carries within 
itself the seeds of its own inevitable decay or 
downfall. But it is not such a civilization that 
we need expect as the result of peace. 

In this age of reforms the abolition of war — 
and JI include under that term the condition of 
armed peace which is so peculiarly a feature of 
our time — stands forth preéminently as the great- 
est reform measure that man is now called upon to 
undertake. Others are partial: this is universal. 
Others may succeed in accomplishing some good: 
this is sure to bring widespread blessings. Others 
may improve society or government: this will give 
the only true basis for society or government to 
rest upon. Concerning other measures for the 
amelioration of the world, men may honestly differ; 
but no one can dispute the beneficence of this, or 
set a limit upon its good effects. Political economy 


and religion, science and ethics, the philosophy of 


politics and the philosophy of history, alike declare — 


the vast mischief that man has suffered, and is 
still suffering, from war. It degrades the condition 
of labor and prevents the natural growth of capital; 


it perverts the moral nature of man; it prevents 
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the evolution of a true civilization; it is the great 
buttress of autocratic rule and the chief obstruction 
in the path of popular government. Its crushing 
burden, while heavier upon some nations, weighs 
down all. ‘The relief that assured peace would 
bring would be felt in the remotest corners of the 
earth, and imagination can scarcely picture the 
benefits which would follow in its train. 

The change in the character of warfare is the 
first subject that demands our attention as a con- 
sideration against its continuance. In no field of 
human endeavor have methods been more completely 
revolutionized in the present century by the progress 
of invention. ‘The men of the revolution would 
be almost as much at a loss to understand modern 
methods of fighting as the Indians were to com- 
prehend those of our ancestors. The breech-loading 
and repeating rifle, the machine gun, the long-range 
cannon, the armor-plated vessel, the hundred-ton 
gun, the submarine torpedo, all would be new and 
strange to them. The quick transportation of 
troops by steam on land and sea and the military 
use of the telegraph have alone been sufficient to 
reverse completely old conditions of conflict. What 
is to be the effect of these modern methods — just 


beginning to approach their full development, only 
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partially tried on land in one great conflict, and that 
twenty years ago —upon the future of warfare? 
In the first place, recent discoveries have made 
quite clear what has long seemed probable, that in 
the contest between the forces of destruction and 
the means of defence, the ultimate victory must rest 
with the former. Man’s power to destroy by means 
of the high explosives of which so many are now 
known, explosives in comparison with which the 
action of gunpowder becomes almost insignificant, 
must far outrun his power to contrive adequate 
defences. The problem of destruction is now a 
very simple one in itself, however great may be 
the field for the exercise of ingenuity in its solution; 
it consists merely in directing explosives to the 
point of attack. Let a properly charged torpedo 
strike the heaviest armored vessel that can be put 
afloat, and she sinks to the bottom of the sea; let 
a sufficient charge of dynamite reach any fort that 
can be built above ground, and it is shattered and 
dismantled. Science and invention have progressed 
far enough to make it probable that man will in 
the future be able to navigate the air much as he 
now navigates the water, and that he will explore 
the depths of the ocean as he now skims its sur- 


face. Against the submarine torpedo boat capable 
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of carrying a crew to direct its movements, against 
the air-ship dropping explosives from the _ skies, 
no means of defence will avail. When the arts 
of destruction have won their final victory, the 
wars which call them into activity must of neces- 
sity cease. 

This brings us to another influence which tends 
towards peace: the enormous cost of modern war 
and preparations for war, and the immense scale 
upon which they must be conducted. ‘The best 
estimates and information show that the six great 
powers of Europe, namely, Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Italy, Austria, and Russia, have nearly 
3,000,000 men in actual service in time of peace 
in their armies and navies, while the rest of 
Europe has 1,000,000 more. The number of fully 
trained men in the reserves of these great powers 
is fully equal to twice the number in their stand- 
ing armies, or 6,000,000 in all, while the number 
of more or less trained men in Hurope, enrolled 
in the military service and lable to be called out 
in case of war, amounts to at least 10,000,000, in 
addition to those counted in the standing armies. 
It is safe to say that never in the recorded history 
of the human race have such large numbers of 


men been under arms in time of peace, or so 
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many been ready to be called into active service, 
as is the case in Europe to-day; and the destruc- 
tive power of these armies and navies has never 
been approached. All this means an enormous 
financial burden, and makes the waging of war ' 
more a question of finance than it has ever been 
before. The direct money cost of keeping up the 
armies and navies of the six great powers of 
Hurope alone is upward of 600,000,000 a year, 
and the indirect cost by the loss of productive 
labor must be fully as great; and in order to 
measure properly the cost of war we must add 
another sum of at least equal magnitude for the 
annual interest upon the war debts of these coun- 
tries. The enormous waste of national resources 
which these figures feebly express, and the ever- 
growing burden which the further development of 
the art of war will impose, must inevitably lead to 
some readjustment of international relations. The 
expense of the instruments of conflict constantly 
increases with their complexity. No sooner is 
one form of rifle perfected than an improved type 
supplants it and the old weapon is thrown aside; 
with new methods of attack, fortifications and 
defences become obsolete and must be replaced by 


others at enormous expense; before a ship of war

has been launched more than a few years new 


vessels are designed and must be built by the 


‘nations which are in the struggle for supremacy. 


All this means a much greater training for the 
soldier than was formerly requisite; he must be 
carefully educated in handling his weapons and 
must understand something of military science. 
The countries of Europe, groaning beneath the 
weight of $22,000,000,000 of indebtedness, many of 
them adding to the burden by constantly recur- 
ring deficits, must in the end face one of two 
alternatives: national bankruptcy and repudiation, 
or international disarmament. 

Even our own recent experience in the United 
States has shown that the waging of war under 
a democratic government seems to involve, through 
the payment of pensions, a new and unforeseen 
expense of vast proportions, continuing for half a 
century or more after peace has been _ reéstab- 
lished. Our pension roll to-day amounts to more 
than the annual cost of the largest army in Europe, 
and the number of our pensioners is equal to that 
of the soldiers in any army but that of Russia. 
Through pensions and interest on war debt we 
are to-day making an annual payment of over 
$150,000,000 for a conflict which closed more than 
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a, quarter of a century ago. Expensive as is the 
conduct of war under a monarchy, our experience 
has shown that its cost is greater yet under a 
democracy. 

Hostilities under modern conditions are likely to ° 
be as expensive in human life as they are in prop- 
erty. On the sea, a ship with a crew of a thou- 
sand men may be instantly sunk; on land, if armies 
engage each other in open battle, the loss which 
modern weapons can inflict will be appalling. A 
regiment in line can be mown down by machine 
guns like grain beneath the reaper’s sickle. Our 
civil war cost over half a million lives; with the 
progress which warfare has made, the next Huro- 
pean war may cost far more. 

Another conspicuous agency in promoting peace 
is the growing tendency toward popularizing govern- 
ment and placing it upon a basis of responsibility 
to the people, if not upon one of pure democracy. 
Europe is only just beginning to feel the perma- 
nent effects of the American revolution and of the 
French revolution. After a century of growth, 
republican ideas are stronger than ever before. 
The French republic appears at last to be so 
firmly established that only some great convulsion 


can overthrow it. England has nearly reached 
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manhood suffrage, and enjoys under the form of a 
monarchy popular government in the fullest sense, 
in some respects even outdoing us in democracy; 
in Germany imperialism has had to take up state 
socialism in order to retain its hold on the people, 
and if the pressure of military danger could be 
removed that country would make rapid strides 
toward government of the people; even in Italy, 
Spain, and Portugal the suffrage is widely ex- 
tended, and republican ideas have a strong foot- 
hold. This growth of democracy has an important 
bearing upon the future of war. In the first place, 
it removes many of the reasons’ which have for- 
merly led to conflict. With the diminishing influ- 
ence of monarchs the causes of enmity arising out 
of the relations of ruling dynasties are fast being 
removed, indeed have already largely disappeared. 
The casus bella must now be one which arises out 
of international, not out of inter-dynastic, relations. 
Again, the direct and responsible representatives 
of the people are not likely to go to war unless 
the people themselves demand it; and making all 
allowance for national feelings of enmity, affect- 
ing whole peoples and races,—such as perhaps 
still exist between France and Germany, and 


_anciently existed between England and France,— 
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conflicts between nations are less likely to originate 
from sentiments shared by all their citizens than 
from the jealousies or ambitions of a few rulers. 

Another influence that makes strongly for peace 
‘is the marvellous growth that has taken place in 
the last half century in the intercourse between 
nations and the closeness of their relations, arising 
out of the improvement of means of transportation 
and communication. ‘These more intimate relations 
come from increased commerce; from the develop- 
ment of international finance; from the flow of 
population from one country to another for settle- 
ment or travel; from international arrangements in 
relation to such matters as the postal and _ tele- 
graph service; and from closer professional, educa- 
tional, and literary intercourse. 

The volume of international commerce, in spite 
of hostile tariffs, is constantly’ augmenting at a 
rapid pace, and, notwithstanding temporary move- 
ments in the opposite direction, the thoughtful 
observer can clearly see that the tendency of the 
civilized nations is inevitably in the direction of — 
freer trade and the lowering, if not the abolition, 
of barriers raised for its obstruction. The foreign 
commerce of England, France, and Germany alone 


for 1889 was considerably over eight billion dollars. 
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Already a reaction is seen on the continent against 
the policy which stands in the way of a yet larger 
and freer interchange of products. The cable has 
recently brought us the news of a possible cus- 
toms union between Germany, Austria, Italy, and 
Switzerland, and such an event would mean a 
profound change in the commercial relations of 
Europe. On our own continent the contest is no 
longer between the policy of prohibitory duties 
and freer commerce with all nations, but between 
the latter policy and special arrangements for re- 
ciprocal trade with particular countries. 
International financial interests have never ap- 
proached their present magnitude, and must be 
powerfully felt in the future in the interest of 
peace. There are in the first place enormous 
holdings of national obligations outside of the 
country issuing them. The bonds of Italy, Spain, 
Portugal, Russia, Turkey, and other countries are 
held in very large amounts all over Europe, and 
are quoted on all the great bourses. The very 
country that may be urged toward war by politi- 
cal considerations may be held back by financial 
ones. ‘The fact that Egypt is to-day practically in 
the hands of a receiver, in order that the interest 


on her bonds held by foreigners may be paid, is a 
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striking illustration of the power of these inter- 
national financial interests. The frequent necessity 
of raising large loans in foreign markets as a 
preparation for hostilities is also not to be over- 
looked. Then we must remember that foreign 
interests in railways and industrial enterprises of 
various sorts have never been so large as at 
present. With the decline in the rate of interest 
which takes place in fully developed countries, 
capital looks for a better rate of return abroad; it 
was never so mobile, so easily directed from one 
country to another, as it is to-day. The modern 
‘apitalist has no political or race prejudices; he 
looks merely to security and profit. The citizens 
of one country thus become greatly interested in 
the prosperity and welfare of another; and these 
are largely dependent on the maintenance of 
peace. 

The extraordinary immigration into this coun- 
try has already been mentioned; to a lesser degree 
this transferability of population is noticeable 
even within the limits of Europe. Modern means 
of transportation enable labor to flow from one 
country to another, according to the condition of 
demand and supply. very settlement, or even 


temporary residence, of citizens of one country in 
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another must tend to promote a_ broad cosmopoli- 
tanism and make war less likely. In a less degree 
travel, upon the enormous scale that it is now con- 
ducted, must give the people of the different nations 
a better knowledge of each other, and so promote, 
however imperceptibly, a better understanding and 
more friendly feeling in foreign relations. 

The influence of international arrangements for 
the regulation of such matters of common interest 
as the postal service, patents, copyrights, coinage, 
and weights and measures, are considerable factors 
toward the growth of permanent peace. ‘The Con- 
ference of American Republics, recently held at 
Washington, however small its actual and imme- 
diate results may have been, is perhaps the most 
conspicuous and significant instance ever seen of 
the friendly meeting of many independent nations 
to consider subjects of mutual concern. Already, 
by the action of the governments represented, and 
at their joint expense, the surveys are being made 
for an international and an intercontinental railroad 
to bring them into closer communication. Then 
there are the great industrial exhibitions, which 
began only with the last half of this century: surely 
they are producing effects which cannot be left out 


of the account. 
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International organizations of professions or 
trades, like that of the physicians, which holds its 
annual meetings successively in different countries; 
international schools of political thought, like that 
of socialism; educational institutions, like the great 
universities of Germany and France, and the schools 
of painting in Paris and Rome, which draw pupils 
from all quarters of the earth; the translation and 
circulation in many countries of all the great works 
of modern literature; all these influences tend 
strongly toward bringing about that liberality of 
spirit and community of thought which is the 
deadly foe of national hatred. The increase in 
the knowledge of foreign languages and the grow- 
ing preponderance of four or five great tongues 
should also be mentioned; and one of the most 
characteristic attempts of our time is that of creat- 
ing a new artificial language, to serve as the com- 
mon medium of communication of all mankind. 

Another general influence which advances peace 
is the growth of modern industry, and of the facili- 
ties for popular education which accompany that 
growth. While they may exist side by side for a 
time, industrialism and militarism are in the long 
run incompatible with each other. Their aims are 


utterly at variance, the whole spirit of the one is 
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antagonistic to that of the other; the soldier only 
exists as a parasite upon the operative, and when 
the latter refuses longer to nourish him, he must 
either starve or work. ‘The rulers of the past had 
to govern a people largely rural and agricultural, 
ignorant and obedient to authority; those of the 
present have to deal, in. the leading, progressive 
nations, with a population that is largely urban and 
industrial. ‘he tendency of people to concentrate 
in cities and large towns is one of the most marked 
facts that confronts us to-day, and it is full of im- 
portance and significance. Industrialism is the 
cause of modern popular education, because it 
effects that concentration of population which is a 
necessary condition of general instruction, and be- 
cause much of its work demands a certain degree 
of mental training, hitherto not so necessary for 
the work required in agriculture. ‘This instruction, 
sheht though it may be, inevitably tends toward 
the overthrow of the military régime, which has 
in the past rested mainly upon the ignorance of the 
people. Above all, the growing popular compre- 
hension of economics, and of the effect and inci- 
dence of taxation, must be a powerful factor in 
checking future wars. 


Next in the list of pacific influences is the con- 
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solidation or unification in a great political aggre- 
gate of states formerly independent, the most 
striking instances of which in recent times have 
been seen in the formation of the Kingdom of Italy 
and of the Empire of Germany. It must, indeed, 
be conceded that while such a union removes the 
danger of warfare between the states which join 
together, it seems for the present only to lead to a 
greater scale of military preparation for defence 
against foreign countries. Yet its tendency in 
the end will clearly be a pacific one. An agree- 
ment between a few states is much easier to bring 
about than one between many. ‘The affairs of na- 
tions, like those of industry, can be managed with 
less friction when a few men can enter into engage- 
ments of wide and far-reaching scope. With the 
absolute control of the destinies of Hurope lodged 
in the hands of a few great powers, a small num- 
ber of influential statesmen should be able at an 
opportune moment to secure its permanent peace. 

Among the civilizing movements of the age 
which are now making for peace, the growth of the 
sentiment of humanity, of imternational solidarity, 
of the brotherhood of man, must be set down 
as one of the most important. The forces before 


touched upon, though partly connected with the 
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intellectual life of mankind, have mainly been 
related to its material well-being. But this last 
influence rests upon the perception of the spiritual 
and eternal which underlies the material and the 
mental, and transcends both. In no respect has 
the growth of the race been more marked dur- 
‘ing the present century than in the development 
of those qualities which are described by the 
word humanity. Institutions and organizations of 
charity and benevolence, of which this city has 
so many, are the growth of the present century. 
Even with the development of modern warfare 
there have sprung up great voluntary organiza- 
tions to mitigate its horrors and to lighten its 
sufferings, to give aid to those who have been 
disabled by its perils and to carry succor to the 
widow and the orphan. Side by side with the 
heroes of the battlefield we have in modern times 
placed the heroines of the hospital. Political and 
social philosophies based on universal — brother- 
hood, teaching the doctrines of world-wide de- 
mocracy and equality and of the true community 
of all human interests, are at last reaching the 
great body of the people. and appealing to their 
minds and hearts. More and more is it recog- 


nized that under modern conditions the na- 
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tions of the earth are drawn together and made 
one people. The social problem and the labor 
problem are international in their scope, and 
must be international in their solution; for, how- 
ever the interests of a class in one nation may 
be hostile to the interests of a class in another, 
the interests of the masses of the people are 
everywhere and always the same. Injustice can- 
not exist in one country without inflicting harm 
on others. By lifting the burdens in one commu- 
nity the life of all mankind is made a little better. 
The social readjuster cannot proceed far without 
discovering that, if he should succeed in carry- 
ing out his plans for improvement in his own 
nation, it would be swamped by immigration 
from all others; the labor reformer soon learns, 
as the imperial young ruler of Germany lately 
recognized by calling an international labor con- 
ference at Berlin, that any radical steps for 
the elevation of the manual workers eall for 
international action. The industrial organization, 
when effected upon that more equitable basis for 
which good men are striving, must finally bring 
us to that awakening of the race consciousness 
which gives the truest perception of the purposes 
of life. 
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In this connection, one fact which tends 
strongly to the growth of this broad humanity 
should not be overlooked; I allude to the great 
change that has taken place in the position of 
woman. After being kept through the recorded 
history of the world, with rare exceptions, in the 
position of the drudge.or the plaything of man, 
without any place of her own in the body social 
or the body politic, woman to-day finds in the 
most advanced nations that nearly all professions 
and occupations are open to her; and if she is 
not yet accorded the franchise, she is admitted 
to have an equal interest with man in political 
questions and an equal right to form her own 
opinions and to declare them. ‘The influence of 
woman is to-day a most potent factor in all 
humanitarian movements, and therefore is indi- 
rectly a check upon war; and as her sphere of 
influence and of action goes on widening, she 
must be strongly felt as a direct power in favor 
of the maintenance of peace. 

The removal in modern times of many of the 
causes which formerly led to hostilities is worthy 
of notice. With the acceptance of the idea of 
religious toleration, differences of creed no longer 


furnish the incentive to war which they have so

often done in the past. Interference in the in- 
ternal affairs of other countries is limited to semi- 
civilized states, and the doctrine of the Holy 
Alliance, that war could properly be waged 
against a country on account of obnoxious 
changes in its political institutions, has become 
a curiosity of history. With the occupation of 
almost every portion of the earth’s surface, the 
occasion of conflicts for the possession of new 
territory is removed; and we have lately seen the 
greater part of the only continent that still re- 
mains unsettled by civilized men amicably divided 
between the nations of Europe. The change in 
the relation between colonies and the mother 
country no longer leaves room for such a war 
as that of the revolution. The same nation that 
imposed vexatious laws upon the American colo- 
nies, and would not allow the bond of connec- 
tion to be severed until hostilities had lasted for 
seven years, has accorded to Canada and Aus- 
tralia almost absolute powers of self-government, 
and would not fire a shot to keep either of them 
in the British empire against the will of its 
people. The doctrine of preserving the balance 
of power in Europe, which in former times was 


held to justify hostile measures against any state 
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which was acquiring a preponderating strength, 
has become completely obsolete. 

The neutralization of small states by treaty be- 
tween the great powers is significant as confin- 
ing the sphere of conflict. Thus Switzerland and 
Belgium have both been elimmated from possible 
Huropean struggles, and the neutrality of their 
territory has been formally guaranteed. By the 
extension of international law the rights of neutrals 
and of non-combatants have been largely pro- 
tected. By the Geneva Convention of 1864 the 
hospital service was placed under the protection 
of the Red Cross. Just as the growth of the 
common law restrained the action of the indi- 
vidual and forced him to regard the interests of 
others, so the growth of a common law of nations 
has surrounded their action in war with a con- 
stantly growing body of regulations, of which all 
civilized countries recognize the binding force ; 
and regulated warfare is a long step toward 
peace. 

The actual nature of military conflict and the 
horrors of battle have never before been brought 
home to the great body of the people as they 
have been in our time; and the more generally 


war is understood the less likely it is to be 
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tolerated. ‘The modern newspaper lays before 
its hundreds of thousands of readers a graphic 
account of actual operations in the field; the war 
correspondent depicts hardship and suffering, dis- 
ease and wounds, the agony of death, as well as 
the triumphs of arms; even the art of painting 
has been pressed into the same service, and vivid 
pictures of great artists have perpetuated the 
ghastly scenes of the battlefield. 

The ‘conclusion that the world will outgrow 
war to which we are thus led by a brief survey 
of the forces which are now promoting peace 
is supported by some additional considerations 
which are worthy of notice. These fall under 
the heads of practicable substitutes for war, the 
teachings of scientific evolution, and the influence 
of religion. 

Negotiation and arbitration are the two great 
substitutes for war. Modern methods of quick 
communication have made lengthy negotiations 
possible without unreasonable delay; in these the 
points of difference can be gradually narrowed 
down and finally settled. Where the intention to 
seize a pretext for quarrel exists, of course there 
is never any difficulty in making negotiation fail; 


but if there is a fair intention on both sides to 
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reach an understanding, modern diplomacy can 
generally effect it, or can at least arrive at an 
agreement for arbitration in those cases which 
can best be settled in that manner. Such nego- 
tiations are now conducted not through ambas- 
sadors at a distance, to whose discretion much 
must be trusted, but through direct communica- 
tions between the responsible heads of the state 
departments or foreign offices. ‘The long series 
of successful instances of arbitration, now more 
than sixty in number during the present century, 
go far to prove the possibility of dispensing with 
the arbitrament of the sword. A most conspic- 
uous example was the Geneva arbitration, con- 
ducted between Great Britain and the nation 
which declared her independence on the day we 
celebrate; and last year was made memorable by 
the meeting at Washington of an International 
Conference of all the republics of America, to 
whose work I shall again refer. 

Experience has shown that international tribu- 
nals can be constituted that are as competent 
and as unprejudiced in the settlement of inter- 
national controversies as are the courts of law 
in passing upon disputes between individuals. 


As the private war and trial by battle have be- 
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come obsolete, and even duelling is now held in 
contempt, so it is not unreasonable to indulge the 
hope that in coming time the arbitrament of war, 
crude in its working and uncertain in its results, 
will be replaced by the arbitrament of peace. ‘T'o- 
day, m the Supreme Court of the United States, 
the highest judicial tribunal ever instituted, two 
States of the Union, possessed of all the attributes 
of sovereignty save such as they have surrendered 
to the federal government, appear as parties to 
a suit and yield obedience to the court’s decree. 
In the future we may well believe that the 
nations of the earth will establish a yet more 
exalted tribunal of justice, to which they will be 
content to submit all controversies, and by whose 
judgment they will cheerfully abide. 

The teachings of scientific evolution lead us 
to the same conclusion as to the probability of 
the outgrowing of war. The fruitful conceptions 
as to the origin, growth, and development of 
man, of human society, and of political institutions — 
which science has opened to us during the last 
half century, confirm the faith that the progress 
of mankind is from barbarism and_ strife to 
civilization and brotherhood. The military or- 


ganization of society was suitable to a stage of 
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development that we are rapidly leaving, and 
must give place to a purely industrial organiza- 
tion. Evolution teaches us that the present has 
grown out of a past from which it differs as 
widely as possible in every conceivable respect, 
and that many of the qualities in man _ which 
were once regarded as a part of his nature are 
comparatively recent acquisitions. It also teaches 
us that from the present we cannot judge of the 
future, that as man has been modified, physically, 
mentally, and morally, by his past experience on 
earth, so he will continue to change in the time 
to come. ‘he brutality of the savage has given 
place to the humanity of the civilized man; and 
peace is the goal toward which the latter is 
tending in his process of evolution. As the race 
expresses itself through the unit, and is typified 
in it, so we may well conclude that as man as 
an individual has, through the long progress of 
ages, become more and more a_ pacific animal, 
only making war in his associated capacity, so 
the race will in future acquire the same 
character. 

Finally, for those who have any religious belief 
in the spiritual significance of this earth, the 


abolition of war must appear as something that 
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will inevitably come. If this globe has any 
higher purpose than to serve as the arena upon 
which human gladiators are to fight, then the 
period of conflict must one day give place to that 
millennium proclaimed by the prophet, when “ na- 
tion shall not lift sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more.” In_ promoting 
this growth of religious sentiment against war, 
Christianity can win one of its noblest triumphs. 
Slowly and gradually the different spheres of 
man’s activity have been brought more and 
more under the sway of the principles of the 
Gospel, far as these still are from exerting 
their proper influence; and at last its precepts 
must be applied to international relations. That 
higher and more spiritual Christianity which the 
nineteenth century has developed — higher — be- 
cause returning more closely to the point from 
which it started in the first century —is by 
no means the least of the forces which in our 
time strengthen the cause of peace; and surely 
it is capable of becoming by far the greatest. 
One of the distinctive features of early Christianity 
was that it broke down the conventional barriers 
between Jew and Gentile, between Roman and 
barbarian, and declared that in the divine mind 
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there were no distinctions of nationality or race. 
It brought to all humanity the good tidings of 
universal brotherhood. And though for long 
centuries men who preached the gospel of peace 
have given their sanction to war, celebrating its 
victories and blessing its conquerors, yet the 
modern revival of a truer understanding of the 
teachings of Christ, if it does not result in 
the acceptance of the doctrine of non-resistance 
so nobly maintained by one body of his followers, 
must at least lead to the conviction that war is 
un-Christian and unnecessary. 

Thus far I have spoken of the influences that 
affect warfare between nations. Civil contests 
within the limits of a single country demand 
separate mention. Several of the considerations 
already alluded to apply to internal conflicts ; but 
the great security for the maintenance of domestic 
peace arises from the fact that some governments 
have already reached a condition of stable equi- 
librium under democratic institutions, and_ that 
many others are fast tending to that  poimt. 
While popular government is establishing itself, 
while it is so far ahead of the political capacity 
of the masses of the people that they become 


the prey of demagogues or autocrats, it may in- 
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deed seem to occasion more insurrections and 
civil conflicts than monarchical rule. But this is 
only a temporary phase which is outgrown. No 
government that the world has yet devised is as 
stable as a democracy whose people understand 
their rights of sovereignty. When every citizen 
is free to cast a secret ballot, and every political 
change which a majority desire can be secured 
by the action of their representatives, all occasion 
for armed revolution has passed away, and the 
rebel against the government is a traitor to the 
people. 

And now how shall we connect these thoughts 
with the anniversary of to-day, and what place 
shall we assign to our own country in this prog- 
ress of the world toward’ peace? In the first 
place we must remember that, though the Decla- 
ration of Independence led to a long and _ bloody 
war, it was, on our part, purely a defensive war. 
Our forefathers were fighting upon their own ter- 
ritory, for the right to govern themselves. Slow 
and reluctant in entering upon war, prosecuting it 
under extreme difficulties, they were glad to wel- 
come peace as soon as their independence was ac- 
knowledged. The principles which they proclaimed 


are entirely opposed to wars of aggression. If all 
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men are created equal, if as individuals they stand 
upon an even footing, then also must they be equal 
in their associated capacity as nations, and the 
poorest and the feeblest nation is equal in all its 
rights to the richest and the strongest; then must 
the same code of morals apply to governments in 
their dealings with each other that applies to men; 
then must the ignoble rule upon which the world 
has lived so long, that in the affairs of nations 
might makes right, give place to the law of jus- 
eemeerietie course of more than a century of 
national life, our country has been true in the 
main to its pacific character. The pages of our 
history are indeed blotted with the record of two 
wars with foreign countries; it is true, also, that 
our land has been the scene of the greatest civil 
conflict that the world has ever known. But now 
for nearly eighty years our relations with the 
mother country, though subjected to some strain at 
times, have remained on a friendly footing, and 
many embarrassing questions between us have been 
settled by peaceful methods; and the fact that the 
slave power once engaged us in war with Mexico 
has long since been forgotten on both sides of the 
line, in the friendly intercourse of commerce. The 


war of the rebellion was fought to secure the con- 
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ditions of lasting peace by maintaining the integ- 
rity of the federal union. The United States as 
one nation has a pacific mission to fulfil on earth, 
and the war that established once for all that the 
federal government is an indissoluble union of in- 
destructible States, as it was fought by peace- 
ful citizens, so it had peace for its end and object. 
The blood of the brave men of the North and of 
the South, mingling upon the battlefield, has but 
more firmly cemented the union of two sections in 
a common country. 

Our nation has rendered a great service to the 
cause we are considering by setting an example 
against the practice of maintaining a large stand- 
ing army. Never, in modern history at least, has — 
any great nation kept so small a proportion of its 
citizens under arms as has the United States. '‘To- 
day, with a population of 63,000,000 and a terri- 
tory of over 3,500,000 square miles, our standing 
army still remains within the limit of 25,000 men, 
established many years ago, so that we have only 
one soldier for every twenty-five hundred people. 
Our army numbers but little more than a national 
police force; probably the combined policemen of 
a score of our largest cities would equal numeri- 


cally all the troops of the Union. And when, at 
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the close of the civil war, a million men who had 
been drawn from civil pursuits and transformed for 
the time being into soldiers, returned again, easily 
and quietly, to the ordinary affairs of life, another 
great lesson was taught to mankind. ‘To-day not 
alone the eeographical separation of: our country 
from others renders it secure, but the paradox 
must be acknowledged that its very devotion to 
peaceful industry makes it so strong in the re- 
sources required for modern warfare that we need 
not fear the attack of any foreign power. ‘There 
is not a nation that now groans beneath the bur- 
den of a great standing army that would not be 
stronger as a warlike power at the end of ten 
years if it could follow our example and devote 
itself to industrial development during that time. 

But perhaps the most important service which 
we have rendered to the establishment of peace 
lies in our development of the federal system of 
government. Here has been successfully solved 
the political problem which has been the puzzle of 
past ages. ‘The great empires of the past involved 
so much centralization of power that they broke 
down of their own weight. Not until our fore- 
fathers conceived and put into practice the idea 


of a federal nation of limited powers, made up of 
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states which chose their own executive officers 
and legislative bodies, and which retained all the 
powers of sovereignty except such as they con- 
ferred upon the central government by a formal, 
written instrument, did any practicable way appear 
of combining great numbers of men permanently 
under one political organization. In our system 
we have laid down the lines of future political 
development, and have furnished the model upon 
which not only three of the republics of America, 
but the empires of Germany and of Austria-Hun- 
gary, the Dominion of Canada, and the new Com- 
monwealth of Australia, have already been formed. 
The world now knows how it is possible, under 
free institutions, to form a closer political union 
and a more coherent empire than autocratic rule 
has ever been able to create, and along this path 
of political progress lies the road to the perma- 
nent abolition of war. 

The United States has always contributed power- 
fully to hasten the coming disarmament by its en- 
couragement of arbitration as a means of settling 
international disputes, and by the support which 
its people have given to the conception of a Con- 
gress of Nations as the final consummation to be 


aimed at. The very idea of an international tribu- 
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nal seems to have originated two centuries ago 
with one of the founders of America, who has 
given his name to one of our greatest common- 
wealths. In 1693 William Penn, in an “Essay on 
the Present and Future Peace of Europe,” urged 
the plan of a general congress for the settlement 
of international disputes. The first organized 
movement in support of this idea began with the 
formation of the American Peace Society in 1828; 
its founders declared that they hoped “to in- 
crease and promote the practice already begun of 
submitting national differences. to amicable discus- 
sion and arbitration, and finally of settling all 
national controversies by an appeal to reason, as 
becomes rational creatures, and not by physical 
force, as 1s worthy only of brute beasts; and this 
shall be done,” they continued, “by a congress of 
Christian nations, whose decrees shall be enforced 
by public opinion.” As long ago as 1835 the Legis- 
lature of this Commonwealth passed resolutions 
declaring that some mode should be established 
for the amicable and final adjustment of all inter- 
national disputes, instead of resorting to arms. 
By the treaty of Washington, submitting its just 
claim against Great Britain to arbitration, our 


country in a conspicuous instance showed _ her 
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opposition to unnecessary war. But perhaps her 
greatest service to this means of settlement will 
come from an attempt which has unhappily proved 
abortive for the present. By the treaty agreed to 
by the representatives of the American republics, 
assembled in International Conference at Wash- 
ington at the invitation of the United States, it is 
declared that “believing that war is the most cruel, — 
the most fruitless, and the most dangerous expe- 
dient for the settlement of international differences, 
the republics of America hereby adopt arbitration 
as a principle of American international law for 
the settlement of the differences, disputes, or con- 
troversies that may arise between two or more of 
them.” Arbitration is by this treaty made oblig- 
atory In every case except where one of the 
parties to the controversy believes that the point 
at issue 1s of such a nature as to threaten its 
national independence; and this exception simply 
corresponds to the right to resort to force in 
defence of his life which the law everywhere allows 
to the individual man. <A code of rules for putting 
arbitration into practice is embodied in the treaty, 
and it is provided that any other nation may be- 
come a party to it. ‘The unfortunate failure of 


the nations represented to ratify this treaty within 
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the time allowed has for the present: prevented 
the accomplishment of its beneficent purposes; 
yet even its adoption by the Conference marked 
an epoch in international relations. This body 
took further steps of importance in recommending 
the respective governments to adopt the declara- 
tion that “the principle of conquest shall not be 
recognized as admissible under American public 
law,” and in declaring its desire that Huropean 
nations, by becoming parties to the treaty, should 
adopt its methods of settling disputes between 
themselves and the nations of America. 

And now, with this record in the past, what 
can we still do in the future to promote that union 
of different races which has taken place to so 
wonderful an extent upon our own territory; how 
can we help further to perfect that brotherhood 
of man upon which our political institutions are 
founded? First of all, we can continue to hold 
before the eyes of the world the spectacle of a 
peaceful, federal republic, already exceeding in its 
population every government in the world except 
the empires of China, Russia, and Great Britain, 
and exceeding even the latter if the two hundred 
and fifty millions of her subjects in India are 


omitted. We stand to-day among the four great 
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powers of the earth, surpassed by none in the ex- 
tent of our resources, equalled by none in the in- 
telliigence of our people. It must be that the 
United States will have more and more power in 
moulding the public opinion of the world, and that 
our example and practice will have a growing in- 
fluence upon other nations. ‘Therefore every effort 
to elevate and purify American political or social 
life, to keep the stream of democracy flowing clear 
and unobstructed, to make government of the 
people work more successfully, is also an effort to 
promote the concord of nations and _ to hasten the 
coming peace. 

But the time has now arrived when the United 
States can do more to promote this cause than 
merely securing her own internal development. 
With the final settlement of the once menacing 
questions of slavery and secession, with the final 
establishment of the national government on a 
firm foundation, we can turn our attention to our 
relations with other countries. We can in the 
future play a continually mecreasing part in that 
growing closeness of intercourse between nations 
which has already been referred to as one of 
the strongest promoters of peace. In the way 


of commerce, having already established within 
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our borders complete freedom of trade on the 
largest scale which the world has ever seen, we 
shall in the future seek, as we are already doing, 
closer trade relations with foreign countries; and 
every barrier to commerce that is removed, 
whether by treaty of reciprocity or otherwise, 
raises another barrier against war. The imagi- 
nary lines that separate our country from Canada 
on the north and Mexico on the south must, in 
respect to commerce at least, fade away before 
the true community of interest which unites us 
with them. With the rapid strides which we are 
making in the higher forms of civilization, the 
friendly ties of common intellectual and profes- 
sional interests must bring us into closer associ- 
ation with Huropean countries; the establishment 
this year of the long-delayed right of interna- 
tional copyright has been one step toward the 
connection of nations through literature. [ven 
the American inventors who are furnishing im- 
proved weapons of warfare to foreign countries 
may be, as we have seen, hastening the extinction 
of war and cooperating im the true mission of 
their nation. 

We live in an age of searching analysis, when 


the oldest and most cherished institutions are 
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obliged to submit to a critical examination and 
dissection. When the people are sufficiently edu- 
cated in all countries, as they are fast becoming 
in some, to understand the true nature of war, 
they will insist upon its abolition. Already, in 
almost every country of Europe except England, 
the maintenance of the standing army rests not 
upon free will, but upon force; the ranks are not 
filled up by the volunteer, but by the conscript. 
The people, if left to themselves, would engage 
in the pursuits of civil life; hence the necessity 
for universal compulsory service in order to keep 
up militarism. In England, with her much smaller 
army, it is true that its numbers are, with some 
difficulty, maintained by voluntary enlistment; but 
her experience furnishes a scarcely less striking 
commentary on the dislike of the people for mili- 
tary service. Recruits have to be drawn mainly 
from the dregs of the population; and at the 
expiration of their term of service more than nine 
men out of ten refuse all inducements to reénlist. 
Within the last ten years there have been over 
forty thousand deserters. The plain truth is that, 
unless driven by necessity, men will not serve in 
standing armies in time of peace; and in time of 


war, unless some great cause appeals to their con- 
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-vietions, as it did to the soldiers of the revolution, 

modern citizens must have their passions roused 

and their emotions excited before they will fight. 

= Leave out the music, the banners, and the uni- 

forms, the pride, pomp, and circumstance which 

give to war its fictitious glory, and it would be: 

a a sorry game, at which few would care to play. 

Far be it from me to depreciate the heroic self- 

sacrifice which men have shown in responding to 

what they believed to be their country’s call to 

honorable duty; but it cannot be denied that if 

the peoples of the past had been as free and as 

intelligent as our people are to-day, they would 

have fought very few of the wars which have 

stained the pages of history. As liberty and 

education advance hand in hand, as the citizen 

assumes control over his own actions and learns 

to use his own reason, as he comes to discern 

the real essence and substance of war underneath 

its external forms and trappings, he will refuse 

longer to lend himself to the destruction of 
human. life. 

Let it not be thought that the considerations that 

have been brought forward are meant to lead to 

the conclusion that there will be no more war in 


the world, and that the great armies of Hurope will 
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be peacefully reduced and finally disbanded. This — 
may indeed come to pass, however unlikely it may 
seem; yet, if the probabilities of the immediate 
present only were considered, the topic of this ad- 
dress might more appropriately be The Coming 
War. Before the sword can be finally sheathed 
it may be that the soil of Europe is to be again 
drenched in blood. ‘The darkest hour in the history 
of war may be yet to come; but it will be a dark- 
ness that presages dawn. No one of the influences 
that have been touched upon may yet be strong 
enough to stifle the voices that cry to arms; but in 
the aggregate, and in the fulness of time, their silent 
effect will be irresistible. We cannot fix a date 
for the cessation of war, and it will hardly come 
in what remains of the nineteenth century; yet it 
may come in the twentieth, and some within the 
sound of my voice may live to look back upon it | 
as an outgrown barbarism, as to-day we look back ; 
upon the quarrels of the feudal barons, upon trial 
by battle, and upon duelling. It has been well said 
that many disappointments and misunderstanding's 
arise from the fact that man is m a hurry and the 
Creator is not. “The kingdom of God cometh 
not with observation;” the arrival of peace draws 


near slowly and imperceptibly, but none the less 
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surely. To our brief span of mortality the period 
of strife that yet remains might, if we knew its 
duration, seem long; but to Him in whose sight a 
thousand years are but as yesterday it is as nothing. 
Compared with the ages through which the hand 
of man has been against his fellow-man, and nation 
has met nation in mortal battle, such survival of 
conflict as may yet remain will be of insignificant 
duration. “It is really a thought,” says Emerson, 
“that built this portentous war establishment, and 
a thought shall also melt it away.” The anniver- 
sary that we celebrate to-day can serve no nobler 
purpose than to promote this higher thought. The 
memory of the founders of the republic cannot be 
more highly honored than by recognizing the federa- 
tion of all races as the true outcome of their work. 
The religion of Christ cannot be better exemplified 
than in hastening the coming of “peace on earth, 


good will to men.”
